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FOREWORD 


The first volume of The Papers of Zebulon Baird Vance was published in 
1963 during the centennial commemoration of the Civil War. It is fitting 
that this third volume, which includes Vance’s correspondence in the last 
eighteen months of the conflict, is published fifty years later during the 
sesquicentennial commemoration of that war. 

Joe Mobley, former administrator of the Historical Publications Section 
and longtime employee of the Office of Archives and History, edited the 
second volume of the Vance Papers series and both selected and transcribed 
the documents in this third volume. Kenrick N. Simpson and Anne Miller, 
former and current employees of the section respectively, served as assistant 
editors and prepared the manuscript for publication. Other members of the 
Historical Publications Section who worked on this publication include 
Susan M. Trimble, who typeset the work, and Lisa D. Bailey who, along 
with the section administrator, helped proofread it. 

Mr. Mobley received both his B.A. and M.A. degrees in history at North 
Carolina State University, where he currently serves as a lecturer. He is 
author of a number of other works published by the Office of Archives and 
History, including James City: A Black Community in North Carolina, 1863- 
1900 and Ship Ashore! The U.S. Lifesavers of Coastal North Carolina. His 
“War Governor of the South”: North Carolina’s Zeb Vance in the Confederacy 
(University Press of Florida) won the North Caroliniana Society Book 
Award for 2006. Other Civil War books include Weary of War: Life on 
the Confederate Home Front (Praeger) and Confederate Generals of North 
Carolina: Tar Heels in Command (History Press). Mr. Mobley served as editor 
of the present edition of The Way We Lived in North Carolina (University 
of North Carolina Press) and wrote Raleigh, North Carolina: A Brief History 
(History Press). He served as editor of the North Carolina Historical Review 
for many years and wrote articles and numerous book reviews for the journal. 
He also served as president of the North Carolina Literary and Historical 
Association and of the Historical Society of North Carolina. 

Many changes have occurred in the past half century. The first volume 
of the Vance Papers was published in a print edition in 1963, the second 


volume in 1995. Both of these volumes remain in print and are available 
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for purchase. In recognition of the public’s reading habits today, this 
third volume is also being issued in a digital e-book edition. Although 
times change, Zebulon Baird Vance continues to hold a significant place 
in North Carolina history.

INTRODUCTION 


In January 1864, Zebulon Baird Vance could look forward with some 
trepidation to the remaining eight months of his first term as governor 
of North Carolina. As part of the Confederate States of America, North 
Carolina had been at war with the United States since the state’s secession 
in May 1861. By the beginning of 1864, the state was experiencing the stress 
of waging a war with dwindling resources and success. 

Within the Tar Heel State, Vance increasingly had to deal with the 
ever-pressing problems of enforcing Confederate conscription, arresting 
deserters, and addressing citizens’ complaints about shortages, inflation, 
speculation, tax-in-kind, and the impressment of forage and supplies. By late 
1863, dissatisfaction and disillusionment with the war had led disaffected 
North Carolinians to consider the possibility of peace negotiations. They 
found a spokesman in William W. Holden, editor of Raleigh’s North Carolina 
Standard, a member of the Conservative Party, and promoter of Vance in 
the gubernatorial election of 1862. In the autumn of 1863, Holden began 
calling for a convention of delegates to consider peace negotiations with the 
Federal government.! 7 

In early 1864, Vance committed himself to run for reelection as 
governor and based his platform upon support for the war and Confederate 
independence, as well as denunciation of Holden and his allies. In late 1863, 
Holden had let Vance know in no uncertain terms that he and his allies 
would oppose Vance’s reelection if he did not support the peace convention. 
“I can not of course favour such a thing for any existing cause,” Vance 
wrote to his adviser, former governor and Confederate senator William A. 
Graham. “I will see the Conservative party blown into a thousand atoms 
and Holden and his understrappers in hell . . . before I will consent to a 
course which I think would bring dishonor and ruin upon both State & 
Confederacy!” The governor also wrote to David L. Swain, president of the 
state university, former governor, and adviser and father figure to Vance. He 
asked for Swain’s advice about running for reelection to the governorship. 
As governor, he asserted, he could never lead North Carolinians back into 


the Union “humbled and degraded.” 
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Vance, however, did not immediately proclaim publicly his opposition to 
Holden and the peace movement. He vacillated for several weeks, perhaps 
because he was uncertain about how to proceed in his race for reelection, or 
perhaps to wait for advice from his Conservative supporters. Such advice was not 
long in coming. John D. Hyman—a friend and former coeditor of the Asheville 
Spectator who soon became editor of the pro- Vance Raleigh Conservative—wrote 
to Vance on February 17, 1864: “By your silence you are daily losing friends. 
The Democratic and secession party allege that Holden is your spokesman & 
that you are in favor of a convention while a large number of Conservatives 
are committing themselves to a convention, whether by signing petitions or 
participating in public meetings held at Holden’s suggestion—whereas they 
would commit themselves in opposition to a convention, if they knew you were 
opposed to it.”* Vance finally publicly denounced Holden’s peace convention 
five days later, on February 22, when he made his first campaign speech in 
Wilkesboro, the seat of Wilkes County. 

In the meantime, the peace movement in North Carolina received some 
additional support when the Confederate Congress, at the urging of President 
Jefferson Davis, passed a law suspending the writ of habeas corpus in thirteen 
specific cases. The eleventh clause of the act was intended to suppress peace 
activities in the Confederacy. That provision suspended the writ of habeas 
corpus for anyone arrested for “advising or inciting others to abandon the 
Confederate cause, or to resist the Confederate States, or to adhere to the 
enemy.” 

Upon hearing of the bill, and convinced that it was directed at North 
Carolina’s disaffected citizens, Vance wrote to President Davis urging him 
to be “chary of exercising the power” of the new law. Such actions, Vance 
cautioned, would play right into the hands of the dissenters. The problems in 
North Carolina, he insisted, could not be solved by suppression of civil rights. 
North Carolina would remain loyal to the Confederacy so long as Davis dealt 
fairly and cautiously with its residents. Vance pointed out that he and other 
supporters of the Confederacy were already working in the state to prevent the 
calling of a peace convention. 

Vance then launched into a long explanation of why some North Carolinians 
had become disenchanted with the Confederate war effort. He maintained that 
from the beginning, the Davis government had been suspicious of the Old 
North State because it had been reluctant to leave the Union. As a result, the 
governor complained, those Tar Heels who had originally opposed secession had 
been excluded from high civil and military positions in the Confederacy. He 
also contended that the Confederate policies of conscription, impressment, and 
tax-in-kind had been harshly and unfairly imposed upon North Carolinians.° 
Davis angrily responded that he had no intention of suspending the writ of 
habeas corpus without just cause, “But should the occasion unhappily arise 
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when the public safety demands their employment, I would be derelict in duty, 
if | hesitated to use” such powers. Davis went on in great detail to defend himself 
against Vance’s charges that he and his officials had been biased against North 
Carolina because of its strong Unionist sentiment prior to secession.‘ 

A series of angry letters ensued between Davis and Vance, in which each 
blamed the other for the disaffection in North Carolina. Throughout the war, 
the relationship between the president and the governor remained strained 
and sometimes antagonistic, and their correspondence often disintegrated 
into petulant quarreling. Nevertheless, Vance made conscientious efforts to 
cooperate and compromise with the Davis government. On two occasions 
he visited Richmond in order to talk personally with Davis to smooth out 
difficulties between the state and the Confederacy. Shortly after taking office in 
1862, he traveled to the Confederate capital to discuss with the president how 
the two governments could best operate together to prosecute the war. Again 
in August 1863 he called on Davis to talk over the dissatisfaction in North 
Carolina about certain Confederate policies and appointments. He came away 
encouraged by Davis’s response. “I trust things will be better now that we are 
understood at Richmond,” he reported after the meeting.® 

To be sure, Davis frequently argued with Vance. Davis’s stubborn and 
quarrelsome nature, however, was not confined to his discourses with Vance but 
levied at other officials as well.’ Vance’s temper, on the other hand, displayed 
a certain insecurity and immaturity. He sometimes fired off angry missives to 
Davis or the secretary of war about alleged Confederate injustices before he took 
time to reflect on his comments or to verify facts about reported outrages such 
as impressment or other abuses of North Carolina soldiers or civilians.!° But 
neither man ever denounced the other as a demagogue, and Davis never openly 
questioned Vance’s loyalty to the cause of a free and independent Confederate 
States of America. 

The governor did, however, manage to turn the issue of the suspension of 
the writ of habeas corpus to his advantage in the gubernatorial election of 1864. 
After he launched his 1864 campaign, a number of his advisers encouraged him 
to speak out strongly against suspension, which reportedly had created some 
outrage in the Tar Heel State. Holden and his peace proponents had seized on 
the issue of suspension as fuel for their crusade to defeat Vance. Responding to 
the advice of his associates, Vance did defend the writ of habeas corpus in an 
April speech in Fayetteville, in the columns of the Fayetteville Observer in that 
same month, before the legislature in May, and thereafter in the campaign. 
But the governor tempered his defense of the principle of habeas corpus by 
insisting that North Carolina should support the Davis government and accept 
nothing short of Confederate independence. Responding to his remarks in May, 
the legislature passed a resolution against the suspension of the writ of habeas 
corpus and a bill making it a high misdemeanor to ignore a writ issued by a state 
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judge. But the legislature also passed a resolution expressing its “most hearty 
approval and cordial sympathy” for Vance’s position and stating that any peace 
negotiations should be made only on the basis of Confederate independence.!! 
Vance was politically astute enough not to ignore the habeas corpus issue, and 
he denied Holden and his allies that weapon with which to assail him, but it 
does not necessarily follow that Vance strongly opposed the 1864 Confederate 
law suspending the writ. In 1863, Vance had defended the right of Chief Justice 
Richmond M. Pearson to issue writs of habeas corpus for men that he ruled 
were illegally conscripted into the Confederate army, and the governor had 
refused to allow Confederate authorities to ignore the writs. Although Vance 
accepted and defended Pearson’s rulings as state law, he did not agree with the 
chief justice’s decisions that denied the legality of the arrests of deserters and 
recusant conscripts by the militia or Home Guard, and he attempted to have 
the full North Carolina Supreme Court overturn them.” 

Vance began his campaign for reelection in the midst of a stronghold 
of peace sentiment, for Wilkes County stood in the west and at the 
edge of the area of war disaffection and antislavery Unionist sentiment 
known as the Quaker Belt. In his speech at Wilkesboro on February 22, 
the governor set the tone and agenda that would prevail throughout his 
campaign. He denounced the secessionists who had started the war but at 
the same time condemned the movement calling for a peace convention. He 
asserted that the Confederacy could win its independence if the people would 
only persist in supporting the Confederate government. He told the crowd of two 
thousand onlookers that he had “no more doubt about the establishment of the 
independence of the Southern Confederacy than I have of my own existence, 
provided we remain true to the cause we have solemnly undertaken to support.” 
He went on to chastise the Davis government for its recent law authorizing the 
suspension of habeas corpus. But he qualified his remarks with an appeal to the 
citizens of North Carolina to obey the laws of the state and the Confederacy. 
He also defended the conscription laws. “I have come among you,” he told 
the crowd, “to beg you in the name of reason, of humanity, to obey the law; to 
recognize order and authority; to do nothing except in the manner prescribed 
by the Constitution; to bear the ills you have rather than fly to evils you know 
not of; in short .. . to implore you ‘to do nothing rash.’ ”” 

Following his speech at Wilkesboro, the governor delivered it again at 
Statesville, Taylorsville, and Salisbury. Upon Vance’s return to Raleigh, 
Holden—seeing plainly that the man he previously supported for the office 
of chief executive was not going to support a peace convention—announced 
his intention to run against him in the gubernatorial race. “The man who 
has been deepest in my confidence and whom my friends have persisted in 
apologizing for, has at length shown his purpose,” Vance wrote to Graham."* 
The race for the office of governor continued through the spring and summer. 
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The governor stumped the state vigorously, responding to many invitations to 
speak and drawing large crowds. He also visited the North Carolina troops in 
Virginia and addressed several brigades. He continued to attack Holden and 
his peace convention, while at the same time leaving the impression that he 
was open to peace negotiations if such negotiations recognized Confederate 
independence. He also implied that he was a protector of habeas corpus and 
the civil liberties of the people. He accused Holden of being affiliated with the 
Heroes of America or Red Strings, a radical Quaker Belt Unionist organization 
working to undermine the Confederacy. He also insisted that Holden wanted 
North Carolina to negotiate a separate peace with the Federals. Having much 
of his political thunder stolen, Holden could only respond to Vance’s platform 
by accusing the governor of having a wasteful and corrupt administration and 
of neglecting the state’s business by staying so long on the campaign circuit. 
He also claimed that the governor was really the candidate of the Confederate 
or Democratic Party and not a true Conservative. More war, not peace, was 
Vance’s objective, Holden maintained. The editor of the Standard declined to 
debate Vance and had to spend much of his effort defending himself against the 
charges that he was a member of the Heroes of America and desired a separate 
peace for North Carolina.” 

In the end, Vance’s strategy paid off. He won both the Democratic and 
Conservative vote and carried the August election by an overwhelming 
margin, receiving 77.2 percent of the popular vote. From the soldiers’ vote, 
Holden garnered only 1,824 votes of the nearly 15,000 cast. There is evidence 
of possible fraud in some of the army vote, but it would not have changed the 
outcome of the election. In North Carolina, Vance carried all but three counties: 
Wilkes (the site of the governor’s opening campaign speech), Randolph, and 
Johnston. His votes totaled 57,873, while Holden received only 14,432.'° With 
this vote of confidence from the electorate, Vance would in the coming months 
continue steadfastly to lend his support to the Confederacy’s efforts to win its 
independence. 

In the autumn of 1864, the war increasingly turned against the Confederate 
states as Atlanta fell, Gen. William T. Sherman began his march northward into 
the Carolinas, and the Army of the Potomac tightened its grip on the Army of 
Northern Virginia in the trenches around Petersburg and Richmond. Lincoln’s 
reelection in November meant a continuation of the Federal campaign to see 
the war through until victory. The fall of Fort Fisher at the port of Wilmington 
in January 1865 added to the despondency in North Carolina. Those events 
resulted in a revival of peace sentiment in North Carolina and other Southern 
states. But amid the renewed clamor for peace negotiations, Vance stood firm in 
his support of the government in Richmond and his commitment to continuing 
the hostilities until Confederate independence was won. In August 1864, he 
had issued a proclamation enticing deserters to return to their regiments with 
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only mild punishment and promising to pursue relentlessly those who did not. 
He then called for a conference of Confederate governors east of the Mississippi 
to revive their waning efforts for Southern independence. At the conference, 
held in Augusta, Georgia, in October 1864, he suggested that the governors urge 
their state legislatures to make greater efforts to support the war effort, including 
breaking up “The great evil of desertion” and permitting the conscription of 
some state officials, who “could constitute quite a material reinforcement to 
our hard pressed armies.” Back in North Carolina, Vance called together his 
Council of State and asked it to endorse an immediate session of the state 
legislature in order to approve the conscription of some state officials and 
the Home Guard to be sent to Robert E. Lee’s army in Virginia. The council, 
however, refused. At the regular session of the legislature in November, the 
governor further demonstrated his concern for bolstering the Confederate army 
by asking the state lawmakers to extend the age of conscription to fifty-five. 
The assembly declined his request.!’ 

Vance also continued to oppose vehemently any further talk about a peace 
convention, even after he became virtually certain that the Confederacy stood 
no chance of achieving a military victory. On January 18, 1865, he wrote 
to Gov. Joseph E. Brown of Georgia that “The March of Sherman through 
Georgia his threatened advance through So. Carolina and the recent disasters 
involved in the defeat of Genl Hood and the fall of the principal defensive work 
of Wilmington, have necessitated the desire of a State Convention for vague 
and indefinable purposes. I do not think however that a Convention can be 
called in North Carolina unless your State should lead in the movement, and 
I see many indications of such an intention among your people. . . .” Vance 
went on to admonish Brown to do all he could to prevent such a convention 
in Georgia. “I suppose you are aware of my opinion in regard to the danger of 
such a movement,” he wrote Brown. “I regard it as simply another revolution 
and by which we would incur not only the danger attendant upon a disunited 
Confederation, but also of domestic strife and bloodshed.”!® 

In late January 1865, Vance learned that the Hampton Roads Peace 
Conference would be held on February 3. At that conference, three Confederate 
commissioners and critics of Jefferson Davis—Alexander Stephens, John A. 
Campbell, and Robert M. T. Hunter—would attempt to negotiate a peace 
with the Federal government. To a friend, Vance expressed his opinion of 
the pending conference. “Never was there a greater error,” he declared. “It is 
most unwise to suspend our preparations [for the public defense] in the hour of 
negotiations. We should really double our dilligence, & present to our enemies 
the energetic determination of a great people, driven to the wall in the last 
stages of desperation and ready to dare every thing! But alas! Alas! We hail 
the first step of our enemies toward negotiation, on any terms, as an act of 
gracious condescension and tacitly accept our degradation beforehand!” As far 
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as Vance was concerned, the peace meeting was “a great swindle, and we are 
so anxious to be duped that we can never plead rape. | believe however it will 
result in peace but such a peace as I for one will blush to accept.”!? But the 
governor soon learned that he had no reason to fear the success of the peace 
talks. The Hampton Roads conference failed quickly when the Confederate 
commissioners learned that President Lincoln would not compromise on his 
stipulations that the Confederate states lay down their arms, renounce their 
independence, and accept emancipation of their slaves.” After the failure of 
negotiations at Hampton Roads, Senator William A. Graham approached 
Vance on behalf of a group of Confederate senators and representatives who 
had concluded that further resistance in the war was useless and would result 
only in additional bloodshed. They wanted North Carolina to begin unilateral 
peace negotiations with the Federal government. As their spokesman, Graham 
suggested to Vance that he recall North Carolina’s troops from Virginia and 
thereby force Gen. Robert E. Lee to surrender his army and conclude the war. 
Vance refused to do what Graham suggested and vowed to fight on to the end 
along with the other Confederate states. 

Indeed, the Tar Heel war governor resisted capitulation to the very end, even 
when the troops of Sherman were at the gates of the state’s capital. On April 10, 
1865, Gen. Joseph E. Johnston, whose troops were defending against the 
advance of Sherman’s army toward Raleigh, informed Vance that he intended to 
evacuate the Raleigh area and retreat to the west. He would meet at Greensboro 
with Jefferson Davis, who was fleeing southwestward from Richmond with his 
cabinet. Lee’s army had been trapped by U. S. Grant’s troops at Appomattox on 
April 9, and rumors spread that Lee had surrendered. Vance began transferring 
out of Raleigh the state records and the stores of supplies that he had on hand.” 

At around that same time, Graham and Swain proposed to the governor a 
plan for securing peace and avoiding further destruction at the hands of Sherman. 
Both Graham and Swain were convinced that the cause of Confederate 
independence was hopeless and that “through the administration of Mr. Davis 
we could expect no peace, so long as he shall be supplied with the resources of 
war... .” Their scheme called for Vance to convene the legislature and have 
it pass a resolution calling for a conclusion to the war and inviting the other 
Confederate states to do likewise. The legislature would elect commissioners 
to treat with the Federal government and report to a state convention to be 
called “to wield the sovereign power of the State in any emergency that may 
arise out of the changing state of events.” If Sherman drew near to Raleigh, 
however, Vance should dispatch commissioners to Sherman to request that 
Union troops suspend fighting until the governor could determine what further 
action the state would take regarding continuing the war. Again Vance rejected 
the idea of unilateral peace negotiations by North Carolina. But he did concur 
in the plan to send commissioners to meet with Sherman, after first receiving 
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permission from Confederate general William J. Hardee, whom Johnston had 
left in command at Raleigh.” 

On April 12, Vance dispatched Graham and Swain to negotiate with 
Sherman, who was then fast approaching Raleigh from the east. Graham and 
Swain, accompanied by several other state officials, left Raleigh by train, but 
before they reached Sherman, they were detained by Federal officers. When 
Vance learned that his two emissaries had been captured, he prepared a letter 
to Sherman, which he left with city officials. The letter stated that Mayor 
William H. Harrison was authorized to surrender the city of Raleigh and asked 
for Sherman’s “protection for the charitable institutions of the State located 
here filled as they are with unfortunate inmates, most of whose natural protectors 
would be unable to take care of them in the event of their destruction.” The 
governor also asked that Sherman not allow the destruction of “The Capitol 
of the State with its Libraries, Museum and most of the public records. . . .” 
Around midnight, the governor fled from Raleigh and rode to the encampment 
of Gen. Robert E Hoke, about eight miles west of the city.” 

On the following day, he traveled to Hillsborough, where he stopped at 
Graham’s house. In the meantime, Graham and Swain had met with Sherman 
and returned to Raleigh with the Union commander’s promise to protect 
the city from destruction. Finding Vance gone, they took over state affairs 
at the State Capitol. Mayor Harrison surrendered the city to the advance 
guard of the Federal army. On April 14, Graham and Swain set out to find 
Vance, carrying with them a pass from Sherman (who had taken up residence 
in the Governor’s Palace) giving Vance safe conduct back to Raleigh. They 
proceeded to Hillsborough, where they attempted to persuade Vance to return 
to the capital city, but Vance refused, even though he also received for the 
first time definite news that Lee had surrendered. Shortly before Graham and 
Swain arrived, Vance had received a message from Jefferson Davis requesting a 
meeting at Greensboro. Still clinging to the shreds of a legitimate Confederate 
government, Vance departed on April 15 for Greensboro; but upon arriving, he 
found that Davis had left for Charlotte. Vance then returned to Hillsborough 
accompanied by Confederate secretary of war John C. Breckinridge. 

At Hillsborough, General Johnston had convened a council of Confederate 
generals and cabinet officials to discuss possible peace terms between Sherman 
and Johnston. The two leaders had begun talks at the farmhouse of James 
Bennett, near Durham Station. Egged on by Gen. Wade Hampton, the 
Confederate authorities snubbed Vance because they felt he might have been 
willing to negotiate with Sherman on his own. Wounded by such an accusation, 
Vance strongly denied it. He then left Hillsborough and returned to Greensboro, 
where he hoped to established a temporary state capital.” 

On April 23, Davis wired Vance to meet with him and his cabinet at 
Charlotte. Vance arrived shortly, and Davis began to talk of a plan to unite 
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with Gen. Edmund Kirby Smith in the Trans-Mississippi. According to Vance, 
the president wanted Vance and the remaining North Carolina troops to join 
him and the remnants of Johnston’s army in a flight to the West, where they 
would continue the fight. The cabinet, however, convinced Davis that such 
a scheme had no chance of success. Davis reluctantly instructed Johnston to 
accept the surrender terms that he and Sherman had reached at the Bennett 
farmhouse. Vance then returned to Greensboro. But word soon reached the 
Confederate president that the government in Washington had refused to 
accept the generous surrender terms that Sherman had offered Johnston. The 
Confederate government had forty-eight hours to accept the same terms that 
General Lee had been given at Appomattox. Davis then ordered Johnston 
to begin moving his army southward. Instead, Johnston met with Sherman 
at the Bennett farm and on April 26 surrendered his army according to the 
Federals’ terms, effectively ending the war. Davis was eventually captured in 
southwestern Georgia on May 10. At Greensboro, Vance attempted, without 
success, to reestablish a state government. On May 2, he surrendered to Union 
general John M. Schofield, who had replaced Sherman. Not sure what to do 
with Vance, Schofield told him to go home. Vance went to Statesville, where 
earlier he had sent his family, and on May 13, Federal soldiers arrested him 
there. He was transported to Washington, D.C., and placed in the Old Capitol 
Prison, where he remained until released on July 6.” 
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EDITORIAL METHOD 


The number of documents currently known to exist in the papers of Zebulon 
Baird Vance for the period January 1864 to June 1865 totals approximately 
3,582. The largest single repository for those materials is the State Archives, 
North Carolina Office of Archives and History, Raleigh. That agency houses 
three major collections pertaining to Vance: the Governors Papers, the 
Governors Letter Books, and Vance’s private papers. The rest of the Vance 
papers reside in various collections throughout the United States. Of the 
number extant, 502 have been transcribed and printed in this volume. The rest 
are listed in a calendar at the end of the book. The calendar catalogs the papers 
chronologically in the order in which they are arranged within a collection. 
Listed first are the Governors Papers, then the Governors Letter Books, followed 
by Vance’s private papers, and lastly all other repositories. 

In this volume the editors have selected and transcribed materials that 
pertain to the major political, military, and administrative decisions of Governor 
Vance from January 1864 until the end of the Civil War and the governor’s 
imprisonment in Washington, D.C. The predominant topics are states’ rights, 
war disillusionment and the peace movement, conscription, desertion, the 
gubernatorial election, blockade-running, supplies and shortages, and the final 
events leading to the surrender of the Confederacy. But the editors have also 
included a sampling of letters that reflect the hardships and fears of Confederate 
soldiers and the home-front population. Of the 502 letters, telegrams, 
proclamations, and memorandums published herein, nearly half of them are 
from Vance. Virtually all surviving correspondence known to have been created 
by Vance has been printed. The few exceptions include routine commissions, 
appointments, and other documents merely requiring his signature. The editors 
have made transcriptions for this volume from manuscript sources only. None 
comes from printed matter such as newspapers, published records, or other 
documentaries, although some of the same documents might be found in other 
printed works. 

Although the Vance papers have been transcribed and printed as exactly 
as feasible, a number of editorial adjustments and devices appear throughout 
volume 3 to provide continuity and assist the reader. Margins, indentation, 
and placement of elements have been standardized. Misspellings and 
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punctuation have been retained except when the misspelling was so flagrant 
or the punctuation so erratic or bizarre as to be unintelligible or misleading. 
In such cases silent emendations have been made. Flourishes and other 
extraneous marks have been eliminated. Small dashes, at the bottom of a line 
or at the end a sentence (_), have been converted to periods. Long dashes 
(—) are retained whether they come within or at the end of a sentence. [Sic] 
indicates only factual errors and words that are repeated in error (“the the,” 
for example). Superscript characters have been brought down to the line 
and followed by a period. Angle brackets (< >) enclose letters and words 
canceled by the writer but still legible. Interlinear insertions appear within 
(/ /), and all editorial insertions have been italicized and placed in square 
brackets ([ ]). Inferred readings also are in square brackets but in Roman 
type. [Illegible] indicates words that cannot be deciphered, and such terms 
as [faded] and [torn] appear where appropriate. All notes follow immediately 
the document to which they refer. 

Zebulon B. Vance frequently made endorsements on the backs of letters 
he received. In those notations he usually gave instructions to clerks or aides 
for responding to the letter or for filing the correspondence. Because those 
endorsements (some brief, others having several sentences) include significant 
information about Vance and his mind-set, the editors have placed them— 
with the designation [Endorsed]—at the end of the document on which they 
were written. Some letters received have been published herein mainly on the 
basis of what Vance’s endorsement reveals. Endorsements other than those 
by the governor also have been included when they provide information not 
already given in the item. The editors have noted enclosures with the heading 
[Enclosures] and placed them immediately after the correspondence that they 
accompanied, regardless of the date on which the enclosure was written.

Dear Sir,

requesting you to use your influence and authority to prevent provisions 
from being carried from [thi]s State—The exigencies of this community 
imperiously demand in my judgment this should be done—Corn here now 
is selling at $35 per bushel and what these agents will run pork to, if they go 
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unchecked there is no telling—Why these cormorants should be allowed to 
make Bertie, the scene of their operations | cannot imagine. Certainly not 
because, there is any superfluity here—Our country for the want of adequate 
protection is fast becoming a solitude, and if all the provisions are carried

My Dear Sir,! 

It seems that all my efforts to preserve the unity of our party and the 
harmony of its counsels are to be frustrated at last. I have heard since the 
adjournment of the Legislature, that it was resolved to agitate the calling of 
a Convention to take the State out of the Confederacy. Last night | learned 
that Holden? had proposed a sett of resolutions and sent down to Johnson 
County to be passed at a public meeting next week, and that a series of 
similar meetings are to follow with a view to forcing the Legislature into 
calling the Convention in May. I also learn that a Convention Candidate 
is to oppose me unless I agree to the scheme &c &c. Now Sir, what should 
I do? I can not of course favour such a thing for any existing cause. I will see 
the Conservative party blown into a thousand atoms and Holden and his 
understrappers in hell (if you will pardon the violence of the expression) 
before I will consent to a course which | think would bring dishonor and 
ruin upon both State & Confederacy! We are already ruined, almost, but are 
not yet dishonored, neither have we been the cause of ruin to others. With 
my help we never shall be. Is Holden the leader of the Conservative party? 
If so I dont belong to it. Why will old whigs and Union men surrender the 
leadership of their party to a man who has denounced them all his life, who 
has done more to produce our present troubles than any man in it, and who 
is moreover a known demagogue & a man of bad character? 

If such is to be the case, a split is inevitable, to say nothing of the other & 
more serious consequences likely to ensue to the country. I regret exceedingly 
that you have resigned yr seat in the Senate, but as you are happily out of 
this trouble I hope you will not refuse me your advice as heretofore.

On the 31st. Octr. last I wrote you from Manchester acknowledging 
the receipt of all State Bonds which had been forwarded to me $400,000 
& $600,000 at Same time Stating that I had the business for the State so 
arranged as to be able to leave what was unfinished in the hands of Mess 
Collie & Co.' to compleate. At that time I Expected to have left for home 
soon after the middle of November the Steamer however was not ready so 
soon as Expected & did not Sail until the 12th. Decr. & arrived here, all 
safe, on the 26th. here | shall await the arrival of the Ad-Vance,’ which I 
understand is Expected every day, her second cargo of Cotton had arrived 
at Liverpool a few days before I left London, the price had gone down from 
1% to 2. per pound. I consequently directed Mr Collie to hold it for a short 
time, hoping it would recover, the decline was attributed to the high rate of 
Bank interest. 

The Ship “Arbutes” by which I had shipd. a good many goods arrived 
about a week since, I understand in rather a leaky condition & I fear some 
of the packages may in consequence have sustained some injury, to that I 
will attend, as soon as the goods are discharged & will make a claim for any 
damages, the invoices for this Shipment have been forwarded you & hope 
have been received.

My dear Sir,! 

The final plunge which I have been dreading and avoiding, that is to 
separate me from a large number of my political friends is about to be made. 
It is now a fixed policy of Mr. Holden and others to call a convention in 
May to take N.C. back to the United States, and the agitation has already 
begun. Resolutions advocating this course, were prepared a few days ago 
in the Standard office and sent to Johnson County to be passed at a public 
meeting next week: and a series of meetings are to be held all over the State. 

For any cause now existing or likely to exist, | can never consent to this 
course. Never. But should it be inevitable and I be unable to prevent it—as 
I have no right to suppose I could—believing that it would be ruin alike to 
State and Confederacy, producing war and devastation at home, and that it 
would steep the name of North Carolina in infamy and make her memory a 
reproach among the nations, it is my determination to quietly retire to the 
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army and find a death which will enable my children to say that their father 
was not consenting to their degradation. This sounds no doubt, a little wild 
and bombastic, not to say foolish, but is for your eye only. I feel Sir in many 
respects as a son towards you, and when the many acts of kindness I have 
received at your hands is remembered, and the parental interest you have 
always manifested for my welfare, the feeling is not unnatural. I therefore 
approach you frankly in this matter. 

I will not present the arguments against the proposed proceeding. There 
is something to be said on both sides. We are sadly pushed to the wall by 
the enemy on every side it is true. That can be answered by military men 
and a reference to history; many peoples have been worse off, infinitely, and 
yet triumphed. Our finances and other material resources are not worse off 
than were those of our fathers in 1780-81, though repudiation is inevitable. 
Almost every <question> /argument/ can be answered, against the chances 
of our success, but one. That is, the cries of women and little children for 
bread! Of all others, that is hardest for a man of humane sentiments to meet, 
especially when the sufferers rejoin to your appeals to their patriotism, “You 
Governor have plenty; your children have never felt want.” Still, no great 
political or moral blessing ever has been or can be attained without suffering. 
Such is our moral Constitution, that liberty and independence can only be 
gathered of blood and misery sustained and fostered by devoted patriotism 
and heroic manhood. This requires a deep hold on the popular heart, and our 
people will not pay this price | am satisfied for their national independence! | 
am convinced of it. But Sir, in tracing the sad story of the backing down, the 
self imposed degradation of a great people, the historian shall not say it was 
due to the weakness of their Governor and that Saul was consenting unto 
their death! Neither do I desire for the sake of a sentiment, to involve others 
ina ruin which they might avoid by following more ignoble councils. As God 
liveth, there is nothing which I would not do or dare, for the people who, so 
far beyond my merits, have honored me. But in resisting this attempt to lead 
them back, humbled and degraded, to the arms of their enemies who have 
slaughtered their sons, outraged their daughters, and wasted their fields with 
fire; and lay them bound at the feet of a master who promises them only life, 
provided they will swear to justify and uphold his own perjury and surrender 
to the hangman those whom they themselves placed in the position which 
constitutes their crime, in resisting this I say, I feel that I am serving them 
truly, worthily. 

In approaching this, the crisis of North Carolinas fate—certainly of my 
own career—I could think of no one to whom I could more appropriately go 
for advice than yourself, for the reasons before stated. If you can say anything 
to throw light on my paths, or enable me to avoid the rocks before me | 
shall be thankful My great anxiety now, as I can scarcely hope to avoid the 
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contemplated action of the State, is to avoid civil war and to preserve life 
and property as far as may be possible. With due consideration on the part 
of public men, which I fear is not to be looked for, this might be avoided. It 
shall be my aim under God, at all events. 

All the circumstances considered, do you think I ought again to be a 
candidate? It is a long time until the election it is true, but the issue will 
be upon the country by Spring. My inclination is, to take the stump early 
and to spend all my time and strength in trying to warn and harmonize the 
people. If I go down before the current I shall “—Perish if it must be so, At 
bay, destroying many a foe”

Your letter of the 29th ult,! with the resolutions of the Legislature of 
North Carolina relative to impressments in that State has been received. 

The Department has taken the utmost care by its General Orders, and by 
its instructions in writing and otherwise, to mitigate as far as practicable the 
evils consequent upon the execution of the law relative to impressments. 
These orders provide that, “necessary supplies which any person may leave 
for the consumption of himself, his family, employees, slaves, or to carry on 
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his ordinary mechanical, manufacturing or agricultural employments, shall 
not be impressed, until further orders, which will not be given unless under 
imperative exigencies for the supply of the army, not to impress necessaries of 
subsistence to man, owned by producers in transitu to market, or after arrival 
at market, unless retained an unreasonable time from sale to consumers.” 

The 7th Section of the Act of Congress of the 26th March last, which 
has been published as a part of the instructions, requires, that the supplies 
to be exempt as family supplies, shall be ascertained by appraisers and that 
the judgement of the appraisers is to be conclusive on the impressing officer. 
Each citizen who claims to hold the property impressed for his family supply, 
is entitled to claim the benefit of an appraisement and to designate one 
of the appraisers, who shall act with an appraiser to be appointed by the 
impressing officer, and who is entitled to aid in the selection of an umpire in 
case of their disagreement. 

The Department has enjoined upon the Commissary Department, that 
the powers entrusted to it should be employed with discrimination and care, 
and that all the directions of the Act of Congress and of this Department for 
the execution of the Act should be scrupulously fulfilled. This Department 
is constantly employed in correcting irregularities in the execution of these 
regulations, and the 11th Section of the Act furnishes a remedy to every 
citizen aggrieved. 

In the report from this Department which has been submitted to 
Congress, a copy of which is sent to your Excellency with this letter, you 
will find a statement of the difficulties under which the Government labors 
in providing for the subsistence of the army, and how much of the evils 
complained of is the result of inexorable necessity. The Department /has/ 
heretofore, and will in future exert itself, to <limit> /confine/ these evils 
within the exact limits of that necessity.

transportation will admit. 

If however, it will be agreeable to you to allow the cotton to be paid for I 
will direct that this shall be done immediately and at such price as you may 
consider just and proper. 

The Ordnance Dept, for which the cotton was borrowed, have a supply 
at Augusta and if it would suit your purpose to receive the cotton there I can 
order that it shall be turned over immediately to such officers as you may 
designate. 

I appreciate your promptness in making the loan and desire as far as 
possible to meet your wishes fully in making such return as may be most 
agreeable to you.

Dear Sir 

We have now been in this section some three weeks & so far have 
accomplished but littl—I have my men scattered over the adjoining 
counties at the most suitable points—the deserters have numerous friends 
which makes it more difficult to catch them—it will require time to do so— 
and probably an increase of my force to occupy the whole section at once 
to prevent their evading the troops by going from one place to another as 
they /(the soldiers)/ change their <(the soldiers)> stations—This would 
not be necessary could we live upon the country—which is impossible as it 
does’ent afford the supplies. We then have to draw them from Greensboro 
& wagon them some fifty miles & makes it necessary for small detachments 
to return to their comp’y Hd. Qrs. every three days—I learned a few days 
ago that the deserters sent from Wilkes were rapidly returning thinking our 
forces withdrawn—also that an entire company of cavalry had deserted 
from Tennesse with horses arms & accoutrements—these men have given 
confidence to others who are now becoming very bold—Cap’t Whites comp’y 
of my reg’t about (50) men was left there—I think this too small a force & 
shall start another comp’y for that county to morrow. | shall then certainly 
need the two (2) comp’y’s of mine now at Weldon—they were included in 
the order detaching the reg’t for this duty—but Gen’l Ransom! retained 
them & has since declined sending them. You will oblige me by applying 
for them. I certainly need them to fully accomplish the duty assigned me. 
I shall make an application myself but do not expect it to be granted—My 
men are behaving themselves remarkably well I have not heard of a single 
misdemeanor & hope I will not. This is decidedly disagreable service—but I 
hope we will be allowed to remain here during the winter as it is too late to 
prepare winter quarters elsewhere

I wrote you a few days ago! about some Cotton which this State had 
loaned the Confederacy at Wilmington, and was now refused to be returned. 
Since my letter my difficulties have become so much increased that I am 
compelled to appeal to you again. I have telegraphed to the Rail Roads in 
S.C. & Ga. and can get no cotton hauled, because the Confederacy has 
monopolized all the transportation. I have now three steamers bringing in 
our Army Stores from Bermuda, and as the Confederacy will neither allow 
me to transport my own cotton or pay me what it owes me, they will be 
compelled to stop or take cotton for Speculators. Now Sir, I submit that is 
not right, and will greatly injure the public service. The Confederacy has 
plenty of Cotton and the control of the Roads, and should at once deliver 
me 1800 Bales at Wilmington or permit me to transport my own from 
Georgia to keep the vessels ranning—I have a large supply of valuable stores 
at Bermuda, and heavy contracts for bacon. 

If not got in this winter, they will not get in at all. 

Your prompt action in this matter will greatly promote the public good 
and will much oblige

Yrs’ is recd., | regret very much that you did not send the Hansa to 
Bermuda, as I have no freight at Nassau. The only object I had in view 
in purchasing an interest in her was to get my cargoes brought in from 
Bermuda. I would not risk one dollar in any vessel to bring in freight for 
other parties. I telegraphed you to take the States Coal, 90 tons and send her 
to Bermuda and I learn that you took 40 tons of it and still sent the vessel 
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to Nassau. This will not do. If I cannot have the inward cargo, I shall have 
to decline proceeding with Mr. Collie any further. The Don will probably 
come in without sufficient coal and will have the same excuse for returning 
to Nassau. Thus time is lost and | am compelled to run two risks of capture 
to get one cargo. 

It seems to me that we misunderstood each other about the Cotton. | 
told you I would deliver two thousand (2000) Bales at Wilmington, out 
of my stores at Raleigh, if you would furnish me with a guarantee that Mr. 
Collie would claim no damage or indemnity if, in consequences of this loan, 
I failed to comply with the terms of the bonds he holds on this State to 
deliver this amount promptly after peace. 

I expected of course you would replace it at some more remote point, 
and as I cannot control transportation in other States, I might not be able to 
deliver it as agreed upon. Or if this was not acceptable, I would deliver the 
Cotton in Wilmington in discharge of the bonds, as proposed by Mr. Collie 
in a letter to Mr. John White, Agent of N.C. in Manchester dated [blank] 
186533 

This was intended to accommodate Mr. Collie with Cotton for his 
Steamers in case you failed to get transportation from Augusta, which I 
have failed to do so far. You have as yet furnished me no such guarantee 
and decline to take it in satisfaction of the bonds. | cannot sell it to you of 
course, as I have it safely housed for Mr. Collie’s benefit. Mr. Carter* will be 
instructed, will be instructed [sic] to replace that which you advanced to load 
the Hansa, and the other as it goes down will remain in his possession until 
we come to a more definite understanding. I do not think it practicable to 
import an engine for our purpose alone. Hope we shall be able to get along 
without it.

Your confidential note,! dated the Ist. but mailed this morning, was 
received today—I think it Exceedingly dangerous to give any countenance 
to the calling of a convention at this time—I had a long conversation with 
one of these convention men last night—I asked him what good purposes he 
Expected to Effect by a convention—He replied that the convention would 
protest, remonstrate, & propose the terms on which N.C was willing to agree 
for peace—ask the Sister Southern States to call conventions & come into 
conference with N.C @c—I asked him then, Suppose Lincoln & the U. S. 
Congress, gave no attention, or refused to reply, What then?—He answered, 
that in that Event, he would have N.C Secede from the Confederacy, & 
then make the very best terms with Lincoln & the Congress of the U.S. that 
she could—In fact when he came to run out his results he became confused, 
© ran away upon another Subject— 

You & thousands of old Whigs conservatives had nothing to do with 
bringing on this terrible crisis—Before God & the world our consciences 
will forever stand acquitted—But we were beaten down—and trodden 
under foot by the precipitators of our own section—We were forced by the 
madness, which they engengered and fostered, to join them in a common 
declaration for nationality—We are pledged to the fight—Our word, our 
honor is pledged to the fight—There is no room for us to fight jockey —We 
ought, & I hope will all be good and true to the Cause we have pledged 
ourselves, and in which are now so clearly involved the issues of life & death 
to us—If we make good our nationality we must stand together with stout 
hearts and unflincing nerves—If we desired the most favorable terms, we 
must do the same thing—lIn this great Struggle to doubt, is to be damned— 
At least this should be the Watch word, & on Every tongue, seared to Every 
heart—Eight Millions of Southern freemen, sustained by the labor of four 
millions of slaves, scattered over 900,000 square miles of the best Territy in 
the world, properly aroused, and, appealing to Giver of all good things, never 
can & never will be conquered—United under the blessing of Providence, 
we must prevail—The Southern people properly advised of the dangers that 
await them, will become united, and stand a strong pull, a long pull, and 
a pull altogether—If not they have greatly degenerated from the Spirit of 
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their noble Sires—I cannot for a moment cherish the mortifying thought 
that /the/ Southern people of this generation, have so degenerated as ever to 
entertain the proposition of of [sic] submission to Lincoln’s proclamation, & 
make for themselves such a degrading history, from the pages of which our 
children will turn with scorn & contempt— 

To attempt to settle this matter by the separate action of N.C. or the 
separate action of N.C & other States, will certainly end in civil war among 
ourselves, & make our State & condition indescribably worse— 

If our foolish Congress, would restore the franking privalege, and address 
every man, woman, and child in the Confederacy, and thereby arouse in 
every Southern heart the true Southern Spirit the work would be done—we 
would lack nothing of men or the Senews of War—The whole South might 
Easily be aroused to a sense of our danger, & of our duty—Appeals of love 
and inspiriting patriotism, are worth more than all the devices of force, and 
harsh Enactments—The people must be induced to love their Lawgivers 
& their Government—They must believe & feel that these are not only 
their agents, but their best friends—Then the yoke & burdens of the laws 
& of the Government, which they love & respect /will/ rest Easily on their 
shoulders—There should be no legislation, tinctured with a suspicion of the 
people—The Government should scrupulously adhere to its plighted faith 
to all her Citizens—But as a true and devoted friend to Southern happiness 
& prosperity, I do verily believe our President and Congress are deficient & 
wanting in these considerations, and the results may be more ruinous to us 
than the power of our Enemy— 

I have an abiding confidence that God does not intend to let us sacrifice 
ourselves or our Enemies to destroy us— 

I have already given my opinion as to State conventions—we must sleep 
on our arms until we get peace— 

If however Congress should pass a resolution, prefaced with the most 
solemn pledge and assurance that we are united on nationality, that for the 
sake of avoiding the shedding of human blood, and the horrors of the war, 
<that> /we/ were ready and anxious to unite in a commission, to see whether 
the two sections could not agree upon proper terms of separation, intimating 
a willingness to form a Diet between the two Governments, in which there 
should only be two votes, & Northern & Southern ones and the Suggestions 
or recommendations of this Diet only to be binding when ratified by both 
Governments—I say should something of this kind be suggested by our 
Congress, it would introduce a new subject for consideration on the part of 
both Sections, and lead to terms of peace and safe terms of nationality—I 
think thus the South might safely & easily propose—The people of the 
North are anxious that the war should end—This new idea might, and 


doubtless /would/ seize the popular mind of the North & South—They 
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already know how the people of Each Section are embittered against Each 
other—That in Consequence they are not likely ever to live any more at 
peace under the same Government &c &c. that by Such an arrangement, 
safe & consistant with perfect independence of Each, neither side is Exactly 
Whipped, & some great good including peace may grow out of it 

My advice would be to have no rupture with Holden—-But to treat him 
with all the common civilities of life, but on all suitable occasions to speak 
freely of my political views & opinions— 

The Secessionists in the State are too weak <in the State> to have any 
candidate,—If you pursue the course, which I suggest, improved by your 
better judgement, we shall reelect you next August with an increased 
Majority—If [Bedford] Brown had appeared on the stump against me, & had 
taken ground against my views, I should have beaten him in this District at 
least 4000 votes 

I was determined, when I saw that secession was likely to succeed, 
never to have it said that I did it—So now we have separated and set up for 
ourselves, and if we fail of nationality, | am Equally determined that it shall 
never be said that I failed in the performance of my part— 

Please pardon the great haste with which I have written, but as I have 
written only for your inspection, I have written with perfect freedom—

Gentlemen, 

Your favors’ are rec’d., I regret exceedingly the long delay of the Advance 
both on your account and my own. But I shall confidently expect her by the 
10th. or 12th., and every preparation must be made to send her out instantly. 
I have not sufficient coals on hand and the prospect for getting more is bad 
on account of the accident to the mines. Can you assist me in getting them? 
I have a Special Agent in Wilmington for this purpose, Mr. Thos. Carter, 
but fear he will be unable to supply her. I will send another load of Cotton 
down immediately. 

As to lightening the vessel by cutting away her upper works, I see no 
objection to it except the one /of/ time. If carpenters could be put at work in 
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transitu and while in port I should be willing. I learn also that there is a vast 
accumulation of dirt & rubbish in her hold and coal bunks which should 
be removed. Telegraph her condition, cargo &c. promptly on her arrival. 
As at present informed, | think I should prefer having the Cotton in S. W. 
Georgia, as it seems to me that region is safer & more accessible. 

I will let you hear further on this subject before long, as also the making 
of your friends the consignees of the vessel in Europe.

Your dispatch of the 6th.! asking me not to object to making the Steamer 
‘Don” conform to the regulations of the Confederate Authorities in regard 
to transporting Government Cotton, requires a more detailed reply than I 
can transmit by telegraph. 

I have now at Bermuda and on the way there, Eight or ten Cargoes of 
Supplies of the very first importance to the army and the people. Consisting 
chiefly of some 40,000 blankets, 40,000 pairs shoes, large quantities of army 
cloth, leather and 112,000 pairs of Cotton Cards, machinery & findings 
to refit twenty six of our principal Cotton & woolen factories, dye stuffs, 
lubricating oils &c. In addition to which I have made large purchases of 
bacon. Knowing that our steamer could not bring these cargoes in before 
Spring, at which time I anticipate the closing of the port, if not sooner, 
and that the risk was increasing daily, I sold one half of the State Steamer 
“Ad’Vance” and purchased of Messrs Collie & Co one fourth interest in four 
Steamers the “Don” & the “Hansa” and two others now building for the 
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purpose of hurrying these supplies in. The terms of sale give the State one 
fourth the outward Cargo and the whole of the inward—Nothing being carried 
for speculators whatever. The “Hansa”, which recently left Wilmington, not 
having coal enough to take her to take her [sic] to Bermuda, where my freight 
is, was instructed to load at Nassau with Confederate bacon, so determined 
was | that the whole capacity of these steamers should be employed for the 
public good. In return for this Messrs. Collie & Co. did expect they would 
be relieved from the burden of giving one third of their outward capacity to 
the Confd. Govt. and I did also. 

Should one third be given to the Confederacy and one fourth to the 
State outward and to the latter the whole of the return cargo, I submit that 
it would amount to a prohibition of the business, neither would it comport 
with justice or sound policy. 

It is a little remarkable to me that the entire importing operations of 
this State, which have been so successful and so beneficial to the cause, 
seems to have met with little else than down right opposition, rather than 
Encouragement from the Confederate Government. In its very inception, 
Mr. Mason? our Comr. in England laid the strong hand on my agents and 
positively forbad them putting a bond on market for five months after they 
landed in England. Then came vexations and irritating quarantine delays at 
Wilmington (enforced by the military, not the civil authorities) though our 
foreign depot was at great cost and inconvenience made at Bermuda instead 
of Nassau to avoid this. Then seizing of my coal at Wilmington occurred, 
and the denial of facilities to get it from the mines &c. It was not until 
after my decided remonstrance to you in November, that I met with any 
thing else than an evident hostility in the operations of my steamers And 
now if the regulations in regard to private blockade runners are enforced, | 
think it highly probable that this line will be stopped entirely, as the profits 
will scarcely justify the risk. A great deal of this | am aware is attributable 
to the want of discretion on the part of Subordinate officers as well as the 
want of foresight displayed in the oppression of every industrial interest of 
the country by Army Officers. Yet I have had it to contend with. After this 
statement I leave it with you to say whither the regulations referred to shall 
be enforced. If they are I shall certainly countermand the Sailing of the 
two other Steamers now expected, and would suggest for the benefit of the 
Dpt. that it would be much better to purchase than to seize an interest in the 
property of Strangers, who are engaged in bringing us indispensible Supplies 
through a most rigorous and dangerous blockade.

Your favor of 5 inst! is to hand and I regret you are disappointed at the 
Hansa going to Nassau.—I gave you the reason—She had no coal for the 
trip & if you were informed that she took 40 tons of your coal you were 
misinformed—for she took none. The coal you have here is very small and 
dusty & the engineers are afraid of it for that reason—the captains because 
it smokes very much. The “Don” has taken some of your coal & will as 
telegraphed to you—proceed to Bermuda for a cargo of your goods there. 
The Hansa shall on her return proceed there as well & both steamers will 
continue on this route until your stores there are exhausted.— 

As regards the 2000 Bales of Cotton I am ready to furnish you with 
a guaranty that Mr. Collie will claim no damages or indemnity if in 
consequence of this accomodation you fail to comply with the terms of 
your bonds—to deliver this amount promptly after peace. I will replace the 
Cotton at Augusta at once. There is communication with Savannah by water 
from Augusta & transportation to the Sea will thereby be comparatively 
easy.—If you will get drawn up a guaranty such as will be quite satisfactory 
to you | will sign it & return it—As soon as the “Don” has left, I'll call upon 
you at Raleigh as I am desirous of having a conversation with you respecting 
the account keeping of this venture &c. In the meantime | should thank you 
to instruct Mr. Carter to get about 700 Bales of your Cotton compressed—the 
Cotton I furnished for you was all compressed & for the Steamers we have 
running we must ship all Cottons compressed. I’ll not have Cotton enough 
without these 700 B. for the Steamers when they return.—I hear from the 
agent of the Secretary of War that he has (the Secretary of War) telegraphed 
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to you with respect to shipping of Government Cotton. I hope you have 
been able to settle this point.—

Yours of the 4th! in relation to the Cotton due this State from the 
Confederacy, is to hand. 

Unless it was delivered somewhere within N.C. it would be of no use to 
me whatever, as | cannot command transportation beyond the limits of this 
State. My demand for its return now arises from the fact that I cannot get a 
bale brought from Georgia to supply my steamers. 

The turning over to me of Cotton in Georgia therefore would not relieve 
me of my present difficulty in the slightest degree, unless you could furnish 
me transportation for it. If but 500 bales could be sent me per month, | 
would try to make out. Should it be found impossible to deliver me the 
Cotton at Wilmington I would designate a point at which I would receive 
the amount borrowed, as it is out of the question for me to receive pay for it 
now. The State is obliged to have that amount and it could not be bought 
for any price the Gov’t. would be willing to give.

Dear Sir; 
I have received your letter of 30th. ulto.! containing suggestions of 
the measures to be adopted for the purpose of removing “the sources of 
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discontent” in North Carolina. The contents of the letter are substantially 
the same as those of the letter’ addressed by you to Senator Dortch,? extracts 
of which were by him read to me. 

I remarked to Mr. Dortch that you were probably not aware of the 
obstacles to the course you indicated, and without expressing any opinion 
on the merits of the proposed policy, I desired him in answering your letter 
to invite suggestions as to the method of opening negotiations, and as to the 
terms which you thought should be offered to the enemy. | felt persuaded 
you would appreciate the difficulties as soon as your attention was called 
to the necessity of considering the subject in detail. As you have made no 
suggestions touching the manner of overcoming the obstacles I infer that 
you were not apprised by Mr. Dortch of my remarks to him. 

Apart from insuperable objections to the line of policy you propose, (and 
to which I will presently advert) I cannot see how the mere material obstacles 
are to be surmounted. We have made three distinct efforts to communicate 
with the authorities at Washington, and have been invariably unsuccessful. 
Commissioners were sent before hostilities were begun, and the Washington 
government refused to see them or hear what they had to say. A second 
time I sent a military officer with a communication addressed by myself to 
President Lincoln. The letter was received by General Scott, who did not 
permit the officer to see Mr. Lincoln, but who promised that an answer would 
be sent. No answer has ever been received. The third time, a few months 
ago, a gentleman was sent whose position, character, and reputation were 
such as to ensure his reception, if the enemy were not determined to receive 
no proposal whatever from the government. Vice-President Stephens made 
a patriotic tender of his services in the hope of being able to promote the 
cause of humanity, and although little belief was entertained of his success, | 
cheerfully yielded to his suggestion that the experiment should be tried. The 
enemy refused to let him pass through their lines or to hold any conference 
with them. He was stopped before he even reached Fortress Monroe on 
his way to Washington. To attempt again, (in the face of these repeated 
rejections of all conference with us,) to send commissioners or agents to 
propose peace, is to invite insult and contumely, and to subject ourselves to 
indignity without the slightest chance of being listened to. No true citizen, 
no man who has our cause at heart can desire this, and the good people of 
North Carolina would be the last to approve of such an attempt, if aware 
of all the facts. So far from removing “sources of discontent” such a course 
would receive, as it would merit, the condemnation of those true patriots 
who have given their blood and their treasure to maintain the freedom, 
equality and independence which descended to them from the immortal 
heroes of King’s Mountain and other battle-fields of the revolution. 
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If then proposals cannot be made through envoys because the enemy 
would not receive them, how is it possible to communicate our desire for 
peace otherwise than by the public announcements contained in almost 
every message I ever sent to Congress? | cannot recall at this time one 
instance in which I have failed to announce that our only desire was peace, 
and the only terms which formed a sine qua non were precisely those that you 
suggest, namely, “a demand only to be let alone.” 

But suppose it were practicable to obtain a conference through 
Commissioners with the government of President Lincoln, is it at this 
moment that we are to consider it desirable, or even at all admissable. Have 
we not just been apprised by that despot that we can only expect his gracious 
pardon by emancipating all our slaves, swearing allegiance and obedience to 
him and his proclamations, and becoming in point of fact the slaves of our 
own negroes? Can there be in North Carolina one citizen so fallen beneath 
the dignity of his ancestors as to accept, or to enter into conference on the 
basis of these terms? That there are a few traitors in the State who would be 
willing to betray their fellow citizens to such a degraded condition in hope 
of being rewarded for their treachery by an escape from the common doom, 
may be true. But I do not believe that the vilest wretch would accept such 
terms for himself. 

I cannot conceive how the people of your State, than which none has 
sent nobler or more gallant soldiers to the field of battle, (one of whom it is 
your honor to be,) can have been deceived by any thing to which you refer 
in “the recent action of the Federal House of Representatives”—I have seen 
no action of that House that does not indicate by a very decided majority 
the purpose of the enemy to refuse all terms to the South except absolute, 
unconditional subjection or extermination—But if it were otherwise, 
how are we to treat with the House of Representatives? It is with Lincoln 
alone that we ever could confer and his own partisans at the North avow 
unequivocally that his purpose in his message and proclamation was to shut 
out all hope that he would ever treat with us on any terms. If we will break up 
our government, dissolve the Confederacy, disband our armies, emancipate 
our slaves, take an oath of allegiance binding ourselves to obedience to him 
and to disloyalty to our own states, he proposes to pardon us and not to 
plunder us of any thing more than the property already stolen from us and 
such slaves as still remain. In order to render his proposals so insulting as to 
secure their rejection, he joins to them a promise to support with his army 
one tenth of the people of any state who will attempt to set up a government 
over the other nine-tenths, thus seeking to sow discord and suspicion among 
the people of the several states, and to excite them to civil war in furtherance 


of his ends. 
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I know well that it would be impossible to get your people, if they possessed 
full knowledge of these facts to consent that proposals should now be made 
by us to those who control the government at Washington. Your own well 
known devotion to the great cause of liberty and independence to which we 
have all committed whatever we have of earthly possessions would induce 
you to take the lead in repelling the bare thought of abject submission to the 
enemy. Yet peace on other terms is now impossible. To obtain the sole terms 
to which you or I could listen this struggle must continue until the enemy 
is beaten out of his vain confidence in our subjugation. Then and not till 
then will it be possible to treat of peace. Till then, all tender of terms to the 
enemy will be received as proof that we are ready for submission and will 
encourage him in the atrocious warfare which he is waging. 

I fear much from the tenor of the news I receive from North Carolina 
that an attempt will be made by some bad men to inaugurate movements 
which must be considered as equivalent to aid and comfort to the enemy, 
and which all patriots should combine to put down at any cost. You may 
count on my aid in every effort to spare your State the scenes of civil warfare 
which will devastate its homes, if the designs of these traitors be suffered to 
make head. I know that you will place yourself in your legitimate position 
in the lead of those who will not suffer the name of the old North State to 
be blackened by such a stain. Will you pardon me for suggesting that my 
only source of disquietude on the subject arise from the fear that you will 
delay too long the action which now appears inevitable; and that by an 
over-earnest desire to reclaim by conciliation men whom you believe to be 
sound at heart, but whose loyalty is more than suspected elsewhere, you will 
permit them to gather such strength as to require more violent measures 
than are now needed. With your influence and position, the promoters 
of the unfounded discontents now prevalent in your State, would be put 
down without the use of physical force, if you would abandon a policy of 
conciliation and set them at defiance. In this course, frankly and firmly 
pursued, you would rally around you all that is best and noblest in your State, 
and your triumph would be bloodless. If the contrary policy be adopted, I 
much fear you will be driven to the use of force to repress treason. In either 
event however, be assured that you will have my cordial concurrence and 
assistance in maintaining with you the honor, dignity and fair name of your 
State, and in your efforts to crush treason whether incipient as I believe it 
now to be, or more matured as I believe, if not now firmly met, it will in our 
future inevitably become.

Your letter of the 11th ult! asking that the Ist; 3rd; & 55th Regts 
N CT belonging to Brigade of Genl Lane’ be formed into a new Brigade was 
referred to Genl Lee with an expression of my desire that when the interests 
of the service will permit, troops of the same state may be brigaded together. 

I have the honor now to communicate the reply of Genl Lee and 
respectfully to invite your attention to it. 

He states, that on several occasions when this subject has been referred 
to him, he has stated that the Ist and 3d Regiments N C. Troops were 
brigaded with three Virginia regiments: the whole under Genl Geo Stewart,” 
an officer of experience of the old army from the State of Maryland. This 
at the time was rendered necessary from the fact that He had no N.C regts 
to brigade with them. All the other N.C brigades having been filled. These 
troops have been serving together for some time; their Commander cannot 
be disposed to treat them unfairly and is very attentive to their comfort and 
interests. He cannot withdraw them without breaking up that Brigade. The 
55th N.C. regt was brigaded with three Missi regts before it joined this army 
and while serving in the vicinity of Richmond or south of James River—To 
take it away now would break up that Brigade (Davis’)* Genl Lane’s brigade 
by the last return numbered 2398 aggregate, to take from it the 33d N.C; 
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one of the largest in the brigade, would reduce it to about 1900 men. This 
Brigade is composed entirely of N.C. regts: is one of the oldest in service 
& he thinks it would be disadvantageous to reduce it. Unless he had more 
NC regts: the only change that could be made, if there is any advantage 
in so doing, would be to join the 55th to Stewart’s Brigade. There would 
then be three N.C. and three Va regts: together, but that would break up 
Davis’ brigade. He sees no public benefit that would result from the changes 
proposed by you, and therefore cannot recommend them. The men, he 
believes would be satisfied if let alone.

I telegraphed as follows: 

“T will send you the drafts or order gold or drafts to be sent from Nassau 
to anybody you may appoint. Telegraph which you prefer. No decision from 
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Richmond yet. Don left on Friday night all right. The question at issue is 
left in suspense” 

I have gold at my disposal sufficient for your purpose which I can send you 
at once if desired. I have ordered 1000 B. Cotton to be bought at Columbia 
& will send you all documents to enable you to move it in due time. The 
Hansa will be back I expect on Wednesday. We have the “Presto” in from 
Bermuda. The A.D. Vance has not arrived in B’a yet.—Your telegram for 
Bourne’ came too late for the “Don” I had however sent orders to our agent 
to ship first the articles you telegraphed to me about & have no doubt these 
will be attended to.—The Presto is the only Steamer now here——She is 
going to Nassau to morrow. The gales must have been fearfull—the Coquette 
returned to Bermuda with cylinder bottom blown out, the “Flora” & “Will 
of the Wisp[”] returned crippled & have to go for repairs to “Halifax,” the 
“Vesta” and “Dare” left on the 3d. for here & are not in yet. I have a few 
young Englishmen here to help me to manage the bussiness if the “foreigner 
expulsion act” passes I Suppose I’ll have no difficulty to get them exempted 
thro’ your assistance?

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 21st. 
ulto.' and regret exceedingly that the citizens of North Carolina have been 
subjected to any annoyance by the ill-conduct of Confederate Cavalry. It 
has been the effort of this Department to restrain all troops in service within 


JANUARY 1864 39 


proper limits of military discipline; and the uniform practice is, when outrages 
perpetrated by them have been reported, to require a prompt investigation, 
with the view to bring the perpetrators before a Court under proper charges 
and specifications. As your communication is general in its terms, and does 
not implicate any officer or command by name, that rule cannot be enforced 
in the grievances you mention. It is believed, the Articles of War, and the 
Regulations and General Orders from the Adjt. & Inspr. Genl’s Office are 
sufficient to restrain troops from committing depredations upon property 
and outraging the rights of citizens of the Confederacy. The 32d. Article 
of War punishes any officer who, upon complaint made to him, “refuses or 
omits to see justice done to the offender or offenders and reparation made 
to the party or parties injured, as far as part of the offender’s pay shall enable 
him or them, by cashiering or otherwise as a Court Martial shall direct.” 
And the Regulation for the government of the Army and General Orders 
are in accordance with the Articles of War cited. Any further orders relating 
to the subject would seem to be supererrogatory, since they could not more 
emphatically forbid or punish disorders and outrages committed by troops. 
Of course if the crime committed be cognizable by a civil tribunal, the 
offender is subject to the demand of the Executive of the State where the 
act is done. 

It is suggested when depredations are committed by troops of the 
Confederacy, that the names of the perpetrators, designating the commands 
to which they belong, be communicated to this Department that they may 
be brought to trial.

I am in rept. of your favor of the 7th. inst.,! and have directed its 
reference to Mr. Seixas,’ special agent of the Depmt. at Wilmington, with 
the following endorsement: 

“The reports made here do not show where this cotton was delivered. 
The Secty. War wishes to meet the views of Gov. Vance, and to return 
the Cotton as promptly as possible, at places where it was delivered, or at 
Wilmington. Mr. Seixas will return this Cotton, 500 bales per month, if 
possible, taking up rcpts. for Same given by himself and Capt. Archer, and 
will give notice to Gov. Vance.” 

According to statements on file here, the amt. of cotton due you is 
only about 1300 bales, but I cannot be positive as to the accuracy of these 
figures The a/c can be adjusted exactly by Mr. Seixas, and Some State officer 
charged by you with the duty. 

I have experienced great difficulty in transporting to Wilmington 
an adequate supply of Cotton, but I hope that arrangements recently 
inaugurated will enable me to put at that point all that may be required for 
shipment, and to repay your generous loan

Dear Sir, 

I am satisfied, you possess the talents & qualities of a politician; & having 
long since withdrawn from the arena, I can see no useful purpose, that will 
be effected by a continuation of our correspondence—but a few remarks are 
called for, in reply to your last letter. 

It seems then, that with a knowledge that judges Battle & Manly' did 
not concur with me, & knowing that I had invited them to assist me at the 
hearing of Austins case’—before the matter had become “res adjudicata,”” 
so far at least as I was concerned,—you, had a case prepared, in order to 
have my decision reviewed & reversed by them. There is no precedent for 
such a proceeding, & my sense of duty did not allow me to join in it— 
For, certain it is, unless the judges conform to prior decisions, (except when 
there is palpable error) & each of the eleven thinks himself at liberty to 
decide according to his own notion—there must be utter confusion & the 
usefulness of the judiciary be greatly impaired—And yet this suicide on 
the part of the judiciary, was to be committed, in order to relieve you from 
the embarrassment in which you found yourself involved, by an eagerness 
on your part to take a hand with the president, in executing the acts of 
congress—a duty which by this constitution is confided exclusively “to the 
president of the Confed. States”—So far as I am concerned personally, it 
would have been gratifying to know the grounds on which it is thought, 
there is palpable error in Austins case, but in the name of the judiciary, | 
thank you for withdrawing your case at the suggestion of Judge Battle— 

I should be exceeding sorry to think myself obnoxious to the charge of 
a want of forbearance towards a young and inexperienced governor, who 
had my warm support. It is true, I took it for granted, you had seen or heard 
of my decision in “Whitehearts case”*—The proceeding in which [faded] 
interesting questions, & was published in full in one newspaper and noticed 
by two or three others & as a bench warrant issued, & two of the parties were 
bound over to the Superior court of Guilford for a violation of “the peace 
& dignity of the State,” it was reasonable to suppose, “the militia officer” 
had reported the fact to the Gov.—Besides I had no right to assume that 
you were ignorant of a plain principle of the constitution, which forbids the 
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arrest of any citizen for an indictable offence, except on a States warrant 
issued by a judge or justice of the peace on probable cause shown on oath 

I did not expect the “militia officers” were to be left to judge whether 
cases fell under the principles decided by the Supreme court. But I did expect 
that after the Sec. of war, upon your remonstrance had given assurance, 
that the principles settled by the court would be respected, & the orders 
constraining them be revoked; that you would not become accessory, & aid 
in the execution of such orders, by putting the “Militia officers” under the 
absolute control of the Confd. officers; with a knowledge, as was notorious, 
that such orders instead of being revoked, had been specially renewed—I 
supposed rather, that you would have refused your aid & revoked your orders 
to the “Militia officers”—unless the assurance given to you by the Sec. of 
war was carried out. 

I was pleased to find you concur with me in the hope, that we may 
discharge the duties of our positions without any unkind feeling—& readily 
accept the assurance that on your part there is no unkind feeling—I must 
confess I did feel somewhat aggrieved that instead of adopting my suggestion 
to recommend to the legislature, to allow appeals in habeas corpus cases, & 
under certain circumstances to make it the duty of the ch. justice to call an 
extra session of the court, you proposed to put it in the power of the Gov. 
& council, or to require the ch. justice at the request of the Gov. to call an 
extra session,—in other words to make the Supreme Court subject to “the 
beck & call” of the executive in violation of the constitutional provision, 
that the judiciary shall be independent of the executive—And candor, also 
requires me to say,—I thought your letter in reply to mine in reference to the 
“protest” you had seen proper to make against what you supposed might be 
my action in the discharge of the duties of my office, which trenched upon 
a judges oath of office—(see Rev. Code 439, oath of a judge of the Superior 
court” showing the exteme jealousy of the law in respect to communication 
of that character)—was objectionable in this—that you do not make a 
direct disclaimer—but a general indefinite sort of one, connected with a 
dissertation, upon your stock of patience, carried so far as to shadow forth a 
menace—that the stock altho ample; might be exhausted—- 

However, let it all pass—I take occasion to renew the assurance, that | 
have no unkind feeling towards you—I regret that in some instances, our 
correspondence has assumed somewhat a tone of asperity—altho that seems 
to be almost unavoidable, when there is a radical difference of opinion— 
Indeed I have observed that even ministers of the gospel fall into it, which 
may be some excuse for us, but it is useless to squabble as boys are apt to 
do—about “who struck the first lick” Iam approaching my three score years 
& have no political aspirations—you are just entering upon your career— 
which I sincerely hope will be one of distinction & usefulness to our country,

On the receipt of your letter of the 31st ult.' relating to the consumption 
of grain in North Carolina in the manufacture of whiskey, I called upon the 
Surgeon General to report whether he had any contracts for the distillation 
of spirits in your State, and if so, the quantity of grain required, and the 
necessity for the supply. I annex a copy of his reply: “The Medical Department 
has no contract for alcoholic stimulants in the State of North Carolina. The 
distillery at Salisbury, referred to by Gov. Vance, is owned by the Medical 
Department, and is engaged in the manufacture of whiskey and alcohol 
for the sole use of the sick and wounded of the Army. This distillery was 
purchased by this Department for the purpose of dispensing with the system 
of contracting for alcoholic stimulants, as it has been found that a large 
quantity of whiskey manufactured by contractors is of an inferior quality, 
and their contracts were not in other respects faithfully carried out. It is also 
believed that a large quantity of whiskey made by contractors has been sold 
to private parties, when it should have been delivered to the Government, 
thereby consuming more grain than was required to fill their contracts. Maj. 
Badham? has been instructed to turn over grain to the Medical Purveyor 
in charge of the Government distillery at Salisbury, in order to obviate the 
necessity of this Department going into market to purchase, which would 
enhance the price paid for grain by the Quarter Master’s Dept., and the 
thirty thousand bushels referred to in the within communication, is for 
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a whole year’s supply for the distillery. There is no distillery at Charlotte 
belonging to this Department, nor am I aware that there is one there. 
The Attorney General has decided that the Confederate Government has 
the express power to ‘support armies,’ that any means may be used which 
are necessary and proper to obtain supplies for that support. Therefore a 
State has no power to interfere with the Confederate Government in the 
manufacture or even contracting for such supplies. In conclusion, I would 
state that it is absolutely necessary for the comfort and welfare of the sick 
and wounded of our army, that the Government distillery at Salisbury should 
not be interfered with or the supply of grain cut off.” 

I may add to the above that on enquiry I learn that a greater coolness 
of temperature than for many months of the year prevails in the Southern 
States, where corn is more abundant, is essential to the ready and proper 
distillation of spirits and that this circumstance presents the easy solution of 
the difficulties presented by your remonstrance which I should have sought 
in the removal of the Govt. Labratory. I trust your objections will under the 
circumstances be withdrawn

My Dear Sir 

I have read with the greatest interest your instructive letter of Dec 26! 
and instead of finding it too long I should have rejoiced if you had found it 
_necessary to extend your area of paper from nine sheets to eighteen. There 
is I allow much truth in what you say about the suspicion entertained in 
regard to the loyalty of N.C. towards the South. But believe me that the 
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behaviour of many of your noblest sons both officers & men upon many a 
bloody field has been not without its effect, & I do not think you will have 
occasion to complain of want of appreciation during the coming year. The 
recent appointment to the vacant office in the Confed. Cabinet & some 
other trifling indications of the spirit prevailing in high quarters here are 
an Earnest of bitter feeling towards your State. And forgive me if I point 
out to you the natural exasperation of men who have suffered as have 
the Virginians—with at least one third of their State in the hands of the 
enemy—with damaging raids continually recurring—with negroes stolen by 
hundreds, & more or less demoralised all over the State. Altogether after 
16 months experience of the Confederacy, after travelling for thousands of 
miles through its length & breadth, and after being a good deal behind the 
scenes, I have come to the conclusion that when the events of this stirring 
crisis are surveyed with impartial & dispassionate eyes the luster of the fame 
of every prominent /Southern/ man—even of Stonewall Jackson & Robert E. 
Lee—will pale its ineffectual fires before that of Jefferson Davis. I know that 
this sentiment will not meet with your approbation & concurrence; it may 
possibly even provoke your indignation: but when all the world knows how 
President Davis has been tried, when the correspondence between him & 
his Generals sees the light, when the intrigues & personal self-seeking of 
nine tenths of those with whom he is surrounded are exposed (as Exposed 
they will certainly be) to the glare of day, I cannot doubt that the patience, 
the magnanimity, the forbearance, the courage, moral & physical, which he 
has shown will raise him at least to the level of the Washingtons of history 
& will be honoured & extolled to a degree of which we, who live by his side 
& know only the weariness and sacrifices of the struggle, can form but an 
imperfect conception. 

I own that it does move my scorn & indignation to see some of the little 
men who swarm in this city—who have contributed not one cent either 
morally or materially to the war, but who think that in the midst of this 
agonising conflict loyalty to the South means acrimony & backbiting for 
Jeff. Davis—sharpening their pens & filling their ink with gall, instead of 
thanking God for giving them to so staunch, so pure, so firm a man, as the 
Atlas of this Revolution! It is hardly necessary that I should tell you that I 
have no personal relations which bind me at all to Mr. Davis. I hardly ever 
see him, & have judged him with the cold & impartial eyes of a stranger who 
has been allowed to judge of the materials which, when gathered together, 
will form the History of this great Revolution, & who has come to the 
conclusion that the verdict of posterity will be what I say. You will I trust 
be spared to see my prophecy realized; for long before you have attained the 
allotted term of man, the words which I have now written will have been 
brought to a practical test. 
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I repeat what I stated in my last letter, that my firm & unalterable 
conviction is that, if you struggle with any thing like such an equality of 
force as you have hitherto maintained until August next, the agony will be 
over. I do not pretend to conceal from you that every effort you can make 
will be needed to resist Grant & Meade in the Spring. The former is by far 
the most formidable General the Federals have yet found. I own I have little 
faith, from what I saw /last October,/ in the army now commanded by Gen 
Johnston.’ I have the greatest faith in the small body under Longstreet,’ & in 
Longstreet himself. If they are strong enough to make any impression upon 
Grant’s flank next spring, the advantage will be enormous. If in any way you 
can strengthen Longstreet, by throwing State troops or stragglers up to his 
assistance, through Ashville, believe me that you have no idea how much 
you will <b> assist the entire cause. 

My principal object in going now to England is to do my utmost to procure 
for you that recognition which is your right, & which would wonderfully 
inspirit you if extended to you at this moment. If I can be of any assistance to 
you or your State in England, I pray you always to command me. My address 
is 29 Berkeley Square, London.

I did not very much regret the departure 
of the hack at an earlier hour than I anticipated, as it afforded me a day 
for consideration, and opportunity to observe the effect of remedies for 
the health of my children, neither of whom is well enough to justify my 
immediate departure for Richmond. 

In accordance with your request! I have carefully and intensively 
considered the question, who may with most propriety be called upon to take 
the vacant seat in the Senate. I greatly regret Gov. Grahams declination. His 
predecessor ought to be a gentleman of equal abilities, age experience and 
prestige if such an one can be found, and in addition to these qualities, it is very 
important that he should not be obnoxious to either of the political parties 
at present striving for supremacy in the State. Judge Ruffin, Gov. Morehead 
and Col. Brown,” seem to me to present higher claims than any others. The 
two former were members of the Peace Congress, both disapprove the repeal 
of the law in relation to substitutes, both I suppose would advocate more 
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moderate measures in general and especially in relation to the suspension 
of the Habeas Corpus act, than extremists at Richmond. Gov. Morehead 
is a manufacturer, and an advocate for a Currency system, which was not 
received with favor by his friends at home, when first proposed, and which 
will soon become odious to the great body of the people.

Under all the circumstances however, I incline to the opinion that the 
tender of the [stake] to Col. Brown, will be most judicious. He has neither 
the learning nor ability of Judge Ruffin, or the great strength of intellect of 
Morehead. He has age, experience, prestige, and high character for integrety. 
He is a favorite of that portion of the Conservative party, to which you are 
least acceptable, and while he has few warm friends and admirers, among 
moderate Conservatives and secessionists, he is less obnoxious to them, 
than the two other gentlemen, to the party with which he is indentified. His 
selection would I suspect be grateful to him and to his political friends, he 
would probably be able to exercise a salutary influence at Richmond, and if 
unsuccessful, his adherents, would be estopped from blaming you. At present 
it is in their power to complain of every thing, while responsible for nothing. 
If he shall assume the reins, the condition of things will change at once.—I 
doubt moreover whether Ruffin or Morehead can be induced to accept, and 
the tender would subject you to concur with or consecrate supporters of your 
former friends. I am by no means certain that Col. Brown will be willing to 
vacate his seat in the General Assembly and enter upon a months service 
in the Confederate Senate. If he does not, I think the offer would give more 
general satisfaction, than to any one else. And in relation to this I have 
conferred freely with Judge Battle & other friends who concur with me in 
opinion. If he should decline, please give me immediate notice. 

After full consideration, I see no reason to change the opinion expressed 
in Raleigh on the subject of your letter of the 2d. The Johnston resolutions 
<illegible> /serve/ to look to a call of the General Assembly and a Convention, 
but they handle both so gingerly, that unless they are followed by much more 
decided action elsewhere, they need occasion no great concern. The General 
Assembly having determined to convene in May, very important causes 
must present themselves, in the meantime, to require or justify y[torn]ng 
it at an [earlier] day.

Your Excellency 

I am duly in rept. of your letter of 7th inst.! Before it came to hand, I had 
directed that the following telegram be sent to the Agent of the Department 
at Wilmington: “No reply yet from Gov. Vance—the Secty. War wishes you 
to arrange to let “Don” go out leaving the question of ownership of One 
Third of her cargo to be determined after full conference with Gov. Vance,” 
and had recd. a reply as follows: “Suggestion in your telegram relative to 
‘Don” anticipated—she has proceeded to Sea.” 

I am most anxious, in reference to the blockade trade, to do whatever 
will most subserve the use of the army and people. After I found that the 
few steamers owned by the Government were inadequate to carry out cotton 
to purchase supplies and munitions urgently needed, I sent an officer to 
Wilmington and Charleston to confer with owners of steamers, and make 
the best arrangements possible to secure a portion of the carrying capacity 
of their steamers for the Government; and wrote, at the same time, to Gens. 
Beauregard & Whiting, placing the necessities of the Govmt. before them. 
Arrangements were then made whereby the several owners conceded at 
least one third of their carrying capacity, on payment of reasonable freights 
therefor. Under these arrangements the “Don” & “Hansa” have heretofore 
been loaded. I am aware that the owners and agents of this line (who are 
all foreigners, as | am advised) were prepared to make any concession as to 
inward freight to be relieved from carrying out any cotton for the Govmt, 
their sole interest lying in getting out of the country as much cotton as 
possible. Indeed, I have found no difficulty in securing as much <cotton> 
[freight room/ inward as I desire from the ports from which the strs. run. 
Under these circumstances, | think you will agree with me, Governor, that 
the arrangements with Messrs Collie &@ Co with which you propose to 
supercede mine are less advantageous to the Country than those established 
by me. We are both laboring in the same cause and for the same end, and 
I will not willingly allow any conflict with you, thro’ officers acting under 
my authority, and I feel that I may ask the same of you. Our wants for meat, 
lead, saltpetre, shoes clothing &c are most urgent at this time, and every 
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bale of cotton that I could send out has been directed to such purchases for 
the use of all the troops in the field. When I learned that you had purchased 
the Str. “Ad-Vance,” I did not wait for an application, but at once directed 
the Agent at Wilmington to exempt her from the requirements made of 
all other Steamers. The “Don” and “Hansa” are upon a different footing, 
they were already engaged in carrying out one third of cargo for a/c of the 
Govmt. The owners made overtures to you, in order to be relieved from 
what they regarded as an onerous obligation. When advised of these facts, 
I do not think you will insist on thus relieving them by your contract, from 
their engagements with the Government, engagements they were actively 
executing at the time you entered into contract with them. If for special 
temporary purposes connected with our supplies at Bermuda you wish the 
exemption of the “Hansa” & “Don” for present trip, or indeed longer time, | 
shall give orders to meet your wishes. 

I am sure that you will agree with me, that as a general thing, it will 
be better for the Confederate Govern. to send out <supplies> /cotton/ to 
procure supplies for our armies, than for the individual states to undertake 
the matter. Some states have no ports, others are within the occupation of 
the enemy. The troops from such states must be supplied by the Confederate 
Govmt. only. If each State undertakes the export of Cotton and the import 
of all supplies necessary, we shall have great jealousy among the troops from 
the different States and great embarrassment in questions connected with 
rail road transportation. There can be no objection to a State’s exerting 
every effort for the comfort and well being of its soldiers and people, but such 
efforts should be outside of, and not interfere with, those of the Confederate 
Govmt. for the comfort and well being of the whole army and country. 

I will, in this full representation of the considerations that control the 
Department, leave it entirely to your own judgment and patriotism to 
determine whether any, and what, allowance should be made the Govmt. of 
the last cargoes of the “Hansa” and “Don”; but trust that, upon their return, 
you will consent to have them resume their places in carrying out one third 
for the Govmt., and will so advise me on rcpt. of this. 

I ought, in addition, to intimate to you that Gen Whiting, from some 
correspondence he has seen with Mr Andreae has formed unfavorable 
opinions as to his interest in our Cause and the purely selfish ends at which 
he is aiming.

Dear Sir 

Your letter of 30th December! reached my office while I was absent in 
upper Georgia and this is the first moment since my return which I| have 
been able to devote to a reply. I regret to hear of the condition of affairs 
in your State. While there is considerable discontent at the action of the 
Confederate authorities in this State, and a sincere desire for peace, there is 
not a great deal of disloyalty, and no disposition manifested to take any course 
by separate state action to correct the errors or abuses of the Confederate 
Government, at so critical a period in our struggle. I agree with you that too 
little effort has been made on our part to conciliate and build up the party in 
the North who are hostile to the Lincoln policy, and who desire peace upon 
honorable terms. The action of the administration at Richmond seems to 
have had the effect to repel rather than encourage the advances made by the 
Constitution men in the United States. This ought to be corrected <by the> 
by the President, and I trust your letter to him? may have had a good effect. 
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I believe with you that it is not probable that the Lincoln Government 
would now receive commissioners sent by our Government, or hear any 
proposition made by them. But the effort on our part and the refusal by 
them would show to the world, and /especially/ to that portion of our own 
people who believe that such propositions would be entertained, that we are 
not responsible for the continuance of the war. In this view of the question I 
can see no good reason why the Government at Richmond should not make 
the effort, by sending Commissioners and offering such terms of adjustment 
as we could accept, without lowering our dignity or compromitting our 
Independence 

But while I would approve this course on the part of the Confederate 
Government I think a State Convention in any one of the States at the 
present, looking to seperate State action, would be very unfortunate and 
would create divisions and party strife, at a time when harmonious action is 
indispensable to the achievement of our Independence 

I expect in a few days to write the President upon questions connected 
with the prosecution of the War, and I will with pleasure call his attention to 
this subject, and unite with your suggestions as I see no harm that can result 
from such a course, and it may and will do much good, if it has the effect to 
unite our own people more firmly and resolutely in their resistance to the 
outrages of the enemy, and to build up a party in the North hostile to the 
policy of the present abolition administration. 

I think it quite probable I shall be under the necessity of convening the 
Legislature of this State in extra session early in the spring. If so, 1 expect 
to review this question, and hope to be able to mature and offer some 
suggestions which | trust may meet the approval of your judgment. 

I shall be gratified at all times to confer freely with you and to receive 
any suggestions you may think proper to submit. If the President adopts the 
policy you propose I hope his action will stop the proposed State Convention 
in your State and relieve you from embarrassment. Wishing you a long life 
of usefulness.

Winder? as having been sent to this city by Colonel Griffin commanding at 
Blackwater on 21st. Novr. ’63 with the statement that “he was disloyal; that 
he had acted as poll keeper at a bogus election, & had put a substitute into 
the army who had deserted. His case was examined by J. H. Carrington Esqr 
& on his report Genl. Winder was instructed to send Wynns to a Conscript 
Camp to have his liability to service or his right to exemption determined. 

Hon. W. N. H. Smith,* MC. also made enquiries respecting him & the 
foregoing facts were communicated to him by letter from the War Dept. on 
the 21st. ulto. Since the receipt of the above mentioned instructions to Genl. 
Winder that officer has reported that Wynns has been in hospital & would 
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be sent to camp as soon as his condition would permit. On the suggestion of 
Mr. Smith on the 20. inst. Genl. Winder was ordered to send Wynns to the 
N. Car Hospital to be sent when well enough to Camp Holmes at Raleigh.

Presuming upon your known humanity, I have ventured to enclose to you 
by flag of truce, three Stirling bills of exchange drawn by Theo Andreae 
upon Messrs A. Collie & Co 17 Leadenhall St. London amounting to £1200 
(Twelve hundred pounds Sterling), which I desire you will have expended 
in the purchase of the most necessary clothing for the prisoners of War from 
North Carolina in whatever prison confined. I presume at the quoted rates 
of exchange the bills will produce near nine thousand dollars. In venturing 
to ask you to take so much trouble upon your hands, I feel sure that the 
suggestion of humanity and the common courtesy existing between honest 
enemies will be a sufficient apology. I can but hope you will accept the trouble 
and that you will not hesitate to allow me an opportunity of reciprocating 
your kindness should it become possible for me to do so.

| am informed that the authorities of the State of North Carolina hold a 
large quantity of Woolen goods, partly imported, beyond what can possibly 
be needed, for some time to come, to meet the wants of the troops from that 
State. As all the manufacturing resources of the State have been devoted 
to the Service of the Soldiers therefrom; & the State, besides has enjoyed, 
through its enterprise, unusual facilities for drawing supplies from abroad, it 
occurs to me that there may be on hand an excess of other necessary articles 
such as shoes & blankets that can be spared for a while to aid the service 
at large, during the stress of the Winter months. At all events, I venture to 
bring the matter to your attention confident that your public spirit will lead 
you to do whatever you can to aid the troops of the Confederacy. 
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Just at this time we are greatly in want of Woolen goods & Cloth (heavy) 
of any description & Blankets; & Shoes too would be acceptable. The recent 
heavy losses experienced by this Dept., in connection with the blockade, 
has restricted somewhat its resources; & if you can advance for a while any 
of the supplies referred to, they will be acceptable & I will come under an 
obligation to return the same, early in the Spring, when the pressure now 
upon /me/ shall, in part, have passed by.

Governor: 

I received yours of 9th. inst.! two days ago, in consequence of the 
countermanding of the order for us to go to Weldon. I cannot see how the 
Prest. can, with any regard for the protection of this section of the State, 
decline acceding to your proposition, by which the objection raised by 
him is obviated. Altho’ I am desirous of promotion, and think it due me in 
justice, still I would not procure it at the price of our State’s truckling to the 
national Executive. 

I regret that we are debarred from doing the good we proposed, and I pray 
that the evils which I too truly foresee may be averted from the good people 
of this section. 
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Situated as I am I can do nothing toward raising troops, tho’ I feel 
confident that had I been commissioned I could have raised two or three 
regiments. If I could have been left in this section occupying that position, 
and if the Brigade of Roanoke could have been organized the 17 counties 
which it would have protected would, in August next, have voted for you 
almost unanimously. I hope they will do so any way; but by that time burning 
under a sense of neglect, knowing the Confederate Govt. only by the burdens 
which it imposes, noticed only to collect taxes or take away men, desperate 
of our success and lashed into fury by a licentious and treasonable press it 
will be a wonder if they do not support a “peace on any-terms” candidate; 
and I fear that such an one will be in the field. 

Already many are declaring that they will not pay any more taxes to a 
Govt. which takes no steps to protect them. 

If my plan had been adopted, all these cavillers would have been silenced, 
and the volunteer spirit of the country would have been raised to the pitch 
of enthusiasm. 

I do not think that you will have any cause to regret your connection 
with this matter, and I only hope I may be able to address the people in your 
behalf when the canvass opens. I think I will be able to show that few men 
have more influence. Accept my thanks for the kind interest you have taken 
in me individually, for the generous support you have given to me, and rest 
assured that I will bear it in grateful remembrance, and that one at least will 
stand by and support you “thro’ good report and thro’ evil report,” against 
all opposers.

December,! requesting, in pursuance of a Resolution 
of the General Assembly of the State of North Carolina, that I would direct 
Eli Swanner, named in the Resolution, to be returned to North Carolina 
to be tried for the offence alleged against him, was duly received and was 
referred to the Secretary of War for inquiry and report in the case. You will 
see from the reports, (copies of which are herewith enclosed)? that the 
prisoner Swanner is avowedly disloyal and hostile to the cause of his State 
and of the Confederacy. He resides in a portion of the State overrun by 
the enemy, and if discharged will have the ability, as he unquestionably has 
the disposition, to do us much injury. Scarcely an attack is made upon our 
pickets or our troops, or a plundering expedition undertaken, in Eastern 
No. Ca., but the information reaches us that the enemy were advised and 
guided by disloyal citizens peculiarly acquainted with the country, and the 
position of our forces. If such persons are to be put upon a footing with the 
most loyal citizens, and treated with the tenderest regard to the strict law of 
treason, you see how impossible it will be to procure testimony sufficient for 
their conviction. Before an overt act committed they must not be touched, 
out of a nice and scrupulous regard for the rights of the citizen. After the 
commission of the act, they are screened and protected within the enemy’s 
lines. I cannot conceal from Your Excellency my opinion of the inexpediency 
of permitting such persons to go at large unmolested. Still, in deference to 
the declared wishes of the General Assembly of North Carolina, and with an 
earnest desire of promoting harmony and good feeling between the State and 
Confederate authorities, | have acceded to your request and have directed 
the said Eli Swanner to be returned to North Carolina for examination and 
trial.

In a consultation of our delegation this morning with the President 
in regard to public affairs in North Carolina the President read to us a 
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communication made by himself to you,! in reply to a letter of yours’ upon 
the subject of negotiating with the U States Government for the termination 
of the war. He did not read your letter to him, to which his was a response 
and we do not know what were the views expressed by you to him, in your 
letter. The letter of the President to you, contains information, which would 
be interesting to our people and we are of the opinion that its publication 
would have a happy effect <illegible> not only in our state, but upon public 
opinion throughout the Confederacy. 

There may be something in your letter to the President, which you do 
not care to make public & if so the letter of the President alone would effect 
our object in geting his views before the public. 

The President informed us that the letter was a public paper, in the hands 
of yourself & that its publication was a matter for your consideration, that he 
certainly had no objection to its being made public. 

In that state of facts, we have thought proper to suggest the publication 
of this correspondence, or at least the letter of the President. Thinking that 
it will remove much prejudice against the President now existing in our 
State, upon the subject of Peace and peace propositions.

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once since he was brought to the City of Richmond. Upon each occasion he 
avowed his adhesion to the cause of the enemy & demanded to be sent to 
the North—Though he offered to pledge his word that he would not return 
South during the war—it seemed more than probable that his real purpose 
was—as soon as permitted to enter the lines of the enemy—to claim the 
full protection of the United States authorities to enable him to resume his 
residence in that portion of your State then & now unfortunately in their 
occupancy—Had he been enabled to do this it can not be doubted that the 
vengeance of the enemy would have been promptly directed towards his 
loyal neighbors—& the calamities to which ie are unavoidably subject 
very seriously enhanced.

You no doubt have noticed that in answering yr letters I hardly ever reply 
to yr questions? In looking over your last two favors tonight I find several 
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flagrant instances. You ask who will supply [William A.] Grahams place in 
the Senate? I don’t know—it cant be supplied. The legislature is a very weak 
body at best and after Graham is taken out it is a catfish without a head! The 
ablest men left, Warren! [Bedford] Brown &c in Senate, & Grissom? in the 
House I fear will all be against us. Amis’ is a capital man however & so is 
Carter.* | hope opportunity will bring out others. 

You have before this an explanation of the sale of the Journal’ I had 
nothing to do with it of course, though I am glad it has got into more decent 
hands & hope it will do the country more service. The editorials as you will 
see are now respectful and in good temper, which like a soft voice in woman 
“is an excellent thing.” 

Holden has quit coming to see me, though his friends break to me to 
protect him whenever a few soldiers are at the depot. I had a long talk with 
John L.] Pennington this afternoon, and worked upon his fears considerably. 
He is a time [saver] and a coward and must be appealed to accordingly. 
Holden is in constant terror & alarm, sleeps | am told away from home 
every night. Alas, alas! 

By the way, seeing that Holden and you were getting up an issue about the 
preparation of the Johnson resolutions in Raleigh, I traced up my authority 
for so stating. [Sion H.] Rogers told me that he was informed by Fowle® that 
they were either prepared or revised in Raleigh, but that he was not at liberty 
to say so & hoped you would let the matter drop, as he could not make 
public what he had recd. from Fowle privately. There is no doubt of the truth 
of this statement. The Johnson resolutions of last summer were revised by 
Holden for I saw the bearer in Holdens office with them. But it matters not.

I can not conceal my satisfaction at Judge [Robert S.] French’s decision. 
Not that I am entirely satisfied with it, but that it gives me a complete 
triumph over Pearson. According to his doctrine, that the decision of a 
single judge in chambers is binding & settles the law,! he is forestalled & 
bound by French’s decision though I have it from most reliable authority 
that he thinks the law unconstitutional and was waiting to decide so. He is 
now obliged to respect French’s decision, and can neither get the Supreme 
Court together until June, nor sit with the other Judges on a case agreed— 
Good. I wish you could see the correspondence between him & myself You 
would then appreciate how completely I am justified by his having over 
reached himself. 

The expedition to New Bern was a fizzle, as most expeditions in N.C. 
are. | see many good men from the coast who are all right and will work for 
the cause. What do you think of [Edwin G.] Reade’s remarks in the Senate? 
I like it except the delicacy /with/ which he speaks of the Convention.’ 
Altogether | am hopeful. You heard of the Greensboro meeting—it was a 
miserable failure. 

Do you observe that Holden gives me very little credit for my blockade 
running enterprize? Every body else gives me due praise but him, of course. I 
am sorry to have no more cards (10,000) for distribution, but look for more 
every week. Will send these to the Co. courts according to white population. 
The Advance goes out to night with 720 bales cotton. Success to her.

Your telegram! reading: “The Don must go to B’muda as it seems impossible 
to get the Hansa there—if my orders are not obeyed | will have to change my 
agent” has just come to hand. 

This message implies that the Hansa was sent to Nassau willingly or 
intentionally. If you are under such an impression you are wrong and I only 
hope that after knowing me a little longer you will not come as readily to 
a similar conclusion. I enclose an original dispatch from the Capt of Hansa 
last trip to which | replied that if he had not coal enough after he was out 
he would as a matter of course have to go to Nassau or even Green Turtle 
Key. You had no coal here at the time to give her any more, to come back 
up the river take coal, go down again would have lost her half a trip & if 
she had had to wait here for coal from the mines—it would have taken her 
longer than going to Nassau.—The facts will confirm this & | was therefore 
right to let her go the road she did. As long as I am agent for you & A Collie 
& Co. I will do what I consider right and nothing else—As | telegraphed 
to you the Hansa has plenty of coal now & shall go to B’muda. The A. D. 
Vance & her will bring nearly all—if not all in, you have at B’muda. The 
Don in the contrary has from what captain and engineers say lost a deal of 
her speed by being foul & I would not act up to what I consider profitable & 
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fair towards all interested if I was not to send her out to a place where she 
can be put into the required condition again.—I would be sorry if what I am 
going to add would displease you but there is nothing like making a clear 
breast of it. I do not consider the conclusion of your message “if my orders 
are not obeyed I'll have to change my agent” quite fair. Your know that by 
Mr. Collie’s orders the managemt of the Strs. was to remain in his hands & I 
only agreed to let you have nominal control because I thought it would look 
more the thing if the Steamers in which the State has an interest were under 
the management of the State nominally—I have no particular interest to 
send the Strs. to Nassau. Collie has agents in B’muda as well as in Nassau 
& therefore my actions regarding the destination of the boats can not be 
influenced by Collies interest viz. Governor Vances interest. I shall manage 
the Steamers in the way in which I consider they’ll pay best. If I displease 
you I am very sorry but can not help it— Should you perhaps regret the 
contract you made I am ready to cancel it at any time you like or sell you the 
Steamers at a fair price.—Mr Collie I know—and | act for him here—would 
be sorry to see you continuing engaged in Steamers with him if you were for 
a moment under the impression that his interest was looked after and not 
yours at same time. 

Excuse the scribbling but as Mr Flanner who takes this had to leave by 
train a few minutes after receipt of your dispatch I could not make it any 
better.

My dear Sir; 

On the 2nd. inst. about one thousand Yankees & tories came to my 
brother’s (T. P. Siler)! arrested him and two negro men, took them and 
several old men on to where they met up with some of [William H.] Thomas’ 
forces, whom they attacked and fought for a little while. The Indians fought 
nobly, under the surprise, until their ammunition failed. The loss on either 
side was not heavy. Our loss two killed and eighteen prisoners. Yankees lost 
six killed & several wounded. The raiders then returned to John Dehart’s 
and camped, destroying corn, apple trees, bacon, household furniture &c. In 
the morning they went on to T. P. Siler’ s where they fed & carried away all 
his corn. poured his rye in the sand, took his wife’s money and all the arms 
and horses they could find, placed a wounded man in my brother’s carriage 
and drove off to Tennessee. That night T. P. escaped from them and is now at 
home. I suppose he will accept the commission of Col. of Home Guards and 
is in a good humor for disturbing the rest of tories and deserters. His negro 
boys also escaped. Several old citizens were captured and carried off. The 
wildest excitement prevailed through the county and the most exaggerated 
stories were in circulation. But they did not come nearer the village than 
Dehart.’ 

I have to night written to Col [John B.] Palmer at Ashville, requesting 
him to make some disposition of his forces at Ashville, so as to secure our 
protection. A few of the right sort of men will effectually prevent a repetition 
of this thing. If our people are to live, they must have protection. Give us 
the companies we have sent to the war, and we defy the Yankees & tories 
in that direction. But I know the authorities cannot do everything. But you 
can cause a scattering of the forces which are doing nothing at Ashville and 
we need them. Your brother Robt. wrote me, while on his way to Tennessee, 
that he intended to defend our frontier. He is gone. We appeal to you to stir 
up the authorities in our behalf. 

We are generally a well up here. All stronger for the South than. ever. 
Have no use for Holden & his peace programme. Deem it best to fight for 
peace now. | would be glad to hear from you.

I sent out last month an order for one hundred thousand pairs of hand 
cards & machines & wire for making them. Mr White informs me that he 
gave the order to the manufacturer in September for the cards & that the 
machines (5 of them) had been purchased and were waiting shipment. 

As yet only eight thousand pairs have been received, and the Don just 
in reports none in Bermuda. Do you know why this delay occurs. It is of the 
utmost importance to the people of N.C. that these cards should be obtained 
speedily. I have repeatedly urged the hastening of them forward but without 
avail. Please investigate the cause of this delay and hold responsible the 
defaulting party. If the cards & machinery are not already shipped please 
forward them without regard to expense, for if I do not get them in by the 
Ist. of May I despair of getting them at all. 

I have just cause of complaint against your agent here Mr Andreae. By the 
terms of the contract entered into between us in regard to the Steamers Don 
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& Hansa, | was to have all the inward capacity of the vessels for the bringing 
in of my freight from Bermuda. But in defiance of my express commands 
Andreae has on one pretence or another sent the Hansa both trips since 
my part ownership to Nassau where I had no freight.! I am consequently 
running all the risks of the blockade for the benefit of the other part owners, 
and getting none of my supplies in. This course I shall not submit to, and 
should I conclude to exercise the powers vested in me by the contract and 
take charge of the vessels when arriving at Wilmington to the exclusion of 
your agent, you must not regard it as evincing any disregard of your interests, 
but as only a necessary attempt to protect those of this State. 

Should your connection with the blockade running business in N.C. be 
continued long I respectfully advise that you substitute for Mr. A. an agent 
who would inspire more confidence & respect than this gentleman has been 
able to do.

My Dear Sir 

Since receiving your letter of the 8th. Ult.' to which it was my intention 
to have replied before this, reports have reached me from Richmond, which 
if true would render my reply unnecessary. I hear with deep regret that a bill 
is certainly expected to pass the Congress, suspending the writ of Habeas 
Corpus, throughout the Confederacy, and that certain arrests will immediately 
be made in North Carolina.’ Of course if Congress and Your Excellency be 
resolved upon this, as the only means of repressing disaffection in this State 
it would be a mere waste of time for me to argue the matter. And yet I should 
not hold myself guiltless of the consequences which | fear will follow did I 
not add yet another word of expostulation to the many which I have already 
spoken. If the bill referred to, about which I can form no opinion until I see 
it—be strictly within the limits of the Constitution I imagine the people of 
this State will submit to it—so great is their regard for law. If it be adjudged, 
on the contrary, to be in violation of that instrument and revolutionary in 
itself, it will be resisted. Should it become a law soon, I earnestly advise you 
to be chary of exercising the power with which it will invest you. Be content 
to try, at least for a while, the moral effect of holding this power over the 
heads of discontented men before shocking all worshipers of the common 
law throughout the world by hurling freemen into sheriffless dungeons for 
opinions sake. I do not speak this factiously, or by way of a flourish, nor do I 
believe that as an enlightened lawyer, and a Christian Statesman you would 
feel any pleasure in the performance of such an ungracious task. I am on the: 
contrary convinced that you believe it to be the only way to secure North 
Carolina in the performance of her obligations to her Confederates. The 
misfortune of this belief is yours, the shame will light upon those unworthy 
sons who have thus sought to stab their Mother because she cast them 
off. If our citizens are left untouched by the arm of military violence, I do 
not dispair of an appeal to the reason and patriotism of the people at the 
ballot box. Hundreds of good and true men now acting with and possessing 
the confidence of the party called Conservatives are /at work/ against the 
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dangerous movement for a Convention; and whilst civil law remains intact 
will work zealously and with heart. I expect myself to take the field as soon 
as the proprieties of my position will allow me and shall exert every effort 
to restrain the revolutionary tendency of public opinion—Never yet Sir, 
have the people of North Carolina refused to listen to their public men if 
they show right and reason on their side. I do not fear to trust the issue now 
to these potent weapons in the hands of such men as will wield them next 
summer. I do fear to trust bayonets and dungeons. I endeavored soon after 
my accession to the Chief Magestracy of North Carolina, to make you aware 
of both the fact of disaffection in the State and the cause of it. In addition to 
the many letters to you, I have twice visited Richmond expressly to give you 
information on this point. The truth is, as I have often said before, that the 
great body of our people have been suspected by their Government, perhaps 
because of the reluctance with which they gave up the old Union: and | 
know you will pardon me for saying that this conciousness of their being 
suspected has been greatly strengthened by what seemed to be a studied 
exclusion of the anti-secessionists from all the more important offices of the 
government, even from those promotions in the army, which many of them 
had won with their blood. Was this suspicion just? And was there sufficient 
effort made to disprove that it existed if it really did not exist at Richmond? 
Discussion it is true has been unlimited and bitter and unrelenting criticism 
upon your Administration has been endulged in, but where and when have 
our people failed you in the battle, or withheld either their blood or their vast 
resources? To what exaction have they not submitted, what draft upon their 
patriotism have they yet dishonored? Conscription, ruthless and unrelenting 
has only been exceeded in the severity of its execution by the impressment 
of property, frequently entrusted to men unprincipled, dishonest and filled to 
overflowing with all the petty meaness of small minds dressed in a little brief 
authority. The files of my office are piled up with the unavaling complaints 
of outraged citizens to whom redress is impossible. Yet they have submitted 
and so far performed with honor their duty to their country, though the 
voice of these very natural murmurs is set down to disloyalty. I do not hold 
you responsible for all the petty annoyances—“the insolence of office” under 
which our people lose heart and patience. Even if I did, I cannot forget that 
it is my country that I am serving, not the rulers of that country. I make no 
threat, I desire only, with singleness of purpose and sincerity of heart to 
speak those words of soberness and trust which may with the blessing of God 
best subserve the cause of my suffering country. Those words I now believe 
to be the advice herein given, to refrain from exercising the extraordinary 
power about to be given you by Congress, at least until the last hope of 
moral influence being sufficient, is extinct. Though you expressed a fear in 
your last letter? that my continued efforts to concilliate were injudicious, 
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I cannot yet see just cause for abandoning it. Perhaps | am unduly biased 
in my judgement concerning a people whom | love and to whom I owe so 
much. Though I trust not. Our success depends not on the number engaged 
to support our cause, but upon their zeal and affection. Hence I have every 
hope in persuading, not one in forcing the sympathy of an unwilling people. 
The Legislature of this state meets next May. Two thirds are required by 
our constitution to call a convention. This number cannot be obtained, 
a bare majority vote for submitting the proposition will in my opinion be 
impossible. Under no circumstances can a convention be assembled in No. 
Ca. during the present year, in my judgment, and during next summer the 
approaching state elections will afford an opportunity for a full and complete 
discussion of all the issues, the result of which I do not fear if left to ourselves. 
If there be a people on earth given to the sober second thought, amenable to 
reason and regardful of their plighted honor, I believe that I may claim that 
it is the people of North Carolina.

My Dear Sir: 

On the next day but one after my arrival here, the N. C. delegation were 
summoned to meet the President. He opened the conference by reading to 
us a very long letter from somebody in Raleigh of “considerable inteligence” 
whose name he withheld, giving a bad account of the state of things in 
N.C. & advising the suspension of the writ of habeas corpus & that prompt 
& vigorous measures should be taken to “over awe & silence” the people, 
<& saying that your policy was temporising & inefficient>. He also read us 
some scribbling upon the margin of a newspaper, anonomous even to him, 
of the same character. These two were all that he exhibited. Messrs McLean 
Arrington & Lander sustained the letter writer, @ some of them said a 
convention would be called forthwith, if let alone, by 30,000, majority & 
go right back in the old Union. I characterized the letter as mischievous— 
doing the writer no credit & the state gross injustice—that if that letter were 
published in the state & known to be the basis of any unfavorable action 
against the state that instead of 30000 there would be 100000 majority 
to rise up against it,—that her people were sensitive & spirited & could 
be easily controled by Gov. Vance Gov. Graham & others who had their 
confidence, but if attempted to be over awed or silenced by force, N. C. 
would be the bloodiest field of the South. I told Mr. President that N. C. had 
the right to expect that he would form his estimate of her from what was said 
& done by her constituted authorities & not from partizan letter writers G 
anonimous scribblers who were always malicious & seldom truthful. At this 
he flared up a little & said “Well but Mr. Reade we had better understand 
what it is that you censure so strongly in this letter.” I answered that the 
whole of it was mischievous, that it advised that N. C. should be “over-awed 
& silenced” He said I had mistaken the letter. He turned to the letter & 
there was the language. He said “Well, but he only means the leaders” I told 
him the writer did not so qualify it, but if he did it was all the same. I told 
him it advised that he should be made military dictator. He said “There you 
are mistaken again” I asked “does not the letter advise the suspension of the 
writ of habeas corpus?” He said “Yes.” “Well does not that clothe you with 
dictatorial powers”? He replied “Well if it does, it does not show that I would 
abuse the power” I told him I had not intimated that he would, but that the 
people of N. C. were unwilling to trust any body with the power. We were 
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both getting up our pluck, & Mr. Smith told me afterwards that there would 
probably have been a scene, but that my manner was so entirely respectful 
as to afford no excuse. The interview lasted I suppose some two hours & I 
have given you a very poor account of it. Mr. Smith sustained me fully in 
what I said of the loyalty of our people & he instanced the ease with which 
you stopt the meetings last summer. Mr. Gaither also properly defended the 
state. When about leaving we all formed a sort of long circle with Mr. Davis 
at one end of it. I extended my hand & walked up towards him & said with 
emphasis “Mr President, trust North Carolina & let her alone.” He grasped 
my hand cordially & said “I earnestly hope that your strong faith in your 
state may be realized.” 

The interview got out by some means & several sought an introduction & 
expressed much satisfaction & hoped good would come of it—among them 
Mr. W. C. Rives! who expressed the liveliest satisfaction <of> at learning 
that there was not the mischief in the state which every body seemed 
disposed to charge upon her, & he begged me to follow up the assurance I 
had given the President & he was sure it would disabuse the Presidents mind 
& remove the unfavourable impressions which had been made. 

But, Governor, I do not think they can be removed. I have the best 
reason for knowing, outside of that interview that the President is deeply 
prejudiced against the state. He said in the interview that he would not be 
alarmed about the state if all her people were at home but the best of them 
were in the army. 

The interview was not confidential but you will see from the nature of it 
that it was not intended for the crowd. 

I have been a little tedious in detailing but | thought that in that way | 
could give you the best idea of the state of things here. 

I have been informed that it was charged that, from my remarks in the 
Senate, I was in favour of a convention. That could only be inferred from 
the fact that I did not denounce it. But to have denounced the movement 
as disloyal would have been inconsistent with my proposition that the 
dissatisfaction in N. C. did not mean disloyalty. I said distincly that I spoke 
neither for or against any party, that I spoke only for the state & that no 
matter whether the state called a convention or not, she would do right. I 
on purpose ignored any opinion upon the subject—Ist. because | did not 
think it suitable for the occasion that called forth the remarks—it being a 
compliment to soldiers, 2d. because it would have been unbecoming in the 
Senate & 3d. because I was soon to go upon the Bench & I did not wish to 
ally myself to any party. I did not mean to express any opinion at all. 

It was stated to the President that one of the causes of dissatisfaction 
among our people was the impression on their part that nothing had been 
done on our part to make peace. He said he had done all that he could 
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do & that he had made three deliberate efforts & had been repulsed, & 
that he had so informed you by letter. We said that our people were not 
unreasonable & if satisfied that we had done all that we could it would tend 
to satisfy them—that if it were known that he had tried to make peace & 
could not, it might do good. He said there was no restraint upon publishing 
his letter to you. The delegation thought it might do good & we so advised 
you. But upon reflection & for the reason you mention in your letter to Mr. 
Gaither | doubt the propriety of publishing it. 

Since writing above I have been shown the “Confederate” in which is 
said that I made a speech in caucus at Raleigh abusing the Government 
& in favour of a convention. It is wholy false. I said not a word against 
the Government or for a convention. The facts are: Resolutions were 
introduced in the House of Commons which gave some uneasiness. It was 
thought that the assembly would be obliged to vote upon some resolutions, 
a caucus was called, several sets of resolutions were introduced into caucus, 
the most moderate was about as follows: Resolved that N.C. is undivided in 
her devotion to the Confederate cause, that her aim is independence & the 
freedom & safety of her citizens; with these she earnestly desires <peace> 
peace & that the arbitrament of the sword may give place to negociation. 

I was invited by a committee of gentlemen to address the caucus. I did 
so, & advised the adoption of that resolution, as being the least that could 
be said, & as not embarrassing the Government or any body. I urged as the 
reason for adopting it, that, in my opinion, the people were determined that 
something should be said about peace, that if they would only say that much 
the people would see that they had had the matter under consideration & 
would be satisfied; & they would retain the confidence & lead of the people, 
& yet embarrass nobody, but that if they ignored the whole subject, the 
people would drop them & take up other leaders who without their prudence 
might do mischief. I thought that would be the result. Recent events show 
that I was not entirely wrong. 

I have not any where, at any time, to any person, by word or letter, 
advised a single meeting, or a convention. And especially since my election 
to the Bench I have stood aloof from every thing partizan. I have nothing to 
say for or against the meetings or for or against a convention. But I thought 
it allowable to speak for the state. 

Doctr Hoge’ has been invited to deliver his Lectures in Raleigh & will 
be with you next week. The proceeds of his Lectures will be charitably 
distributed. 

I do not know how I can better describe the feeling here than by saying 
in your own language that it is “reckless & desperate.”

Dear Sir 

Your letter! and despatches explaining why the Hansa went to Nassau 
instead of Bermuda, have been received and I beg leave to submit the 
following remarks in regard thereto. 

After the Hansa first came into port after my purchase of an interest in 
her, I ordered that she should be sent to Bermuda where my freight was. My 
reason for making the purchase was to get in this freight as you well know, 
and the getting out of Cotton was of secondary importance. You replied that 
she could not go to Bermuda for the want of coal, but she should bring in 
enough coal to go certainly next trip. I replied that the State had ninety tons 
on the wharf, to take that and send her to Bermuda. You answered that the 
Engineers were afraid of my Coal and sent her to Nassau in defiance of my 
wishes. Was this fairly regardful of the interest of the State, knowing as you 
did that the return cargo of army supplies was my main object? Your interest 
was to get out Cotton, which could be best subserved by going to the nearest 
port, but could be served well by going to either. My interest or rather that 
of the State could only be subserved at all by going to Bermuda. The States’ 
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interest was sacrificed. The vessel could have used N.C. Coal of course, since 
the Advance and all other vessels use [it] when necessary with perfect safety. 

But again the Hansa returned without freight for the State or Confederacy, 
but without coal enough to go to Bermuda as you inform me, this time 
certainly she clears for Bermuda and after her return to port, | am informed 
that she again had not coal enough in consequence of having got aground 
in the river, and her destination was again changed without consulting me. 
This time you say I had no coal at Wilmington and if there had been it 
would have delayed the Steamer too long to have returned for it. To this I 
reply that I had at that moment in Wilmington 120 tons of coal which you 
could have had on application. See Carters despatch 19th. Jany. Was it fair 
that rather than lose two days, if indeed it would have required that time to 
run back and take in coal, the State should lose again the reception of an 
entire cargo, having already lost one under similar circumstances? Was this 
showing a due or even decent regard to the interest of the State, or any thing 
like a compliance with the contract with Mr. Collie? It looks to me rather 
like a very flagrant violation of the rights of N.C. in the Steamers whether 
intentional or unintentional, it makes no difference. On both occasions 
the Steamer could have gone to Bermuda had there been a desire to send 
her there, and fair dealing and the spirit of the contract of purchase both 
required it to be done. In reply to all my complaints on this subject, you 
finally decline, in substance, in your letter of the 8th., that the management 
of the vessels is in your hands, that my claim to control them is merely 
nominal, and that you will run the vessels as you think best. To this very 
respectful and conciliatory assertion I have only one reply to make. If you 
have not a copy of the agreement with Mr. Collie, I beg leave to quote the 
following passage from it on this point & will send you a copy in full if you 
desire it. 

“The appointment of the Captains and other officers of such steamers 
will remain with Alexander Collie, and the general control of the steamers 
whilst aboard, but whilst such steamers may be in Confederate waters, the 
general control of them shall rest in the State of North Carolina.” For the 
proof that you acknowledged the full power of this clause, I refer <you> to 
my letter of the 23d. Dec.’ of which a copy is enclosed, which you solicited 
me to give you to enable you to act. If this constitutes only a nominal power 
of control, please to give me your ideas of what would be an actual power. I 
delegated this power to you as my Agent, you accepted it and cannot now 
deny it. I preferred you should do the business at Wilmington both as a 
matter of convenience & because I thought you could do it better than I 
could. But if I find a continued disregard to my interests in this matter, if 
the vessels are to risk the blockade at the expense of the State without any 
return, I shall certainly assume the powers which belong to me and take 
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control of the Steamers in Confederate waters. I do not wish to buy them or 
to dissolve the contract, but to carry it out strictly and in good faith. I am 
confident Mr. Collie will concur in what I ask and that if time permitted an 
appeal to him would be satisfactory to me. I have telegraphed permission to 
the Don to go to Nassau to be scraped if such is the decree of the Engineers. 
The Hansa cannot leave Wilmington except for Bermuda and with such an 
amount of coal as all the world shall pronounce sufficent to take her there. | 
call your attention to enclosures? of letters and despatches.

My dear Sir, 


Your letter! in relation to Judge Reade and the formation of three parties, 
deserves a longer reply than I shall be able to give you, for in addition to 
being overwhelmed with business, I shall have to be all night with my wife 
by the bedside of a very dangerously ill child. 

You are mistaken I think of several of your views. I yet believe that Reade 
is sound on the main issues, though I did not like the timidity with which 
he spoke of a convention. Yet I think it arose more from state pride and a 
desire to have our people appear in the best possible light than from any 
sympathy with the prospect of a convention. His speech in the caucus has 
certainly been misrepresented either to you or myself. As I heard of it, a 
Convention was not spoken of at all in that caucus, and the only difference 
between his speech & Grahams was that he thought it wise to make some 
concession to the popular feeling in regard to peace by taking some steps 
toward negotiations and Graham did not think the time had come. If | 
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was correctly informed his position in this respect was scarcely different 
from yours and mine, & in private conversations he assured me that my 
administration “had given him great pleasure.” | quote his very words. He 
is however a bitter hater of the Secessionists and inclined to cover the sins 
of his own party and denounce those of his opponents beyond the point of 
candor. J may have erred but thought I was doing for the best. To show you 
how men differ, many men here as sound as any on the war urged me to 
appoint Bedford Brown or Bob Dick? as a matter of policy! 

I don’t agree with you about the the [sic] Secessionists running the third 
man. They are as dead as a door nail—they will be obliged to vote for me, 
and the danger is in pushing off too big a slice of the old union men with 
Holden. By coming square out with the secessionists this would be done and 
I should get very little support except from them. | hope you understand my 
policy. I desire to lead my party friends into the support of the war if possible, 
and intend to try to show Holden to be no fit leader & associate for old 
union whigs. I do not intend to allow him to read me out of the party if I can 
help it, for this would be ruinous. The old union men are in large majority, 
without them we would be powerless, and I humbly conceive that the best 
way I can serve my country will be to preserve my influence with them, and 
hold them up to the war notch. To do this requires some tact of course, and 
I make no doubt but the Convention issue will force everything asunder and 
form a new party—two of them rather. I do not wish this rupture to be upon 
any minor issue. In other words and to make myself plain, I do not wish to 
fritter away any strength or lose a friend by fighting the ultra conservatives 
upon any but the main points. Let them abuse Jeff Davis and the secessionists 
to their hearts contents so they but oppose this Convention movement & 
keep to their duty on the war question. And whilst I would disapprove of all 
this as vexatious <& mischievous>, I hold it would be bad policy to waste 
my strength by quarreling with them. 

However, so far, I have not courted the Secessionists or quarreled with 
many friends for things that even threatened to compromise me, but have 
suffered them in silence. I wish much I could see you to explain more fully 
my views. I do not believe the Convention is gaining ground. Pennington 
is badly scared & says he intends to go with Gov Vance against the field. 
Thomas? of Davidson has recanted and now urges me to stand firm—a few 
weeks ago he was the other way. Many things are encouraging. I am invited 
to speak at Statesville, Taylorsville & Salisbury as I go to Wilks—ought I 
to do it? Will they not say I am trying to dictate to the people? Dr. Leach* 
Holden’s right hand man, came into my office to day & begged me not to 
commit myself against a Convention in my Wilksboro speech & intimated 
that it would not be becoming in the Governor to say a word! That is the cry 
with Holdens friends here & I suppose will be the cue throughout. 
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Don’t be uneasy about my blockade running business. I assure you that I 
shall be able to show the most brilliant financial operation ever performed in 
the State. In addition to the enormous quantity of army supplies brought in I 
have already about $400,000 to the credit of the State in Bank of England. I 
have now at Bermuda 40,000 prs cotton cards, machinery for making them, 
card clothing for 20 factories, dyestuffs, factory findings, rail road iron and 
fixtures in abundance & ten thousand scythe blades &c for the farmers— 
Besides other army stores. All this is based upon $2,400,000 which the state 
gave me. There is it is true a considerable degree of extravagance & wasteful 
expenditure about the ship which is common to the reckless business of 
blockade running and cant be avoided, but the general results will astonish 
you. Though not much of a business man you may rest assured I keep my 
eyes open. After making five round trips, I have sold half the Ad-vance for 
$350,000 in State bonds-she cost originally $90,000 all told! I have recently 
sent £1200. sterling to our Northern prisoners to buy winter clothing-have 
loaned Gen Johns|tlon & Longstreet 10,000 suits of clothes, complete. I 
have on hand now 14,000 pairs English shoes 24,000 English blankets & 
5,000 over coats & some 50,000 suits of ready made clothes. But I will stop 
blowing. 

I had a letter by Flag of Truce today from my brother Gen Vance. He is / 
in/ Camp Chase, Ohio, quite well. My English correspondent writes me that 
the Confed. loan is 45—going up a little & that N.C. warrants command a 
premium! What do you think of that? 

But I'll stop.

Your Excellency 

In the pressure of business I have postponed for several days a reply to 
your last letter! suggesting that difficulties in relation to steamers Don and 
Hansa might be solved by the Government acquiring one fourth interest in 
these steamers. It has been our policy /not/ to acquire less than a controlling 
interest heretofore in any contracts made—the recent legislation confirms 
me in this view. 

I am willing to place the state on the same footing with the Confederate 
Government in the shipments that have been made—that is to credit to 
the owners the quantity taken out for the state just as if it had been taken 
for the Confederate states—The Don and Hansa have taken one fourth 
for your State; the agents will be called upon to turn over to our agent at 
Bermuda and Nassau the difference between one fourth and one third which 
the vessels would have been compelled to take if they had continued to run 
under arrangements with the Confederate Government. 

For the future it will be necessary to make the terms upon which cotton 
is taken out for the states and for the Confederate Govt uniform, or the 
result will be a competition ruinous to each. 

Upon application from the authorities of the State of So. Ca. for 
Steamer Alice and of State of Virginia for Str City of Petersburg, I have at 
once directed the agent that cotton taken out by these steamers, for a/c of 
the states named on the same terms as fixed for the Confed Govt will be 
considered as if taken for the Confed Govt and credited accordingly. 

This arrangement has been satisfactory here & to Gov. Bonham? and I 
earnestly hope will be so to you. 

Congress has just legislated on the subject, authorizing shipment by 
private individuals, only under license granted by Confed Government, 
reserving to states the right to ship out on their steamers their own cotton. 

Uniform regulations will be drawn up as required by this law and it shall 
be my effort to make them such as to facilitate the efforts of the state and 
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Confederate Governments in exporting cotton and introducing supplies 
and munitions of war.

That I have been 
always anxious to accommodate the General Government in every possible 
way, I think may be safely asserted, but that I have been disinterested in 
doing so, my reward will testify beyond a doubt

to report to Gen Vance is not legal, that the calling out of the H.G.* by Gen 
V is void-& that no one has authority to call them out except yourself, and 
the officers so authorized by you. 

No news—very cold—coldest we have had since New Year.

Allow me to suggest that if 
a rupture between yourself & your branch of the Conservative party /and 
Holden/ is to become a conceded fact by both sides—a fact that all intelligent 
minds in the state are bound to recognize—the sooner the avowal is made 
the better.

Dear Sir 

Since writing you last, I have come to a definite and satisfactory 
arrangement with Mr. Andreae and I apprehend no further misunderstanding. 
Your favor of the 16th ult! was duly & promptly received and its statements 
relative to the condition of North Carolina matters very satisfactory. 

You are doubtless aware by this time that you misapprehended my wishes 
in the purchase of the iron as contemplated in your proposition to Mr White. 
I do not desire any more at present though we need it here of course, yet the 
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great difficulty of getting it in quantities sufficient to meet our wants, and 
the greater necessity for other articles, induces me to decline shipping it. My 
intention was to deposit in Bank in your country as much as possible of the 
net proceeds of my Cotton shipments for the purpose of giving confidence to 
my bond holders and strengthening our credit, giving you orders from time to 
time for such supplies as our variously arising necessities may require. Bacon 
will be our great want this spring & summer, though I fear to keep much at 
the Islands as it easily spoils. Your suggestion about the method of shipping 
Cotton has recd. attention. Our prospects have improved materially since 
the beginning of the winter. Our troops are better clothed and equipped 
than at any time since the beginning of the war, and nearly two thirds of 
our entire army have already voluntarily reenlisted for the war, disdaining to 
be conscribed. We shall enter on the spring campaign with largely inferior 
numbers it is true, but with an army largely increased, excelling in discipline 
and baptized in the fires of three years of constant strife and with the spirit 
of resistance in the people strong and determined. I beg to assure you that 
the statements you see in Yankee newspapers about disaffection in N.C. are 
entitled to little weight. Our people are very fearful of a destruction of their 
civil rights & liberties and are struggling to preserve them, our enemies will 
take this for disaffection. With sentiments of sincere regard, I am sir,

My dear Sir 

Your letter of the 15th. inst! reached me yesterday and I have no hesitation 
in expressing to you my opinions freely on the subject of your letter. I am 
clearly of the opinion that you should be reelected without opposition, and I 
am ready to write a letter advising that course to the Confederate at Raleigh 
or any other paper in which it might appear with more propriety. Before 
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doing so however I would like to know, as you are in a better position to 
Judge, at what time it should be done. I have no doubt but that all the true 
men in the State can be brought to your support. | 

With reference to Holden’s course I have this to say, | have seen but one 
number of his paper in many months and while that contained a number 
of articles against the Confederate Government there was not a single one 
against that of Lincoln atrocious as are its acts. If his paper generally accords 
with this single number then he is against us and for Lincoln, but that paper 
may not be a fair index and he ought to be allowed to take his true position. 
He for years advocated the right of secession, repeatedly stated that the 
election of a black republican was cause for resistance, as a member of the 
convention voted the State out of the Union, and into the Confederacy 
then at war with Lincoln and in addition to these things insisted that the 
“last man and the last dollar” should if necessary be given to secure our 
Independence. He stimulated our citizens to volunteer and contributed his 
whole influence to get the entire body of capable men into the field. After 
having done all this in addition to other motives which ought to influence 
every citizen he is bound by his personal honor to sustain the cause. He 
cannot abandon the men in the field without the deepest personal disgrace. I 
have no hesitation in saying that we cannot permit a Lincoln organ to exist 
in the state. If am willing to give up my own life, and what is much more, 
sacrifice the lives of the patriotic soldiers 1 command for the good of the 
country, then certainly I would not hesitate to give up to the same cause the 
lives of a few traitors to secure the same end. If the conduct of any man gives 
encouragement to our enemies and thus induces them to continue to destroy 
our brave and patriotic men, then let him die for the safety of the community. 
Mr. Holden advocated your election as well as that of Davis & Stephens’ 
on the platform of a zealous prosecution of the war for Independence, and 
he must therefore either sustain the cause, or share the fate of John Brown 
and Judas Iscariot and have perhaps a Yankee song made over him as the 
last martyr in the cause of “nigger freedom.” One of these contingencies is 
immediately before him and the time has come for him to make his decision 
between honor and ignominy. I should myself no more hesitate to act out 
these views than to order my Brigade to fire into Lincolns black & white 
hirelings. 

Should Holden make a proper choice as I hope he will then there will 
be no division in the State as he can in a few weeks bring the body of his 
party to take the right view. The fact that the Lincoln government has in 
its Congress voted down all conciliatory measures, will fully justify Holden 
in abandoning the peace movement until we have changed by a vigorous 
campaign, the feelings of the north. I hope some of your friends will submit 
these matters to his consideration as I would do if I were to see him and 
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I sincerely trust that he will take the proper course and relieve us from 
difficulty the State. Should he do wrong while he might be the first sufferer, 
many others would be sacrificed perhaps. 

An united and vigorous prosecution of the war by all who originally 
encouraged it will in a short time convince our enemies of the impossibility 
of our being subjugated. 

From what I have hastily written you will see what my impressions are, 
and | think they are those of the soldiers generally. 

I am much gratified to know that you will take the field early and if you 
will advise me as to what you think I ought to do you may calculate on all 
the aid I can give you. I hope soon to hear of your brother the General’s 
release from the hands of the enemy.

My Dear Sir: 

I beg to make a suggestion for your consideration, and I venture to hope 
that our friendly relations personal and political are sufficient warrant for 
such intrusion. 

There is wide spread alarm among the people here and elsewhere, 
growing out of the constant exercise of high and questionable powers on 
the part of Congress and the President. The whole action of the Conf’d 
Gov. seems to tend to the concentration of the whole military power of the 
country in the hands of the President. He exercises such power frequently, 
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unwisely and manifests a fondness for it, that does not comport with the 
feelings and purposes of a devoted friend of free government. Believe me, 
when I tell you, that the people are really alarmed, and this alarm is going 
far toward precipitating the South upon a fearful doom. 

I make these remarks in view of the Military Act lately passed by 
Congress. I understand that the Act provides, among other things, for the 
conscription of all persons between the ages of 17 & 18 and 45 & 50 years 
for the purpose of State-defence, and that this Army for State-defence, is to be 
under the control, command and direction of the President. If I am correct 
in this statement, the Act, if xecuted, will strip the Governors of the several 
states of power and leave them at the will & pleasure of the President. 

Now, I respectfully suggest, that the Executives of the states ought not 
to allow the provision of the law referred to, to be xecuted. If it is necessary 
to place the class of our population designated, in the Army, the Legislature 
has power to do so and to place them under the direction of state authority. 
The Conf’d Gov. ought not at any time to be allowed to take the whole 
military <authority> power of the country <at any time>, and especially not 
now, when there is a manifest purpose to subvert state authority. 

I undertake to say, that the Conf’d Gov. cannot legitimately demand the 
whole military force of the State, if the latter see proper to have military 
organizations. If our Legislature through our Executive, has organized a 
force for State defence, or shall here after do so, the Conf’d Gov. cannot 
legitimately dissolve such state organization and place the state soldiery 
in the Conf’d Army. Indeed, when persons within the conscript age, are 
recruited into our State Army now, the Conf’d authorities have no legitimate 
power to take these recruits out, although they claim the right to do so. 

What I beg to suggest is, that you ought to notify President Davis 
promptly, that the Conf’d. Army for state defence, as proposed by the late act 
of Congress, cannot be <xecuted> organized in this State and that our state 
military organizations must stand as they are, until our Legislature shall see 
proper to change them. If you allow the whole fighting population of the 
state to be taken, you will be a mere formal officer and the state a formal 
organization, without power, subject to the insults and tyranny of President 
Davis and his subordinates. If he gets the State Army proposed what can 
you do but submit to his order, though he should order you into the army and 
imprison the Judges of our Courts? Hold at least a part of the military power of 
the State in your own hands. The integrity and dignity of the State requires, 
demands that you shall do so. 

I don’t object to [illegible] all possible defence, but I do object to a 
concentration of power in hands of the President, especially, to placing the 
great power spoken of, in the hands of President Davis. 
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I would be gratified to have a line from you touching the prospects, and 
present condition of our unhappy country. Can’t you find leisure to write me 
at least a hasty note. 

Pardon the liberty I have thus taken and the haste of this letter.

Gents 

Your several favors reached this place in my absence. I have pretty well 
arranged all matters with Dr. Boykin, who will fully explain all things now 
necessary to the sailing of the vessel [Advance]. I desire her to run once more 
to Bermuda for my cards and machinery—after that I am willing for her 
to go to Nassau. Some other matters present themselves for consideration 
about which I will write you in a few days. I learn that Capt. Guthrie is 
dissatisfied with his pay, although the same that Capt. Crossan got, explain 
to him what it is and if he declines to take it send the vessel out in charge 
of Capt Wylie.! I will not consent to give Morse the pilot any more than 
your bargain promised him. We have already kept him from being forced 
to Genl. Whiting terms and if he is not satisfied, I propose letting him try 
the Conscript Camp at $11. per month. I hope you will not pander to his 
unpatriotic greed. 

In spite of my express orders to Capt. Guthrie, I learn that considerable 
Cotton was found aboard beyond what appears on the Manifest & that the 
principal sinner was the Captain himself, of course the crew would do no 
better with such an example. This thing must be stopped. I have agreed with 
Dr. Boykin that an arrangement may be made by you for the officers & crew 
to take twenty four bales, divided among them according to rank. All other 
Cotton over this found on board at the Island must be seized for the ship, 
any officer transgressing shall be discharged, the crew shall be conscribed, 
those of them at least who are North Carolinians. I can get plenty of men 
to replace them. I have written Capt. Guthrie, and refer you to Boykin for 
particulars.

Navy per month and one thousand dollars in gold per trip. Beside this you 
will be allowed the privilege of taking out four bales of Cotton. If this is not 
satisfactory, fully and amply so, please telegraph me. Consider your former 
orders as to destination, cargo &c as repeated. Congratulating and thanking 
you for your recent speedy & successful trip, which I fully appreciate, and 
wishing you a like happy issue

I have learned here to day, that orders have been received by the enrolling 
officer in Salisbury directing him to pay no regard to the decision of the 
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Chief Justice,! but to conscribe all those that were before the Chief Justice 
& have the certificates directed by the Chief Justice & consented to by Gov 
Bragg? on the part of the government. You learned the arrangement and 
have seen the certificates putting in the custody of the law until the supreme 
court shall have decided the case in the matter of Walton.’ Every man you 
know is under a recognizance to the Confederate States in the sum of $1,000 
to abide the decision in that case & to report to the enrolling officer of 
his county or district within three days after he shall receive notice of the 
decision of the supreme court in the matter of Walton; provided the decision 
is against Walton. Could any thing be fairer than this This secures to the 
Government every man as soon as the supreme court make the decision, 
should the reverse the decision of the Chief Justice. I trust in God that there 
is a mistake about the enrolling officers having received order to disregard 
the decision of the chief Justice. So my dear Sir use every exertion in your 
power to prevent such a course Great trouble will certainly come yet, if men 
are to be thus treated after the court has decided that the particular man is 
not liable to be conscribed I send you the decision of the chief justice. The 
paper has not yet issued & the opinion is on separate pieces of paper The 
opinion is an able one & unanswerable in my humble judgement

Very great increased troubles will certainly appear & be realized in N.C. 
if the understanding between Judge Pearson & Gov. Bragg at Salisbury, is 
not Concurred in by the Secretary of War. 

It is a matter of small moment, whether the principals of substitutes go 
into the army now, or in June next. Peace & harmony, as well as unity in 
N.C. is a matter of the first importance to us and to our nationality. The 
agreement of Gov. Bragg is a wise & good one. All will acquiesce in the 
decision of the Supreme Court N. C [illegible]. My friend Col. Mallett’ can 
carry this out if he will. For the peace & happiness of our beloved state, 
I ask you to see Col. Mallett at once, & make him see that Gov. Bragg’s 
arrangement [illegible] agreed to shall be carried out. Mark, what | say to 
you—Judge Pearson is still issuing writs of Habeas Corpus—& we will have 
a conflict of a most serious character in this State if Col. Mallett advises the 
Secretary of War to hold out & send the principals of substitutes into the 
army before they have had what they concieve is a fair & impartial trial. 
I suggest that you see & have a conference with Col. Mallett at your very 
earliest convenience.

I returned on Thursday from my trip up country & have been too busy 
since to let you hear the result. I was delighted. So far as I could judge the 
Convention is dead, dead dead, if our public men will only be a little bold. 
I spoke at Salisbury, Statesville, Taylorsville & Wilkesboro’ with great 
acceptance as the preachers say. At Salisbury & <Statesville>/Taylorsville/ 
I spoke at night to only the people of the vicinity but at the other two 
points the crowds were enormous. At Wilkesboro 2,000 & at Statesville 
3,000 people at the very lowest. I am confident great good has been done— 
Delegations from Burke, Caldwell, Ashe, Surry, Yadkin, Davie, Mclenburg 
& Forsythe, came to me & entreated me to visit & speak to them. 

I have secured an excellent report of my Wilks speech and it will appear 
Tuesday morning in the Progress. I thought it better to publish it first here or 
I would have sent you the copy. Holden will publish it in an extra & send to 
all his subscribers-his own offer. I had to cut off much of it and it is still too 
long. I hope you will appreciate my line of argument, and understand why | 
say something that you may not approve. 

Troubles are brewing for me | fear about Pearsons decisions again, and I 
am on the verge of being forced into conflict with [Col. Peter] Mallett. He 
lacks brains. But I shall act cautiously and hope to steer safely. The news all 
round from the army is good and I feel generally quite cheerful & hopeful.

Sir: 

Your letter of 9th. instant! was received on the 13th., but the close of 
the Congressional Session imposed on me duties too engrossing to permit a 
prompt reply. 

Your counsels upon matters of grave import to the success of our cause in 
North Carolina have received from me the consideration to which they are 
entitled as emanating from the governor of a Sovereign State. But I regret 
that you have deemed proper in urging your views to make unjust reflections 
upon my official conduct and to accompany them by assertions which you 
would in vain attempt to sustain by proof. 

In my earnest desire to avoid every possible controversy with all whose 
co-operation can be made valuable in the defense of the country, | would 
have preferred to remain silent under these reflections, and to have left to 
time and the sober judgment of my countrymen the vindication of my course 
from your arraignment. But public interests are involved which preclude 
this course, for some of your statements if uncontradicted would tend to 
create hostility to the government and undermine its power to provide for 
the public defense. I therefore deem it a duty to respond. 

When you assert that there has been “what seemed a studied exclusion of 
the anti-secessionists from all the more important offices of the government, 
even from those promotions in the army which many of them had won 
with their blood,” I am compelled to characterise the statement as unjust 
to my conduct, my feelings and my character. You cannot expect me to 
receive such a charge from the Governor of a State without insisting on a 
specification. | must therefore request that you give the name, not of “many,” 
but of one officer whose promotion has been refused on the grounds or for 
the reason you mention. If unable to maintain this assertion, I leave to your 
own sense of justice to determine how best to repair the wrong done. In 
the meantime I assert that there exists not to my knowledge in the files of 
the War Department a single case among the thousands there to be found, 
in which the promotion of an officer has ever been recommended on the 
ground of his party or political opinions or relations: and J am as certain 
as one can be of the occurrences of three years that no objection has ever 
been suggested to me by any of my advisers civil or military against the 
appointment or promotion of any officer of the army on the ground of his 
Opposition to secession or other political opinion held prior to the war. I 
further affirm that the promotions of officers have been guided exclusively 
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by military considerations, and that they have almost invariably been 
made upon the recommendations received from their fellow-soldiers and 
Commanders, as I have, in the large majority of cases no other source of 
reliable information concerning the relative merits of the officers. 

Having thus been forced, from considerations of public duty, to abandon 
that reserve in relation to my official conduct which I had hoped to 
maintain at least till my retirement to private life, it becomes necessary to 
mark as unfounded some other disparaging statements of your letter, lest I be 
supposed to admit their truth. 

Ist. you say: “The truth is, Sir, as I have often said before that the 
great body of our people have been suspected by their government, perhaps 
because of the reluctance with which they gave up the old union.” If by 
the words “their government” you refer to the Executive Department of the 
Confederate States, I deny that there is any ground for the assertion, and 
invite you to specify the facts to which you refer, and the persons to whom 
your frequent communications were made. 

2d. “That this consciousness of their being suspected has been greatly 
strengthened by what seemed to be a studied exclusion of the anti- 
secessionists from all the more important offices of the government, even 
from those promotions in the army which many of them had won with their 
blood.” To the second part of this charge, I have already adverted: the first 
part is equally without foundation. 

3rd. You ask in reference to a suspicion of the people of North Carolina, 
which you seem to impute to me “Was this suspicion just? And was there 
sufficient effort made to disprove that it existed, if it really did not exist at 
Richmond?” I reply that your knowledge of the injustice of such a suspicion, 
should have prevented your imputing to me the possibility of entertaining it, 
or at least have prompted, before such imputation, an enquiry which would 
have made known to you that no such suspicion was entertained. I admit 
that I made no effort to disprove the existence of such suspicion, nor did you 
inform me of any necessity for doing so. I should have left this, like many 
other similar misrepresentations, to be answered by the sound judgment and 
the patriotism of the people, if it had not been endorsed by the Governor of 
the State, or some equally respectable authority. 

4th. You complain that “Conscription ruthless, and unrelenting has 
only been exceeded in the severity of its execution by the impressment of 
property frequently entrusted to men unprincipled, dishonest, and filled 
to overflowing with all the petty meanness of small minds, dressed in a 
little brief authority. The files of my office are piled up with the unavailing 
complaints of outraged citizens to whom redress is impossible.” I will not 
assume to say that in North Carolina as elsewhere, subordinate officers 
may not have been guilty of misconduct and harshness. | have lamented 
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such abuses and done my utmost to correct them whenever brought to my 
knowledge. But I am at a loss to conceive how you can assert that these 
complaints were “unavailing” and that “redress was impossible” if you kept 
the papers on your files in Raleigh. I know that no complaint has ever been 
received from you on any subject, without meeting respectful consideration 
and redress, as far as it was within my power to have justice done. I am 
sorry that the complaints of the citizens of North Carolina were addressed 
through a channel by which they failed to reach me. On what fact then do 
you base the assertion that redress was impossible for just complaint? 

5th. You do not “hold me responsible for all the petty annoyances, the 
insolence of office under which our people lose heart and patience.” I make 
no comment on this language, as I must suppose, that you deem it becoming 
our mutual positions, and simply invite you to state what portion of these 
“petty annoyances” and this “insolence of office” you do impute to me, and 
the facts on which the imputation rests. 

I cannot close without adverting to the singular misconstruction of my 
letter to you of the 8th. ultimo,’ which pervades the close of your reply. In 
that letter | expressed, for I felt, no distrust whatever of the noble people 
of North Carolina, nor did I allude to your efforts to conciliate them as 
injudicious, for it did not enter my mind that they were at all in question. 
I warned you of the error of warming traitors into active life by ill-timed 
deference or timid concession, instead of meeting their insidious attempts to 
deceive the people, by tearing the mask from the faces of the conspirators. 
Your present letter is the first intimation I have had from any source, that 
the people of North Carolina were suspected of disloyalty, and your needless 
defence of them takes me by surprise. In my letter of 8th. ultimo I spoke of 
attempts that would be made “by some bad men” to inaugurate treacherous 
movements; of the danger of suffering the designs “of these traitors” to make 
head; of your over-earnest desire to reclaim by conciliation “men whom 
you believe to be sound at heart, but whose loyalty is more than suspected 
elsewhere”; of your permitting “them” to gather strength; of the necessity 
for putting down the “promoters of unfounded discontent.” I never did and 
do not now, notwithstanding your misdirected defence of them, entertain 
aught but respect and admiration for the people of North Carolina and her 
gallant sons, who have on the battlefields of this war won for her so glorious 
a name. I did and do suspect a knot of traitors who have been conspiring at 
home, while the mass of the State’s true sons were at their posts of duty in 
the army. This was the import of my letter of 8th. ultimo, and I find in it 
nothing to justify your answering it, as though I had counselled you to avoid 
conciliating the people of your State. 

I again express my regret at being compelled to send you this reply, 
extracted from me solely by a sense of duty to the country, not by personal 
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considerations. Your arraignment of my conduct would, I repeat, have been 
received in silence, but for your position of Governor of a State, which 
seemed to me to impose the necessity of an answer. 

In respect to your general recommendations touching the exercise of 
any extraordinary powers conferred on me by Congress, I can only say that 
they will be used, if at all, with a due regard to the rights of the citizen as 
well as to the public safety. Arbitrary measures are not more congenial to 
my nature than to the spirit of our institutions. But should the occasion 
unhappily arise when the public safety demands their employment, I would 
be derelict in duty, if I hesitated to use them to the extent required by the 
exigency. Should that contingency occur, | shall confidently rely for support 
on the mass of the good people of North Carolina, in spite of the threats or 
blandishments of those who would persuade them that their liberties are 
endangered, not by the wicked invaders of their country, but by their own 
government and their own fellow citizens.

apprehension that the power woul not be used to public advantage but be 
abused to purposes of personal malignancy it isa mournful fact placed beyond 
doubt by conspicuous evidence that the Executive is capable of employing 
the great powers of Government for the unworthy graification of animosity 
the Examiner further says there is not one man in every hundred citizens in 
the confederacy who does not entertain this opinion in this I fully concur 
so far as North carolina is concerned | also read from your first message to

to day: and spurned tomorow a steadfast and constant worship can alone 
secure her countless blessing her chosen instrument the constitution and 
the laws were made the sure covenant of her ever lasting residence among us 
our delight in times of peace and prosperity and our /guide &/ sheild in the 
day of trouble and calamity deeply impress by these great truths I [can] not 
help but beleive it is your duty to convene the legislature at an early day to 
take in consideration the condition of the country the military law if fully 
executed which I have no doubt it will be will leave at least one half the 
farms in western North Carolina to lie out the present year a large portion 
is allready grown up in broom sage for the last two years for the want of its 
owners to cultivate it and the truth is which you know as well as any other 
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man that if we are to submit to the drain of our whole male population from 
seventeen to fifty years of age that starvation will be the inevitable result and 
that in less than two years I beleive this is the opinion of a large majority of 
the people of this county I will close for the present

Upon a recent visit to the county of Wilkes in this State, I was informed 
that a number of inoffensive citizens in that and the adjacent counties had 
been robbed of their property and effects by the 56 Regt. N.C.T. employed 
there for the purpose of arresting deserters. It has occurred to me that some 
compensation should be made to these people for the losses they have 
sustained, in many cases a large part of their property having been taken away. 
And the mode | propose is to appoint a Commissioner or Commissioners 
in the region where the depredations have been committed and ascertain 
the loss of each individual and credit the amount on his current taxes. 
Should this proposition meet your views and the measure be carried into 
effect promptly, I feel satisfied it will go far to compose the dissatisfaction 
of my people who have suffered so severely in that section and bring to the 
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Support of the Government a large class of persons, who think and feel they 
are out of the pale of its protection. 

Your early consideration of this measure will enable me to effect much 
in the restoration of confidence amongst the people where its benefits are to 
be received.

Dear Sir 

I desire to call yr. attention most earnestly to the difficulties and 
complications arising from the conscription of principals of substitutes 
in this State. Chief Justice Pearson has decided recently that the law is 
unconstitutional and further that the act of Congress suspending the 
privilege of the writ of Habeas Corpus does not apply to these men.' He 
therefore continues to grant the writ, and the execution being resisted by 
the enrolling officers by orders from the Conscript Bureau the result will be 
a direct and unavoidable collision of State and Confederate authorities. | 
have taken the ground that the decision of a single Judge at Chambers, does 
not possess the binding force and effect of an “adjudicated case” but it only 
operates to discharge the individual. It certainly does this much and until 
it is overruled it is final and absolute, made so expressly by the statutes of 
this state. It cannot be overruled except by the Supreme Court which does 
not meet until June next. In the meantime if a man is discharged, I am 
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bound to protect him and if the process of the court is resisted I am forced 
by my oath of office to summon the military power of the State to enforce 
it. There is no Escape from this conclusion. An agreement was proposed by 
Chf Justice Pearson at Salisbury and accepted by Gov. Bragg as counsel for 
the Govt., subject to the approval or disapproval of the same, to remove one 
case to the Supreme Court by certiorari’ and to bind over all others applying 
for writs to appear and abide the decision there to be rendered. This gave 
general satisfaction and had a quieting effect upon the whole state. Since it 
has been understood, however, that the Confederacy would not recognize 
the arrangement, the excitement is becoming very great and | fear much 
trouble will result. Knowing, as I trust you do, my great anxiety to avoid 
collision with the Confederate Authorities and every thing else that might 
tend to hinder its efficiency, yet it cannot be supposed that I am to omit a 
plain and obvious duty, prescribed by my official oath. I therefore earnestly 
request that you will order a suspension of the enrollment of the principals 
of substitutes in No. Ca., at least until time sufficient be allowed to exhaust 
all efforts at an amicable arrangement. I do not know a better one than 
that made at Salisbury, and which though it would deprive the Govt. of the 
services of these men until June, would yet give still greater advantages by 
preserving that peace and harmony between the respective Governments, 
without which all our labors will be in vain. You will observe /that/ 1 make 
no comment whatever upon the correctness of the Chief Justice’s opinions. 
As an Executive officer I consider I have no right to do so. Neither, with all 
due respect, do I consider you to have any such discretion. And however 
unfortunate it may be to the efficient and equal working of the Government, 
that the laws of Congress are at the mercy, so to speak, of the various Judges 
of the various states. I submit that it is not possible to avoid it in the absence 
of a Supreme Court of the Confederacy to give harmony and uniformity of 
construction. 

We can only obey the Judges we /now/ have and even this is infinitely 
preferable to the assumption of judicial powers by Executive officers and 
making their will the law. Hoping an early response, I am Sir

I am duly in receipt of yours of 17th ulto.! I have already written you of 
the difficulty of transporting to Wilmington a sufficiency of cotton to meet 
our urgent and pressing wants. Lt. Col. Sims,’ chief of the Rail Road Bureau, 
to whom I had referred your letter, returns it endorsed: “All the rolling stock 
that can be found is now employed in running cotton to Wilmington; and 
instructions have been sent out to load all trains with Govmt. cotton to 
the exclusion of that owned by private parties. Nothing more can be done, 
without diverting some of the corn trains.” You will see, therefore, that every 
effort is being made to transport the Govmt. cotton to Wilmington. On 
26th ulto. Mr. Seixas was enabled to borrow 600 bls from some parties in 
Wilmington, and I at once telegraphed him to pay over 300 of them to your 
Agent. The balance of the debt will be cancelled as rapidly as possible.

Sir 

I have the honor to acknowledge your letter of the 29th Ultimo! 
relative to an apprehended collision between the Confederate and state 
authorities in the enforcement of the recent Law of Congress abolishing 
Conscription—You cannot deprecate /more/ a collision of such a character 
nor be more anxious to avoid it than myself, and yet I am unable to perceive 
how naturally or rightfully in the enforcement of the Law such collision 
can occur. The decision of Judge Pearson on the unconstitutionality of the 
Law abolishing substitution appears to my humble Judgment strange and 
clearly incorrect, and being contrary to the general course of decision and 
[received] opinion, and only in a case at Chambers cannot be considered 
as settling the Law an appeal has therefore been directed in the particular 
case and the enrolling officers directed to proceed in enrolling under the 
law. Judge Pearson’s decision, however inaccurate, is of course until reversed 
the Law of the particular case, and will be respected as such—No effort 
will therefore be made to arrest or enrol the man temporarily discharged 
by him, and how then can any possible obligation <raise> be imposed on 
you to execute the Judgment or protect that man—yYou have I presume 
been inaccurately informed or have incorrectly presumed the action of the 
Enrolling officers would be against that man— 

In other cases arising under that special Law or others imposing military 
service, when persons seeking to avoid military service sue out writs of 
Habeas Corpus, officers are instructed not to appear with the person, but 
to make return according to the precise and clear provision of the Late Law 
that the person is held by authority of the President for attempting to avoid 
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military service—The act then by its plain language, not susceptible of 
doubt or misconstruction, suspends the writ so long as the act is in force—It 
cannot be presumed that any Judge will be guilty of the Judicial usurpation 
of disregarding such return and attempt to enforce the writ. Should such 
assumption be practised, collision would only result from the wanton 
unauthorized attempt by violence to take from the Confederate /officer/ the 
person of the petitioner or to take the officer himself for punishment—In 
such event, the state authorities could surely not be Justified in such acts of 
aggressive violence, and it is not deemed necessary to advert to what under 
his oath of office would be the plain duty of the President to see to the due 
enforcement of the Laws and the protection of Confederate officers acting 
in Conformity to them. 

You will the more readily appreciate this obligation, because in another 
aspect, under a mistaken conception of the proposed action of the Conf 
Govt, you have seen no alternative to the discharge of a kindred duty. 

In view of the facts as they exist and of the proposed action of the Conf. 
Govt I trust all apprehension of collision may be dismissed, and yet there will 
not be the necessity of foregoing during the ensuing critical campaign (in 
which the Civil Liberties of all may depend) the services of the considerable 
number of efficient soldiers, which the arrangement you suggest would 
withdraw to await a Judicial adjudication, which I am happy to think cannot 


be doubtful.

Dear Sir 


I have been grateful to receive your Private Letter! explaining more 
fully than the formality of official communication would allow your views 
in relation to the dangers to be apprehended from the enforcement in your 
state of the Law abolishing substitution. I have every disposition to defer to 
your Judgment and meet your wishes as far as they may be consistent with my 
conviction of the public interests. Unfortunately I do not find myself able 
to yield in respect to the present Enforcement of the Law. I do not really see 
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how unless collision between the Conf and State authorities can be induced 
unless a foregone factious purpose exist to force it and then such purpose 
cannot be too soon developed and suppressed However I may censure and 
differ from Judge Pearson, I have no disposition to misjudge him nor will 
I ascribe to him in his past decisions (mischievous as several have been) a 
traitorous or even factious purpose, but if after the recent act suspending 
the Habeas Corpus writs, to the return of the officers in exact conformity 
to the Law, the Judge should decide to proceed to enforce the writ or attack 
the officer making the return, it will be impossible to resist the conclusion 
that he is violating duty and is resolutely bent on traitorous designs. In such 
event, it is Just plainly impossible for the Govt. to yield to his usurpation 
(tho’ vested under Judicial forms) and for its own dignity and to maintain a 
proper tone and confidence among the people of North Carolina as well as 
other States, it will be necessary to resist by the strict enforcement of the Law 
and by defending the officers executing it. | am thoroughly convinced that 
much has already been lost in your State by over tolerance and concession to 
the few bad men who are busy breeding disaffection and sowing discontent. 
A more decided & firmer course of dealing is necessary and it would be 
weakness not to resort to it. 

Of course it is very important not to startle even honest prejudices much 
more conservative opinions and I hope sincerely the Judgment of the other 
Judges will as you assure me overrule Judge Pearson and give the moral effect 
of casting the Prestige of Law & the Judiciary on the right side. Tho the 
court may not sit till June, could not the Judgments of the other two Judges 
be obtained at once by Cases of Habeas Corpus brought before them. Surely 
two men who have put in substitutes might be found in N C sufficiently 
patriotic and really indifferent to discharge to present their petitions for 
<illegible> writs of Habeas Corpus to the other two Judges respectively. The 
cases could thus be made and the opinions of the Judges opposite to those 
of Judge Pearson be obtained & published. The unanimous opinion of the 
Court of Appeals of Va and those of the majority of your Supreme Court 
would probably at once suppress all objections and reconcile the <people> / 
principals/ to the enforcement of this. ] think this a much better plan than the 
arrangement you suggest which appears to give up the Law temporarily—to 
be a withdrawal by the Govt from its position and must with/hold/ from the 
army many valuable recruits. 1 commend it to your favourable consideration 
& hope it will solve the difficulty & avoid the ends you fear

Dik: 

Your letter of the 29th. Ult.! has been recd. Several portions of it were 
read with any thing but pleasure, as it was very far from my intention, in 
my letter of the 9th ult.,’ to raise any issues of a disagreeable & unprofitable 
character with you. 

Before proceeding to the specifications you invite me to make in support 
of my statements in the letter of the 9th. of Febry., I desire especially to 
correct your apprehension in regard to the subject of the 5th item of your 
letter—when quoting from my letter—‘I do not hold you responsible for all 
the petty annoyances, ‘the insolence of office’ under which our people lose 
heart & patience”—you say “I make no comment on this language, as I must 
suppose that you deem it becoming our mutual positions, and simply invite 
you to state what portion of these ‘petty annoyances’ and this ‘insolence of 
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office’ you do impute to me and the facts upon which the imputation rests.” 
I desire to say, in brief, that I intended no such imputation at all & deny that 
my language can be fairly so interpreted. 

I simply meant to say that I did not hold you responsible for these things— 
this harshness and cruelty of subordinates, and in using the word “all” I 
intended to convey no implication of a part, for which you were responsible. 
I trust I am incapable of wantonly & needlessly insulting the Chief 
Magistrate of the Confederate States; and I have ever endeavored in making 
unpleasant statements to you to avoid discourtesy, while expressing myself 
with candor. If I have made a different impression in my last, or any former 
letter, | now assure you, once for all, that it has resulted from my misfortune 
in the employment of terms, and not from any want of the respect due you 
personally or officially. 

You object seriously to that part of my letter, which alleges that there 
seemed to have been a studied exclusion of all, once termed anti-secessionists, 
from office in this State, even from promotions in the army which many of 
them had purchased with their blood; and you deny the allegation, affirming 
that all your appointments in the Army have been influenced by military 
considerations alone, & generally made upon the recommendations of the 
superior officers. 

As your denial of the allegation relates only to the army appointments, 
I presume that you admit its justice in regard to the civil appointments, 
and I need cite no cases of the latter character. You will please observe 
that I only charged that there “seemed” to have been a studied exclusion 
&c. It is of course impossible for me to prove that any other than military 
considerations have governed your army appointments; but I desire to call 
your attention to the fact that of twenty-five or thirty generals appointed 
from North Carolina, only three were anti-secessionists—two of whom 
Baker? & Gatlin? were old army officers & the other was my brother, a 
civilian. Now does it not seem strange, when it is remembered that two 
thirds of the people of this State were opposed to secession until Lincoln’s 
Proclamation, that God should have endowed the remaining one third with 
all the military talent?—that “military considerations” should divest two 
thirds of our citizens, however brave, patriotic & intelligent of the capacity 
to serve their country except in the ranks or subordinate offices? Branch,’ 
Clingman, <Scales> Scales,° Ransom’ & Gordon,° all politicians are 
promoted at once! What representatives of the old Unionists was thought 
fit to receive similar favors? Col. [Duncan K.] McRae of the 5th N.C. Regt. 
was the Senior Colonel of his Brigade; on the first vacancy a junior officer 
from another state? was put over him! He was a Douglas Democrat. Col 
Garrett!° his successor was an old Unionist Whig previous to the War, had 
fought for three years & was covered with wounds—On the next vacancy in 
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the Brigadiership Lt. Col. Johnston,'! a secessionist was put over him. Col. 
McElroy” of the 16th N.C.T., who had fought his glorious regiment from 
1200 down to 150 men, & was himself disfigured with wounds, and who 
was, I learn, recommended by Genl. Pender’ for promotion, was superseded 
by Genl. Scales, a Secessionist. | make no complaint against any of these 
gentlemen, but can only wonder at the passing strangeness of this singular 
freak of nature, in so partially and arbitrarily distributing the military 
capacity of the country. | 

As to the allegation that the great body of the people of N.C. have been 
“suspected” by their government, which you deny & invite me to specify 
wherein it is evidenced, I deem the facts just alluded to—the exclusion of 
the anti-secessionists from office both civil & military—sufficient proof. But 
proof of this, direct & positive was given in the refusal to reappoint R. P. 
Dick Esq.,!* District Attorney under the late U.S. Govt.—for the avowed 
reason that he “was slow to leave the old government.” A majority of forty 
thousand were quite as laggard as Mr. Dick, and among them the writer is 
not ashamed to class himself. If these facts taken together do not constitute 
a case of “suspicion” against the great body of our people, I am unable to 
conceive what would. 

In a long letter which I addressed your Excellency in October 1862” I 
earnestly endeavored to impress this idea upon you. I afterwards followed 
it up still more earnestly on the two occasions, when | had the honor to 
visit you in Richmond,!* and when (on the last visit especially) I was so 
anxious to give you a true insight into the condition of N.C., to candidly 
state the causes & suggest the remedy, that I feared you would consider me 
importunate if not discourteous. 

To add the weight of action to the assurances I gave you of my desire to 
ignore party feelings, a considerable majority of the recommendations for 
office, both civil & military, which I have made to you, have been of my 
heretofore political enemies. 

In reference to my remarks about the outrages of the military upon the 
citizens, you desire to know why the complaints are on my files in Raleigh, 
instead of being forwarded to Richmond, and assert that no complaint has 
been made to you of such a character without redress being granted, when 
possible &c. 

I reply that I have sent up to the Sect’y of War’s Office many complaints 
of wrong & outrage, and, to my knowledge, no case whatever has been 
redressed. Others, having been referred to the General commanding, 
instead of the War Dept., after going through the circumlocution of military 
reference for several weeks, or perhaps months are finally “respectfully 
returned to Gov. Vance for his information”—that is, the matter stops in 
the acceptance of the story of the accused party as a full exculpation from 
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all accusation. Hence my office becomes piled up with these unavailing 
complaints. 

One of two instances where unavailing complaint was made to Head 
Quarters will suffice for explanation. Some time last year a company of 
Cavalry went into Tyrrell County, in this State, & stole (for they were not 
authorized to impress & made no attempt to do so under the law) a lot of 
horses from owners who actually had them in the plough. The poor farmers, 
thus robbed, put their means together and employed a neighbor, by the 
name of Lewis to go to Richmond to get the horses back or pay for them. 
Lewis was paid for the horses by a lodgement in Castle Thunder,’ upon the 
accusation of the men, who had taken the horses! 

In the Winter of 62-63, a squad of Cavalry were sent into Cherokee Co. 
N.C., by Col. Lee of Atlanta, Georgia. They seized a number of old citizens, 
beyond the age of Conscription, one of them at least not under sixty years 
old, chained them together like galley-slaves and drove them before their 
horses 120 miles to Atlanta.!® There they were thrown into prison & told 
that they could volunteer in the army or remain in prison during the War! 
Upon my earnest remonstrance they were finally liberated. Was that wrong 
redressed? Was any body punished for that outrage? 

The 56th Regt. N.C.T. was lately sent to Wilkes County to arrest deserters 
& conscripts, in a section where some disorders existed & some disloyalty 
had been manifested. On my recent visit to the County, complaint by loyal 
citizens of most outrageous conduct was made to me. Whole districts were 
represented to have been robbed & the inhabitants reduced to the verge of 
starvation. Cattle & horses belonging to the loyal men were seized, carried 
into the neighboring counties & sold and the money divided—with much 
more to the same effect. At the instance of several respectable farmers, who 
had been rendered by these robberies unable to pay their taxes, without 
selling real estate, I applied to the Sect’y of the Treasury!” to make an 
arrangement for these damages to be assessed by the tax collectors for the 
county & have their taxes credited with the amount. The Sect’y replies that 
he has nothing to do with it & refers it to Mr Seddon.”° The latter, in a reply 
recd. since | commenced writing this letter, says he can do nothing in the 
matter except to withhold the salaries of the officers, if they be convicted 
of permitting it!?! For that complaint I consider it impossible to get redress; 
and the women & little children ruined by this conduct must be fed by the 
State or starve to death. 

Do not, I pray you misunderstand me in this regard. | know these things, 
in a greater or less degree, are inseparable from a State of War, & that it is 
utterly impossible for you to prevent them or adequately redress them. But 
they do add to the discontents in North Carolina (to show which I alluded 
to them in my letter) and prompt & kindly efforts to redress would cause 
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these poor <poor> people to love their government and support its laws, far 
more than the terrors of the Suspension of the Writ of Habeas Corpus and 
a display of force. To impress you with this was the object aimed at in my 
letter of the 9th. ulto. 

In conclusion I would say that your letter should have received earlier 
attention at my hands, but for a press of official business since my return 
to Raleigh, after a short absence & an indisposition, for several days past, 
which has hardly allowed me to attend to my ordinary duties.

In regard to slaves for work on the fortifications at Wilmington, I directed 
[Adj.] Genl [Richard C.] Gatlin some weeks ago to inform you that I could 
furnish you no more after the Ist. /of/ April. Your reply to him is before 
me. I hope you will at least return all who have been sent to Wilmington 
by my orders, as I promised the people they should not be detained longer 
than two months and they hold me responsible for the delay. I am aware of 
the importance of the works for the defence of our only remaining port, but 
respectfully submit that it is a Confederate port, and the labor for defending 
it should not all fall upon North Carolina. We have sent many slaves to 
Petersburg Va. on this principle. Besides I do not consider any thing of 
greater importance than the question of Supplies which cannot be produced 
except by the aid of these negroes. After the ploughing season begins it 
seems to me that the necessary labor should be performed by the soldiers 
whilst the negroes make bread. Entertaining these views | must decline 
furnishing more slaves upon your requisition after this month.

[ have received your letter of the 27th. ult.,! and regret to find there is any 
opposition to the appropriation of the iron of the Wilmington, Charlotte & 
Rutherford Railroad for the use of the Confederate States. The removal of 
the iron had been duly considered by me, and I should not have sanctioned 
it, had I not considered its use on other roads of more vital importance to 
the Confederacy. 

The removal of the iron will be suspended for further investigation, but 
there are other roads in your State from which efforts will be made to secure 
iron, and I hope you will give all the aid in your power to the Confederate 
Government in this important matter. 

My information derived from all the officers having control of Railroad 
transportation, is that the condition of the principal roads on which we 
mainly depend for our supplies is very bad, and the necessity for iron to 
repair them at an early day is imperative. The state of the roads is daily 
growing worse and their wants more urgent.

Dear Sir 

In reply to your telegram! for my principles of exemptions, I respectfully 
state that I mean to certify as exempt all persons necessary to the preservation 
and operation of the State Government. This of course includes all her 
institutions, such as cities, towns, colleges, Banks, asylums, &c. &c., holding 
that bodies politic have an inherent right of self preservation and that the 
State authorities have a right to designate, without question, all persons they 
may think needful & requisite for the purpose. While, however, I lay down 
this broad proposition, I acknowledge my anxiety as well as my duty to be, to 
send all persons into the army not indispensable to state purposes. 

Exemption from military service should . . . attach to no person who is 
not in the performance of civil duties. An officer, even though named in the 
Constitution and in the laws, without any duty to perform in consequence 
of the presence of the enemy in his county, should be required to join in 
the public defence. In this there is no inconsistent nor incompatible duty. 
It cannot be said that in any sense he is needful to the State Government, 
when he cannot perform the duties for which he was elected or appointed. 
For instance—take the case of sheriffs, clerks of courts or justices of the 
peace. Their duties are local & are to be performed in their several counties 
and it would be incompatible with the discharge of those duties for these 
officers to be placed in the army—as in such event the civil duties required 
of them would have to be abandoned. In such cases the duties being so 
incompatible with military service, such officers are entitled to exemption. 
But where such officers are prevented from the discharge of the duties of 
their respective offices by reason of the occupancy of their county by the 
public enemy, the reason for their exemption ceases, can there be any reason 
why they should not go into the army as soldiers? There is no incompatibility 
of duty—no stoppage of the State Government. It may be said that their 
counties may be recovered from the enemy this is ttue—and when the event 
occurs such officers will have an undoubted right to be restored to their 
offices & discharged from the army. 
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In reference to the Banks I have concluded to exempt the Presidents, 
cashiers & tellers of all such, in which the State is a stockholder, as necessary 
to the protection of her interests therein, but | do not exempt their clerks, as 
they are mere ministerial officers, whose places may be supplied from those 
outside of the conscript age. To this there is, however, an exception in the 
case of the State Banks in this City, who are the fiscal agents of the State 
without charge & who are by law the receivers, custodians and disbursers of 
the revenue & other public funds. These banks are allowed to retain their 
whole corps of officers and clerks as necessary as well to the interests of 
the State as to the execution of the laws touching the public fisc. But | 
have wholly refused exemptions to the employees of the Independent Banks 
[those in which the state is not a stockholder]—officers as well as clerks. 
These Banks are founded upon associated surplus capital and are operated 
entirely for the advantage of private interests of the stockholders and they 
have no more right to exemption from the military service due to the country 
for their overseers and managers than other individual owners of real and 
personal estate. Indeed, capital, thus associated, is less entitled to favour 
than when invested in land and negroes, embracing generally the whole of 
one’s private fortune, and operated almost exclusively in raising bread and 
meat—yet I cannot pretend to give these exemption. 

The two great principles which guide my action are first to exempt all 
persons who are really necessary to the preservation of the State Government 
in all her parts & institutions—but, secondly, to exempt nobody who is not 
practically necessary thereto. Officers who are refugees from their counties 
having no civil duties to perform are left to the requisitions of military 
authority. Commissioners of the Revenue, having nothing to do—the 
Legislature having forborne to levy any taxes for the present year—are for 
the time being subject to military duty. 

I am now considering the propriety of withholding my certificate from all 
justices of the peace under forty five years of age. Our Constitution provides 
that there shall be four justices to each magisterial district. That number is 
certainly not necessary to the administration of justice and the enforcement 
of the laws within their district & county & I have almost concluded, as I 
have said, to withhold my certificate as stated & leave it to the Confederate 
Government to exempt or not. 

I have thus very hastily stated my purposes & principles of action and in 
return would gladly receive your views on the subject.

Sir, 

I beg your attention to a matter of great importance to this State and the 
entire Confederacy—I allude to the business of blockade running. I learn 
that the new “Regulations upon Foreign Commerce” are to be imposed as 
rigidly upon the Ships of this State as upon those of private individuals; and 
I beg leave most respectfully but earnestly to enter my protest against such 
action and to state some of the many and obvious reasons which induce me 
to persist in the trade which the State has so successfully established. 

The right of the State to engage in the exportation of its own productions 
and the importation of articles needed for the welfare of its soldiers and 
people, is too plainly recognized to require discussion—I presume it was 
less to establish a right new to the States, than to recognize and affirm the 
policy and utility of the enterprise, that the law “Imposing regulations upon 
Foreign Commerce “ declared “that nothing in this act shall be construed 
to prohibit the Confederate States or any of them from exporting any of the 
articles herein enumerated on their own account.” 

I learn therefore, it is conceded in conformity with the letter of the law, 
that a Ship owned wholly by the State may sail unmolested by the claims of 
the Confed. Govt. Under these regulations, which it is asserted, as I believe, 
in derogation from the spirit of the law as well as the rights of the States 
independent of the law of Congress, that ships owned jointly by the State 
and individuals, & though sailed under contract with the State and with the 
whole benefit which the individual can afford to surrender already conceded, 
must suffer the imposition of the “regulations” as to the individual share, and 
be made to surrender more than as much more to the Confed. States. 

In the experience and practice of N. Carolina it has been found that 
convenience, economy and success have been best attained by inducing 
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individuals with the ships and capital to conduct the enterprise of 
exporting & importing on joint ac’t. If the Confed. Govt. seizes the shares 
of individuals in the ships thus dedicated to the enterprise of the State, it 
not only destroys the means & power for performing these contracts, but 
by indirection prohibits the State from exporting on her own account and 
in the way most convenient & advantageous to her, while it constrains on 
the State a breach of contract & of faith with the individual & exposes 
her to claim for damages—In these cases, the State of North Carolina, 
having by well considered contracts secured to herself an adequate benefit 
and advantage, as great as the enterprise will permit from the individuals 
shareholders for the portion of the vessels secured to them is warranted in 
asserting an interest in the whole voyage, and claiming that it is a voyage of 
exportation as well as of importation “on her own account.” 

Seeing nothing in the law requiring the State to surrender these 
contracts or to suffer them to be interfered with by these “Regulations,” is 
there anything in policy or the public interest to induce the abandonment 
of her enterprises? The State undertook them when the Confed. Govt. with 
the offer of liberal contracts to individuals had failed to obtain the requisite 
ships and supplies, and when the necessities of our armies were pressingly 
ereat. Now that the Confed. Govt. has no ships, little money abroad, and 
inflexible terms which will drive the fleet now so usefully employed in 
evading the blockade away and prevent others from entering the trade, it is 
more than ever necessary for this State to continue to relieve her troops and 
people by persisting in her own enterprises—While it would be a grateful 
relief to the Govt. of this State from responsibility and risk to discontinue the 
trade and leave a monopoly of Govt. commerce in the hands of the Confd. 
Govt., the evident operation & tendency of the Regulations to diminish 
commerce would make a cessation of the State’s enterprise more severely 
felt and complained of by her troops & people now than ever before. I only 
desire to be allowed to adhere to a system long since entered into—without 
interference by these “Regulations” or otherwise, which has given so much 
success & done so much good. 

It is said that one scheme is at variance, or in competition with the 
Confederate one & destroys its chance for success, so in like manner it 
appears to me, the scheme of the Regulations offers an opportunity and 
alternative in the 13th. Section for individuals to buy the cotton bonds, 
now at near fifty per cent of depreciation & to export the cotton paid on 
them at about half the Regulation price, without benefit to the Govt. in the 
outward voyage and without importation of needed goods in return, much 
more out of harmony with the general system sought to be established by the 
Regulations than the separate traffic of N Carolina & infinitely less useful. 
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The trade capable of being based on these bonds alone would exceed the 
entire exportation of cotton through the blockade so far— 

As therefore the Regulations (perhaps without so intending) permit 
exportation under two distinct systems by individuals, the State of N Carolina 
proposes to enlarge the traffic and increase the supplies of the country by 
another, less at war with either of the Confederate systems than they are 
with each other, and which is cumulative & not competitive. I beg leave in 
this connection to ask you to cause yr Quarter Master General to institute a 
comparison both as to quality & price, of the articles furnished the Confed. 
Govt. by this State & those furnished by speculators and contractors. 

It might perhaps be proper in <considering> conceding the right to 
N.C. to continue the trade in connection with individuals upon the system 
mentioned to require her to abstain from contracting hereafter with any vessel 
now trading to our ports & subject to the duties imposed by the Regulations, 
but to add to the fleet, the commerce and the supplies by obtaining such new 
vessels from abroad & as additions to the present exporting & importing 
capacity in the trade. There is supply of cotton ample enough to support 
the enterprise of both Confed. and State Govts. and a want broader than 
both can supply—And although the Confederate Govt. may contemplate 
increased traffic, in which I trust they may be successful, it can not be yet 
pretended that the limited enterprise accomplished or contemplated of this 
State is in the way. 

I deem it hardly necessary to add that the Regulations if persisted in will 
destroy the trade absolutely, except it may be under the 13th. Section as 
alluded to. A few weeks trial will I am sure convince you of this. The vessels 
in which N.C. is interested can not and will not operate under those terms. 
Money would be lost by each trip, and of course the State can not incur 
losses for the benefit of the whole which are not to be shared by the whole. 

I could add much more to these reasons and could give you many 
particulars of my own experience, but forbear. Earnestly hoping that these 
views may meet your favor and that I shall hear from you soon, as my ships 
are idle at the wharf. I beg to assure you of the great respect &c &c of

My dear sir, 


I start to Virginia tomorrow to visit the army upon the urgent invitation of 
five or six brigades. I shall be absent about ten days and shall go to your place 
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as soon as I get back. Will telegraph you the day. Things appear wonderfully 
well in all directions—better than I could have thought. Holdens friends say 
he is much discouraged and would come off, but that it would be suicide. 
If he runs through it will be murder I hope. I beg to call your attention to 
Gov Browns message it is much praised by the Holdenites. You will see that 
his manner of getting peace is the same as mine—viz, hard fighting and 
negotiations through the legal channels—the [burned] Senate. In a letter 
to the [burned] [Jefferson Davis] December [30] last! I urged [burned] views— 
nearly three [burned] before he spoke. I consulted you by letter about it. A 
good point might be made for me by publishing that letter at the proper 
time, together with the Presidents reply.” Gov Graham advised me not to 
publish it some time ago. Cant Waddell’ & Taylor* be got off and let Foster? 
have the track? He is all right & is the only man that stands any chance 
to beat [James T.] Leach. The latter refused to say who he was for for Govr. 
at Wadesboro! I fear he will be against me. That & [Burgess S.] Gaithers 
districts are my dangerous places. Orange County is almost unanimous for 
me —Six candidates were out for the Legislature & all for Vance! By the way, 
I will see that reporter in Richmond and bring him to Fayetteville if you 
insist on it. Having to make so many speeches in the State it embarrasses [me 
grejatly to have them printed [burned] & language anticipal|ted.] My vanity is 
not sufficient to cause me to make a new speech every day. 

I feel the need of a newspaper here every day. The Progress is a poor 
concern & is in fact edited by Holden, and I cant go into the arms of McRae® 
& Co. I must have a paper here, and yet our friends are slow to move in the 
matter. I think we will buy the Spirit of the Age and convert it into an organ. 

By the way I may have done Judge Pearson injustice in my private letter to 
you. To my astonishment I recd. a letter’ from him last week acknowledging 
that he had been too hasty on me about the Austin case, that perhaps he 
was wrong, and expressing himself highly pleased with my speech and my 
position in regard to sustaining the judiciary. I also learn privately that he 
will support me warmly & that Gen [Daniel G.] Fowle will also! Is that not 
astounding? 

The best judges I can see here tell me I will beat Holden badly in this 
county. 

I thank you for your kind invitation to stop with you, but guess I had 
better go to the Hotel where every one can see me. They want me to speak 
in Harnett as I go through. There is the trouble of it; when I leave home 
once on a speaking tour I can with difficulty get back again. There is one 
thing very flattering in it however, and which affords me great hopes of 
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success; and that is, the immense crowds which turn out everywhere, even 
on the shortest notice to hear me speak— 
But my letter is too long—Adieu till my return—

Sir. 

Your letter of 17th. instant,! urging reasons why the “Regulations,” lately 
adopted under the authority and by the direction of Congress, should not be 
enforced in the case of vessels in part owned by the State of North Carolina, 
has been duly received. 

The Regulations were adopted after much consideration, and a careful 
comparison of the necessities of the public service with the benefits to be 
derived from leaving commerce as little trammeled as possible. They do 
not operate upon a State’s right of exportation. But exemption from their 
operation was not given, and under the law could not be given, to vessels 
owned in part by a State, nor to individuals shipping in such vessels. The 
declared policy of the Act of Congress was, to prevent the exportation of 
cotton, tobacco, &c by private persons, except in such way as would make 
them most available for the public service. And in accomplishing this end 
the hardship of the policy was equalized by requiring that the regulations 
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to be made by the President should be uniform,—that is to say, that they 
should bear upon all classes of persons alike. But if certain persons had been 
exempted because they were part-owners with a State in a vessel, or because 
they were shippers in a vessel owned in part by a State, while others were 
left to the strict government of the regulations, such regulations would have 
been in direct contravention of the law. 

Nor has the President any power to modify the regulations or dispense 
with them in such cases or any others. No such discretion has been given 
by Congress; and to assume it, would be to violate its declared purpose of 
uniformity. 

Even if this could be done, you will readily see how injurious would be 
the effect. Such consideration could not be extended to North Carolina 
alone. All the other States would have to be put upon the same footing. And 
thus a premium would be offered to ship owners to dispose of part interests 
to States on such terms, that all the ships engaged in running the blockade 
would ere long be owned in part by States; and there would be nothing left 
for the Confederate Government to regulate. | am informed that this has 
already been contemplated by owners of vessels as the means of escaping 
from the effect of the law and regulations. 

It is rot pretended that the regulations are perfect. But they are such 
as the experience of the several Departments, and those connected with 
running the blockade on the part of the Government has suggested. Their 
practical operation may show that they will require modification, but no 
modification can properly be made affecting their character of uniformity. 
Being unauthorized, in the view which I have taken of the law, to make 
the exceptions which you desire, it is needless to examine particularly the 
reasons which you have urged in that behalf; and I can only express the hope 
that the injurious results you apprehend, may not ensue. 

I would remark, however, in reference to the evils you suggest, as likely 
to arise under the 13th. section, by speculation in the cotton bonds of the 
Government, that, having sold those bonds upon the expectation and 
understanding that this Government would do nothing to embarrass the 
exportation of the cotton, it would have been an act of bad faith, eminently 
injurious to the public credit, to subject the bondholders to any restrictions 
in furtherance of a subsequent policy. And even if the effect you anticipate 
should, to some extent, result, I cannot but think it will be more than 
counterbalanced by the consequent enhancement of the public credit and 
resources abroad. 

The exportations thus permitted in order to protect the faith and credit 
of the Government are in fact made on behalf of the Government. And 
although the bondholders are thereby benefitted, this is an indirect effect of 
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the regulations made in conformity with the policy declared in the law, to 
make the exports contribute to the public defence.

It has been necessary to call for information from the Secretary of War, 
before answering your letter of 9th. instant,! received on the 19th. 

In reply to my invitation to specify even one case in which officers of your 
state had been “excluded from promotion which had been purchased with 
their blood, because they had been anti-secessionists,” you name three cases, 
Col. McRae, Col. Garrett, and Col. McElroy. Not knowing the political 
antecedents of those gentlemen, I assume that you state correctly that they 
were anti-secessionists, and reply briefly to each case. 

From the copies of the papers on file in the War Department which have 
been furnished by my direction and are enclosed herewith, it appears that 
in the first instance, that of Col. McRae, his name, that of Col. Iverson and 
those of three other Colonels were presented with recommendations for 
promotion by General D. H. Hill, a North Carolinian, who commanded the 
division, and that the recommendation closed with this emphatic statement, 
“Col. Iverson is in my opinion the best qualified by education, courage 
and character, of any Col. in the service for the appointment of Brigadier 
General.” It further appears that the lamented General T. J. Jackson, in 
forwarding the recommendation of the five Colonels with his approval, 
endorsed on it the request, “that Colonel Iverson be the first promotion,” 
and the recommendation thus endorsed was sent to me by General Robert E. 
Lee with a recommendation for its “favorable consideration.” With reference 
to your remark that Colonel Iverson was “a junior officer from another 
State,” I have simply to say that it was not I who placed this gallant son of 
Georgia in command of North Carolina troops, but that a regiment of your 
State adopted him, elected him for its Colonel, and was commanded by him 
on many bloody fields. I did not consider myself at liberty to set aside this 
North Carolina Colonel, because of his nativity in a sister State, when | 
had every reason to believe that he was recognized with pride by the North 
Carolina Generals and soldiers who had witnessed his bearing in battle. 

In the second instance, that of Col. Garrett, no recommendation for 
his promotion is found on file in the War Office. The gentleman who was 
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promoted to command the Brigade, although styled by you Lt. Col. was 
by right the Colonel of the 23rd. No. Ca, in consequence of the death 
of Col. Christie.2 The papers show that his Division Commander, Major 
Genl. [Robert Emmett] Rodes reported of Lt. Col. Johnston that “the good of 
the service demands that he shall be placed in command of the Brigade in 
preference to all others.” This recommendation was endorsed and approved 
by the Corps Commander, Lt. Genl. [Richard Stoddert] Ewell, and by the 
Commanding General Robert E. Lee. It bears my endorsement in the 
following words: “appoint as recommended, J. D.” 

The third instance is that of Col. McElroy who is stated by you to have 
been superseded by Col. Scales, although “as you learn the former was 
recommended by Gen. Pender.” No recommendation of Col. McElroy is on 
file in the War Office, but Gen. Pender’s recommendation of Col. Scales is 
appended. That noble soldier whose name is a glorious legacy to his mother 
State, North Carolina, twice urged the promotion of Col. Scales, but there 
was no vacant brigade at the date of the first recommendation. On the second 
occasion General Pender’s request that Col. Scales should be preferred as 
being worthy of promotion and as being the senior Colonel of the Brigade, 
was endorsed by Lieut. General A. P. Hill, and the Commanding General 
Robert E. Lee. It may be added that Col. Scales was also recommended by 
the officers of his regiment and by the North Carolina delegation in both 
Houses of Congress. 

I have thus stated the facts as to the three cases you specify, and refrain 
from comment on the contrast between these facts and your accusations. 

You further specify the case of one civilian, the former District Attorney 
of the United States, Robert P. Dick, who was not re-appointed by me, 
and as you aver “for the avowed reason that he was slow to leave the old 
government.” If any such expression was used by me, of which I have no 
recollection whatever, and which I do not believe was made by me, it was 
simply the mildest form of indicating my distrust of this person, who, if 
my information is correct, is not considered in North Carolina to be well 
affected to the cause to which her honor is committed, and I do you the 
justice to declare my disbelief that you are right in associating yourself and 
a majority of the people of North Carolina as being on the same footing of 
“suspicion” as this man. 

You state in your letter that “as my denial of the allegations relates only 
to the army appointments, you presume I| admit its justice with regard to the 
civil appointments, and you need cite no cases of the latter character.” My 
letter on the contrary distinctly denied your whole charge, both as to civil 
and military appointments in the passage marked II., and you thus compel 
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me reluctantly to the statement, that, I made this distinct denial on both 
points for the reason that I foresaw from the tone of your correspondence 
that you would put on my language the most uncharitable construction that 
it would bear. 

In answer to my request for specification of the basis of your complaint 
that redress of grievances for the citizens of North Carolina was impossible, 
you cite three cases, none of which ever came to my knowledge before, and 
in none of which do you forward any papers or point out the redress that you 
deem it in my power to give. If I have no power to grant redress, as seems 
to be intimated by some of your expressions, it is difficult to understand 
why such acrimonious complaints should have been addressed to me. If the 
remedy lies in my power, the papers necessary to put me in possession of the 
cases should have been forwarded with the complaints, if they were designed 
to be an appeal from the action of the Secretary of War. 

There are other passages of your letter in which you have so far infringed 
the proprieties of official intercourse as to preclude the possibility of reply. 
In order that I may not again be subjected to the necessity of making so 
unpleasant a remark, | must beg that a correspondence so unprofitable in its 
character and which was not initiated by me may here end, and that your 
future communications be restricted to such matters as may require official 
action.

Sir 

I have the honor to state that the steamship “Ad’vance” is detained 
at Wilmington under a claim that the new Regulations of the President 
regarding commerce shall be imposed on her. 

This ship was purchased in Europ by the State of N.C. and entered a 
Confederate Port in June 1863. She carried on a successful commerce for 
the State, importing supplies for our troops until in February 1864, when 
one half of her was sold to Messrs Davis & Fitzhugh.' These purchasers had 
a contract for importing supplies for the Confederate Govt. and the sale to 
them was encouraged by the letter of the Secty. of War to me, as favorable 
to the wants and interests of the Confederacy. 

After the sale the vessel continued to sail without the imposition of 
the carriage of one third of her outward cargo for the Govt. or any other 
claim on her by the same. Her trade however, was devoted by the private 
owners so far as they shared in the same, towards getting means to execute 
their contract and her whole importing capacity was employed in bringing 
into the country army and other useful stores. The State of N. Carolina has 
retained and enjoyed the control and management of the whole ship and a 
substantial & valuable interest & benefit in her whole bottom outward and 
inward, about eighteen hundred bales of goods, of clothing, shoes, blankets 
machinery &c, ordered for this Steamer for this Steamer [sic] are at the 
Islands awaiting transportation into the Confederacy by her. ‘To arrest her 
departure and to claim the carriage of cotton on her for the Govt. either 
by the State or the individual owners, will so seriously interfere with the 
arrangements made to promote these importation|s], as to brake them up 
and destroy the enterprise. These arrangements exact from the individual 
owners all the burdens they are able to bear & were entered into & respected, 
before the new regulations or those which proceeded them, were in force. To 
alter them so as to adapt them to the unexpected terms of the regulations in 
all is impossible. This enterprise, having proceeded all regulations and being 
entitled at least to as much favor as pre existing contracts with individuals, 
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I respectfully request she may be allowed to go on uninterrupted. I know of 
no other ship in the same condition and to allow the continuance of the 
enterprise may be suffered & the required “uniformity” be still observed. 

If the privilege cannot be accorded to her promptly, I beg that she may 
be allowed to go out on this “moon” reserving any claim of the Govt. on her 
for deliberate adjudication, the burden of which I will engage to make good 
out of her further trips. The latest period at which the ship can safely go out 
is not later than the last days of this week. I have the honor to be,

Dear Sir, 

Your letter to the Prest. dated on the 5th inst.! (a copy of which I sent 
you) was referred by him to the Secy. of War, & afterwards to the Secy. of the 
Treasury. In spite of the utmost importunity, I did not get action until today, 
when the Secy. of the Treasury telegraphed to the Collector at Wilmington 
to let the whole ship go free on our undertaking to make good to the Govt. 
any claim upon her which it might hereafter establish. 

Influenced no doubt by the endorsement of the Secy. of War to that 
effect, Mr. Memminger first decided that your state interests in ships shall 
go free from claim of the Govt. on the same, of any sort, either for carriage 
of cotton out, or for bond &c; but that the share owned by individuals 
shall carry one half for the Govt. & give bond to import goods &c. He 
consents however, that where the individuals receive Cotton of the Govt. 
for freight or in payt. for goods, under the 13th Section of the Regulations, 
this Cotton shall go out free from Govt. claim—We propose to put our half 
of the AdVance on this basis; & for the purpose can buy say £3,000 worth

of goods, the payt. for which & the freights & profit of 50 pr. ct. on invoice 
cost, will produce cotton enough at 6 pence per pound to load her for us—or 
say 500 bales—Or if you say so, we can bring in your goods to her entire 
capacity, for £3,000 worth of which you can receive cost, profit G freight 
in Cotton at 6 pence pr. pound, & turn the <same> /cotton so recd./ over 
to us at Cost (viz.: 6 pence), by which you will receive more for the lot of 
goods so disposed of, than you have hitherto recd. by one hundred per cent. 
So you may treat the Collies in your other ships, with this difference, that 
in those cases you will be paid cotton at 10 pence per pound, it being by 
the terms of the Contract of Davis & Fitzhugh, that we are paid in Cotton 
at 6 pence. The Regulations fix the price of cotton paid for freights & goods 
at 10 pence—Or the Collies can procure Govt. Cotton Bonds, the cotton 
paid on which goes out free. I have had several interviews with the Secy. 
of War & Treasury to get these terms so settled; & obstinately refused to 
agree to any which did not concede to you, the unrestricted use of your 
own share in all ships—I congratulate you that this at least is finally settled. 
Allow me respectfully to suggest that in the alternatives above suggested, & 
others based on the principles announced, which will occur to your mind, 
you can find extrication from the entanglements of the Regulations, & room 
for an unrestricted commerce for yourself & with very light burdens on your 
associate individual co-owners—Indeed calculation will show it to be the 
most profitable course of trade for them— 

I saw today the letter from Mr. Memminger to Gov. Brown, who claimed 
freedom from obligation to the Govt. for certain ships when whole bottoms 
were under charter parties to him, & which told him that he must so arrange 
his charters as to admit the Govt. into the benefits & preserve one half of 
the cargo room outward for Govt. cotton! Gov. Smith has also written Mr. 
Memminger a letter claiming a like freedom for the “City of Petersburg” & 
for the same reason. He has not been answered: but the letter to Gov. Brown 
covers his case. They will have ugly collisions with the Govt. which I think 
you will escape, while you will still enjoy your commerce to the same extent 
© as profitably as ever. 

I shall go to Europe in about 20 days. If I can serve you there, or here 
while I remain, do not hesitate to command me. | go abroad to accelerate 
the execution of our Govt. Contract—

Your several favors are acknowledged, and the gratifying condition of 
N.C. affairs on your side of the water appreciated. 

Since my last,! you have doubtless been informed of the complication to 
our trade arising from the very illiberal—not to say stupid & destructive— 
regulations imposed by the Confederate authorities. The States are illegally 
put upon the same footing as private parties, and both are subjected to 
such restrictions as will if persisted in, destroy the trade entirely. My 
remonstrances, joined to those of the almost entire mercantile community 
of this country, have so far proved unavailable to procure a modification 
of these regulations, and I am of opinion that our ships had best stop at 
the Islands, where the expence will be least until new arrangements can be 
made. Other parties in the trade speak of doing the same thing. 

I send you a copy of the Regulations, and suggest that you purchase 
Confederate cotton warrants; under the 13th. Article, you can export cotton 
delivered on such bonds, and I hope as soon as Congress meets (next month) 
to save the State’s interest in the ships untrammeled. This will enable us to 
get along, though much valuable time will be lost in the meanwhile. 

I desire to send you further orders for supplies, but in the present 
uncertainty of matters will not do so. Should everything be arranged 
satisfactorily, I will send you some heavy orders. 

Mr. Andreae is absent at Nassau, and should the pressure drive us out of 
the business entirely, I will depend upon you & Mr. Flanner to make such 
disposition of the vessels as may be best for all concerned. 
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We are extremely hopeful of the Spring campaign. Our Army though 
small, is in magnificent condition physically & morally. We have high hopes 
of winding up the matter with the year 1864.

Their enrollment now with the 
present prospect of their being called to the field from their crops, causes 
the most general consternation and gloom. | have no hesitation in assuring 
you that the partial abstraction even, of these men from their crops at any 
time between this and August would be followed by the most distressing 
consequences.

I have been directed by the President to inform you that your letter of 
5 instant! has received his attentive consideration. In order that the delay 
incident to such consideration should not effect any injury to the State of 
North Carolina, I adopted your proposal to authorize the clearance and 
sailing of the Steamer Advance without prejudice to the final adjustment, 
and gave orders accordingly.

Since those orders, a conclusion has been reached which was communicated 
to you in the following telegram.’ 

“Since the permission to sail granted to the Advance, the question 
raised in her case has been fully considered, and it has been decided, that 
the authority to make regulations in relation to the export of Cotton so 
as to render it available for public defence, impose the restriction that the 
regulations should be uniform. Therefore the requirement that one half the 
cargo of every outward bound vessel should be for account of the Confederate 
States cannot be relinquished as an exception in your favor.” 

This decision renders it necessary to recur to the case of the Advance, 
in order that the claim of the Government to the stowage room in her last 
voyage may be adjusted. I accordingly addressed a letter to [H.] Fitzhugh 
Esq. your agent, suggesting this claim, and that in our last conference, he 
had stated certain facts which might avail to bring in operation the 13th 
Regulation, and thereby satisfy the claim of the Government. I requested 
him to present those facts, if thus available, or propose some arrangement 
whereby the Government may receive the benefit of one half the last cargo, 
or an equivalent for the same.

Dear Govr. 


Had it not been that my Superior Courts are now on hand, & ten 
thousand things pressing upon me preparatory to my going to Richmond, | 
would have /been/ to see you some weeks ago. 

If your friends are not up & doing, we will be beat at the next August 
elections. Mr. Holden & his friends are moving Heaven & Earth to identify 
you with the ultra & Extreme men of the Confederacy. They are now on 
the Brown & Stephens Platform!—after having lauded & published the 
proceedings of meetings, in which nothing is said about fighting & unitedly 
standing in defence of our nationality. The meetings which Mr. Holden’s 
peculiar friends figured in, substantially said nothing about maintaining 
our nationality. It was all convention, and North Carolina state action for 
peace. We have never understood you to favor the suspension of the Writ 
of Habeas Corpus or to make the people of North Carolina, loyal by force. 
But on the contrary you have on all occasions Expressed your Confidence in 
the patriotism & loyalty of the great mass of our people, and have relied on 
the proper appeals, to cheer the few that might despond and move slowly. 
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That whilst you were for peace on the basis of our seperate nationality, and 
that the strength of the Confederates, should be unitedly Exerted to this<e> 
End<s>, that you were anxious for a national assurance of our reluctance 
to shed more blood, and a commission to see whether the war could not be 
brought to a close, & the further destruction of life stayed, on proper terms 
of seperation and Nationality. 

In your forthcoming message, you must be prepared to set yourself right 
before the State—and, in fact, if you could do so at a much Earlier day, it 
would be very desirable <to do so>. 

A Strong game is now being played against you, by crying out that 
you have changed, and adducing Evidence of this by pointing out original 
Secessionists as being your friends & warm advisers. 

Your letter to President Davis,’ suggesting that in your opinion, that 
national proposals for peace, and the sparing of the further effusion of blood 
& the destruction of property might under circumstances, & with proper 
Explanations, be safely & properly made—if now in the papers, might do 
much good. 

Those in the State, who now admit & boast that they were Original 
Secessionists are few. If in what you have hereafter to say, you would have a 
few words to say about their old arguments <of them> that secession would 
be most peaceful & bloodless—that Cotton was King, & that the loss of it 
would ruin, & force to terms not only the North but England & France too 
/and that we would get all our rights in the territories @c/ this would not 
hurt. The secessionists are now willing to be told of their past Errors, by any 
one who declares himself ready & willing to stand up for his country, in this 
her time of <fear> peril, regardless of the question, as to who are to blame 
for bring[ing] on the War. They are willing to be curried for their past faults, 
by those <that> /who/ are known to be honest in their wishes for unanimity 
in the fight, <which can be [illegible]>. 

The idea of allowing Mr. Holden, who so long fanned the flame & 
Excited the spirit of disunion, /to/ become the head & leader, of those, who 
withstood the Storm, which he and others, caused to fall on our heads, is 
ridiculous. 

It strikes me that with prudent management nearly the whole of the old 
Democratic party and two thirds of the old Whig party, can yet be induced 
to vote for you—altho, things are now getting very wrong. 

<If> I see in Mr. Stephens speech,’ he says that the Excuse in Georgia 
for voting for the Suspension of the Writ of Habeas Corpus is that it was 
deemed necessary to keep down disloyalty in N.C. & to carry Elections. If in 
any thing you should favor this Suspension, this Excuse of its advocates in 
Georgia, will do you much harm 
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The man, who would lead & control the popular mind successfully, must 
be familiar, with their opinions, feelings, & prejudices. This knowledge is 
essential to get the people out of their errors—Thousands of good people in 
this state, have an honest idea that a national proposition for commissioners, 
to settle on the terms of seperation & peace, would be properly received, & 
that great good would grow out of it.

The President directs that the negroes captured by our forces, be turned 
over to you for the present, and he requests of you that if, upon investigation, 
you ascertain that any of them belong to citizens of North Carolina, you will 
cause them to be restored to their respective owners. If any are owned in 
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other States, you will please communicate to me their number, & the names 
and places of residence of their owners, and have them retained in strict 
custody, until the President’s views in reference to such may be conveyed 
to you. 

To avoid as far as possible all complications with the military authorities 
of the United States in regard to the disposition which will be made of this 
class of prisoners, the President respectfully requests your Excellency to take 
the necessary steps to have the matter of such disposition kept out of the 
newspapers of the State, and in every available way to shun its obtaining any 
publicity as far as consistent with the proposed restoration. 

I have the honor to enclose to your Excellency a copy of a telegram! just 
received by the President from Col. Wood of his Staff telling of some of the 
avails of our victory in the way of materials & personnel captured from the 
enemy.

Maj. Genl. Whiting has referred to this Department the correspondence 
between yourself and him relative to the exemption of D. L. Russell,! under 
your claim for his discharge that he is an officer of the State of North 
Carolina. 

No act of Congress has provided for the discharge of any person belonging 
to the Army from services, in consequence of his election to an office either by 
the State or Confederate Government except the act of the 2nd. April 1863. 
That act provides that any person who has been elected or appointed since 
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entering the military services, or who may be thereafter elected or appointed 
a Senator or Representative in Congress, or in any State Legislature, Judge 
of the Circuit, District or Superior Courts of law, or equity in any State 
of the Confederacy, district attorney, Clerk of any Court of record, Judge 
of any Court of probate, Collector of State taxes, not to exceed one for 
each county, parish recorder, upon proof of his election or appointment shall 
be permitted to resign if he be an officer, or if a noncommissioned officer 
or private shall be discharged. All the Conscription Acts provide for the 
continuing in the army those who belong to it, and the exemptions allowed 
by the Acts plainly refer to persons who are not in the army, but who are made 
liable to conscription. The Acts relative to the exemption of State officers 
refer only to such persons. The 4th. [section] of the Act of May Ist. 1863 
provided that in addition to the enumerated officers mentioned in previous 
Acts, there should be exempted all State officers whom the Governor of 
the State may claim to have exempted for the due administration of the 
laws and government thereof; but this exemption shall not continue in any 
State after the adjournment of the next regular session of its Legislature, 
unless such Legislature shall by law exempt them from military duty in the 
Provisional Army of the Confederate States. By the military act of the 17th. 
of February last, Congress repealed all laws exempting persons from military 
service, and provided that none should be exempt but those enumerated 
in that Act. The question presented then is, what is the condition of Mr. 
Russell under this act? 

The 2nd. Section of the Act continued all men between 18 and 45 who 
were in the army at its passage, with the same organisation and officers during 
the present war with the United States. The Ist. Section of the Act placed in 
the Service those between 17 and 50 all residents in the Confederate States 
not belonging to the Army for the War. From this class exemptions are to be 
made. Among the exemptions are such State officers as the Governor of any 
state might certify to be necessary to the proper administration of the State 
government. The Department does not in any case go behind the certificate 
of the Governor of the State to ascertain, whether the person be an officer, or 
whether his services are required for the administration of the government. 
But the person claimed must be one who does not belong to the Army. The 
person in the army is already in the service of the Confederate States under 
the laws of the Confederacy, and no power exists to withdraw him from that 
service, except in the cases provided by their laws. This power has not been 
delegated to the State Executive under the act aforesaid, or under any other 
act. The facts disclosed by the papers show that Russell was in the service at 
the date of the passage of the Act of 17th. February 1864 and held no office 
in the State at that time. That he was reduced to the ranks by the Sentence 
of a Court Martial and under the Army regulations became liable to service 
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in the Brigade to which he belonged. That subsequent to this he procured 
his election and that upon that election this claim was made on his behalf 
by you This question has been repeatedly presented to the Department and 
when the laws and regulations have been explained, the decisions of the 
Department have been acquiesced in

The following is the list 
embraced in that act. 

All Justices of the Peace whose appointments were made previous to 
the 11th. May 1863 County Trustees, County Solicitors, Registers. Tax 
Collectors, One Deputy Sheriff in each County where there is no Tax 
Collectors, Coroners, Constables, who entered into bonds previous previous 
[sic] to the 11th. of May 1863 or their Successors in office. One Deputy Clerk 
for each Court requiring it. One County Commissioner for each County 
for distributing money and provisions amongst soldiers’ families. Agents 
appointed under an act of Assembly for any duty. Commissioned Officers of 
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the Militia of this State, and Commissioned Officers of the Home Guard. 
Mayors and Police of Raleigh, Wilmington Salisbury, Charlotte Fayetteville 
and Goldsboro. Counsellors of State. Board of Internal Improvements and 
Literary Board and Employees of the State Government in the different 
Departments. This list is expressed to be in addition to the State Officers 
exempted by the Act of Congress passed October 11th.

Sir 

Circumstances have arisen which make it necessary that I should again 
call your attention to the claim which the State of North Carolina has against 
the Confederate Government for Cotton loaned it some twelve months 
since. The Cotton loaned was part of that purchased by the State and pledged 
to parties in Europe who upon such pledges advanced the money necessary 
to purchase and bring our Army supplies. The terms upon which this cotton 
was so pledged were that the party holding the obligation might at any time 
on Sixty days notice receive the Cotton from the State. This notice has 
now been given and the credit of the State requires that the Cotton shall be 
delivered. The Cotton loaned to the Confederate Government was loaned 
with the distinct understanding that it was to be returned at any time when

called for and at the port of Wilmington, and yet in answer to repeated 
applications I have received but three hundred (300) bales leaving fifteen 
hundred still due. In the present juncture of military affairs it is impossible 
to command transportation and unless you order your Agent in Wilmington 
to pay the debt due the State her credit must suffer. Should the credit of 
the State abroad receive this blow it will very seriously cripple me in my 
efforts to bring in supplies of food & clothing which efforts up to this time 
have been attended with a fair portion of success, and this blow will <be> 
most unnecessarily be inflicted by the Confederate Government. The 
Government has now lying in the town of Wilmington in charge of the 
Navy Department a large amount of Cotton and the War Department I am 
informed has also a large amount here. | submit to you Sir, that I should not 
be met by the answer that the Cotton was loaned to the “War Department” 
& that cotton belonging to the “Navy Department” cannot be used. The 
loan was made to the “Government” and justice demands that it be paid 
even at some inconvenience. | will be most entirely satisfied with an order on 
your Agent at Wilmington to deliver to my Agent five hundred (500) bales 
of Cotton per month until the debt is discharged and as I am so moderate in 
my demands | have every hope that | will not be disappointed.

Dear Sir, 

Your letter! relative to the claim of exemption for D. L. Russell, Jr., as 
a State Officer has been received, and as I dissent from the conclusion at 
which you have arrived, I beg leave most respectfully to present the reasons 
which have influenced my Judgment. 

In the first place I am unwilling to concede that the exemption of State 
officers depends upon the action of Congress, believing as | do that each 
State has the unqualified right to exempt from military service such officers 
as the General Assembly “may declare necessary for the due administration 
of the Government and laws of the State.” The act of Congress declaring 
there shall be exempted “all State officers whom the Governor of the State 
may claim to have exempted for the due administration of the laws and 
government thereof” was not to confer power on the Governor to exempt 
State officers; for the Governors derive their power from the Constitution 
and Laws of the State, and not from Congress; but, to make the operation 
of the act of Congress depend upon the action of the Governors in claiming 
certain State Officers for the due administration of the laws of the State (See 
Jones Reports 9th. vol. page 186, in the matter of Kirk[)] 

The Supreme Court of Appeals of Virginia in the cases of Burroughs vs 
Peyton, and Abrahams vs Peyton, has decided that “Congress can have no 
tight to deprive a State of the services of any officer necessary to the action 
of its government, and the State itself is the sole judge as to the officers that 
are necessary for this purpose.” 
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Again, I am unwilling to concede that the Confederate Government 
has the right to retain in its service and refuse to discharge any conscripted 
citizen of a State who has been elected or appointed to an office which the 
Legislature has declared to be necessary for the due administration of the 
government and Laws thereof. 

You make no question as to the fact that Mr. Russell was elected to an 
office which I had declared necessary, but you assume that he was at the 
time of his election in the military service, and that “the Conscription 
Acts provide for the continuing in the army those belong/ing/ to it, and 
the exemptions allowed by the Acts plainly refer to persons who are not in 
the army, but who are made liable to conscription.” In my opinion you are 
mistaken both as to the fact assumed and the construction placed upon the 
law. You say that Mr Russell “was reduced to the ranks by the sentence of a 
Court Martial.” Such is not the language of the sentence of the Court. It is 
as follows: “And the Court does therefore sentence the said Capt Daniel L. 
Russell Jr., Co. G. 36th. N.C.T. to be dismissed from the service, and on 
account of his extreme youth, the Court recommends the said Capt Daniel L. 
Russell to the clemency of the Commanding General.” What then was 
his status? The Court sentenced him to be dismissed from the service, the 
Commanding General approved the sentence, and the War Department 
directed it to be carried out, and yet you hold that he is now, was then and 
had previously been in the military service. To dismiss means “to send away,” 
to give leave of departure, not to retain, not to reduce to the ranks. The 
language of the Court, the recommendation to clemency in consequence 
of the extreme youth of the party plainly shows that it was not the purpose 
of the Court to subject him to the humiliation of being reduced to the ranks 
and it is respectfully submitted that no action of the Commanding General 
could modify or change the sentence. He could only approve or disapprove it. 

You say that the first section of the Act of Congress approved the 17th. 
day of Feb. 1864, entitled “An Act to organize forces to serve during the 
war,” placed in the service those between 17 and 50 all residents in the 
Confederate States not belonging to the army for the War. From this class 
exemptions were to be made.” This restricted operation of the Act cannot 
be admitted. The 10th. section of the Ist. Clause of the Act is as follows: 
“that all laws granting exemptions from Military service be and the same 
are hereby repealed, and hereafter none shall be exempted except the 
following.” After enumerating certain exemptions, it proceeds, “and such 
other Confederate and State Officers as the President or Governors of the 
respective States may certify to be necessary for the proper administration 
of the Confederate or State Governments as the case may be.” The Act 
continues in the service those between eighteen and forty-five who were

then in the army, and declared “all white men residents of the Confederate 
States, between the ages of seventeen and fifty to be in the military service 
from and after the passage of the act during the war.” From the date of 
the passage of the Act, therefore, the latter class, namely, those between 
seventeen and fifty are in the military service as well as those then actually 
in. The clause of exemption is general in its terms, and not restricted to 
any particular class, either those placed or continued in service by said Act. 
In the matter of Bradshaw,” Chief Justice Pearson, in commenting upon the 
previous exemption act, the language of which was, “there shall be exempted 
all State officers whom the Governor of any State may claim” & says, “I can 
see no good ground to except from the operation of these general words 
State officers who were in the Military service. If such was the intention a 
proviso to that effect would have been made, and there is no tule of law by 
which it can be made, under construction. It was suggested in the argument 
that the exception should be made by implication from the use of the words, 
“shall be exempted,” and it was said that the word exempted is restricted in 
its meaning to persons who are not in the military service, and “discharged” 
is the proper word when referring to persons who are in the military service. 
This distinction may obtain in military circles, but the word “to exempt” is 
not a technical term, it is a plain English word, and means, literally, “to take 
out of or from,” and its ordinary signification is “to free from, not to subject 
to” any service or burthen to which others are made liable; as to “exempt” 
from military service, to “exempt” from taxation; and it is a settled rule of 
construction that words in a Statute are to be construed according to their 
ordinary meaning, unless there is something to show that they are used in a 
different sense. 

You concede the right of the Governor of a State, from whatever source 
that right may be derived, to claim the exemption of such State Officers as he 
may deem necessary, provided the exempted person be between seventeen 
and fifty years of age, and “not in the army.” The act of the 17th. of Feb. 1864 
declares that “all white men, residents of the Confederate States, between 
the ages of seventeen and fifty shall be in the military service from and after 
the passage of the act.” If your construction be correct, the States cannot 
rightfully place in office (except certain Officers enumerated by Congress) 
any citizen, except he be one under seventeen or over fifty years of age. 
This power being conceded, Congress may extend indefinitely upwards and 
downwards the age of conscription, and thus absorb the whole male white 
population, place them in the military service, leave the States without an 
officer, and thus blot them out of existence. 

Upon consideration of the whole case my conclusion is, that by the 
sentence of the Court, Mr Russell was dismissed from the service and became 
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liable to be enrolled as a conscript; that before his enrollment he was duly 
elected to an office which I deemed necessary, namely a “Commissioner for 
distributing money and provisions to soldiers families.” | am aware of the 
existence of an order of the War Department which provides “that officers 
of the army cashiered by Courts Martial, and who may thus become liable 
to military duty under the conscription Acts, will, when present with their 
commands, be at once enrolled by their respective Brigade Commanders, 
when not so present, their names will be furnished by their commanding 
officer to the proper enrolling officer of the district to which they belong.” 
This proves the position which I hold, that Mr. Russell was not in the 
service when elected to the office of Commissioner, but by being cashiered 
he become a conscript. You concede my right to claim the exemption of 
persons liable to conscription who have not been in actual service, although 
declared to be in service by act of Congress. Why then may I not claim 
the exemption of one declared in the service by the order of a Commanding 
General or the War Department? I can see no difference. State officers have 
been enrolled and placed in Camp of Instruction, and yet the Commandant 
of Conscripts and the Bureau of Conscription have uniformly discharged 
them upon my claim for exemption. What difference can it make if the party 
has been enrolled by a Commanding General after being dismissed from the 
service by the sentence of a Court Martial? General Whiting, in a letter to 
the Adjutant General of this State, says that Mr. Russell “had been allowed 
a short leave to make his choice of a Company in which to be enrolled, but 
I endorsed upon it a positive order directing him to remain at his home until 
further orders, viz (those of the 7th.) In a subsequent letter to me, General 
Whiting says, “Previous to his receipt of these orders (of the 7th. Inst.) which 
directed him to report to General Hebert,’ at Smithville, | am informed that 
he had been elected a County Commissioner or Trustee by the Bench of 
Magistrates of Brunswick Co. The order of the 7th. directed him to report at 
once to Genl Hebert “or Genl [James G.] Martin, for assignment or selection 
as you may choose.” He had not therefore been enrolled as a conscript at the 
time of his election, but had simply been ordered to report for enrollment, 
which order had not been received by him. 

Should I be in error upon the law of the case, I must earnestly urge upon 
you not to wound the spirit of this gallant and promising young officer by 
sending him into the ranks. At the age of sixteen he left the University 
of the State, raised a Company, served in such an acceptable manner as 
to win the admiration and applause of his Superior Officer Major General 
Whiting, in approving the sentence of the Court bore testimony to his very 
good character as an officer, Col Lamb,* under whom he served, gave most 
flattering testimony as to his capacity and efficiency. His aged father feels 
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most keenly and sensitively upon the subject, and on his account in behalf 
of the promising young officer himself and as a matter of justice and right, | 
again most respectfully insist that my claim of exemption for him be allowed.

I avail myself of a private opportunity to address you this line—to say, 
that I read your message! today with great satisfaction. The topics are well 
chosen, and treated in a becoming manner. 

I had moved on the subject of our state commerce before receiving your 
letter in conjunction with Col. Orr’ of S. C. and hope to get a bill reported 
tomorrow, by the committee on commerce in accordance with our views. I 
regret /that/ by repeated interruptions on the eve of leaving home, I did not 
address a letter to Thomas’ as I designed, but the session of Congress will 
probably end in ten days, and /I/ shall have opportunities to communicate 
with the people. 

Every thing is in a state of excitement here. Genl. Lee has fallen back 
to Hanover junction as we learn this evening in consequence of Grants 
landing troops at Port Royal to outflank him. But great confidence is felt in 
his ability to defeat Grant and drive him back in the end. 
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The slaughter in the late actions has been immense on the part of the 
enemy, and very considerable to us—and as usual exceedingly heavy on N. C.

& procuring information together with the proximity of this sound to the 
city, make it imperative to occupy this belt of sounds solely for military 
purposes.

Dear Sir: 

You are perhaps aware that this State has works for the manufacture of 
salt, near Wilmington, that have been in operation more than two years. 
They constitute now the principal dependence of our people for a supply of 
salt, & in case of accident to the Va. Salt works they would constitute our 
entire dependence. 

-For some cause or other, especial hostility has been displaced towards 
them by Genl. Whiting. Frequent attempts have been made to conscribe 
the hands employed & other petty annoyances have been offered. Not long 
since he issued an order to Mr. Worth, the State Superintendent, in the most 
peremptory terms; to remove the works from their location on Masonboro 
Sound. I ordered the Superintendent not to do so, but to continue his 
operations; & I respectfully requested Genl. Whiting, if there existed so great 
a military necessity as to require North Carolina to suspend the manufacture 
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of salt, please to inform me of it. Instead of doing so, after his return from 
Petersburg, he issued another peremptory order to the Superintendent to 
remove the works immediately, & seized the boats by which they were 
supplied with wood—thus absolutely stopping the manufacture of salt, in 
defiance of the laws of this State, in contempt of my authority & to the very 
great injury of the State at large. If any military reason, sufficient to justify 
this, exists he has not seen fit to inform me of it. Copies of this order & of 
his letter to the Adjt. Genl. /& myself/ are enclosed. 

Before submitting to this outrage upon the rights & dignity of the State, 
as well as its vital interests, | deem it proper to appeal to you, in the hope that 
this officer can be made to do both what is right & <decent> /proper/. If he 
can, then I have no objection to his remaining in command at Wilmington. 
Otherwise I shall be compelled to ask his removal. The State must have 
salt, & the removal of the works from their present position is equivalent to 
the abandonment of its manufacture—as there is no other point available 
on the coast of this State, where salt could be manufactured at a price, that 
would put it at all in the reach of the poor. 

To be compelled to change their present commodious location at a 
cost of from $60,000 to $75,000, at the mere bidding of an officer, who has 
not sufficient respect for the Chief Magistrate of the State, in which he 
commands, to ask his consent or assign a reason therefor, is more than I feel 
called upon to bear. 

Ifa military guard for the protection of these works, or for the prevention 
of communication with the enemy by the employees, cannot be furnished by 
Genl. Whiting, | will furnish it myself. 

Asking your earnest attention to this at as early a day as possible—as the 
teams, hands &c. are all idle—

I have the honor to bring to your attention a question, already made 
the subject of correspondence between your Excellency and the War 
Department, as to the authority of the Executive of North Carolina to 
appoint promote and commission the officers of certain regiments of the 
Confederate States Army, known as North Carolina State Troops. 

Upon a review of the grounds upon which the exercise of this power is 
claimed to be one of your Excellency’s powers and duties, the Department, 
adheres to its former opinion that these regiments having been transferred 
from the State to the Confederate Service, are subject to the laws of Congress 
and the general regulations which govern appointments and promotions in 
the Army of the Confederate States. Such was the conclusion when the 
subject was originally presented, although, for obvious considerations, 
it was not then deemed expedient to abrogate the practice which had 
obtained, hitherto, allowing officers in these regiments to be designated 
by the Governor of North Carolina. It has accordingly been acquiesced 
in, so far, as to continue to refer questions touching these appointments to 
your Excellency. It is proper however, to state, that the Secretary of War 
was misunderstood, if it has been inferred from this acquiescence that he 
admitted the claim of the Executive of North Carolina: or consented to 
waive the legal right to make these appointments which is vested, in his 
judgement, in the Confederate authorities alone. 

The Department would be reluctant now, to disturb the attitude which the 
subject has been permitted to assume were it not impelled, by considerations 
of an imperative character, to exercise the authority devolved upon it by law. 
Recently a number of cases have arisen, which present, very forcibly, the 
practical evils and inconvenience that result from a divided control over 
the organization of the regiments referred to; and exhibit the necessity of all 
promotions and appointments of their officers, being made, hereafter, in the 
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mode prescribed by the Confederate Laws, as enforced in all other regiments 
of the provisional army. 

It cannot but be apparent to Your Excellency that the exercise of this 
power by a State, in regard too, to only a portion of its troops, must prove 
both inexpedient and practically injurious to the service. It is certainly clear 
that it prevents uniformity of organization; that it places officers serving, 
possibly in the same brigades, in different relations to the service. That 
the immediate responsibility of officers, so appointed and commissioned, 
is, practically, to the Executive of the State and not to the Confederate 
Authority; that obedience, on their part, to the articles of war and the army 
regulations cannot be direct and absolute as required by the inflexibility of 
military discipline, that frequent and vexatious questions of rank will arise, 
not promptly determinable by Confederate authority; that the laws enacted 
by Congress with a view to secure a more efficient organization of the 
Army and intended to apply, without exception to all troops in the service, 
cannot be thoroughly and uniformly executed, thereby occasioning serious 
dissatisfaction and complaint; and that injurious delays and irregularities 
will constantly occur, in filling vacancies and making promotions, because 
of the indirectness of the relation which the regiments bear to the authority 
by which the appointments and promotions are made. 

This summary, though brief, exhibits some of the evils and difficulties 
which are presented by cases submitted for the action and decision of the 
Department: other examples of a similar character, are not wanting; but, it 
is believed, they will be readily suggested to your consideration. They are of 
so frequent occurrance and occasion such constant embarrassment, that the 
Department can no longer ignore the necessity of taking that action which 
will prevent their recurrence in the future. Your Excellency will perceive 
that the only remedy to be applied, is that the Confederate Government 
shall exercise the power and perform the duties which are devolved upon it 
in regard to the organization of these and all other regiments in its service. 

The Secretary of War, has therefore determined in view of the foregoing 
considerations and of the necessity which renders such action imperative, 
that the North Carolina State Troops must be placed on the same footing 
with other regiments in the provisional Army in regard to their organization: 
and that all questions connected with the appointment and promotion of 
their officers, shall be determined by the Department, without being referred, 
as formerly to the consideration of the Governor of the State. 

In formilly communicating this decision, I beg to express my confidence 
that the action of the Department will meet the approval of your Excellency 
as it has been prompted solely by considerations which refer to the general 
benefit of the service and the increased efficiency of that Army, in whose 
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struggles and success the North Carolina State Troops, have borne so 
conspicuous a part.

Having at length got the time I address you on the subject of the Salt 
Works. 

I was greatly astonished to find that you had again peremptorily ordered 
the suspension of the works & seized the boats which supplied them with 
wood. 

Passing over the question of your right to do this for the present, I desire 
to urge a few reasons against the stopping these works. Their removal now 
would be equivalent to abolishing them altogether. From all I can gather 
there is no other point than Masonboro Sound where salt can be made at a 
price within the reach of the poor. If there was it would require $50,000 or 
$60,000 according to the estimate of the Superintendent, and there is not 
a dollar appropriated for that purpose. The Legislature at its recent session, 
declared that the work must be continued and passed a resolution asking 
for military protection. In short, the State must have salt and it cannot be 
supplied on time, if the works are removed. 

lam willing & anxious that any of the hands on whom disloyalty may be 
proved shall be arrested & dealt with, and if you fear their communication 
with the enemy, I will send a company of State troops to guard them & their 
boats which shall be under your command. There is nothing now short of 
the protection of Wilmington itself of more importance to our people than 
the making of salt. 
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As all communication is for the present, suspended between this & 
Richmond I have to ask that you surrender Mr. Worth’s boats & allow him 
to proceed with his operations until the matter can be submitted to the Secy 


of War.

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free woman of color, & by the judgement of this said Court, was sentenced 
to be taken to the Jail of Franklin County, whence he came, there to remain 
until the 5th. day of August A.D. 1864, & that on that day he be taken by 
the Sheriff of said County to the place of public execution of said County, 
between the hours of 12 o’clock M & 2 o’clock PM & there be hanged by 
the neck till he be dead. And whereas it has been made to appear to me that 
the case is one fit for the exercise of Executive clemency 

Now therefore in consideration of the premises, by virtue of the power 
and authority in me vested, by the Constitution of the State 

I do, by these Presents Pardon the said Sam of the penalty of death & 
of so much of his term of imprisonment as shall be unexpired on the 15th. 
of July inst. upon condition that the said Sam immediately thereafter be 
removed from the State not to return or be brought back, & that all the 
costs be paid by his said owner Amanda M. Moses, before the release of him, 
the said Sam from imprisonment, and upon the further condition that this 
pardon shall not extend to any other offence of which the said Sam may 
have been guilty.

The exemption clauses in that act do not apply to the class whose position 
had already been determined. They apply only to those who were not in 
service but were made liable by universal expression of Ist. Sect of the 
Act and an exception to the operations of that Section.” “The Governors 
authority to claim as exempts those in service does not extend to a person 
in service.” 

I have accordingly notified Mr Russell that in accordance with the 
sentence of the Court Martial he will be required to select one of the N.C.

Your letter of the 30th. ult.! about Salt Works of the State is recd. While 
I fully acknowledge the need the State has to procure salt for the poor, I see 
no reason to change any thing I have reported concerning the prejudice 
of these establishments to a much more important matter, the safety of 
this place, which concerns not only No. Ca. but the whole country—On 
the contrary, from the movements of the enemy at this very time, what 
I advocate with regard not only to these works but to all families living 
on that belt of Sound viz their entire and absolute removal. This has been 
approved by Genl Beauregard and no doubt will be so by the War Dept. In 
consideration of your request however the works may still proceed until the 
War Dept. is heard from, unless indeed, which is more than likely the enemy 
attempt the coast. Some other means than boats must be had to procure 
fuel, for two reasons, one that I am filling all the channels of the Sound with 
torpedoes and obstructions, and no reliance can be had that the boats may 
not be improperly used. Private works use no boats. There is another matter 
in connection with these Salt Works to which I again call attention and 
that is the employment of a large number of able bodied men in the making 
of Salt. This labor can be done as well by negroes, as in the case of all private 
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Salt works. If this is continued it will furnish an additional reason for doing 
away with these works.

Dear Sir, . 

You are perhaps aware that this State has had Salt works in operation 
near Wilmington that have been our principal source for a supply for more 
than two years past. In case of an accident to the salt works in Va. these 
works would be our sole dependence for an article of indispensable necessity 
to our people. 

Genl Whiting has recently issued a most peremptory order to the 
Superintendent of the works to suspend his operations, has addressed me 
a letter suggesting that I have the State property removed from the Sound 
where they are located, & he has impressed the boats that have been used in 
supplying the works with wood. 

Considering the vast importance of this manufacturing of Salt to the 
people of this State, it appears to me that the reasons Genl Whiting has 
given for his course in regard to it are unsatisfactory. His principal reason 
is that the operatives are in many cases disloyal, & there is danger of their 
communicating with the enemy. This objection to the continuance of the 
works might be easily obviated by having a guard of soldiers stationed at 
the point where they are located and | have offered to spare a guard for 
the purpose, from my State troops, in case Genl. Whiting cannot detail a 
sufficient number from the troops under his command. | am willing of course 
that this guard shall be subject to his orders. 
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The State must have Salt & I know of no other point on our coast 
available for its manufacture, or at any rate where it could be made at a price 
to put it within the reach of the majority of our people. 

I earnestly request that you will give this subject of such importance 
to the State your early attention & hope you will see proper to forbid any 
interference on the part of Genl Whiting with the States manufacture of 
Salt 

The General Assembly at its recent session again recognized the 
importance of these works & ordered their continuance

Dear Sir 

In answer to a resolution, introduced by me and passed by the House of 
Commons, in May last, requesting you to furnish that body with the whole 
of the correspondence between the President and yourself upon the subject 
of the Habeas Corpus, you sent in three letters—two from the President 
to you' and one from you to him’—in addition to what accompanied your 
message at the beginning of the Session. They were rec’d; and thinking it 
but just that the whole correspondence should in some way go before the 
public, and not that part only which was to be printed with your message | 
moved the printing of these additional letters as a House document and after 
a good deal of discussion it was so ordered upon a call of the yeas and nays. 
But that order has never been executed for the reason, it is said, that it did 
not pass the Senate also, and thus a public judgement upon the question and 
the conduct of the persons connected with it, is to be made up without any 
opportunity of seeing the whole case. Who made this decision I know not, 
but it seems to have had authority sufficient to prevent the printing. And as 
it appears to be settled that the House of Commons has no power of itself to 
order the printing of documents, which are called for and obtained by the 
action of that body alone. The motion to print was never intended to go to 
the Senate under the belief of its author that it was perfectly competent for 
the House of Commons to have matter properly before it printed, whether 
bills, letters or papers of any sort, without having or asking the concurrence 
of the Senate. Under these circumstances and as an act of justice to all 
concerned, | respectfully request that you will furnish me for publication 
a copy of the three letters above mentioned. This application would have 
been made at an earlier day but for reasons which need not be now stated.

General 

I have recd. your letter of the 29th. ulto.! in which you say the Secretary 
of War has determined “that the North Carolina State Troops must be 
placed on the same footing with other regiments in the provisional army 
in regard to their organization and that all questions connected with the 
appointment and promotion of their officers should be determined by the 
Department without being referred as formerly to the consideration of the 
Governor of the State.” 

Soon after my accession to the Chief Executive Office of the State, this 
matter was the subject of a correspondence between the Secretary of War and 
myself. In that correspondence the Secretary of War disclaimed any purpose 
to entrench upon my perogative in this regard and asked me to state the 
regiments to which my power of appointment extended and on what ground 
the claim rested. In my reply I stated the ground upon which I deemed it 
not only my right, but my duty to make such appointments, namely that 
those regiments were organized originally for the period of the War under a 
State Law, and the Governor was required by that Law to commission the 
officers and to fill vacancies. This claim of right was then acquiesced in, if 
not admitted and since that period (Feb. 1863) I have continued as I had 
before done to make these appointments. 

The reasons given by you for this determination on the part of the 
Secretary of War existed with as much force then as now. The Confederate 
Authorities appoint the officers of what are known as conscript regiments, 
whilst I appoint those of the State Troops. Can it be said that the former 
are more efficient that the latter? Are they more obedient to the Articles of 
War and army regulations: is there less dissatisfaction and complaint among 
them? are there fewer injurious irregularities and delays in filling vacancies 
in the former than the latter? Yet such are among the reasons which you 
assign for this change in the mode of appointment. | cannot fully appreciate 
many of them. I entertained the opinion that no troops in the Confederate 
service were better organized or had rendered more efficient service than 
the North Carolina State Troops, and I cannot believe their efficiency will 
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be improved or the public interest be subserved by the change, neither do | 
believe that it will prevent vexatious questions of rank from arising or give 
more general satisfaction, but on the contrary the evils which you seek to 
avoid will be greatly aggravated. I have heard no complaints of the mode of 
appointment and supposed the system was working harmoniously. 

If however I could see the subject in the light in which you view it, 
still my path of duty as the Chief Executive of the State is plain. The Law 
requires me to make the appointments and | must discharge that duty. 

Fully appreciating the motive which prompts this action on the part of 
the Department, I can but regret the presentation of this question at so 
late a day. I shall be happy at any and all times to cooperate with you in all 
measures which may advance our cause in the great struggle in which we are 
engaged, whenever | can consistently do so, with my sense of official duty.

Your letter of the 5th. Ins’t! has been rec’d, having been delayed for 
some time in its coming by the interruption of the postal communications. 
This department stated to you in its letter of the 5th May last? the principle 
which regulated its conduct. That principle is that Congress by the Act of 
the 17 february last continued in the service all the persons who were then 
in service for the war who belonged to the class, between 18 & 45 years 
That Mr Russell was of that class, & was not withdrawn from it by any of the 
sections of the same act or of any previous act 

In your letter of the 19th of May’ you contested that rule <upon>with 
assumptions and arguments that did not carry conviction to the mind of the 
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department. If the department were to admit the assumptions it would admit 
that the legislature of North Carolina could withdraw from the military 
service the troops of that State, whenever in their judgement they were 
necessary for State Service. This would be to reverse the rule established in 
the Constitution of the Confederate States & paralyze the faculties of the 
Confederate government for the carrying on of the war. The department 
has conceded many things to the government of North Carolina with the 
view to secure a cordial cooperation of the government & people in the 
defence of the country in the great struggle in which it is now engaged, but 
it cannot make a concession of a principle so vital as the one contained in 
the question under discussion 

If Mr. Russell be legally liable to military service he should render it, & 
the department cannot in justice to others similarly situated bend the law so 
as to discharge him

Their mode of communicating with the enemy has 
also been ascertained. | have also trustworthy information that this “order” 
musters very strong in Randolph Co. where the deserters armed are in strong 
force & associated with it. They state if arrested they will rebel. Instructions 
have been given them from their Chiefs to advocate your election if spoken 
to on the subject of politics to disarm suspicion. Many of those on the 
public works will not vote at all for a like reason. | have many times called 
attention to these men heretofore only on suspicion. Now I know what 
I state. I recommend strongly that the whole force be turned over to the 
Conscript Camp for distribution in the Army and their places be supplied 
by free negro or slave labor. As I am still pursuing my investigations into this 
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traitorous association and hope to be able to detect some in overt act, you 
will see the reason for making this letter personal & confidential.

I have the honor to recommend that a Military Court be appointed 
at an early day for the Western District of North Carolina. It is deemed 
important that deserters taken with arms in their hands, in that District, 
should be there tried and punished. First, for the moral effect and secondly, 
to prevent the escape of desperate men from poorly guarded prisons or while 
being transferred to some distant point for trial. Many have escaped from the 
county jails, and not long since a number of deserters, while being transferred

Dr. Sir 

Your several favors since the date of my last! have been duly recd. and 
considered. The great labor and loss of time imposed upon me by the Canvass 
for re-election which closed yesterday, has rendered it impossible for me to 
give them prompt attention, and I was compelled to refer these to my Quarter 
Master. I am hardly in a proper condition for business today, the excitement 
of yesterdays polling being still kept up by the returns receiving from all parts 
of the State, but as the Steamer Advance sails tomorrow carrying out our 
Commissioner Mr John White, I can not lose the opportunity. All efforts to 
remove those most unjust and absurd restrictions upon commerce imposed 
by the “Regulations” of the Confederate Govt.’ have been so far unavailing. 
Upon the application of myself and four governors of other States Congress 
repealed the “Regulations” but the President vetoed the bill. They then 
provided by another bill that no restrictions should be placed upon the 
States and this the President defeated by retaining until the adjournment of 
Congress. So here we are. My only hope now lies in the good sense of Mr. 
Trenholm’ the new Secretary of the Treasury to whom it is my intention 
forthwith to address myself. I will inform you of the result. At present the 
business does not pay and if no relief is obtained I have instructed Mr White 
to ask your consent to dissolve our contract and sell out. White is making 
some arrangement for bringing our remaining purchases on freight. He is 
fully authorized to act in the matter as may be thought best on consultation 
with you and Mr. Flanner. I have been greatly at a loss to know why Mr. T. 
Andreae was not permitted by our authorities to return. Genl. Whiting in 
Command at Wilmington does not know and the Secretary of War is silent. 
I have to assure you that it arose from no complaint of mine. I had only the 
one difficulty with him which I mentioned to you in a former letter* and 
which I afterwards informed you was happily adjusted.” He was however 
for some reason exceedingly obnoxious to all of our people with whom he 
came in contact, and but for his acknowledged ability | should not regret his 
absence. I am therefore without those new views and propositions of yours 
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which I learn he was authorized to submit. I was surprised to learn from 
Mr. Flanner’s recent favors that the State was probably behind with you. I 
cannot account for it. We have shipped over 4100 bales of cotton, which 
if all was safely received should according to our calculations leave quite a 
balance in our favor. I fear it has been unreasonably delayed somewhere. 
I have given Mr. White only some small orders until the account can be 
properly ascertained as we do not desire to tax your kindness too far. I 
have felt greatly outraged by the most extortionate charges of agents and 
consignees at Nassau & Bermuda. Two and a half per cent on the invoices 
for receiving and forwarding which is the usual charge there, it strikes me 
is little better than robbing. Is there no way to avoid it? Can not an agency 
of our own be established at Hamilton Bermuda, I commend this subject 
to you and Mr White. The scythes have been recd., those for grass in good 
time, the grain harvest was over. Every thing shipped in fact has been safely 
recd. and | have cause to expect our vessels in and out with almost as much 
regularity as the trains. | am very uneasy about the bacon now at the Islands, 
it will spoil if not got in soon. What has become of the iron bought by you 
under the contract with Mr. White before I forbade it? Is it at Nassau? You 
wrote me that if not desired by the State you could realize a profit on it, 
as the price had advanced. If so please dispose of it immediately. I cannot 
close without saying a word in regard to the “Situation,” I am happy to say 
that it is promising. Grants great and bloody campaign against Richmond 
is an acknowledged failure. Instead of our Capitol being in danger, Genl. 
Lee spares 25000 men under a new & rising General (Early)® are now in 
Pennsylvania avenging in the ashes of their towns the desolation of many 
a Southern village. There is hardly the semblance of a Yankee army west 
of the Mississippi and Genl Sherman has been halted in front of Atlanta 
by a severe and bloody check. Our army is in good spirits well equipped 
and abundantly fed. Crops of Indian corn are fine and our people are more 
hopeful than ever. It has been supposed that there was much disaffection in 
this State particularly, but the recent election contradicts it. My competitor 
a bold and popular demagogue made the issue distinctly of peace on terms 
less than independence and I have beaten him worse than any man was ever 
beaten in North Carolina. Our people will stand fair and square by their new 
Government and abide the common fate. Rest assured of it. Peace “feelers” 
have already been put forth by both sides and people begin to breathe again. 
Hoping to hear from you frequently and assuring you of high esteem & 
regard,

As special Agent of the State of North Carolina for the purpose of 
conducting the blockade running operations we are now engaged in, | 
desire to give you the following instructions. As I have given you my views 
in detail verbally it will only be necessary to say generally. That the main 
object of your mission at present will be to buy upon the best possible terms 
the Rosin and Cotton warrants of the State now outsanding in Europe. For 
this purpose you will consult Mr. Flanner as to the best method of operating 
and in case shipments of Cotton should not arrive fast enough you may 
borrow money, if you can, or use the credit of the State in any other way 
to secure your object. No limitation is placed upon the price which you 
may pay, this is left to your discretion, provided you do not make the cost 
so great as the fulfilment of the face of the warrants would be to the State. 
I have great confidence in Mr. Flanner’s judgement in this matter & hope 
you will consult him freely. I desire if possible, that some arrangement may 
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be made to avoid the outrageous charges of Agents & Consignees in the 
Islands and to facilitate the shipment of cargoes from them, especially of the 
bacon belonging to this State which will spoil unless removed soon. I desire 
all transactions whatsoever closed as rapidly & completely as possible, as I 
do not wish any unsettled matters to remain over for my successor in office 
if it can be avoided. 

I desire a complete and accurate statement of our accounts with Mr. 
Collie to be made out and sent me as soon after your arrival in England as 
possible, Also with J. S. Livermore & Co & all other persons with whom 
we have dealings abroad and a monthly statement of all our transactions in 
Europe regularly thereafter, to include amount of our indebtedness there, 
articles purchased and shipped commissions and charges expended, pounds 
of Cotton received and sold, price, disposition of the money &c. &c. 

You will also get in Wilmington statement of the different shipments of 
Cotton, No. of pounds &c & trace it up to see if it has all arrived in England 
safely and by whom received. 

You will also give particular attention to bills for disbursements on 
board the several Steamers in which the State is part owner, and see that 
no imposition is practiced [or] unusual charges are made. Other instructions 
will be forwarded as occasion may arise.

My Dear Sir: 

I am sorry & surprised to hear that you have had no letter from my 
son Edward,' & can only account for it on the supposition that he has not 
received my letters on the subject of your offer. 1 wrote him, enclosing a 
copy of Gov. Swain’s letter on the subject & your letter’; & in none of his 
subsequent letters has he alluded to them. But he had written me, before he 
could have received them, that he had heard from his Sister, at Chapel Hill, 
that you had made him the offer; & that “of course” he could not, in his 
present state of good health, leave the field to take an office elsewhere. I had 
expected such a decision, & though regretting, could not but approve of it. I 
did not feel at liberty to communicate this to you as his decision, for | knew 
that he had then had no direct offer of the position, & took it for granted 
that when he did receive such a one he would write you a formal letter of 
thanks & declension. Changes of position, from the South to the North side 
of the James may have made my letter miscarry. I will write him; but in the 
mean time it will be better that you should not wait, but make some other 
appointment. His expression was so strong as to leave no doubt whatever 
that he would remain where he is. 

We have indeed gained a great victory over disaffection at home 
& confident hopes & expectations in Yankee land. I confess that the 
thoroughness of the defeat, the using up, of Holden, has surprised me. His 
incessant boasts of strength, with the universal desire for peace, had misled 
me into a belief, not that he would come near being elected, but that he 
could not be beaten out of sight. God be praised! What a terrible blow it 
would have been to the cause if he had received a respectable vote! Look at 
the conduct of the deserters even as it is. | hope, by the way, that you will 
be able to send a force into Moore or Montgomery to give them a thorough 
drubbing—kill two or three dozen of them & the rest will cast off very 
quickly. There has been no signal defeat & punishment of the rascals—only 
here & there one or two—and that is the reason they are so bold. 

I think that if Holden & [John L.] Pennington should continue their 
course of stirring up disaffection, the law should be appealed to. There has 
been just enough forbearance.

Governor, 

Your letter of the 8th. inst.! was received, and afforded me great 
satisfaction. The result of the late election in N Carolina is well calculated 
to cheer and sustain the people of the Confederacy. It dissipates the hopes 
that our enemies had cherished of a division of our efforts and councils, 
and convinces them that three years of war have in no degree shaken the 
resolution of our people to resist, as long as they present them no alternative 
but that of a degrading submission. 

I cannot but believe that its effect upon the northern mind will be 
salutary in demonstrating the futility of force as a means of adjusting the 
pending controversy. 

My pleasure at this auspicious result is enhanced by the patriotic 
sentiments declared by yourself. Your desire to promote in every way that 
harmony of action which is essential to our success, and to devote the power 
and influence of your position to the attainment of the great end of our 
labors, evinces the spirit that should actuate us all. 

The disposition to sacrifice party and personal considerations to the 
public good, of which North Carolina has just presented so striking an 
example, will, I trust, be found to pervade all classes of our people. 

I learned with much regret that you considered there had been evidence 
of an opposite tendency in any quarter. 

So far as my knowledge of the subject extends, I believe the official to 
whom you refer,’ has been actuated by the single desire of advancing the 
interests of the country by the best means his judgment could devise. 
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That he has erred in some instances, or that his advisers have been 
mistaken, was to be expected under any circumstances, but particularly 
amidst the vast cares and responsibilities that surrounded him. Such errors 
however are only subjects of regret, not of censure, and I am sure you will 
always be ready to extend to them that forbearance and indulgence which 
the best and wisest men are sometimes constrained to ask. 

If it be in my power, by any advice I can give or by any other means, to 
aid him in the discharge of his arduous duties, to enable him to conciliate 
and harmonize conflicting interests and opinions, and thus secure the best 
interests of the country, it will be my duty, as I need not say, it will be my 
pleasure, to place all my efforts at his disposal. 

Congratulating you upon the deserved approval of your course which 
your fellow citizens have expressed, and with the conviction that under 
your administration, the cause of Southern independence will continue to 
receive the powerful support of the brave people of North Carolina as fully 
and efficiently as heretofore,

I have received your communication’ asking my consent to the removal 
of a portion of the iron from the Wilmington, Charlotte @ Rutherfordton 
R. Rd. and you urge as a reason that this iron is required for the repair of the 
Wilmington & Manchester R Rd., which is at present so necessary for the 
transportation of Government supplies. 

| have at all times endeavored to further the interest of the Confederate 
Government and shall continue to do so, while I continue to occupy my 
present position, but at the same time I must guard and protect the interest of 
North Carolina. If] were fully satisfied that this iron was absolutely necessary 
for the purpose indicated and that it could not be otherwise obtained, I would 
unhesitatingly give my consent. I am however not so satisfied. 

Two thirds of the Wilmington & Manchester R. Rd is located in the 
State of South Carolina and there are no doubt, many branch roads in that 
State, from which iron could be spared with less detriment to the public 
interest. Until this impression is shown to be erroneous, I must with hold 
my consent, as the road proposed to be broken up is one of vast importance 
to a large number of people who have hitherto been cut off from all rail road 
facilities.

Yours of the 18th inst! is just to hand. 

In reply to your first inquiry, I have to say the removing & running of 
the works at Confederate Point is impracticable. They cannot be removed 
for want of means & could not be run to any advantage if at all, for want of 
wood. The wood within reach of there that has not already been consumed 
for fire wood & building purposes, is wanted for these purposes, by the 
military authorities at the Fort. 

The cost of removing would exceed the means at my command. | think 
it would not fall short of $40,000. The loss of time would amt. to at least two 
or three months. 

As to 2d. inquiry: I would long since have designated the disloyal men if 
it had been in my power & have offered to codperate with Genl Whiting & 
with detectives who have been sent here to ferret out the matter & discover 
the offenders. There is a detective now here on this ’special business who | 
offered to assist in any & every way I could. 

I doubt, & in fact I do not believe, that the men have constant 
communication with the enemy. I do not believe they have communication 
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at all, further than by occasional desertions. If Genl Whiting has proof of 
their constant communication, why does he not exercise his authority in 
bringing that proof to bear on the guilty ones. If I had the proof, I do not 
think I should be long in finding out the offenders G committing them to 
the tender mercies of Col Mallett. 

As to question of disloyalty, I confess my opinions have undergone a 
change since the election. I would not now say, as I said before, that I do not 
believe there are disloyal ones among these men. | do not believe as a general 
thing that the supporters of Mr Holden are strictly loyal men. For this reason 
& no other that I am aware of, | fear that at least a part of those who voted 
for him, are not loyal. It would not be difficult to tell who they are. 

I have no wish or desire to protect these men, nor would | ask you 
to do so for any reason, other than the prosecution of the works. To this 
extent I have a deep interest in it for being responsible beyond any one else 
connected with it I desire to see the work prosecuted with vigor & success. 

The works are in condition to be run with success & economy at their 
present location for at least six months to come. 

As I stated in a former communication the losses in money from delays 
& interruptions, in the past three months, has been at least $30,000, & in 
production of salt not less that 5000 bushels, & possibly 6 or 7000. I have 
continued to sell salt at $12 per 50 lbs. though at a loss, hoping daily to be 
able to resume the whole work when it can be easily made at that price.

I wanted them dreadfully, to give away to two or three 
very poor women in the country, who tho’ widows had not had husbands in 
the army, & were not entitled to apply for government cards. One of them 
however has lost two sons in the army & has a third there now. 

You were gone from Raleigh when my Mother received my letter, but 
that was matter of less consequence as she informed me you had given her 
five pairs of cards for distribution. On her return home, she gave me one pair, 
which | forthwith bestowed upon the poor woman | have mentioned, and 
if you, Governor, could have see[n] the tears with which she received them, 
you would have felt amply repaid for anything it may have cost you to get 
them here. I hope it sweetens your sleep at night to know how many poor 
women daily bless you for providing those cards. 

The object of my troubling you now is to thank you very heartily, & to 
beg you to allow me to pay you for this pair. You have a right to the luxury 
of bestowing them on those who are unable to pay for them, but it certainly 
is not fair that those should accept them as a gift who are able & glad to pay 
at least the government price. Getting them at that, makes me unspeakably 
your debtor. Please find $10.00 enclosed, that you may the more freely give 
to the next poor woman that begs you for cards. 

I cannot close without expressing my own individual pleasure & 
exultation at your re-election. It was so triumphantly carried that we are a 
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little ashamed now of having ever been uneasy. I only hope you will be our 
Governor till the war is over. 

Please present me very kindly to Mrs. Vance. | am much obliged to her 
for her kindness to my Mother—for to confess the truth we were all a little 
cross about her going to Raleigh. Ma thinks however, like many other old 
ladies, that her age entitles her to be exempted from some conventionalities, 
& that the end sanctifies the means! 

Tell Mrs. Vance if she will promise that her boys shall turn out any ways 
like their Father, I’ll engage to save up my daughter for one of them.

Sir, 

Your communication of the 18th. inst.! in regard to the removal of a 
portion of the rails from the Eastern Division of the Wilmington, Charlotte 
& Rutherford R. R. has been duly received. 

It is not proposed, as you seem to think, to remove the whole of the 
Eastern Division of the above Road, but only ten miles beyond Laurenburg, 
where the Company’s shops are situated. Thus the large community of 
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which you speak in your letter, would be only somewhat incommoded by 
an increased distance to R. R. transportation—not altogether deprived of it. 
The difficulty of transporting, heavy articles, such as R. R. iron is so great, 
that a most important consideration in the removal of R. R. iron from Roads 
of secondary importance to those of first class importance is that they should 
be as near to each other as possible. In this point of view the transfer from the 
Road under consideration to the W. & M.R. R. presents peculiar facilities. 

The condition of the main trunk lines of South Carolina (other than the 
portion of the Wilmington & Manchester R. R. lying in that State) is such 
that the Government will have to remove promptly all of their branch roads 
of secondary importance which can be made available. Steps are now being 
taken in the case of two of them. 

Such being the case, it is again urgently represented to your Excellency 
that the necessity of assisting the W. & M. R. R. with iron without delay is 
imperative. The Road must stop, & that soon without such assistance. It 
is further & earnestly represented that after due enquiry the Government 
does /urgently/ need the iron called for & every pound besides it can 
obtain in South Carolina /& all the other States/ from secondary Roads to 
enable it to keep up the transportation on the main lines of rail road of the 
Confederacy; under these circumstances, it has been determined to ask your 
reconsideration of the views expressed in your letter, in the earnest hope 
that you will find reason to change them.

A Proclamation 


Whereas, it is reported to me that many soldiers from the troops of this 
State have deserted their colors and comrades, and are now lurking in the 
woods and mountains, some of them subsisting by forcing their friends to 
violate the laws by aiding them and others by violent depredations upon 
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peaceable citizens, entailing shame and obloquy upon themselves and their 
posterity, outraging the laws and the peace of society, and damaging the 
cause of their hard pressed country. 

And whereas, Genl. Robt. E. Lee, in General Orders No. 54, Augt. 10th. 
1864, has promised to deal leniently with all who promptly return to duty, 
though they may have incurred the penalties of desertion by prolonged 
absence without authority. No[w], therefore, I, Zebulon B. Vance, Governor 
of the State of North Carolina, do issue this my proclamation, urging most 
earnestly upon all such misguided men to wipe out from their once respected 
names the foul stain of desertion by promptly returning to the post of duty 
in accordance with said General order No. 54, promising to all such who 
voluntarily return or surrender themselves to the proper authorities a full 
and free pardon, or the infliction of only the mildest penalties of the military 
law, except those who have been guilty of capital felonies against the lives 
and property of the citizens, and this promise shall hold good for thirty days 
from the date hereof. And I hereby warn all such who refuse to comply with 
these terms that the utmost power of this State will be exerted to capture 
them or drive them from the borders of a country whose high honor and 
spotless renown they disgrace by refusing to defend, and that the extremest 
penalties of the law will be inforced without exception when caught, as well 
as against their aiders and abetters in the civil courts. Simultaneously with 
this proclamation orders will issue to the entire Militia of the State to turn 
out for their arrest, and | hope <that> by timely submission they will spare 
me the pain of hunting down like guilty felons many brave and misguided 
men who have served their country well and could do so again. Deserters 
from other States who hide in our woods and assist in giving our State a bad 
name, I can do nothing for, but to the erring soldiers of North Carolina I 
confidently appeal. I earnestly call on all good citizens to assist me in making 
this appeal effectual, both by their exertions as militia soldiers and their 
influence as men, to take pains to seek out all deserters of their acquaintance, 
put this proclamation in their hands, or in the hands of their relatives and 
friends and urge upon them to return to the path of duty, which is also the 
path of safety and of honor. If every good and loyal citizen would set about 
to reclaim or capture one deserter by every means in his power, he would 
succeed and he will have rendered a most valuable and patriotic service to 
his state and country. Civil magistrates are also exhorted to be diligent in 
proceeding against all such as violate the statute against harboring, aiding 
or abetting deserters and warning is hereby given that in all cases where 
either civil magistrates or militia or home guard officers refuse or neglect to 
faithfully perform their duty in this respect, upon proper evidence submitted 
to me, the Executive protection extended to them under Acts of Congress 
shall be withdrawn, as I cannot certify that officers civil or military, who 
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refuse to perform their duties are “necessary to the due administration of the 
laws,” which they will not execute.

The holders of our “Rosin Bonds” have sent an Agent, Mr. Joseph V. 
Snedley to this country to investigate and report on the state of their interest 
here. Mr. Snedley was not authorized to conclude any definite arrangement 
and in conversation with him I was careful not to make any proposition 
or commit myself in any way. You will bear this in mind in any interview 
you may have with these bond holders as the Agent in his report may give 
them the impression whether designedly or not that an offer was made by 
me, none such was made nor any thing approaching it. Four queries were 
discussed between us. Ist. At what price can the bonds be bought for cash. 
2d. How many brls. of Rosin delivered in Bermuda, Nassau or Halifax will 
be received in extinguishment of the claim for 228,000 brls. to be delivered 
under the terms of the bonds. 3d. At what price per pound will they rate 
Cotton delivered in Nassau, Bermuda or Halifax. 4th. At what price will 
they rate Cotton delivered in Wilmington, say on sixty days notice. The 
first, second, & third propositions you will at once perceive come to about 
the same thing as when Cotton or Rosin is once safely on the other side 
it has a fixed and well known value and may be regarded as cash. When 
the second question was propounded Mr. Snedley mentioned 50,000 brls. 
as an amount that might meet the views of the bond holders. These figures 
were his own and were not assented to by me. You are aware that under the 
existing regulations it is impossible to export Rosin during the war. And if 
the consent of the Department in Richmond could be obtained it would 
then be too slow a business for me to undertake it. Even 20,000 brls. could 
not be put in the Islands short of thirty trips of a vessel drawing the same 
water as the “Advance.” For these reasons I do not desire to entertain any 
proposition based on a delivery in the Islands. Since | saw you investigation 
has convinced me that at an expense of not more than £75,000, I can deliver 
the 228,000 Rosin but it cannot be done until the close of the War. When 
the risk of holding and the other expenses consequent on delivery and safe 
keeping are taken into account I am confirmed in my limit given verbally 
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to you of 100 per ct. advance on the bonds if they can be bought for that 
figure or anything in its neighborhood. I wish you to use your utmost efforts 
to purchase both these and the Cotton bonds for cash as it would gratify 
me much to be able to feel that the whole affair on the other side would be 
closed within a reasonable period. Should the holders of the bonds incline 
to take Cotton in Wilmington I should not be willing to put the Cotton at 
a lower rate than 5 pence. I would impress on you the necessity of advising 
me of your action in the matter of these Rosin bonds as speedily as possible. 
Should I buy the Rosin or any part of it, or should you make an arrangement 
by which the bond holders will receive Cotton, | should have to draw on 
you for the funds and I should like information as to the time at which you 
would prefer these drafts drawn. In the absence of advice I shall draw at 60 
days sight. I shall await with anxiety advices from you as to the progress 
of negotiations with Messrs. Collie or others relating to the purchase of a 
steamer. | am much hampered by the existing regulations and shall be very 
glad to be relieved as soon as it can be done on favorable terms

sixty days to search for them. I should not have done so had I known that 
you disapproved of further clemency and yet I believe it will be attended 
with the best results and it is almost impossible to catch them otherwise in 
our vast forests swamps & mountains. Genl Martin’ too commending near 
one half the State had published a similar order and | thought it might as 
well be general. I enclose a copy of my proclamation? for your information. 
The information of our great victory at Reams Station has caused general 
rejoicing. It is peculiarly gratifying to our State pride, as it seems to have 
been achieved in great part by North Carolina troops.

The recent success of the enemy at Mobile! may induce him to attack 
Wilmington, and the importance of that port is such that every effort should 
be made to defend it. As you are aware, the strength of the enemy’s armies in 
Virginia and Georgia will prevent the detachment of any part of our forces 
opposed to them, and our chief reliance for the protection of Wilmington 
must be placed upon the reserves and local troops of the State. 

I think if an attack should be made, the enemy will be obliged to employ 
raw troops to a great extent, and I believe the local and reserve forces with 
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the present garrison sufficient to hold the place, if they will come forward 
freely. 

I respectfully ask the cooperation of your Excellency to induce them to 
do so, and the aid of your influence and authority to provide means for the 
most obstinate defence. 

I have frequently been called upon to mention the services of North 
Carolina soldiers in this Army, but their gallantry and conduct were never 
more deserving of admiration than in the engagement at Ream’s Station on 
the 25th. inst. 

The brigades of Generals Cook, McRae and Lane, the last under the 
temporary command of Genl. Connor,’ advanced through a thick abattis 
of felled trees under a heavy fire of musketry and artillery and carried the 
enemy’s works with a steady courage that elicited the warm commendation 
of their Corps and Division Commanders and the admiration of the Army. 

On the same occasion, the brigade of Genl. Barringer’ bore a conspicuous 
part in the operations of the cavalry which were not less distinguished for 
boldness and efficiency than those of the Infantry. 

If the men who remain in North Carolina share the spirit of those she 
has sent to the field, as I doubt not they do, her defence may be securely 
entrusted to their hands.

It occurs to me that 
portions of the iron below Kinston could be taken without detriment to any 
public interest, and this could be made available. Mr. [Gilbert] Elliot[t], 1 am 
informed, has some partial if not full understanding with the proprietors 
or officers of the road to this effect. It is apparent no place presents equal 
safety and such facilities for the prosecution of the work as the banks of 
the Roanoke.

Permit me to ask your attention to a matter that has bred some confusion 
and is likely to breed more. 
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Until recently the Governor of North Carolina commissioned all officers 
of the line in the Regiments from this State originally inlisted for the War, 
and known as “State troops” in contradistinction to the “Volunteers” or 
twelve months men.! This was by virtue of an ordinance of the Convention, 
which gave the Governor also authority to Commission all officers in both 
classes of troops. The authority of the President to Commission any of the 
N.C. troops was derived I take it from the first Conscription act which 
was held to operate only upon the twelve months men. Accordingly the 
Governors claim to commission them was surrendered, and he Continued 
to Commission only the Regiments Originally “for three years or the War,” 
with the consent & approbation of the Confederate Govt. Latterly Adjutant 
General Cooper has notified me that he will recognize no commission issued 
by this State whatsoever. Now where does the President get the right to 
commission the troops from N.C. not affected by either the first or the last 
acts of Conscription? Many of our regiments were originally enlisted for the 
period of the war, and could not possibly be so affected, and it seems to me 
the right remains with the Governor to Commission them. Practically it is 
better they were all equally subjected to our laws, and I make no objection 
on that score. But I dont feel at liberty to surrender both a right & a duty 
committed to me by the State unless Satisfied that the law has done it for 
me. Please let me hear from you.

Your letter! in relation to the defence of Wilmington has been recd. Every 
aid that I can render with the militia shall be given, though I will have arms 
for only a portion of them. A large part of those sent me from Richmond 
were unservisable but I am having them repaired as rapidly as possible. 

Allow me to make a few suggestions touching the Defence of that 
important Seaport. Their are two regiments there the 36th. & 40th. N.C.T. 
and Youngs battalion’ numbering about 2600 effective men. They are well 
drilled & disciplined but have never been under fire, and recent events in 
Mobile & elsewhere demonstrate their inefficiency to hold their own under 
the fierce cannonade of the enemys fleet. | would respectfully suggest the 
policy of sending them to the field & supplying their places with veteran 
troops. A less number of tried men I feel assured would be far more efficient, 
though I do not wish the garrison lessened of course. In case a real attack 
should be made upon Wilmington | earnestly urge that Genl. Beauregard 
should be sent there, and this not only because of the great Confidence felt 
in him, but also because of the very little repose in Gen Whiting. Since 
the affair at Petersburg the good opinion formed of that officer here, by the 
apparent skill evident in the construction of the works around Wilmington 
has been dissipated to a painful extent. Genl. Beauregard was intrusted with 
the defence of Charleston with the happiest results and it cannot be denied 
that Wilmington is now of far more importance to the Confederacy. 

A great portion of my Home Guard is now in the field and will be easily 
transferred to any point where desired. | am happy to say that several hundred 
Deserters have already been apprehended or surrendered, and I trust to be 
able to get most of them in without again asking for regular soldiers.

I am truly grateful for the confidence manifested by your communication 
of the Ist. Inst! and am gratified to be confirmed in my undoubting 
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convictions, that whatever discontent you may, as I must think without 
adequate cause, unhappily have with the Confederate administration, you 
will never falter in firm adherance to our great cause, nor be wanting in 
contributing whenever occasion allows to the defeat of all machinations 
against the union and faithful Cooperation of all the states in attaining 
Independence and peace. 

Some suspicions, founded on vague indications & intimations had 
been felt by me that designs of the kind you reveal were entertained by 
the Governor and some other leading men in Georgia but I had supposed 
they were only contemplated as a vessel in future contingencies and had not 
imagined initiatory measures towards their execution had been adopted. I 
still hope the steps taken were designed as merely a game of discreditable and 
dishonest Diplomacy under a delusive idea of affecting northern Sentiment 
and action towards peace, or at the least as [illegible] tentative in view of 
future possibilities <illegible>. Even in this most favourable view they indicate 
a spirit and a selfish unscrupulousness that must awaken the indignation of 
every true patriot and <must> should arouse the solicitude and vigilance 
of the Government. I wish much it were consistent with your sense of 
Honor and duty (of which however I recognize your capacity to best Judge) 
to reveal <both> the name of your informant and even more—that of the 
Deluded emissary or agents of the Govr. of Georgia. It is almost impossible 
without such information to follow out the mazes of this Intrigue or plot 
and counteract its baneful developments. The <illegible> recent reverses in 
Georgia’ may stimulate and aid such schemes into most mischievous effects 
and it is therefore most important the Government should at once possess 
the fullest information attainable and stand prepared to expose and baffle 
this scheme and schemers.

Dear Sit: 

Six months ago a free negro boy, named Wesley McDaniel was tried and 
convicted at Montgomery Court upon a charge of Burglary, with intent to 
commit a Rape. | prosecuted the case with great reluctance, as I was by no 
means satisfied that the facts alleged by the prosecutrix made out the crime 
charged. Under this impression, I had sent a Bill to the Grand Jury charging 
a simple Assault & Battery, but afterwards was induced by the importunity of 
the girl’s friends to send the Bill, upon which he was convicted. Immediately 
after the trial, | volunteered to sign a petition to your Excellency in the 
prisoner’s behalf—before making application for Executive clemency, his 
counsel thought it their duty to have the Judgment of the court below 
revised by the Supreme Court, which was done at the June Term last, when 
the Supreme Court affirmed the Judgment of his Honor Judge French,! who 
tried the cause. 

Last week, at Montgomery Court, it became the duty of Judge Gilliam,’ 
who is riding this Circuit, to sentence the prisoner, which he did, appointing 
the 21st of October as the day of his execution. A petition for the pardon 
of the boy has been gotten up, numerously and respectably signed—I have 
endorsed the application, as I had offered to do, and it will no doubt soon be 
placed in your Excellency’s hands. 

Being more fully persuaded in my own mind, by subsequent reflection, 
that McDaniel’s case is one calling for the interposition of the pardoning 
Power, not only on account of the youth of the prisoner (he was barely 16.) 
but also for the reason that he desisted voluntarily from the consummation 
of offense, and on account of the singular and unsatisfactory statement of 
his conduct on the occasion, as made by the witness and as correctly set 
forth in the Petition, I have thought it right not to content myself with 
barely indorsing the application for Executive Pardon, but to make to 
your Excellency a representation of the circumstances of the case, and in 
a distinct communication, earnestly to ask and to urge your Excellency to 
pardon this boy.’

Your letter of the 23d. ultimo! in regard to the removal of a portion of 
the rail from the Wilmington Charlotte & Rutherford R R. has been duly 
received and its contents considered. In reply I must say that desirous as | am 
and ever have been to aid the Confederate States Government in every way 
that I can, consistently with my duty as Chief Magistrate of North Carolina, 
I can see no good reason why I should grant that consent to the removal of 
said rails, which I withheld in my note to you of the 18th. of August last.’ 
You seem Genl to entertain the opinion that this Road is one of merely “local 
interest.” But in this you are surely /very/ much mistaken as you will no doubt 
readily concede when you have all the facts before you. It is upon supplies 
of provisions carried down by this road that the people of Wilmington, in a 
large degree depend for subsistence, and without which they would probably 
starve, and the place be lost to the State and the Confederate States, for all 
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the purposes of business. This Road moreover carried down more than one 
half of the supplies needed for the Army at that point, at a time when there 
were many more troops at Wilmington than at present. It seems to me in 
the highest degree impolitic, Just now, when an attack on Wilmington at an 
early day is deemed probable, to cripple this road which furnishes the only 
certain means of retreat to both citizens & soldiers in case of disaster. And | 
am informed that it is now doing a large amount of Government work which 
the Chief Engineer of the Department’ declares to be indispensable to the 
defence of the place. Nor is this all, the State has at great expense erected 
Salt Works below Wilmington upon which its citizens largely depend for 
this indispensable article, which cannot be procured in sufficient quantities 
to answer the necessary demands of the community from any other place. 
These works are dependent upon this very road for all their supplies and if it 
is mutilated or destroyed, they will be destroyed with it, and the citizens of 
the whole State suffer also. This I submit is something more than a merely 
“local interest,” indeed one of sufficient magnitude to render it expedient 
to undergo the comparatively trifling inconvenience of transporting rails a 
little greater distance from some of the branch roads further South, rather 
than sacrifice it. These branch roads in South Carolina we were told, several 
months ago, as now were upon the point of being torn up to repair the main 
trunk, but they still remain intact. But even if it were impracticable to bring 
iron from other Roads, I would remind you that the Genl. Superintendent 
of the Wilmington & Manchester R. R. in his report of the condition of his 
road in October last, said that, “in this particular (meaning the condition 
of the railing) we are probably in no more critical situation than most roads 
on the main line of business” So it would seem that the road cannot become 
unserviceable before the Company can, enriched as they have been by its 
large earnings, and owning a large interest in a Steam ship for running the 
blockade, import the iron necessary to repair the Road and leave uninjured 
the large interests involved in the continued operations of the Wilmington 
/Charlotte/ & Rutherford Road. You lay some stress in your letter upon the 
fact that “it is not proposed to remove all the Eastern Division of the Road.” 
You cannot be aware of the fact that the Company is operating under a 
charter granted by the Genl Assembly of the State which requires that 
the road shall be finished by sections at stated times, and upon a failure 
to comply the charter is forfeited, so that the removing of the portion of 
the road proposed would be equivalent to the removal of the whole, as it 
would render the forfeiture of the charter inevitable. The State moreover 
is by the terms of the Charter, largely interested in said Road, and would 
by its destruction, lose millions of money. Again Colonel Garnett,‘ several 
months ago took some steps toward the removal of the rail from the same 
portion of this road, when his proceedings were stopped by an injunction 
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from Judge [William H.] Battle, one of the Justices of our Supreme Court, 
and this injunction is still in force and cannot now be ignored by me, even 
if there were not other sufficient reasons for me to withhold my consent to 
the removal of the rails. 

I herewith enclose a letter to you from Robt. H. Cowan, President of the 
road, to which I would invite your careful attention.

I have been furnished, by His Excellency Gov Vance, with a copy of your 
correspondence with him upon the subject of the removal of the iron from a 
portion of the track of my road. 
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The “Wilmington & Manchester R R. Co.” have had ample means and 
every opportunity to furnish their road, and to keep it furnished. Other 
Roads have done so, but they have preferred to rely upon their position in 
the main line of communication to force the Government to use its power 
to impress from their neighbors. 

The time has passed when this Company might have purchased the 
material necessary to keep their track in the best condition. But even now, 
by the exercise of energy and liberality, and by refusing to transport for those 
who are speculating upon the necessities of the country, they can perform 
all the transportation which the Government may require of them and put 
their track in comparatively good order. The only assistance necessary from 
the Government will be permission to import iron in their blockade running 
Steamers, such small quantities in such steamers as will not interfere with 
their regular freight. As it is pronounced a military necessity the Government 
cannot refuse this. If the Company owns, as I understand they do, a large 
Interest in a Steam Ship Company it will not be required. 

I propose therefore, if the managers of that road cannot do the work of 
the Government that you pass it over to me and my directors with proper 
authority in the premises and we will guarantee it shall be done. 

If you have authority to take ten miles of my road, you have authority to 
take it all. If you have authority to take my road and give it to them you have 
authority to take their road and give it to me. If they cannot do your work, 
I can. My proposition, therefore, is reasonable, and, altho’ submitted in self 
defense, is submitted in good faith. 

I refer you to the Hon. Geo Davis, Attorney General, and Major Robert 
Strange of Genl. Brage’s Staff, for anything you may wish to know about me.

Your letter of Ist. inst! reached here during my absence on a brief visit to 
No Carolina, whence I returned only yesterday. I avail myself of the earliest 
opportunity to reply. 

I do not understand your letter as asking of me an official opinion as to the 
legality of the position assumed by the War Department, asserting the right 
of the President, and denying that of the Governor, to appoint the officers 
of the regiments known as the “State Troops” of No. Carolina. Indeed under 
the law, and the uniform practice of this Department, I am forbidden to 
give such an opinion except upon the requirement of the President or the 
Secretary of War. I must therefore content myself with explaining to you 
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that view of the law which has governed the War Department in its late 
action. 

You are mistaken in supposing that the right of the President to appoint 
the officers of these troops is claimed under the Conscription acts, or either 
of them. It is derived from a higher source, and is considered, not as a right 
simply, but as an imperative duty. 

I have not examined particularly into the history of these regiments, 
but am informed at the Adjt General’s office that they were received into 
the service of the Confederate States under the general authority of the act 
“To make further provision for the public defence,” approved 11th. May 
1861. The constitution recognizes but two classes of troops in the service 
of the Confederate States to wit, the Army of the Confederate States, 
and the Militia. The appointment of the officers of the latter is reserved 
to the States; but the officers of “the army,” like all other officers of the 
Confederate Government, are required to be appointed by the President, 
with the advice and consent of the Senate. This difference in the mode of 
appointing officers gave rise early in the war to a very important question— 
that is, <under> in which of these two classes are Volunteers, and troops 
furnished by the different States to be <classed> embraced? 

In August 1861 Mr Benjamin,’? then Attorney General, gave an 
official opinion that troops furnished by the States upon a requisition of 
the Confederate Government were Militia and their officers were to be 
appointed under the State laws. Under the authority of this opinion, and the 
belief that it covered the case of the No. Ca. State Troops, the appointment 
of the officers of those troops was yielded to the Governor. 

In August 1862 the case of troops raised and organized under the State 
laws, and received into the service of the Confederate States under the said 
Act of 11 May 1861 was presented to Mr Attorney General Watts? for his 
opinion and he declared officially that such troops are a part of “the army 
of the Confederate States,” and all vacancies among their officers are to be 
filled by appointment of the President, with the consent of the Senate. | 
send you a copy of so much of the opinion as relates to this point. 

The view of the law declared in this opinion has been adopted by the 
Secretary of War upon the case of vacancies in the No. Ca. State Troops 
being directly presented to him. He feels that he is imperatively bound by 
the constitution that the appointments should be made by the President, 
and that he has no discretion any longer to acquiesce in an arrangement 
made by his predecessor under what he believes, and what has since been 
declared to be, an erroneous construction of the law. 

This brief synopsis, with the copy of Mr. Watts’s opinion, will advise you 
of the reasons by which the War Department has been governed, and enable 
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you to judge of their validity. I express no opinion myself, being as I have 
said, precluded from so doing by the rules of my office.

Assuming that these regiments and Legion were received into the 
Confederate Service, under the Act of the 11th of May, 1861, as organized 
bodies, the question is still how are vacancies in the offices to be filled? This 
Act expressly declares, that volunteer forces accepted under it shall be 
organized in accordance with and subject to all the provisions of the Act entitled 
“An Act to provide for the public defence.” The fifth section of the latter act 
declares, that the officers of companies, squadrons, battalions, and regiments 
“shall be appointed in the manner prescribed by law in the several States to which 
they shall severally belong, but when inspected, mustered and received into 
the service of the Confederate States, said troops shall be regarded, in all 
respects, as a part of the Army of the Confederate States, according to the 
terms of their respective enlistments.” | 

It is distinctly declared that the appointment of the officers of companies, 
squadrons, battalions and regiments shall be according to the law of the 
States from which they come. This may well be done, if, in raising armies,” 
Congress can Constitutionally authorize the reception of organized 
companies, battalions and regiments as well as the enlistment of single 
individuals. As Congress is unrestricted in this respect, in the mode of raising 
armies, | have no doubt that this can be done. 

But when such troops are received into the service of the Confederate 
States, and are then to be regarded in all respects as a part of the Army of 
the Confederate States, the mode for the appointment of officers declared 
in the Constitution must prevail. The officers afterwards appointed for the 
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companies, battalions and regiments are officers of the Confederate States. 
The Constitution, in the 2d clause, of 2d Section, 2d Article declares, that 
the President “shall nominate, and by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, shall appoint Ambassadors, other public ministers and consuls, 
Judges, of the Supreme Court, and all other officers of the Confederate 
States, whose appointments are not otherwise provided for, and which shall 
be established by law. But Congress may, by law, rest the appointment of 
such inferior officers as they may think proper, in the President alone, in the 
Courts of law, or in the Heads of the Departments.” 

When these troops became a part of the Army of the Confederate States, 
Congress not having vested the appointment of the officers in the President 
alone, or otherwise provided for such appointment, the vacancies can only 
be filled by the President’s nomination and appointment, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, as provided in the 9th section of the Act 
“For the establishment and organization of the Army of the Confederate 
States.”

I have the honour to acknowledge your letter of the 10th. Inst.' in regard 
to the removal of the iron from a portion of the track <of the track> of the 
Wilmington, Charlotte & Rutherford R. Rd. 

I beg leave again to remind your Excellency that it was never 
contemplated to dismantle that portion of the road in question which is 
used in the transportation of supplies to Wilmington and in the distribution 
of Salt from the State works near that city. Only ten miles of iron were 
proposed to be taken; and it was designed, by taking that amount altogether 
from beyond the Company work-shops at Laurinburgh, to meet the pressing 
wants of the Government without breaking up the road or even seriously 
impairing its general usefulness. 

I would add that the iron from the branch roads in South Carolina 
that may be despoiled will be required in a short time for the repair of the 
Charlotte & South Carolina R. Rd. and of other main connexions in that 
state. Some small part may be given to the Wilmington & Manchester ss 
Rd., but not enough to supply its absolute wants. 

The letter of Robt. H. Cowan Esqr. President of the Wilmington, 
Charlotte & Rutherford R. R. Co. enclosed in your own, has been carefully 
considered. The difficulty of importing R. R. Iron, either on account 
of Government or of private corporations, is at present so great, that his 
suggestions must, under existing circumstances, be regarded as impracticable. 
The repair of the Wilmington & Manchester R. Rd. is not designed as a 
favour to the Company, but is to be considered as an imperious military 
necessity. The administration & policy of the Company may, as is asserted, 
have been faulty: but it is to be borne in mind that, in consequence of the 
heavier transportation required, the main trunk-lines must, from natural 


210 SEPTEMBER 1864 


causes and without fault on the part of any concerned, have become more 
rapidly & more seriously impaired than other less important roads. 

In view of the extreme importance, in a military & national point of 
view, of a prompt and thorough repair of the Wilmington & Manchester 
R. Rd. and of the danger likely to result even from a temporary or partial 
interruption of transportation upon that line, I deeply regret that your 
Excellency has arrived at a decision which exposes us, as a people, to serious 
consequences.

I regret that I forgot to mention during your short stop here! the condition 
of the State Salt Works at Wilmington. Gen Whiting has seized the boats 
by which they were supplied with wood and otherwise so embarrassed them 
as to virtually compel them to stop. He says they must be removed from 
Masonboro Sound, that the operators are disloyal communicate with the 
enemy &c. The removal my superintendent informs me would occupy thirty 
days time, cost $75000 and decrease the quantity & increase the cost of the 
salt 100 per cent. 

I offered to discharge the disloyal men if pointed out, not acceded to; 
to send a company of State Troops to guard them but two companies are 
required which I have not to spare, what can be done? The State has already 
lost by the delay some $50.000 in money to say nothing of Salt. As you know 
salt is /absolutely/ indispensable—the people and the army will both suffer if 
these works are not resumed. Why cant one Company guard the works? How 
can the works there or anywhere else endanger the town? Why is it that 
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Gen Whiting is permitted to seize the property of the State treat her 
authority with such disrespect and damage her natural interests so vitally? If 
you can provide any possible relief I shall be greatly obliged

I have the honor to call your attention to a matter of public interest in 
which harmony of action between the State and Confederate authorities is 
essential to the public welfare. 

In some of the States executive proclamations have been issued requiring 
all aliens within their limits to render military service or to depart from the 
State within a specified period. The language of these proclamations has 
been so general as to seem to admit of no exceptions and their effect has 
been in some instances to alarm alien mechanics and laborers employed in 
the Confederate workshops and factories, to induce them to abandon their 
employment and to demand passports in order to return to their country. 

Skilled workmen, experts in various mechanical pursuits indispensable 
in the foundries, laboratories, arsenals, machine shops and factories, have 
been engaged in Europe under contracts which guarantee to them immunity 
from the obligation of bearing arms, and many immigrants are now on their 
way to the Confederacy, on the faith of these contracts. 

It is not doubted that the Governors of the several States who have 
issued such proclamations entertained no intention of interfering with 
mechanics and workmen in the Confederate military service. Men who are 
employed in manufacturing and preparing munitions of war and military 
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supplies are as effectively engaged in the defence of the Country and should 
be as free from interference by the State authorities, as the soldiers in the 
field. But the failure to indicate in the proclamations already issued that 
such men as are thus employed in the Confederate service are not intended 
to be embraced within the terms of the proclamations, has already given 
rise to the abandonment of work indispensable to the army. I have therefore 
respectfully to request that in all cases where such proclamations have been 
or may hereafter be issued, the necessary notice be given that they do not 
apply to this class of aliens. 

In addressing to you this communication it is my purpose carefully to 
avoid raising any question that could produce conflict between the general 
and State governments, and | therefore refrain from the expression of an 
opinion on the constitutionality of such exercise of power as is involved 
in these proclamations. It may not however be improper to invoke your 
consideration of the policy of banishing from our country at a time when 
the services of every man are particularly valuable, such aliens as have not 
acquired the residence which would subject them to military service, but 
who are willing to serve our country as artisans during the war. It is plain 
that the labor of all such as are usefully employed in the Confederate work- 
shops, factories, and laboratories must be performed by some one, and if 
these undomiciled foreigners are driven away, their places must be supplied, 
(if indeed they could be supplied at all) by men detailed from the army; and 
the action of the State authorities would thus result in an effect precisely 
the reverse of that intended by them; it would diminish instead of increasing 
the strength of the armies. Those aliens even who are laboring elsewhere 
than in the service of the government are efficiently aiding our cause by 
services of great value in furnishing to our people many necessary articles, 
such as shoes, clothing, machinery, agricultural implements and the like, 
which it is now so difficult to obtain from abroad. It is submitted that sound 
policy would require us to encourage during the war rather than prohibit the 
residence of such persons among us, even though they be not available for 
service in the field.

The State of North Carolina has contracted with nearly all the 
Cotton and woolen mills within her borders for a certain per cent of their 
productions. I have imported material & machinery for them and so far have 
supplied our troops with their fabrics at half the price paid by Confederate 
Agents. Gen Lawton has however conceived the idea that the whole 
business of this State supplying her own troops must be broken up no doubt 
for the reason that it is done better & cheaper than it could be done by him, 
accordingly details for hands in the factories have been refused and they are 
being sent to camp unless they will break their contracts with the State and 
enter into others with Gen Lawton. I am in receipt of a letter announcing 
the suspension of an extensive factory, this morning for that cause. | 
presume from the way in which | was treated about running the blockade 
and the many impediments thrown in the way of the State Q Masters Dept 
generally, that Gen Lawton|’s] attempts to seize the whole business receives 
the countenance of the Confederate Administration. If so | would be glad 
to have it honestly avowed. If the Confederate and State Governments are 
reduced to the disreputable position of scheming against each other and of 
oppressing whenever one may happen to have the power over the other, | 
want to understand it when my time comes. North Carolina long ago made 
a contract with the C.S. to furnish her own troops in the field, and to enable 
her to do this it was agreed that her own resources should be surrendered to 
her own agents. Notwithstanding this was immediately disregarded, and we 
have to contend with Confederate agents in every market for every article. 
Yet it is our boast and pride that we have nobly fulfilled the contract. It does 
not suit our convenience in notions of duty toward our soldiers to surrender 
everything now to Mr Lawton and allow him to seize our mills by force after 
all that we have done to keep them up. Nor have we ever refused to loan the 
surplus to the C.S. after supplying our own troops. 

I will not undertake to show the impolicy of such a course the millions 
saved the Confederacy by the enterprise of this State the comfort added to 
the hard lot of our soldiers nor any considerations of that character. But | 
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beg you to pause before permitting Gen Lawton to oust N.C. of her resources 
to cloth her troops in this manner. It will not be submitted to by

The papers in the case of Joshua A Hill! and Seth W Laughlin’ in the 
letter of Capt Sloan’ have been received. The laws of Congress in relation 
to exemptions are clear as far as the cases here are concerned. 

The act approved Oct Ist. 1864[3] exempts a great many persons & 
classes and then proceeds as follows—“and all persons who have been and 
now are members of the Society of Friends” &c “Provided Members of the 
society of friends &c shall furnish substitutes or pay a tax of five hundred 
dollars each into the public Treasury.” This act was repealed by the last 
exemption act* <except> with some exceptional cases therein stated and 
among them I find in sec 4 of said last act the following proviso. “Provided, 
that no person, heretofore exempted on account of religious opinions and 
who has paid the tax levied to relieve him from Service, shall be required to 
render /military/ service under this act.” 

These last two questions are presented in these cases. Are they members 
of the Society of Friends, Nazarenes, Mennonists [Mennonites] or Dunkards, 
and have they paid the tax or furnished substitutes. If so they should at once 
be discharged. If not you have no right to demand their discharge—

Sir: 

I have the honor respectfully to acknowledge the receipt of your 
communication of the 17th. inst.’ relative to the seizure of the boats 
belonging to the State Salt Works, and removal of persons connected 
therewith on alleged disloyalty by Genl Whiting. 

I have no information from General Whiting of his action on this 
subject, but will immediately call upon him for a report of the grounds on 
which his action is based. The seizure of the boats may have been induced 
by some controlling military necessity of which I have no knowledge and 
therefore, at present cannot judge of the propriety of the act. If not dictated 
by some such controlling cause, the boats will be restored. With regard 
to the removal of disloyal men, I enclose you a copy of a letter from the 
War Office to General Whiting on this subject. The instructions therein 
embodied must govern and control his action. 

Until further informed by the report of General Whiting, I cannot give 
instructions, more than to restore the boats, if not absolutely inconsistent 
with the public interests, and to be governed in the other matter by the 
letter from the war office. 

As far as my power extends, it will afford me much pleasure, to give you 
any aid to protect the rights and interests of your noble State.

General: 

In reference to your communication of the 2nd. inst relative to disloyal 
persons residing on the Sound, and requesting instructions, I am directed 
by the Secretary of War to inform you, that the power of the Military 
Commander applies to remove those persons from their homes to a place 
in which they will not do mischief, if there were actual operations going on 
in that portion of the Department and it was necessary. But in the absence 
of such operations, the better mode of proceeding would be to call in the 
Civil Authorities, by making a specific charge against them, that they were 
holding intercourse with the enemy, or rendering to them aid and comfort, 
and obtaining their judgement on the matters charged. Any intercourse 
with persons of the description mentioned in the communication, involves 
a responsibility upon the part of the officer doing it, and any action must 
rest, not upon suspicion or surmise, but well authenticated facts to be 
supported. If there be such facts, the General would be justified in imposing 
such restraints as would prevent mischief. This, however, does not extend to 
sending them from the country.

My dear Sir, 

Your information concerning the condition of the forts on the Cape Fear 
has caused me to initiate enquiries which may do some good. I am however, 
inclined to doubt its accuracy. Such glaring deficiencies no General could be 
pardoned for suffering to exist a moment, and could hardly escape the eye of 
Gen Beauregard who assured me recently that the defences of Wilmington 
principally needed men. 

I would be glad if I could have a long talk with you. I never before have 
been so gloomy about the condition of affairs. Early’s defeat in the Valley 
I regard as the turning point of this campaign & confidentially, I fear seals 
the fate of Richmond though not immediately. It will require our utmost 
exertions to retain our footing in Va. until 1865 comes in. McLellands defeat! 
is placed among the facts & abolitionism is rampant for four years more. The 
Army in Georgia is utterly demoralized; and by the time the President, who 
has gone there, displays again his obstinacy in defying public sentiment and 
his ignorance of men in the change to a still worse commander, its ruin will 
be complete. They are now deserting by hundreds per diem. Gov Brown is a 
humbug & can do nothing but get in the way. He shant if the enemy pushes 
his luck till the close of the year we shall not be offered any terms at all. 

The signs which discourage me more than all else, is the utter demoral- 
ization of the people. With a base line of communication 500 miles in 
Shermans rear, through our own country, not a bridge has been burnt, a car 
thrown from its track nor a man shot by the people whose country he has 
desolated! They seem every where to submit when our armies are drawn 
off. What does this show Governor? It shows what I have always believed 
that the great popular heart is not now & never has been in this war! It 
was a revolution of the politicians not the people; was fought at first by the 
natural enthusiasm of our young men, and has been kept agoing by state & 
sectional pride assisted by that bitterness of feeling produced by the cruelties 
& brutalities of the enemy. 

I am not out of heart. As you know, I am of a hopeful & bouyant 
temperament—Things may come around yet. Gen. Lee is a great man, and 
has the remnant of the best army on earth, bleeding, torn & overpowered 
though it be. Saturday night may yet come to all of our troubles and be 
followed by the blessed hours of rest. God grant it. “Lord I believe, help 
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Thou mine unbelief’—in final success & independence. | fain would be 
doing. How can I help to win the victory? What can I do to secure a retreat? 
How shall I guide this suffering & much oppressed Israel that looks to me 
through the tangled & bloody pathway of the wilderness wherein our lives 
have fallen? 

Duty called me to resist to the uttermost the dissolution of the Union; 
duty calls me to stand by the new union “to the last gasp with truth & 
loyalty.” This is my consolation. The beginning was bad. I had no hand in 
it; should the end be bad I shall with Gods help be equally blameless. They 
never shall shake their gory locks at me & say that I did it! 

I hope when you come down—you will give yourself time to be with me 
a great deal. 

Mrs. Vance is almost restored & joins me in regards to your family. Please 
consider the greater part of my letter as Confidential

Dear Sir 

The Legislatures of the various States will soon be in Session. It will 
become them to take such steps in aid of the common cause as the perillous 
and straightened condition of the country demands. The great evil of 
desertion must be broken up, if possible, provisions must be made to feed the 
poor, and the feeble and desponding must be encouraged and inspired with 
hope; and beyond all else, men must be sent to the armies of Gens. [Robert E.] 
Lee and Hood.! To find where and how to get these men is the great object 
of inquiry. Large numbers, no doubt, are in the various departments of the 
Confederate Government, who could be sent to the field, and their places 
filled by non-combatants. It will be for the Confederate Government to look 
after these. There are also numbers engaged in the various State Departments 
/who/ might be spared. And there is yet a large class of State officers in all the 
States withheld from service, not only on account of the necessity for them 
in administering the governments but also because the principle of state 
sovereignty rendered it improper to allow the Confederate Government to 
conscript them. This latter class I suppose to be quite numerous in all the 
States; and could there be a way prescribed to put, at least, a portion of 
them into service without injuring the efficiency of the State Governments, 
and without infringing upon the rights of the States and their dignity /as 
sovereigns,/ they would constitute quite a material reinforcement to our 
hard pressed armies. It seems indeed desirable. 

Beyond doubt however, it is especially desirable, that action on this and 
all kindred matters should be uniform, or as nearly so as possible. It would . 
avoid much discontent, for every man to know that he was required to do 
only that, which every one else has to do, and that, the burthens of the war 
are fairly distributed. 

In order to obtain this uniformity, as well as to consult on any other 
matter of public concern which might present itself, I beg leave respectfully 
to suggest a meeting of all the Southern Executives on this side of the 
Mississippi at some such point as Augusta Ga. during the coming month of 
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October when and where some general plan of action might be agreed upon 
for the relief of the Country, and recommended to our several Legislatures. 

Should such a suggestion meet with favor at your hands, I would be 
greatly pleased to hear from you in regard to the time and place of meeting. 
Any time so far as I can now see will suit me, and any place within three 
days travel by rail.

Raleigh, 


Dit; 

Can you do anything for Wilmington in the way of labor? I have most 
important work to do on Bald Head & at Caswell—work that is essential to 
the safety of the place. In the Spring all negroes, the whole of the very small 
force sent here were taken away & 4 months of precious time were lost. Of 
the free negroes ordered to be enrolled, | have been able to get but 800, & 
many of these have deserted & many are down in sickness. 

If you can do anything to aid in this matter, I beg you will do it quickly. 

There is another sort of help wanted. We must have troops here. All the 
labor & all the fortifications & all the Engineering skill in the country will 
not be able to save this place without an adequate force. At no time since 
the war began, has the force to defend Wilmington been so small as it is now. 
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At no time has it been in greater danger. You know the position of our two 
great armies—and what our chance is of receiving aid by detaching troops 
from them. Even if we could expect that, it might and probably would come 
too late—or at any rate after the enemy might have secured his foothold, 
perhaps even cut off the forts from the town. It is perfectly possible to do 
this. It can only be prevented by the presence of troops in force. 

If the enemy should be enabled to cut off the forts, no amount of gallantry 
or endurance on the part of the garrisons could save them, for they would 
eventually starve. It is no more practicable to protect a position like this 
by its garrison alone from a combined land & naval attack, than to protect 
Richmond or Petersburg by their fortifications without the presence of Genl. 
Lee’s army. 

J am informed on good authority, that there are 10,000 men in N.C. 
between the military ages, not in service. Will not many of them come 
forward at this time to aid in the defence of their own homes? While it is 
the duty of the Confederate Government to provide for the safety of all vital 
points, no one can help seeing that as events have gone lately, all its force 
will have to be concentrated in the two great armies. We must do our best 
here to help ourselves. 

If North Carolina can provide any aid, I beg that it may be done at 
once. It is time for all troops that are to be here to be gathering. One half 
the number before the event will do what double may not be able to affect 
after the enemy makes his appearance. Let these 10,000 men come out for 
3 months until the winter may release some of the veterans. Their very 
presence may avert attack. 

I have been laboring now for nearly two years to procure guns & put up 
forts. Neither guns nor forts will avail, nor Engineering without men.

My dear Sir, 

Your esteemed favour of the 22d.! was delivered to me by Col. Whitaker 
on Saturday. 

A successful defence of Atlanta, which I cannot but suppose would have 
been made if Johnston had remained at the head of the army,’ and a decisive 
victory over Grants armies in Virginia would probably have given such an 
impetus to the Peace party at the North, as would have resulted in an early 
armistice and subsequent peace. But the evacuation of Atlanta inclines the 
seat in the other direction, and we are now in a situation that admits of no 
alternative, but to “watch and wait” | have always entertained the opinion 
that the most disloyal portion of the Confederacy was Northern Georgia, the 
northeastern angle of S. C. the South western of N. C. the Southeastern of 
Ala. and East Tennessee. The population of these several sections, making in 
the aggregate, an area of fertile soil, sufficiently extensive to form a respectable 
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state, is homogeneous and substantially non slaveholding, originally opposed 
to secession and at present favoring reconstruction. A continued succession 
of victories would have made them, our friends, all present indications point 
to neutrality if not hostility. The country from Nashville to Chatanooga 
is covered and from Chatanooga to Atlanta virtually subjugated. The 
population on the entire line from Nashville to Atlanta is sturdy hardy and 
heroic, and if it had the heart to rise as one man, might not merely cut off 
the supplies, demolish the defences, but wipe out Shermans army in twenty 
days. Nothing but the will is wanting, but I fear that upon the part of the 
majority this is entirely wanting. If this apprehension is well founded, and 
the events of the next three weeks will settle the question, Sherman will not 
merely hold Atlanta, but secure the command of the Macon road, and cut 
off all communication with the gulf states. This will leave us with a pay roll 
of half a million, dependent on the tithes and taxes, of 34 of Georgia, 5/6 of 
S.C. % of Virginia and 7/8 of N. C. With you I have unlimited confidence 
in Genl. Lee. He will do all that man can do, but he must almost work 
miracles to retrieve our failing fortunes, and yet I cannot but hope that God 
will enable him to do it. I regret that truth and conscience compel me to 
present so sombre a picture. I hope to be with you in about a week, and 
perhaps events may transpire within that brief period, to change the present 
gloomy aspect of affairs and inspire hope and confidence. In the mean time, 
as already stated I can perceive nothing to be done that you are not doing 
but “to watch and wait” Your proclamation inviting the return of deserters 
was timely and has proven efficient. The Confederate authorities, may call a 
small army of officials, in many instances nuisances, when they [illegible], to 
the rescue and it may be well, to sound the alarm in the ears of Mr. Seddon, 
“Awake, arise or be forever fallen” The newspapers in some instances, are 
urging most importunately, an immediate call of the General Assembly, the 
_tepeal of exemptions, to military officers, Justices of the Peace &c &c. If this 
were done, it would not I suspect, add as materially to the strength of the 
army, as the immediate march of supernumerary officials to the front, and 
the campaign will probably close, before the Genl. Assembly, could meet 
and organize new levies. Reserving further remarks upon public topics, until 
we meet, permit me to call your immediate attention, and request similar 
aid to that so promptly and effectually rendered in securing supplies for the 
Faculty of the University a year ago. 

I see from a notice in the newspaper that Maj. S. M. Finger’? whose 
Head Quarters are at Charlotte is Controlling Quarter Master for N. C. You 
probably know him personally, and can bring personal and official influence 
to bear upon him, which neither I nor any one else can. | either know or 
have heard or read of some one of /members of most of/ the leading families 
in N. C. but that Majors names is entirely new to me. 
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Will you do me the favour as President of the Board of Trustees to enable 
the President of the Faculty to provide substance for himself and assist some 
of his brethren to submit and recommend to the favourable consideration of 
the Major the following proposition, viz that on the delivery to the Quarter 
Master of Pitt or Edgecombe whichever may be most convenient 300 barrels 
of corn, more or less, and the fodder stripped from it, | may be permitted 
to receive an order on the Quarter Master of Orange, to allow the delivery 
of a like quantity of corn and fodder by the tithe payers in the immediate 
neighborhood of Chapel Hill, and also on the delivery of 50 barrels of 
corn & 50 bushels of wheat at Asheville, the same quantity here. Such an 
arrangement I suppose will be decidedly to the advantage of the government 
as well of as the University and myself. Corn grows on good land in Pitt and 
in Buncombe is superior in quality to the small ears and nubbin collected 
for us last year, from the hilly land around here. My place in Pitt is within 
12 miles of Tarboro, which connects with the Wilmington and Weldon Rail 
Road at Rocky Mount, and can be transported to any point when it will be 
needed with more care and at less expense than from this place. If 1 receive 
a favorable answer I| will go down to Raleigh about a week hence. I have 
appointed to meet a friend at Tarboro on the 7th. Oct. You will perceive 
therefore the necessity of an immediate application to Maj. Finger.

While it may be, 
that a meeting such as you propose may give rise to much misrepresentation, 
I can see no solid objection to it, but can well see that great good may result 
from it. 

I would respectfully suggest that Columbia be selected as the place at 
which we shall assemble, and that an Early day be fixed therefor. | propose 
to convene the Legislature of Virginia upon the first Monday in November, 
if not earlier.

Dear Sir: 

I have received your letter! proposing a meeting at Augusta, Georgia, of 
the Governors of the Southern States, during the coming month of October, 
with a view of securing some uniformity of action for filling the ranks of our 
Army, and your proposition meets my entire approval. Augusta is a very 
suitable place and possibly the most central for us all. The day should be 
as early as practicable, but the danger in making it so is, that we will not 
have present the Governors West of the Mississippi. This, I fear, will not be 
practicable under two months, which would be too late for the approaching 
sessions of our Legislatures—that of this State meeting on the fourth Monday 
in November next. In assenting to your proposition, it is proper that I should 
state, that in South Carolina no persons are reserved to the State but all 
have gone into Confederate Service from the classes of Militia officers, 
Magistrates, Deputy Clerks and Deputy Sheriffs, (except in one or two cases 
where the Confederate Government has detailed or Exempted them) and 
several other classes, all of which classes, I have understood in several of the 
States, have been reserved by the States or by the Executives thereof. Whilst 
I think each State should have a permanent force of its own, as matters 
now stand, it is better that every one who can be spared should go into 
Confederate service—but the most important thing now to be done, in my 
judgment, to fill our ranks and secure the greatest harmony and satisfaction 
among our people, is the placing in service the Army of Efficient officials 
and detailed men scattered through the Confederacy, whose duties can as 
well, or better, be performed by infirm men, disabled officers and soldiers, 
citizens exempted by Confederate law from service in the field and persons 
over fifty years of age.

Your letters of the 24th. inst.! in relation to the defence of Wilmington 
have been received, and have my earnest consideration. I regret to learn 
that the defence of Wilmington depends alone upon the Militia forces 
of the State. If this be so, the place might as well be surrendered on the 
first summons of the enemy. The entire force I could send you for three 
months would not exceed five thousand men, raw and untrained. It was my 
intention to send every one promptly when the crisis comes, and the reason 
why I cannot send them and have not sent them heretofore in order that you 
might drill and to some extent discipline them is twofold. First, nearly all of 
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the militia subject to my control are farmers. They are now saving forage, 
making molasses, and sowing wheat. I have had them out for thirty days, 
drilling, organizing, and arresting deserters, about 1000 of whom have been 
returned to duty. Were these men kept out all the time, and not permitted to 
sow wheat, the loss to both people and Army would be incalculable This is 
part of the programme military commanders are apt to forget. Now, if I were 
to send you the negroes and the Home Guard, having already the Junior & 
Senior Reserves, what labor would be left to do any thing at all? 

I admit that almost any thing is preferable to the capture of Wilmington, 
but destitute as the country is of labor, I had earnestly hoped that the militia 
would be spared till the last moment. Secondly, I respectfully submit that 
I am entitled to judge of the necessity which calls these men to the field. 
It has been the habit of Confederate Commanders in N.C. to conduct all 
matters connected with our defence without reference to me whatever, with 
the exception of Gen. G. W. Smith,’ and calls are constantly made upon me 
for the militia without putting me in possession of any facts other than the 
opinion of the officers upon what the necessity of the call is predicated. In 
the Spring Gen. [Matt W.] Ransom telegraphed me from Weldon to call out 
the Militia, and to my inquiry what for, he made no reply. Gen [Laurence S.] 
Baker wrote me from Goldsboro to the same effect, some weeks ago. And 
even now I have not been informed of one single circumstance showing 
why Wilmington is about to be attacked. Your opinion is, of course, to be 
respected; but I should be much better satisfied to make these people lose 
their crops, if my own judgement had an oportunity of concurring with yours 
as to its immediate necessity. I now say to you, General, that if convinced 
of its being absolutely necessary to the safety of Wilmington, | will make 
any sacrifice that may be required, even to the risk of starvation. I will send 
you every man I can control in the State, except from a few counties on the 
Western border, will appeal to every other ablebodied man to go, and will 
go myself. 

You have already the power under Act of Congress to impress slave labor, 
and for various reasons | prefer you should do it unless I had the power of 
returning them when | thought proper.

Your communication of 23d. Sept.! came to this office by last mail. 

While your remarks in reference to State officers are not applicable to 
this State, where every officer civil and military who can possibly be spared 
and keep the State Govmnt in existence, is, and for months past has been in 
military service as part of the militia of the State, they may be and probably 
are applicable to other States. 

The questions you present for consideration are grave ones, and are well 
worthy of a consultation on the part of the governors of the respective States. 

It will therefore afford me great pleasure to meet you and the other 
Governors at such time and place as may be agreed upon. 

As the Legislature of this State meets the first Thursday in November 
and as it is important that I be at home for a few days prior to the meeting 
to prepare for the session, I respectfully suggest that the meeting be held in 
Augusta on the 17th. of this month. As your letter will probably be received 
by each before this reaches you, it may be easy to learn by Telegraph whether 
this time will be agreeable. If not, I will if in my power conform to the wish 
and convenience of others. 

I do not know where to send the letter you enclosed for Gov. Caruthers?

Sir, 
There are several matters to which you allude in your letter of the 28th.’ 
entirely independent of those personal to myself which satisfy me that 
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you have been seriously imposed upon by information received as to my 
administration here. For the first time I am informed that “citizens have 
been shot down wantonly in the streets by my patrols’—There has been no 
such case. 

As to the trains which you complain of as being frequently seized—You 
should not attribute this to me—I never interfere with the R R. except upon 
the direct & special order of the War Dept, & in each and every case where 
any R R transportation has been taken in this command, it has been done 
on orders from Richmond— 

With regard to the Salt Works we are at issue; but only as to the mode 
& place of supply—Both my correspondence & action were endorsed by 
my comdg. Generals & still your Salt works are permitted to go on though 
I as well satisfied of their prejudicial effect now as ever, of the disloyalty 
of the operatives, of their constant communication with the enemy, who 
land nightly & prowl even to the vicinity of the city—Put yourself in my 
situation, held responsible not only by your own people but the whole 
country & satisfied that near your capitol there was a dangerous & disloyal 
organization carried on by men who ought to be in the ranks, especially 
when the old & young are called out, I really don’t think you would hesitate 
long in your line of action— 

Your boats have been prohibited in these sound because all boats are 
dangerous there—I would not trouble the Salt works if I had any troops at all 
G& I never did while the War Dep’t. kept a proper force here—Since Martins’ 
& Clingman’s brigades have been taken away, the enemy are constantly 
coming in & constantly securing information—The newspapers which 
reach them they get every other day & only one day old— 

With regard to the pilot of the A. D. Vance it was /at/ the instance of 
your own people & agents that he was taken off—lIt was evident to all on the 
A. D. Vance that the man Morse was determined not to take the ship out; 
he came back from the bar time after time, till all her passengers left her— 
He was frequently the subject of complaint from your agent for outrageous 
& unpatriotic extortion—Finally he was a detailed man in the service of 
the gov’t, detailed by myself & sent to you, as the best pilot we had—Such 
he continued until he became too rich & too greedy—He was taken from 
the A. D. Vance, at the instance of the State Agents & because I thought 
& think still that he deserves severe punishment—The ship was in no way 
compromised by any action of mine—Her loss was due to the substitution 
of N. C coal for your English coal in four of those Naval expeditions against 
which I so earnestly & vainly protested & which will yet work far greater 
havoc to the State of N. C than the loss of the A. D. Vance. If her loss was 
not due to this it was to treachery in her English crew who were reported as 
greatly dissatisfied at the removal of their cotton from her— 
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I shall be much obliged if any one will inform me of any single usurpation 
of civil authority here on my part—The civil authority here at best is weak—I 
have many times been called on to aid in restraining the crowds of drunken 
foreign sailors that infest the streets @ the negros who are a disgrace to the 
civil authority; but usurpation no— 

I do not say anything more of the last subject of difficulty mentioned, 
than that I do not know to what your informants allude unless to some 
strong expressions of dissent in matters entirely political @ which no doubt 
an informer would distort into personality— 

I have only written this letter to put myself right in matters as to which 
I have been misrepresented & abused—None of the people in the district 
which I command have suffered by the war the hundredth part of what a very 
large portion of the community has had to endure & they have no right to 
complain—I have been compelled to adopt many measures which are harsh 
& hard—but it has been by law & called for by the unavoidable necessities 
of the war—It has been done without favor & with the constant endeavor to 
press as little as possible upon the people—Those who are unwilling to make 
any sacrifice & who expect to [live] just as in peace time, & who in this city 
are devoted to extortion & speculation, are the only persons who could have 
so unjustly & so shamefully attempted to abuse your Excellency’s mind in 
regard to my course here—It is natural & nothing else is expected of such. 

I am satisfied as to Your Excellency’s good feeling & only desire here to 
remove impressions which may very naturally have grown up & can readily 
be accounted for, & I remain

The first matter which I shall bring to your consideration is the filling 
of the vacancies in the Board of Internal Improvement caused by the 
resignations of Joseph H Flanner Esqr now absent in Europe, and Montford 
McGeehee Esqr a member elect from the County of Caswell to the next 
General Assembly. I respectfully recommend for the filling those positions 
Capt John D Hyman of Henderson County and Henry Nutt Egr of New 
Hanover County. 

There are two vacancies in your own body, caused by the resignations 
of R. P. Dick Esqr. and Jesse R. Stubbs Esqr., both members elect to the 
Legislature.

During the month of September the State Salt Works at this place 
produced about 2600 bushs Salt. This is at least 3000 bushs—short of what 
might have been made had the whole of the works been running. This Salt 
has been sold at $14 per bush, which is less than it actually cost. The works 
are still laboring under the same disadvantage & drawbacks that they have 
since June last. I am compelled to haul all the wood I consume at least four 
miles & the force of teams at my command is inadequate to supply one 
half the works with wood. As stated in former reports by the use of flats to 
transport wood I was enabled to discharge about one hundred head of mules 
in the Spring. (After the seizure of the flats by Genl Whiting I had to fall 
back on the old mode of hauling wood. I then could not replace the teams 
I had discharged & if I could have done so, could not have fed the mules 
owing to scarcity of grain &c.) The loss in production of salt has been not 
less /than/ 10000 bush, which could have been sold at not over $12 per 
bushel, then has there been a loss to the people of the State, of not only the 
Salt, but there would have been a saving to them if they could have got it, 
as compared with the market price at this place of about $180,000. There 
has besides, in my endeavor to keep the price down & in the cost of building 
these flats, been an actual loss in cash of full $40,000. 

If the works are not likely to be reestablished soon, I /would/ advise that 
a portion of the hands be discharged as there are more of them on the rolls 
than are actually needed for carrying on the works on their present footing. 
At present nearly all of them are sick with chills & fever. So that I am almost 
stopped on that account 

I have abundant supplies of provisions on hand for two months to come. 
So that I have abandoned all apprehensions of starvation. The calls for Salt 
are increasing daily. | am not able to supply one fourth of the demands on me.

It is necessary that this Army should be increased. The enemys greatly 
superior numbers enable him to extend his flanks in both directions, until at 
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last if not prevented, he will envelop us. He is also daily recg. reinforcements, 
& I wish to draw to me every man | Can. | have written to Genl Holmes 
to endeavour to replace the 50th N.C. at Plymouth & Washn. by reserves, 
& the 67th N.C. at Kinston also. The 68th N.C at Morganto<w>n as far 
as I know is not now required there. The two last named regts. are in the 
State Service, but the former I believe is in the Confederate. If there is an 
objection to turning over the 67th & 68th regts. to the Confate. Govt. will 
Circumstances permit your assigning them to duty under me till the active 
Campaign Ceases? Have you not some battns. of State Cavry. that could 
relieve the 65th N.C. (Cavry.) at Kinston? These four regts would be of 
the greatest benefit to me. I requested Genl. Beauregard on his late visits to 
Wilmington & Charleston, to exchange portions of the garrisons at each, 
so that we could have a part of the garrison at least at Wilmington that 
had served under fire. The breaking out of the yellow fever at Charleston, 
& the assignment of Genl Beauregard to duty in the S.W. will prevent this 
arrangement. I know now no way of accomplishing this desirable object but 
to send some of the regts. of this Army to Wilmington & draw from there 
some with which it is garrisoned. Do you think the regts. from this army, 
which are much depleted Could be filled up at Wilmington & that in the 
meantime the deficit in numbers be supplied by reserves. Another difficulty 
arises in the character of troops. The troops at Wilmington are mostly Arty. 
while those I have are Infy. If Youngs & Moores battns. with any unassigned 
Comps. were organized into a regt. under some good officer, say Major Riley, 
this regt. with the 36th & 40th (Heavy Arty.) might be replaced as I have 
suggested, provided instruction could be obtained for /the regts. replacing/ 
them, & their ranks [recruited]. I believe Wilmington would be better 
defended by the arrangement. I fear however there will be great difficulty in 
making it. I will write to Genl Whiting on the subject & see what are the 
objections. I have not forgotten your anxiety on the subject of the Commdg. 
officer at Wilmington. I share it in an equal degree, but I can find no one 
whom I deem better. He is a man of unquestionable ability, versed in the 
particular knowledge suited to his position, but whether he would be able at 
the required time to apply those qualifications, & to maintain the Confidence 
of his Command, is with me questionable. I derived much Comfort from the 
report of the Condition of things by Genl Beauregard. He found everything 
in good order, much work had been done & saw no evidence of the Cause 
that excites my anxiety. At that time as I informed your Excy., it was my 
intention to place Genl Beauregard in Command of the Port in the event of 
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an attack. His having been placed on duty in Georgia will now prevent, & I 
have no one to send in his place

The Secretary of War informs me that in Richmond the Governor & 
the War Department concurring all men capable of bearing arms are organized 
for the defence of the City & asks me if | cannot obtain your consent to make 
the same arrangement here—If possible I beg that you will agree to this. 
Let them have their own officers their own hours & the understanding that 
they will be required only when all business is suspended. What | want is 
to know upon what I can rely & that these parties of whom there will be 
a thousand at least, may know that they are expected and if necessary will 
be obliged to do something for their homes. Can you give me a favorable 
answer? I have information direct from New York that Farragut! is now busy 
preparing his expedition. I think you had better commence at least to send 
forward reinforcements. Two thousand men would be a God Send to me now, 
though I shall want more. I have not enough just to keep the negroe laborers 
from running away. I give you the information which is direct from New 
York. I hope you will repeat to the President himself a remonstrance against 
that ill omened expedition leaving this port.’ Fortunately they have not 
been able to get out this moon, but they are still impressing Coal & thereby 
endangering all the Ships in port precisely as they caused the loss of your 
noble ship.3 Including her we have paid for the cruise of the Tallahassee by 
10 vessels already. The sentiment of the Community and the Army & Navy 
is bitterly opposed to it and unanimously, including even those engaged in 
the expedition. There will be time for you to use your influence, if you agree 
with me and I am assured you do, before the expedition can go. I am thus 
urgent because we need and N.C. needs these men and guns here at our own 
doors, especially on the eve of Farraguts approach.

My dear Sir, 


You will have noticed that my Council refused to recommend convening 
the Legislature. It is represented to me that Gen Lee’s army is in most 
desperate straits and must abandon Petersburg if not reinforced. Most urgent 
appeals for men have been made to me. I convened my Council & proposed 
to call the Legislature & submit to it the propriety of sparing some of our 
state officers or empowering me to send the H Guards beyond the State in 
case of emergency. After some little chaffing they refused out & out. I think 
I shall have to cut loose from some of the old fogies & rely for counsil & 
advice from men nearer my own age & notions of things—but I regret the 
necessities of my situation. I do not know that the state will surrender any of 
its officers, but I want the Legislature to take the responsibility of refusing. 
What do you think of it? 

Some two weeks ago, I invited all the Southern Governors east of the 
Miss River, to meet me at Augusta, Ga. on the 17th. inst. to consult on this 
and other questions connected with the reinforcing of our armies. Smith, 
Bonham, Brown & Clark! have responded favorably & there is no doubt but 
that Harris Watts & Milton? will also. I leave here for the place of meeting 
on Friday. Cant you write before I leave or to Augusta? giving me your 
views of what I should say & propose to this conference? My intention is 
to compare notes, see how many men each State has retained in its service, 
how many it can spare & agree upon some common plan to be submitted 
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to our several Legislatures. Will I damage myself by taking this course, and, 
what is more important, can I benefit the country?

There seems to be a common impression that Wilmington is to be 
attacked and probably the State invaded. | think that I could be useful in 
such a juncture and would once more renew my tender of service to you. | 
wrote to you some eight months ago that Mr. Davis would give me no further 
employment as | had offended him in a private interview. He promised the 
N C Delegation to give me a command as soon as | reported for duty. This 
was a most disingenuous quibble as no law or regulation requires a relieved 
officer to report at all. However, I complied with his condition & reported. 
Three days after my Report was recd & filed, Genl Early telegraphed to 
Richmond that he wished me to command Breckinridge’s Division in the 
fight at Lynchburg (Genl. B being sick). The reply came, “Genl Elesy! will 
be sent to you tomorrow. B. Bragg Genl” 

Davis has officially & privately said again & again that he has no fault to 
find with me & no military delinquency to attribute to me & yet he has done 
all that he could do to degrade me. 

If I had the strength to carry a musket, I would have gone into the ranks 
long ago. I have no pride about position. Tis with me simply a question of 
physical ability 
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If you would really like to have my services in any capacity however 
humble, I would propose that you write to Davis & ask him to tell you 
frankly whether he intended to give me a command again; that you needed 
me & that need must plead the excuse for asking the question 

He could scarcely disregard the letter of the Gov of a State, which was 
furnishing half the troops guarding his sacred person & capital 

I regret the necessity for troubling but I dont want to be idle when others 
are employed, but especially when my own State is threatened

Fayetteville, Oct. 13, 1864 
My Dear Sir: 

I regret that your letter of the 11th.! was delayed, only reaching me to- 
day, of course too late for an answer to reach you before you start for Augusta, 
even if I had had time to write to-day, as I had not. 

You do not state by whom it is represented to you that Lee’s army is in 
desperate straits & must abandon Petersburg if not reinforced. | suppose, 
however that it is officially represented by the proper authority. If so, & if 
you have any <illegible> forces that you can send them to reinforce him, it 
seems to me that it will be wise policy not only for the Confederacy but for 
the State, to send them forthwith. The defence of North Carolina is now 
being made at Petersburg & Richmond. Reinforcements might, & no doubt 
could, make that defence effective; and save No. Ca. from the incalculable 
loss & evil of being made the battle ground, & being desolated as Virginia 
has been. I really have not the data upon which to found a reliable opinion 
upon the point of what further reinforcements the State can spare. It does 
seem to me, however, that there are a great many men still in this State; 
some of whom might well be spared, including many of the Justices & Militia 
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officers. It seems to be admitted that there is great dissatisfaction in the army 
at the withholding of these men from the field. 

I suppose, but the opinion may be founded only upon popular clamor, 
that No. Ca. has been more effectually conscribed than any other State. 
This, if so, is discreditable to the other States, or to those who administer 
the law in them, or to both; but it by no means exonerates us from the full 
performance of our duty. I have never allowed myself to be influenced by a 
consideration of what others do, nor should a State. <But> We are too much 
& deeply interested in this matter of the defence of Va. to stand upon what 
others have done or failed to do. 

Entertaining these views, I think, if | were in your place, I would go 
further than Gov. Graham advises: What I could do I would propose to do, & 
endeavor to induce the other Governors to do also—not by way of submitting 
to what they would submit to, but as a free offering to the country in its 
necessities. 

As to your Council, it seems to me not a little strange that the very men 
you have just appointed should vote against your proposition to call the 
Legislature. (I take it for granted that they were nominated by you to the 
Council to fill the vacancies.) 

Another reason why we have not spoken in the Observer in regard to 
the call of the Legislature is that we have no means of knowing what would 
be the feeling of that body. If it should refuse to do anything, the effect 
would be very bad—better that it should not meet at all. And is there not 
reason to fear that they will lack the nerve to conscribe any class, especially 
such influential classes as the Justices & Militia officers? If the Legislature 
will refuse, better that they should not meet. But could you not expect to 
influence them by your own strong convictions of the necessity, as stated to 
you? 

But again: We did not know that you desired the Legislature to meet. 
The Conservative had taken ground against it. | 

I think most favorably of your meeting of Governors, & hope great good 
from it. Should it result in an agreement to pursue a concerted line of policy, 
advise me. The Observer will second any movement calculated to promote 
the success of the great cause.

I herewith send you a communication’ signed by Lieuts. Smith and 
Bristol, with a watch chain made by these young gentlemen, & sent as a 
present to yourself.

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Mobile where I expect to remain for several days. I would be happy to hear 
if you receive this.

Please let me know in detail what you consider the best means to adopt 
for the relief of North Carolina soldiers under this agreement. It will give 
me pleasure to further and aid your views.

Your letter of 14th. Inst.! entering your “Most respectful and earnest 
remonstrance against the sailing of the two privateers from the port of 
Wilmington,” has been received. The two vessels referred to are the Steam 
Sloops “Tallahassee” and “Chickamauga,” regularly commissioned and 
officered vessels of the Prov. Navy of the C. States and not “privateers.[”| 

From an official list before me I find but four instead of “ten or twelve” 
disasters off the port of Wilmington from the sailing of the “Tallahassee” to 
the date of your letter, and the cause of the loss of some of them is known to 
be independent of the cruise of this Ship. 

Our cruisers though few in number, have almost swept the enemy’s 
foreign commerce from the Seas. 

Though the “Tallahassee” captured thirty one vessels, her Service is 
not measured by, nor limited to, the value of these Ships and cargoes, and 
the number of her prisoners; but it must be estimated in connection with 
other results: the consequent insecurity of the U.S. coastwise commerce, 
the detention and delay of vessels in port, and the augmentation of the 
rates of Marine insurance, by which millions were added to the expenses of 
commerce and navigation, and the compulsory withdrawal of a portion of 
the blockading force from Wilmington, in pursuit of her. 

A cruise by the “Chickamauga” and “Tallahassee” against Northern 
coasts and commerce would at once withdraw a fleet of fast Steamers from 
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the blockading force off Wilmington in pursuit of them, and this result alone 
would render such a cruise expedient. 

It is the presence of these vessels in port which increases the rigor of the 
blockade. In case of an attack upon Wilmington they could avail nothing 
against the land attack and very little against an attack by vessels of War. 
Before sailing however Genl. Bragg has been directed to confer fully with 
the Naval Commander upon this subject and they no doubt will use their 
discretion as may best subserve the public interest.

Dear Sir 

I am forced to call your attention to a matter which is causing the greatest 
inconvenience to the Treasury of this State, and to beg that you will issue 
such orders as will correct the evil. Under the contract which this State has 
entered into with the C.S. to furnish with clothing her own troops, large sums 
are constantly due to our Treasury. Owing, as I must believe to an intention 
on the part of Genl. Lawton to force an abandonment of the arrangement, 
he has continued to interpose every possible obstacle to the settlement 
of this claims, which have heretofore generally been audited and settled 
without hesitation. Recently an account has been allowed to reach the sum 
of $2,400,000 to the Ist. Sept./64 before a settlement could be obtained; and 
that after months of unremitting importunity by our Agent Mr. Winston. 
Adjustment was however at length made and four checks of half a million 
each were prepared & sent to Maj Pearce Q.M. at this place for our benefit. 
Maj. Pearce pays one to my Q.M. appropriates one to his own purposes and 
retains the other two alleging that he will pay them when the money comes 
to hand: This is the way we are paid. The inconvenience is very great. The 
money we receive for clothing & supplies is immediately invested in the 
purchase of more, the State acting in fact as the Agent of the Q.M. Genl. 
for our own troops. When payment is refused or delayed, the Treasury of the 
State has to issue its own notes or borrow to keep the contract working, the 
loss by depreciation or otherwise falling of course upon us. Now Sir, in order 
to render justice and greatly facilitate me in clothing one half of the troops 
who defend Richmond, let me ask you to amend this evil, and cause prompt 
settlements to be made of my accounts from month to month. And also to 
give such orders as will prevent Maj. Pearce from applying to other purposes, 
funds specifically appropriated to the payment of North Carolina. When the 
other three drafts will be received it is impossible to tell. We are almost at a 
dead lock now for want of the money.

Maj. [Henry A.] Dowd informs me that you have instructed him that all 
applications for the detail of hands in factories working for the State must 
be submitted to Maj Chisman. A portion of these applications have already 
recd. the approval of the regular conscript authorities including yourself. 
The others I now enclose for your approbation also, and desire to accompany 
them with an explanation. 

Though I have heretofore submitted to apply for details for the State as 
other parties, I deny the right of the Government to seize any person working 
for and in the employ of North Carolina in any department provided for by 
Law. The Q.M. Genl. Lawton has for a long time been endeavoring to force 
me to abandon the States contract for furnishing its own troops, and every 
possible effort for this purpose has been resorted to. The last device was the 
attempt to conscribe the hands in all the factories which had contracts with 
the State and would not abandon them for Confederate Contracts. More 
than one instance of an open and avowed attempt of the kind can be cited 
long before the recent order revoking details. The order from Richmond 
directing these applications to be submitted to Maj Chisman is, I have no 
doubt, a continuation of the same plan. | shall not submit to it. Whilst I 
am willing that every man shall go and every thing stop at the decisive hour, 
I am not willing that Gen Lawton should break down the State of North 
Carolina in this way and deprive her of the power to clothe her armies in the 
field. Should these details therefore be unreasonably refused, | shall have to 
try tilts with the Confederate Govt.

About the first of September past Mr. William Adkinson Jr. a citizen 
of Washington County, in this State was arrested in the /County of/ 
Bertee by order of Col Geo Wortham commanding at Plymouth N.C. and 
confined there, ’till about the 5th. of the present month when he was sent 
to Goldsboro, where he was confined until about the 10th. and then sent 
to Richmond and is now confined in Castle Thunder. We are informed and 
believe that he was arrested upon the charge of trading with the public 
enemy. We were employed by Adkinson as counsel, and supposing that his 
case would be investigated before Judge Biggs! at the Octo. Term of the 
District Confederate Court which was held at this place on the 11th. Inst, 
we caused witnesses to be summoned for his defence. As he was not brought 
to this place for trial, the residence of the party being within this district 
and supposing he was in Jail at Goldsboro, a writ of habeas corpus was issued 
by Judge Biggs to have this party brought before him, at the District Court 
at Goldsboro on the 4th. Nov. next. This time was agreed upon between 
ourselves and Geo. V. Strong Esq, the District Attorney. We desire for the 
accused an investigation of the facts. We ask that you will cause the party to 
be returned to this State, that that investigation may be had.

I beg leave to call your attention to the very distressing state of affairs in 
the Mountains of Western North Carolina and to ask your assistance in the 
effort to remedy it. I learn that in certain localities, particularly in Cherokee 
County & the region bordering, the warfare between scattering bodies of 
irregular troops is conducted on both sides without any regard whatever to 
the rules of civilized war or the dictates of humanity. The murder of prisoners 
and non combattants in cold blood, has I learn become quite common and 
in fact almost every other hour incident to brutal and unrestrained soldiery. 
I desire by all means to put an end to these things. The troops on our side 
are all commissioned and regularly authorized Home Guards or Militia are 
under my control and can be made to conform to the usages of war, provided 
a similar control can be exercised over our enemies. They are mostly tory 
renegades from both No. Carolina & Tennessee and pretend to be acting 
under regular Federal authority. If so can we not by regular systematized 
retalliation force them into terms? If not under Federal control, can they not 
be induced for the sake of humanity to assume such control of these bands of 
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lawless men? I suggest the propriety of your communicating with the Federal 
General Comdg. East Tennessee to ascertain if some check cannot be given 
to the passions of men whose thirst for murder & robbery disgraces the name 
of Soldiers, and if no relief can be afforded innocent non combattants from 
these inhuman outrages. 

I will not stop to show that any acts of violence on our part are more 
than provoked & justified by the atrocities of the enemy, as I am not seeking 
to exculpate my own people, or to inculpate those of the Federals. I desire 
only if possible to check the evil. Maj. M. L. Brittan of the Cherokee Home 
Guards & some of his Battalion were recently captured and were carried off 
as I learn with the avowed intention of murdering them. I shall of course 
retaliate & at the rate of two for one, if this is done & so there is no end 
of it. Please make an effort to save this officer & his men if you can hear of 
them. Should you be able to effect any thing in this regard, I beg you will 
communicate with Col. J. B. Palmer, Comdg. at Asheville N.C. and give 
him such instructions as you may think best for bringing about the desired 
end. I shall be pleased to hear from you at your earliest convenience

In general terms I may say that I dont desire to run the Vessels in which 
we are joint owners under the present “Regulations” and shall trust to you 
and Mr White to make such arrangements with the Steamers as may be 
deemed best. Another earnest effort will be made this winter to repeal these 
“Regulations” and upon the result will greatly depend my future action.

In conformity with your request! I enclose you a list? of the classes of 
persons whom | have claimed as necessary State officers and agents to be 
exempt from conscription together with a copy of a joint resolution of the 
Legislature as to authority for my claim. To these I only desire to add that 
I claim any and all persons in the actual employment of the State in every 
department where the law enjoins duties to be done which requires the 
employment of such persons. Without such power to employ any needful 
agents, no department of this government could be carried on for a moment 
and the State would be shorn of its sovereignty and crippled in all its 
operations. Since our conference on the subject you will have learned of 
the decision of our Supreme Court in Johnson vs Mallett in which it is laid 
down as law that my certificate in behalf of an officer is not material, that 
all officers and Agents provided by the Constitution or the laws made in 
pursuance thereof are, without regard to any action of the Congress, exempt 
from conscription. 

I regard this as settling the whole question and shall be governed by it 
accordingly. Feeling as deeply interested in the filling up of our armies as any 
one can be, I have only to say in conclusion that it shall be my purpose to 
aid you by filling as far as possible all the departments under my control with 
non conscripts and turning over all able bodied men who can be spared.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 30th. 
Ultimo.! The 68th. regiment North Carolina Troops is at Salisbury guarding 
prisoners of War. I have twice ordered it to Wilmington since the 20th. 
ultimo, but in each instance the order has been suspended by the officer 
in command and authority asked to detain the Regiment until a proper 
guard can be collected and organized to relieve it. Brig. Genl. James G.] 
Martin promises that this shall be done in a few days. I regret that I have 
no cavalry to spare for the purpose mentioned in your letter. There are but 
two small Companies in the State service, Wynn’s Battalion east of the 
Mountains. They are north of the Roanoke River acting under the orders 
of the Commanding Officer at Weldon, where their services are said to be 
very necessary. Every effort will be made to strengthen General Bragg should 
it become necessary. At present he does not seem to apprehend an attack.

Your letter of the 27th. Ult.! enclosing a copy of a letter from H. A. 
Gilliam & Thomas Bragg relative to the imprisonment of Wm Adkinson & 
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in which you “demand” “that said Adkinson may be immediately returned 
to North Carolina, that the case may be investigated according to the due 
course of law,” has been recd. Wm. Adkinson is a citizen of Maryland living 
in Queen Anne Co., /where his family now are./ He had a store in Plymouth 
and was doing business there when the same was in the possession of the 
USS. forces. 

At the fall of Plymouth last spring, he escaped and went to Beaufort, 
N.C. then in possession of the U.S. troops. From thence, he sent a message 
to one Halley to exchange goods for cotton & tobacco & loaded a vessel for 
that purpose & proceeded to Edenton N.C with her; & from that place went 
to Halleys house where he was arrested. There are several charges against 
Adkinson, of having given aid & comfort to the Enemy & having taken 
mules from a citizen but the fact being apparent that he is an alien enemy & 
being captured by the military authorities of the Confederacy, he is held as 
such. The facts I have detailed appear in a report submitted by the officer 
in whose custody he is & which recommended this disposition of him, & 
was approved the 14th Ult. It is quite apparent that Your Excellency has no 
ground for any intervention in this matter

I have the honor to acknowledge your letter of 25th. ulto,! which has 
been attentively perused. The threatening attitude assumed by the enemy 
early last month, rendered it necessary for the great body of Clerks in the 
several Departments to be sent to the trenches, and the recent order revoking 
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all details has prevented the return of most of them. These circumstances 
combined with others to produce the delay in making the payments to 
North Carolina of which you complain. It was proper to submit your letter 
to the Quarter Master General, and /is/ just to that Officer to state, that 
he disclaims all conduct calculated or intended to delay a settlement; that 
on the contrary he had tendered the payment of what was due up to Ist 
April (about $900,000) but being in old issue, it was refused by the State 
authorities. 

I find the facts of the case at present to be that three of the requisitions 
referred to have been satisfied viz

Sir: 

Your letter of the 28th. of October was received several days since but 
owing to the pressure of other matters and to sickness, I have been unable 
to answer it sooner. 

So far from its being their wish to embarrass the Government in its 
commercial operations for procuring shoes, clothing and other army 
supplies, it is believed by the Governors who assembled at Augusta, that 
the States would facilitate the Government in procuring those articles, 
by running, without restriction, chartered vessels as well as those owned 
exclusively by themselves. The troops of those States which have run vessels 
on their own account, unmolested, have been far better clad, than those 
from States which have not enjoyed the same advantages. Moreover, the 
first named States have been enabled to supply their people with the needful 
agricultural implements for raising supplies for themselves and for the Army. 
The States would necessarily, in all their importations, prove auxiliaries to 
the Government. I do not see “that the common object will be impeded 
instead of promoted” by the States chartering vessels unless (which I cannot 
think probable) the States should charter vessels with the view of excluding 
the Government. I confess I think every State should run the blockade with 
one or more vessels upon her own account—I suppose no State would run 
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more than two—and if she charters them, I see no good reason why they 
should not be allowed to run them without restriction. 

I cheerfully send a copy of your communication to each of the other 
Governors with whom I was associated, with a copy of this reply.

I stated this 
fact to the Genl. and also showed him your written orders to me & informed 
him that I had not yet completed the work. He replied that in any event his 
orders would be executed. I know of no special reason for this order outside of 
the one which has been influencing the Genl in all his orders in connection 
with these works for the past six months. Your telegram? directing me to go 
the coast of South Carolina, if | could leave, and look out a location for the 
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works, has just been recd. I will go immediately after the present troubles 
are settled.

If attacked in strong force | humbly conceive 
that its capture is inevitable unless strengthened by at least two brigades 
of veteran troops. The militia assembled & to assemble there, | fancy will 
be totally inadequate to resist a land attack in the rear of Fort Fisher which 
seems to be the point of real danger. In view of all the facts in the case, of 
which I presume the Commanding General keeps you sufficiently informed, 
I respectfully submit that Genl Lee should spare a few veterans as a nuclus 
for the raw troops defending Wilmington notwithstanding the great pressure 
upon his lines. Except for the moral effect involved in losing our Capital I 
cannot see that Richmond itself is of any greater importance to us now than 
Wilmington. To leave it entirely in the hands of Militia except the garrison 
I deem extremely injudicious.

My dear Sir, 

I have thought it not improper for me as President of the Cumberland 
Hospital Association to appeal to you in behalf of our poor working women, 
who have looked to the Association for employment, which they have 
received by means of a Contract entered into with the State to furnish 
Soldiers Shirts to the Department at Raleigh. 

The exorbitant prices of provisions induced us to apply for a corresponding 
advance in the price of labor to save our Poor from suffering. 

Hitherto our Cutter has been allowed 3 cts each for a shirt, and our 
seamstresses 75 cts each for making—The expense of baling and hauling 
has been defrayed by the Association—We think it but fair and just that the 
State should pay all the expenses connected with the Contract. 

In reply to our appeal for an advance in the price of labor Mr. Dowd! 
writes that he will allow 5 cts a shirt for cutting and baling and $1. for 
making. 

My dear Sir the Association has been paying 7 cts to our Cutter for 
cutting and baling—3 cts of which were paid by the state and 4 cts were 
added by the Association to save her from suffering, and we now ask for an 
advance, and also that the state shall pay all the expense. 

I beg to assure you Sir that I have made the foregoing statement with no 
view of reflecting upon the a q m’ who I doubt not is actuated by a sense 
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of duty, but with an earnest desire that our noble old state should be more 
noble and more liberal to the dependants of our gallant soldiers now in the 
field. 

I trust I need not assure you Sir, I have no personal interest to subserve in 
this matter, but have written in behalf of our seamstresses, who are seriously 
affected by the low price of labor. 

I beg in the name of the County of Cumberland that a more remunerative 
price be allowed them.

I have read your message! in some haste, but in general, think your 
recommendations wise and appropriate. | think it of great importance, that 
in any regulations on the subject of troops furnished to the Confed. Govt. 
there shall be a respectable body guard reserved of the sovreignty of the 
state. I write mainly to say, that I have heard of the introduction into our 
Legislature, of Resolutions’ proposing negotiations for peace, through the 
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agency of comrs. appointed by the States. I regret this movement, especially 
at a time when the enemy seems to have gained an advantage in Ga., and 
are Overrunning a portion of that state. It will be seized upon by the enemy 
as a declaration favorable to them and will dispirit our own people, as a 
confession of despondency. I hope there is no danger of the resolution 
receiving the approbation of the Legislature. Such a proceeding /must/ 
lead to embarrassment here, and very seriously embroil the state with the 
Confed. Govt. It will also awaken jealousies in the other states, which will 
operate to the injury of the common cause. 

It is difficult to divine the future, but I am not without hope, that after 
the termination of this campaign, say between New Year and March, the 
enemy will very seriously consider whether it is expedient to prepare for 
expeditions next year upon the grand scale necessary to success—and that 
after the opening of Congress at Wash’g’ton, /we/ may see overtures of peace. 
I regret, that our Govt. seems so little inclined to make offers to take the 
initiative, which | think it might do with propriety, but if the enemy move, 
I trust it may lead to good results. 

Mr. Henry’ of Ten. made a speech today on his resolutions, defining 
position, and the subject was referred to the Committee on Foreign relations.

Information has just reached me that two young men by name, Nathaniel 
Miller and George Collins while on their way to this command some three 
weeks since were cut off from a detachment under the command of Capt. 
Atkinson—by bushwackers, and while passing through Ashe County 
were arrested by the Civil Authorities (I presume) and lodged in Jefferson 
Jail accused of taking some horses in an illegal way. Shortly after their 
confinement they were taken out of jail by three men—two of whose names 
are Norris /citizens/ of Watauga County, and the other Petty said to be a 
deserter from some Georgia Regt. and were murdered in a most brutal and 
inhuman way. 

Young Miller was a member of the first Tenn Cavy, joined it when he was 
fifteen years of age and has been a noble and gallant soldier ever since. He 
was beloved and respected by every member of his Regt. Young Collins had 
just made his way out through the Federal lines to join the army and was 
only Sixteen years old. So far as his friends and acquaintances in this army 
(and there are many who have known him from infancy) know naught could 
be said against his character and reputation in any way. These young men 
situated as they were, cut off and chased in a strange country by bushwackers 
may have taken the horses as they were accused and it may be that it was 
necessary for their personal safety, but be that as it may their execution was 
most heinous and brutal, and the vile perpetrators of this deed deserve to be 
executed by fire. | know you have no sympathy with such offenders, and the 
recital of this deed is no doubt as horrifying to your feelings as it was to mine. 
But I hope through you that your civil officers will have these offenders 
arrested and speedily brought to the justice they so much deserve. Believing 
therefore that you will take such steps as will insure the arrest and close 
confinement of these men and all those who have been accessory in any way 
to the murder of these innocent boys and hoping soon to hear of the arrest

I have to call your attention again to a violation of the rights of citizens 
of this State in their arbitrary arrest by the military and transportation 
beyond the State for impressment. Henry P. Retter late a Surgeon in the 
8th. N. C. T. and a citizen of Camden Co. N.C. was arrested a few days since 
by Col. Gillead Comdg. at Weldon on suspicion of disloyalty and sent to 
Richmond for incarceration without entering at all into the question of his 
guilt or innocence. | think I am clear in saying that such removal beyond 
the limits of this State is an infraction of his legal rights, and an infringment 
of the jurisdiction of North Carolina. In a letter addressed by yourself to 
me in January 1863 responding to the demand of the Legislature of North 
Carolina for the return of one J. R. Graves! then held in Richmond on 
a charge of disloyalty, you admitted fully the impropriety and illegality of 
arresting a citizen of this State and transporting him to Virginia. In speaking 
of the reasons in possession of the Department for supposing the said Graves 
a spy you say, “As such (that is a citizen of No. Ca.) while amenable to 
arrest as a spy on sufficient grounds, or even as a traitor, he could with no 
propriety or legality be removed from the State, but should be handed over 
to the appropriate authorities civil or military in that State to be dealt 
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with according to law” and again “that there can be neither prudence 
nor justification for not promptly admitting the error committed by his 
removal and rectifying it by his immediate return and delivery under your 
Excellency’s demand.” Extremely gratified as | was at this prompt and full 
concession of the rights of North Carolina’s citizens, | have been constantly 
pained and irritated by an almost weekly repetition of the offence until it has 
become no longer tolerable. I have therefore respectfully to demand that the 
said Henry P. Retter be returned to the jurisdiction of North Carolina to be 
dealt with by due course of law, and to request that you will cause such orders 
to be issued to military commanders in N.C. as will in future prevent such 
arbitrary and illegal proceedings so well calculated to disturb that harmony

I have instructed Major J. Blair Hoge of the Adj Genl’s department, whom 
I would commend to your special consideration, to visit Raleigh and confer 
with you with the view of obtaining from you for the immediate supply of 
the Forces in Virginia and North Carolina any commissary stores you may 
have at command. From various causes, which Major Hoge will more fully 
explain, there is at present lamentable Deficiency of provisions, especially 
of meat for the supply of those forces and there is imminent danger, that 
unless unusual sources of supply can at once be commanded, the armies, on 
which the defence and safety of both states depend, cannot be maintained 
in service. This is naturally the season of severest trial on the Commissariat, 
and several untoward circumstances, concurring with the depreciation of our 
currency, have materially enhanced the difficulties of that <Commissariat> / 
Branch of Service/. Understanding that you had accumulated, both at Home 
and in the Islands, considerable stores of provisions, I do not hesitate, relying 
on your sagacity and patriotism to perceive and appreciate the emergency 
and its necessities, to appeal to you to sell or lend to the Department all such 
stores as you can command. Major Hoge is fully authorized to arrange with 
you the terms of transfer either as an accommodation or a sale, and I would 
earnestly request that you will view his proposition with favor and enter into 
some satisfactory arrangement with all practicable dispatch.

I have the honor to receive your letter of the 6th inst.! and take the 
earliest moment to reply. I regret exceedingly the circumstances you mention 
of the murder (for such in legal contemplation it is) of Miller and Collins 
of your command of which I had heard something before. Upon making 
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such enquiry as was possible since the reception of your letter, | learn that 
the young men stole two horses from a Mrs. Norris the mother of the young 
men who followed and arrested them. They were placed in Jail in Jefferson 
and there taken out soon after by one Capt. Long aa [sic] Militia officer in 
company with the two young Norris’ under pretence of carrying them to 
the Jail of Wataga [Watauga] County for safe keeping and were killed on 
the way. My informants an entirely reliable & loyal gentleman, says that 
the young Norris’ were instigated entirely by Long who is regarded as being 
to blame for the whole matter. Long was subsequently arrested by an officer 
(name unknown to me) and fifteen men from your command and taken off 
no one knowing his fate. | beg to remind you that should he be executed 
by your men, as was threatened, it would be also murder. If returned to me 
I will have him & the Norris’ dealt with by the Civil law. Otherwise I shall 
not feel called upon to move in the matter. And now General I am glad 
of an opportunity to say a word to you on this matter of horse stealing & 
general plundering of the citizens by the Cavalry. No one can more sincerely 
deplore this quasi warfare between the troops and the citizens than myself. 
But Sir, the conduct of many of your men & those of the late Genl. Morgan? 
in parts of our mountain country has been sufficient to drive our people to 
desperation. The stories of robbery & outrage by them would fill a volume, 
and would fully justify the immediate & indiscriminate slaughter of all men 
caught with the proofs of their villainy. From looking upon them as their 
gallant protectors, thousands in their bitterness of heart have come to regard 
them as their deadliest enemies & to wonder no longer at the recital of 
Yankees atrocities. How much of all this is due to the lawless soldiery, or how 
much to the permission & connivance of their officers | cannot say. I have 
been a Soldier myself & knowing the difficulties even of restraining infantry, 
I do not wish to be uncharitable to any gentleman holding a Confederate 
Commission. But when men are required to mount themselves and having 
no horses today parade on good ones tomorrow, it is difficult to believe 
that their officers do not know how their men get horses. Hence a general 
stealing of horses & an occasional slaughter of the thief. I am frank to say 
that I approve of it & regret that it occurs so seldom. With ample powers 
to impress & the enemy’s country so often in the reach of our Cavalry, it 
seems to me General that that [sic] the system is utterly indefensible on 
any grounds whatever. Discipline might avoid it, but death to the offender 
certainly will.

A Proclamation 


Whereas the long expected attack upon our only remaining seaport is 
now about to be made, and our State is also likely to be invaded at other 
points by an enemy to whom mercy & civilization are alike unknown and 
unregarded; and whereas all the organized forces of the State already ordered 
to the front may still be insufficient to roll back the tide which threatens 
us with worse than death, and to drive from our doors a fate horrible to 
contemplate: 

Now, therefore I, Zebulon B. Vance, Governor of the State of North 
Carolina, relying upon the loyalty and devotion of her Citizens, do issue this 
my proclamation, commanding and abjuring all good people, whether by law 
subject to military duty or not, who may be able to stand behind breastworks 
and fire a musket of all ages and conditions, to rally at once to the defence 
of their country and hurry to Wilmington. And I do appeal to every man 
who has the spirit of a freeman in his bosom who has a spark of the fire or a 
drop of the blood of the heroes of the great army of the great captain in his 
veins to come and come at once. The man who hangs back now because the 
law does not compel him go and consoles himself with the much abused and 
mean spirited plea that he can “be more useful at home” will find it hard to 
make us believe that he is not pleading the cause of cowardice or disloyalty. 
The country needs their help now, and that help must be given in this hour 
of distress, or they must own that their souls are only fitted to enjoy the 
freedom purchased with other men’s blood. For a few days all men physically 
able are needed at the front and especially do we need the example of all 
those who aforetime panted for the fray, while it was yet at a distance, and 
snuffed the battle while it was yet afar off. Let every man physically able 
then hurry with his blanket to Wilmington, where arms and rations will 
be furnished, and let those left behind mount themselves and patrol their 
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counties, looking after the women and children and preserving order. Your 
Governor will meet you at the front and will share with you the worse.

Inaugural Address by ZBV AGH:VanPC 


Fellow Citizens 
<Gentlemen,> 


Two years ago I was inaugurated Chief Magistrate of our honoured 
State in the midst of war and /all/ its <confusing consequences> /attending 
confusion./ I was called from the army, untried, and untrammelled by 
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pledges or promises, to this responsible and embarrassing position. The 
generous confidence of my countrymen took for granted my abilities and 
my patriotism. For my elected term | have gone in and out before them, 
in the zealous & faithful performance of my imposed duties during such a 
time, and under such circumstances of trial, as none of my predecessors have 
been called on to endure. The most unanimous verdict ever rendered in 
favour of a public servant by the people of N. Carolina, has testified /alike 
to/ their approbation and their forbearance, and placed me here to renew 
my stewardship. Surely I have been fortunate and my countrymen have been 
generous. 

Again I make no new promises, lay down no new principles. The thing 
that has been is the thing that shall be, God helping me. As I have laboured 
so will I labour, for the renown and substantial good, of the people who 
have trusted me. The principles evolved by my public acts in the past, shall 
continue to guide me in the future. Elected without regard to party, I shall 
endeavor to know no man after the manner of a partizan, except in so far as 
it may become necessary to distinguish between those who would forward & 
those who would thwart my principles & aims. My friends shall be the friends 
of my country; my foes shall be my countrys enemies. But as the difficulties 
of my position are still greater than when I first assumed its duties, as the 
darkness which obscures the statesman path is even blacker than before, | 
can but sincerely hope that your charity may increase accordingly. No living 
man could hope to avoid censure in times like these, with issues of life and 
death resting upon his hands from which he may not, dare not shrink. | trust 
however in the reflecting generosity of those who placed me under these 
heavy burdens. So long as they will beleive that I am patriotic, that I am 
sincerely and with singleness of heart devoted to the land of my birth and 
of my unchangable love, so long shall my path be smoothed and my labours 
lightened by that spirit which hopeth all things, and with all things. 

Should I live to meet, at the close of this tempestuous and troubled period 
of office upon which I am now entering, the same mead of approbation as 
that with which the passing one has been honored, then indeed <should> / 
shall/ I be satisfied that God has /been with me &/ aided me to be useful to 
my country in the darkest hour of her history. Events are with Him; let us, 
let all men, exert our utmost strength for the honour & independence of our 
country. 

There is one great danger against which I earnestly pray our people to /be/ 
warned. Disunion, distraction, division; of sentiment & aim; leading to civil 
[feuds], domestic violence and political death. If crushed by overwhelming 
numbers on the field of battle we are guiltless of the unavoidable result. But 
we can surely avoid, if we will, internal violence & self destruction. There is 
no greater enemy of his country & of his race than him who would foment 
<the> /our/ passions to this end. Let all of our movements whether of peace

or war, be in solid column; our people at home as our brothers at the front / 
standing/ in line of battle, facing one way & together! Then victory is not 
only doubly assured but thrice glorious, and defeat will be robbed of half its 
calamities.

Dear Sir 

I had intended to defer a reply to your letter of the 16th. inst.,! untill I 
should reach home, (as I supposed tomorrow), but being detained here, a day 
by accident I avail myself of the leisure to write you. 

I deeply deplore the dissensions among friends which your letter reveals, 
and which is easily to be inferred from the reports of proceedings of the 
General Assembly. In the varying aspects of our affairs, there is much room 
for difference of opinion, & much occasion for charity & toleration. | 
regard the salvation of this country, if saved it can be, as in the hands of the 
conservative men, who opposed the revolution, while there was a chance 
to avert it, but when it became inevitable, have nobly done their duty in 
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endeavoring to give it success. I regret any division among them, because of 
their power to do good, and the sincerity of their patriotism in endeavouring 
to take care of the country—and this the more, because their opponents 
have been from the beginning and are now united as a party with their 
old animosities, political and almost personal, unabated, and their spirit of 
proscription whenever there [is] a crumb of patronage <unabated> as intense 
as ever. The advent of the conservatives to power in North Carolina, was 
the spontaneous effusion of the popular will, designed to rebuke faction 
and proscription, <will> /while/ determined to stand by the country in the 
dreadful struggle through which it was destined to pass. I would exhort those 
therefore /who/ have been as brethren heretofore to bear and forebear much, 
before coming to a final estrangement. 

The country is now in an agony of trial. That it becomes us, not to quail, 
but to act manly parts, is the dictate not only of patriotism, but of interest 
to render to the common cause, our due need of service, but not in so doing, 
to surrender the sovereignty or safety of the state. Self defence is the first 
law of nature, and our first best country ever is at home.” It is wise therefore 
to retain that force, which is exempted from conscription by law, for the 
purposes of the state itself—and still wiser to abstain from intestine divisions 
which may lead to the shedding of fraternal blood. At the same time, the 
common cause must be supported, disorder must be suppressed and society 
made safe. While these general principles, should in my opinion, guide our 
action, you in your public position which you hold by almost the unanimous 
voice of the people, can afford to be tolerant, without any danger /of the 
imputation/ of yielding from unworthy motives, and in fact not yielding at 
all any vital principle. Criticism from friends as well as adversaries is to be 
expected in public life. When it exceeds just bounds & becomes personal, 
every one is the best judge in his own case, of the notice to be taken of it. So 
far as may depend on my counsels, you may be assured, in case of difference 
of the remonstrances of friendship, rather than the cavilling of enmity. I 
shall spend a week at home, and may possibly visit Raleigh for a day, and 
see you. 

The military situation is threatening. No official accounts as yet from 
Hood. If the reality be as bad as the report in the northern papers, the 
expedition is a disastrous failure, and the hope of recovering Tennessee is 
lost. Lee’s army here is sufficient for defence. Nothing for three or four days, 
from Savannah & Sherman. Raids reported north of this on the central R. 
Road, and a formidable expedition beyond Lynchburg towards the salt works. 
Hab. Cor. [habeas corpus] will be shorn of much of its former hideousness, but 
is still unnecessary & offensive. The amelioration has been gained by the 
discussion of the subject since last winter. The enemy seems bent on active 
operations during the winter. | had hoped there would be such a cessation, 
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as would allow some effort at negotiation. Both Govts. seem to me sadly 
deficient in tact on this head.

Confident that you will be pleased to correct any error of statement into 
which you have been inadvertently led, I beg leave to invite your attention 
to the following extracts from your recent message,' and to the subjoined 
copies of official papers upon the subjects to which these extracts refer. 

“After losses by detentions, the surrender of cargo space &c of not less 
than two hundred thousand dollars in gold, I regret to have to announce the 
loss of the Steamer Advance during the month of September. This noble 
vessel the pride of the State, and benefactor of our soldiers and people was 
captured by the enemy after she had successfully made her way through the 
blockade squadron, in consequence of the seizure of her coal for the use of 
the cruiser Tallahassee, compelling her to put to sea with North Carolina 
coal. This being unsuited to her furnaces and machinery rendered her 
incapable of making more than half her usual speed, and left behind her a 
dense volume of black smoke, by which she was followed and captured. So 
obviously is her loss attributable to unwarranted seizure of her coal that | 
trust you will memorealize for compensation. The unwise policy of making 
our only remaining seaport a resort for our cruizers cannot be too strongly 
condemned. It has doubled the stringency of the blockade, has already 
caused the loss of many valuable steamers, and will ultimately provoke the 
utmost efforts of the enemy to capture Wilmington. It is no exaggeration 
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to say that the Advance alone in solid benefits has been worth more than 
all the cruizers we have ever had afloat. Why it should be the policy of our 
Government to compel the state to quit the importation of supplies for the 
common benefit, and then pursue a course with our armed vessels so well 
calculated to crush all importations whatever is to me inexplicably strange.” 

Captain [Robert F.] Pinkney, CS Navy, in command of the naval forces 
at Wilmington, and under whose direction coals were obtained for the 
Tallahassee and Chickamauga, forwards the following report on the subject: 


“Flag Officer R. E Pinkney 
Comdg &c &c 


Sir 

In reply to your verbal enquiry in reference to the impressment of coal 
in this station for the use of the C S Steamers that have recently sailed from 
this port, I have the honor to state, that not one particle of coal was taken 
from the Steamer Advance, nor one pound impressed to which the State, 
or any of the joint owners of that steamer had the slightest claim. When 
the steamers Let her B, and Florie were being fitted out a portion of the 
coal necessary for the supply of those steamers was taken from the wharf of 
Mess Power Low & Co, the agents and part owners of the Advance; but I 
was distinctly informed by a member of that firm, that this coal belonged 
to three different steamers not then in port. To one of these steamers I had 
lent about twenty tons of N C Coal to be returned in English coal, and the 
quantity taken from her just satisfied my claim. The other two steamers as I 
have said were not then in port and the coal that belonged to them was lying 
there waiting their return. It is now alledged by the Agents of the Advance 
that as they had control of this coal, it might have been available for the 
Advance, if the Government had not impressed it. This, however, is a mere 
probability as other steamers belonging to this firm might in the mean time 
have come in short of fuel, to which this coal would undoubtedly have been 
given. At any rate it did not belong to the Advance, nor was it retained 
for her exclusive use, and its being appropriated to her use depended upon 
a mere contingency—namely, her not being preceded into port by other 
vessels with an insufficiency of coal for their outward voyage. It will then be 
seen that the extraordinary statement ventured upon by Gov Vance in his 
late annual message, that the loss of the Advance is attributable solely to 
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the impressment of coal by the C.S. Government has very little foundation 
in fact.

You will perceive from this report that your statement as to coals taken 
from or belonging to the Advance was an error. 

I deem it proper to advert particularly to the following paragraphs of your 
message. “These cruizers sally forth with coal seized from steamers engaged 
in bringing in supplies of vital importance, thus ensuring their capture, 
destroy a few insignificant smacks which only serve to irritate the enemy, 
and then steam back to Wilmington to seize more coal, bringing down upon 
the inlets a new swarm of the enemy’s gunboats.” 

It is not my purpose to discuss questions of policy, but simply to correct 
errors of fact, and I deem it unnecessary here to express an opinion upon the 
views which your message presents relative to the use made of the port of 
Wilmington by confederate cruisers. Nor, in reference to your remark as to 
the “course of the Government with our armed vessels so well calculated to 
crush all importations whatsoever,” is it necessary to say more than that the 
number of vessels engaged in the blockade trade of Wilmington was never 
greater than at this time. 

It is proper to apprise you that no information of the loss of any steamer 
resulting from the impressment of her coals, other than that presented in your 
message, has ever reached this Department; nor have I reason to believe that 
any vessel was ever lost from the cause stated in the foregoing extract. Under 
the orders of this Department but one day’s fuel could be taken from any 
steamer and the North Carolina coals substituted for the quantity thus taken 
could be burned at night without disadvantage or danger from its smoke. 

To enable you to correct so much of your statement as limits the captures 
by the cruizers to “a few insignificant smacks,” I enclose a list? of the captures 
made by the Tallahassee and Chickamauga, from which you will perceive 
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that their captures were not only more important than is consistant with 
your statement, but that nineteen of the forty six were square rigged vessels.

I beg leave to call the attention of your Excellency to the great danger we 
incur from the condition and management of our railroads, with the hope 
that you may be able to remove some of the difficulties under which we labor. 
Genl. Hoke’s division was ordered to Wilmington as soon as it was known 
that the enemy was threatening that place. The first brigade left Richmond 
by the Danville road on Tuesday morning 19th. inst. The other brigades 
followed as soon as they could be marched from below Richmond and placed 
on the trains. The first brigade did not reach Wilmington until the 25th. & 
by the afternoon of the 26th. only four hundred men of the second brigade 
of two thousand had arrived. At that time Gen Bragg telegraphed that 
the remainder of the division had passed the Piedmont road, where most 
of the delay occurred and would arrive rapidly. Yet he reported yesterday 
evening that up to that time only the first two brigades were with him below 
Wilmington and that the rest had probably reached the city. Your Excellency 
will readily perceive the danger we were exposed to. Fortunately the delay 
was not fatal as it might well have been. I have requested an investigation 
of this matter with a view to ascertain whether the unprecedented delay 
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was occasioned by any circumstance within the control of the military 
authorities, but I have thought that the State authorities can do something 
to aid us. I am informed that freight & passengers are shifted at Greensboro 
from the trains of the Piedmont road to those of the Greensboro road & 
vice versa, occasioning much inconvenience and unnecessary delay, as the 
two roads have the same gauge. I trust that your Excellency will endeavor to 
ascertain what can be done to facilitate transportation by rail, and give all 
the assistance in your power. The delay is not only dangerous and injurious, 
but has given rise to painful suspicions which in justice to those connected 
with the management of the roads, should be removed.

Your letter of the 28th. ult.! with enclosures relative to the loss of 
the Steamer Advance has been recd. You do me no more than justice 
in expressing your confidence in my willingness to “correct any errors of 
statement into which you (I) may have been inadvertantly led.” It would 
afford me great pleasure to correct the supposed erroneous statement 
contained in my recent message attributing the loss of Steamer Advance 
to the appropriation of her coal for the steamers of the Government were 
I conscious of any error. Even from the proof submitted by Capt. Pinkney’s 
letter an extract from which you enclose, were I to retract my statement, | 
fancy I should be deliberately committing a greater error than the one which 
you are kind enough to attribute to inadvertency. I made the statement 
of which you complain deliberately and upon authority which I regard as 
reliable, and think I have been sustained by the facts. Power Low & Co were 
the part owners and Agents of the Vessels; it was their duty to accumulate 
coal for the use of our Vessels by taking small quantities from each one 
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which had a surplus for supplying those which were short. To this common 
heap the Advance contributed as others and when she came to sail this 
heap destined as well for her and the others of the line had been taken by 
the Navy Dept. & she had to go with N.C. Coal. The enclosed certificate’ 
of OReilly’ and Harriss* will show how much was taken, wherefrom and 
that it was actually applied to the use of the Tallahassee as | charged. The 
argument of Capt Pinkney to show that the Advance might not have got the 
coals and therefore could have no interest in a thing she might fail to get is 
a subterfuge more becoming a lawyer than a gallant high minded sailor, as 
is his reputation. The coals were reserved for her or any other vessel of the 
firm that might come in short of enough to return with. They were taken by 
the Navy Dept, the Advance failed to get therefore what she was entitled 
to by the action of the Confederate authorities and hence her capture. | am 
willing that the public should judge of the error from these statements. 

I beg leave further to call your attention to the certificate of Mr. Savage, 
Collector at Wilmington showing that there was no gold on the Advance 
when she was captured, I do this because of the appearance of an article in 
the Richmond Sentinel said to have been written under the auspices of the 
Navy Dept. in which it was alleged that there was a large amount of Gold 
on this Vessel the non appearance of which was supposed to account in 
part for her capture. From this it will be seen that in order to convict me of 
“venturing upon an extraordinary statement” some parties connected with 
the Navy Dept., have ventured upon a rather ordinary one. 

Like you Sir, I do not desire to discuss the policy of the Govt in regard to 
our armed cruisers & blockade running generally. If I did I might /well/ cite 
the recent formidable attack upon Wilmington from which alone we were 
delivered by the Providence of God, as a full confirmation of my opinions. 
And I might well ask if one of the three vessels which lately entered that 
port laden with bacon was not of greater benefit to the Confederacy even 
though it was the enterprise of “gamblers” than the destruction of all the 
enemys vessels at sea mentioned in the list you enclose. My opposition to 
the policy of the Govt. is not based upon anything factious or any regard 
for the interest of men who have been making fortunes by running the 
blockade whether native or foreign. I never made objection to their being 
placed under such restrictions as the Govt. thought proper; but why a State 
struggling for the common good to clothe and provide for its troops in the 
public service should meet with no more favor than a blockade gambler 
passes my comprehension.

We must not let our last place 
go for want of work still less because we have foiled the enemy’s first effort 
must we fold our arms & say enough has been done. In every department 
I need a free laboring force. I am earnestly desirous of releasing all slaves, 
especially in view of the complaints I learn relative to clothing them. That 
is not my fault: I have done all in my power to provide clothing for negros 
even to overstepping the limits of my authority. It has been literally due to 
want of money & material. Still the reports are greatly exaggerated for many 
negros have been sent here totally unprovided in the first instance by their 
masters. But at all times I am unwilling to impress. The act provides for the 
conscription of free negros before impressing the slaves & | hope with your 
aid & that of your militia organization to obtain a sufficient number of free 
negros & to get back those that have deserted. An enrolled corps of 1200 to 
1500 free negros properly organized into companies according to regulation 
entitled to furlough at proper times, fed clad & paid & retained in service 
would relieve the people of the state of all use of their slaves for the defence 
here. With my works so well advanced | can preserve their condition & 
provide all I want of new construction with such a force. 

If we can get it in the State, | will guarantee the exemption of the Slave 
labor as far as we are concerned here. Please to let me hear from you.

The small acquaintance and your plain friendly manner encourages me 
to write you a few lines hoping that you will hear and consider my complaint 
and assist me in obtaining justice from the public authorities. My case is 
this Sir, on the night of the 8th. inst. a band of Confederate Soldiers (9 in 
number) rode up to my premises into my horse lot and commenced trying to 
bridle some young horses that had never been used they was wild and stout 
/and/ hard to manage, but they finally succeeded in getting two. They then 
took two of my using horses, four in all, and left. (me remonstrating all the 
time) but they heeded not, said their officers had sent them to get horses 
and they was agoing to have them wherever they could find them, I then 
asked the officer of the squad his name and some showing that I could get 
pay for my stock, he refused to give it more than that they belonged to Maj. 
Grahams Battalion then camped near Athens Ga. that the property was for 
the use of the Government and there would be a man along next day who 
would settle with and give me a certificate that man has not yet appeared. | 
have since learned there was one hundred and fifty scattered over the country 
engaged in the same business, they gathered through the night between 30 
& 40 head in this & adjoining county in Geo. Some was rescued, but they 
made their escape with 25 or 30 head mine of the number, they was accosted 
next day /by/ a man in towns cty and asked for his authority, he presented an 
order signed by Gen Reynolds! for Capt Thompson to proceed to North East 
Geo. and western N.C. and take horses from disloyal men. Now Sir my self 
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and sons have never been accused of being disloyal that I know of and as an 
evidence | had four sons went into the Confederate Service early in the War. 
One died at Richmond in 62 the other three is still in /the/ service, one in 
the 2d. N.C. Cavalry now lying at Petersburg, the other two at Kinston N.C. 
Col Folks Reg.’ Now Sir, three of the horses forced from me belonged to two 
of those sons left under my care and protection, one a favorite animal left 
for the use of his wife who is staying with me. I was so much hurt at the loss 
of the property, that myself and some others of my neighbors followed them 
to Atkins, thinking that Gen Reynolds would perhaps restore our stock, we 
went before him with a good recommendation as loyal citizens, he received 
us kindly, we stated our business, he exclaimed loudly against the conduct 
of his men and wished we had killed half of them and assured us we should 
have our stock back, if we could find it, gave us an order to Maj Grahams 
camp to get our stock if it was there, we went and searched the camp, but 
could not find a horse we knew. We could get no satisfaction out of Graham, 
or his men, so we returned to the Gen quarters, he then said he could do 
nothing more for us in the mean time we met Capt Thompson the officer of 
the thieves who took our stock. We told the Gen so and urged him to make 
him bring up the stock he brought from our County, for we believed the 
stock was run off or hid out of our reach. The Gen refused, said they was a 
wild reckless set that he could not control. So ended our mission. Now Gov. 
I wish to know if there is any way to obtain legal redress and if you will assist 
us, for if we cant regain our stock, we want pay for it and we think it will 
have to be through you if we ever get anything, if not we would like to know 
if our sons and neighbors is to be kep at a distance to keep back the common 
enemy, while thieving scoundrels is sent out by government officers to rob 
them of their property left at home, if so we are a gone people, for there will 
soon be nothing left to fight for, the old men and boys left at home is not 
able to contend by force against those marauding parties for we have neither 
arms or ammunition and as for the home guard we can never get them on 
the track until it is cold. Our fighting material is away, so we have to suffer. 
Now Sir, if you think us old men and helpless women and children worthy 
of any part of your attention and care you will please assist in getting pay 
for the property already lost and send us at least a few men that will shoot 
highway robbers when they come amongst us and ever oblige.

The General Assembly of this State at its recent session passed the 
following resolution and directed me to notify you of its adoption. “Resolved 
that his Excellency the Governor be directed to notify the Governor of 
Virginia forthwith that the conduct of the Authorities of Virginia in diverting 
to the use of the latter, one engine and two trains of cars, hired to this State 
for the transportation of salt from Saltville to Danville, is regarded by the 
General Assembly now in Session as a serious departure from the courtesy of 
States and as an act of mischief and injury to the people of North Carolina.” 

In communicating the foregoing resolutions of the General Assembly 
I deem it my duty as the Executive of the State, to say that I deeply regret 
the action of the Board of Public Works of your State, which in my opinion 
rendered the passage of said resolution eminently right and proper, and at the 
same time to express the hope and belief that the wrong will be repaired, and 
that courtesy which has hitherto charactarized the entire course between 
the two states, whose interests are so ultimately blended will be immediately 
restored. 

Upon learning the proceedings of your Board of Public Works I deemed 
it my duty to forbid the exportation of articles of Virginia upon the rail 
roads of the State, not by way of retaliation, but as a precautionary measure 
rendered necessary by the deficiency in the supply of Salt which would be 
thus produced. That restriction shall be most cheerfully withdrawn whenever 
your authorities shall revoke the unprecedented order in regard to our trains. 
I was much pleased to see that in your message you referred to this action of 
the Board of Public Works with disapprobation. Hoping and believing that 
your Board of Public Works will, upon having this matter called to their 
attention see the injustice and wrong which is likely to follow from it, and 
that the two States may in the future, as in the past, move on harmoniously.

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To show how full this power is I refer you to the Amendments of the 
United States Constitution, Article 5: the last paragraph, in reference to 
private property.

Governor, 

Your communication’ by the hands of Col. Mullins Aid de Camp, has 
been recd. and carefully considered. I regret that the press of weighty and 
harassing matters at this moment upon me will prevent my replying so fully 
as I desire. | have however conversed fully and freely with Col. Mullins and 
being /able/ only to reply in outline he will be able to fill up and explain 
minutely. 

I think the crisis demands particularly the skill of the politician, perhaps 
more than that of the great General. In other words judging from my own 
people I regard our danger now as arising more from our moral than our 
physical weakness. The spirit of our people must be revived, their patriotism 
aroused anew and a determination to suffer be enfused if we are to hope 
for ultimate redemption. How is this to be done? The success of our arms 
would certainly beget hope and confidence, but the former can hardly be 
expected without the latter going before. I can hardly give you an adequate 
conception of the general despondency and gloom which prevails among us, 
or of the importance of preventing its extension to the Army. 

In regard to your first proposition concerning the Militia, I most fully 
concur in the wisdom of your suggestions. The same were brought forward 
by me in the meeting of Governors at Augusta and were urged upon the 
Legislature of this State in my last message to that body. I failed however in 
convincing them of the propriety of removing the restrictions alluded to and 
in the present unhappy situation of Wilmington it will hardly be possible 
to get them to reverse their judgment. Rest assured however, that I will not 
cease to struggle for that amicable and harmonious state of things as regards 
the mutual help to be afforded each State by the other, which you desire. 

I concur most heartily also in your suggestion concerning the restoration 
to command of Genl. J. E. Johns[tlon, I go further and will unite with 
you and others in asking that Genl. Lee /shall/ be invested with full and 
absolute command of the military forces of the Confederacy, which I take 
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it for granted would result in the restoration of Generals Johns|t]ons, G. W. 
Smith’ and other distinguished officers now in retirement. I propose in these 
matters to unite with you and sign a communication to President Davis 
which you shall prepare setting forth our opinions and wishes. 

In regard to the calling of State Conventions I have been long committed 
against them as involving revolution within revolution as your express it 
and as incurring also the danger of domestic violence and civil feuds. I do 
not think such a measure can be carried in North Carolina, though it will 
be attempted unless the great State of Georgia should set the example, I 
shall write my views /and/ opinions fully to Gov Brown on this subject and 
hope that that State whose example did so much to persuade this State into 
the revolution will not be the first to forsake her. The letter* to Gov Brown 
I send by Col. Mullins unsealed that you may peruse it and will be glad if it 
meets your approbation. 

The great evil of desertion is one that has engaged my attention for the past 
two years. There are enough soldiers absent from their commands without 
leave to render the armies of the Confederacy irristable and triumphant if 
they were all returned. How can this be done? I invite your earnest attention 
to the subject and would gladly hear any further suggestions you may have to 
offer thereon. It is certainly worthy of the highest efforts of Statesmanship. 

Referring you again for particulars to Col. Mullins /and/ assuring you 
of my hearty concurrence and earnest cooperation in your efforts for the 
common good.

Governor, 

The present condition of affairs makes it proper that I should again seek 
communication with my brother Governors for the purpose of mutual consel 
and assistance. 

The march of Sherman through Georgia his threatened advance through 
So. Carolina and the recent disasters involved in the defeat of Genl Hood 
and the fall of the principal defensive work of Wilmington, have necessitated 
the desire of a State Convention for vague and indefinable purposes. I do not 
think however that a Convention can be called in North Carolina unless 
your State should lead in the movement, and I see many indications of such 
an intention among your people, I suppose you are aware of my opinion 
in regard to the danger,of such a movement. | expressed them to you by 
letter last spring and had the happiness to receive your concurrance in my 
conclusions then, I regard it as simply another revolution and by which we 
would incur not only the danger attendant upon a disunited Confederation, 
but also of domestic strife and bloodshed. For I have no idea that a severance 
of our existing relations could possibly be so unanimously effected as to 
prevent a considerable minority backed by the Army from inaugurating a 
State of anarchy more horrible than anything we have yet endured or may 
expect to endure. Judging by my own people, I regard such a deplorable 
result as morally certain. It seems to me that the State Governments through 
their Executives and Legislatures will have all the necessary moral weight 
and can accomplish every desired object short of revolution, and that by 
calling a convention we can have no other object in view except revolution. 
I frankly confess to you that I regard it our chief aim at this time to hold 
the demoralized and trembling fragments of society and law together and 
prevent them from dropping to pieces until the rapidly hastening end of 
our struggle shall be developed. To do this is not only humane and in every 
respect our duty but also puts off the evil day and keeps us in position to take 
advantage of any fortunate circumstance tending to redeem our losses, to 
inspire our people with hope or even to secure better terms in case all should 
be lost. 

Besides the tenor of my advices from Richmond of late is to the effect 
that President Davis is inclined to make earnest efforts for peace on a basis as 
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modest as I suppose you or I could willingly agree to. I am anxious therefore 
to see this the legitimate and proper channels fairly tried and thoroughly 
exhausted before we take matters in our own hands and inaugurate 
revolutionary measures. I earnestly hope therefore that Georgia will not set 
an example which I fear would be fatal to North Carolina. The latter was 
greatly influenced by the former in the beginning of this revolution and the 
Secession of the Empire State of Georgia after mature deliberation had more 
influence in determining the fate of North Carolina than any other State 
in the Confederation except perhaps our great Northern neighbor Virginia. 
Both these latter were exceedingly loath to quit the old Union and embark 
their sober & cautious people upon the bloody waves of war in the face of 
such tremendous odds. They hesitated no longer when our Southern Sisters 
plunged in and cried for help. How they have helped—how they have bled 
and suffered none will more cheerfully acknowledge than the people of 
Georgia by the side of whose gallant sons their blood has been spilled and 
their sufferings endured. | appeal to you then Governor in all candor and 
honour to ask if Georgia should not in this great matter show due deference 
to the opinions and wishes of her Northern Sisters, who moved mainly out 
of sympathy for those who got first into trouble? I believe she will /hope s[hle 
will/ not only for the sake of the cause, but for the sake of humanity, and that 
our action to the last may be harmonious, cordial, sympathetic. Please let 
me hear your opinions as soon as your convenience may serve and believe 
me to be,

I have received the application of Joseph J. Neave, a Quaker from 
England, for permission to come within the Confederate lines, referred by 
your Excellency. 
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A similar application, addressed directly to the Confederate authorities, 
was, after advisement, declined. It was deemed inexpedient to grant such 
permission, because the Quakers were, from their profession, known to be 
inimical to our slave institutions, and to advocate nonresistance. Besides, the 
parties came immediately from the country of the enemy after association 
with them, and by their sanction. It was not considered advisable to admit 
these missionaries to free intercourse with our people, and circumstances 
would seem more strongly now than then to forbid it.

Respectfully returned to His Excellency Gov. Vance. If the Federal authorities 
will send Gen. Vance by flag of truce, I will simultaneously deliver to them 
his equivalent. It is contrary to our practice and against good policy to send 
an officer on special parole to secure the release of any one. We ought not 
to do anything which would put any officer in a better position than that 
occupied by others. The Yankees ought not to ask of us any thing more than 
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a readiness to deliver the equivalent when we receive the prisoner. This we 
offer to do in any and every case. As the enemy have twice as many officers 
as we have, if all that we have were sent North on parole to secure the 
exchange of particularly named parties, when we got through, more than 
two thousand of our officers would be in their hands. What would they and 
their friends say, after their companions had been selected for exchange 
and they left behind? I am happy to inform you that Gen. Vance has been 
selected to assist Gen Beall! in N. York city in the matter of purchasing and 
distributing supplies. He is on parole.

My dear Sir, 

I write to you this morning to thank you for the eminent service rendered 
in sending me the medicine which Mr. McCauls brought up night before 
last. It came to my hands at 12 yesterday—A delay of six hours might have 
produced most distressing results. Anna! will never cease to thank you for 
kindness exhibited, at such a crisis. I believe I may add with much confidence 
that her most earnest prayers will be constantly offered for blessings upon 
you and those near and dear to you. 

The weather is most inclement, or I might attempt to go over to Raleigh 
this evening. I would be glad now to have the “long talk” [invited] in your 
letter of the 22d. Sep.* Your remark “the great popular heart is not now and 
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never has been in this war”’—“that it is revolution of the politicians and 
not of the people,” has been [mournfully] and fully verified by Sherman’s 
triumphant march, his almost royal progress, from Atlanta to Savannah. 
We can all understand what submission and extermination mean, but the 
intermediate term, subjugation, is of more difficult definition. Is Maryland 
subdued? is Missouri? is Kentucky? No one of the three is likely to offer 
resistance to the Federal Government, unless what is not likely to occur, 
the presence of the great invading army shall summon to the rescue. Their’s 
are cases of submission or subjugation and neither has any more inclination 
to undergo the martyrdom of extermination than N.C. Of the condition of 
Texas, Arkansas, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi and Louisiana, I know almost 
nothing. They must I suppose stand or fall of themselves. Now that Hood 
has fallen eminently in his attempt to redeem Georgia and Tennessee, these 
two states may be considered virtually in the same category with Maryland, 
Missouri and Kentucky—or rather as in the [transition] state between 
the decidedly loyal states, as N.C. and the disloyal Maryland. Congress 
has resolved with entire unanimity I believe that Virginia shall never be 
[disarmed] and that we will accept no terms short of independence. The 
public idea is a counterfeit one. 


“Still forever better— 
Though each man’s life blood were a river 
Better be, where the unconquered Spartans still are free 
In their proud charnel at Thermopylae” 


Notwithstanding all this, I suppose that even South Carolina, will stop 
short of extermination in efforts to free Maryland and New Virginia against 
their will. The war is to be maintained henceforth mainly by S.C., N.C. and 
/Old/ Virginia. Georgia and Tennessee will do nothing of themselves. We 
have no General like Lee, no veteran army like his to march to their relief. 

Now that our only port of entry is sealed up all foreign supplies of 
arms, ammunition and subsistance cut off, all domestic supplies for Lee 
dependent for transmission upon the Piedmont road, the naked question 
seems to present itself, are we prepared to submit to martyrdom? The world 
has exhibited in past ages, but one Thermopylae, will N.C., S.C., or old 
Va. present another? Is Independence now within our reach? In September 
I echoed your ejaculation most heartily. “Lord I believe, help thou mine 
unbelief.” I suspect that neither of us can make the asseveration at present. 
I have made no reference to foreign intervention because /I can perceive/ 
no grounds on which we can hope for acceptable succor from England or 
France. The idea of enrolling and arming slaves, and concilliating the world 
by abolition of slavery, meets with little favor in this quarter. 
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What then can be done? If Clay, Calhoun & Webster could be 
summoned from the grave, it might task their /combined/ statesmanship to 
the uttermost to devise a remedy. How is it “among the ranks of living man.” 
Gov. Graham, Col. [James L.] Orr and Mr. [William C.] Rives by united 
counsels might [possibly] given the proper [article] on public opinion, but 
I fear that combination on their part is not probable at a sufficiently early 
day. In N.C. much, very much, perhaps everything depends upon the course 
which you shall persue. Call your friends around /you/, consult them freely, 
keep your own counsels, and at the proper moment, strike where duty calls, 
and unity of sentiment and consert of action may render the blow effectual. 

As this hastily written note, is virtually a reply to your confidential letter 
of the 22 September, you will of course consider it as confidential.

N.C. Soldiers of Lee’s Army to ZBV AGH:GP 


Richmond Virginia 
January 24th 1865 
To His Excellency, 
Z. B. Vance 
Governor of N.C. 


Sir 

It is with much reluctance that we address a letter of this tone to you, 
knowing as we do, that your mind is already heavily taxed with many 
grave and important matters which this war gives rise to. We know that 
Your Excellency would carry our Good Old North State gallantly, and with 
undimmed honor through this struggle for liberty; and we believe that no 
one is more able to do so than yourself. 

We have been to the front endeavoring to keep the Enemy back for the 
past three or four years, (against great odds too) and would still fight them 
to the last, hoping to conquer in time, but those at home must look to the 
wants, and ameliorate the suffering of our wives and little ones there. 
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Very many of our wives were dependent on our labor for support before 
the war, and when articles of food and clothing could be obtained easier 
than now. At this time they are alone, without a protector, and cannot by 
hard and honest labor, obtain enough money to purchase the necessaries of 
life. We had hoped that something would be done to render the currency 
~ better, but it seems to get worse. Many of us have left our wives and children 
at home in the country upon little tracts of land, and who are now suffering 
for want of help to raise bread and meat. 

It is not in the power of Yankee armies to cause us to wish ourselves at 
home, we can face them, and can bear their shot and shell without being 
moved; but, Sir, we cannot hear the cries of our little ones and stand. We 
must say something, /must/ make an effort to relieve them, and would do it 
through you, believing it to be the best way. We suffer much ourselves for 
food & clothing. Our rations are too small, and appear to be decreasing. Our 
clothing is not sufficient to shield us from inclement weather, but in health 
we would not complain of this, but when we are sick and compelled to go 
into hospitals, we do not receive food which is proper for us to eat. It is as 
course as that issued to us in the field, and worse prepared. 

Something should be done to remedy these evils. But it is not of ourselves 
that we would complain, it is of our wives and little ones at home, who are 
necessituous. 

Do something for them and there will be less desertion, and men will go 
into battle with heartier good will. But it is impossible for us to bear up under 
our many troubles, the greatest of which is, the suffering of our wives and 
little ones at home. 

We beg your pardon for bothering you with this, but something must be 
done, speedily.

My dear Sir, 
I wrote you a hasty letter! last week in which I had occasion to speak of 
the present perilous condition of our public affairs. At the time I did so | 
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had no knowledge that propositions for the call of a convention were before 
the General Assembly, or any expectation that such measures would be 
proposed. I had not then seen the remarks of Mr. Orr? of Miss. on the article 
and editorial comment in the Richmond Sentinel headed Treason!—These 
proceedings in the Gen. Assembly and in Congress, indicate that there is 
in both bodies a large minority anxious for peace on the best terms that can 
be had, and of this minority no inconsiderable proportion would probably 
prefer reconstruction to an alliance (coupled with the abolition of slavery) 
with England and France.—My reference to Gov. Graham, Col. Orr of S.C., 
and Mr. Rives of Va. looked to the combined action of the most conspicuous 
statesmen in the three states, on which the prosecution of the war mainly 
depend. 

I enclose you a magazine article,’ the whole of which busy as you may be, 
you may think worthy perusal. I call your attention more particular however, 
to the few first pages as showing that the present are not the only dark days 
known to our history. The remarkable similarity in our condition in 1780 to 
the /present/ state of our affairs must strike you most forc[e]ably. It may serve 
to marshall you in the way that you are going. Mr. Neathry the State Printer 
was the publisher of the magazine and extracts from this article under the 
head of History Repeating Itself, or North Carolina in 1780 and 1865, might be 
reproduced with advantage in the Conservative. 

My opinion is that the Gen. Assembly will not pass the convention bill. 
If it should do so, however, the people will vote it, in my opinion, by a 
decided majority. | 

I repeat the estimate heretofore given that your situation is one of great 
delicacy and difficulty, and calls for careful consultation with those on whose 
friendship and patriotism you can rely.

Governor: 

At my return from Charleston, Col. Mullins gave me your letter.’ | am 
at once gratified and honored with your concurrence in the suggestions [| 
ventured to make to you. Confirmed in my purpose by your approval, I am 
preparing and will dispatch without delay to the Governors of Alabama, 
Mississippi and Florida similar suggestions to those which were addressed 
to you. And supported as they will be by your endorsement I have no doubt 
of speedily securing that united and concerted action which I hope and 
believe will accomplish all that we desire. At the earliest moment and in 
anticipation of the response from the Governors of the States I have named, 
I will prepare and submit to you the draft of such a paper as I think calculated 
fitly to express the opinions we have formed. 
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I have written to Governor Brown in acknowledgment of his reply to 
me and also to the Hon. A. H. Stephens; to the latter addressing myself 
particularly to the consideration of the great danger of calling the people of 
Georgia into a Convention: assuring him of my hope and belief that without 
incurring the great dangers involved in the call for a Convention, all that 
we desire to secure can be accomplished without it; and most strongly urging 
him to use the authority of his name and the influence of his position against 
that proposition. 

It is to me a proposition of incontestable correctness that the great 
source of the evils under which we labor is to be traced to the dependent 
position which the State Governments have been content to assume, in the 
progress of a war which in its large proportions has called forth the exercise 
of those powers, which were reserved to the States; but which Congress has 
attempted to use; and in that attempt the State Governments from patriotic, 
but as events have shown, not wise motives have acquiesced. 

Starting from principles directly antagonistic, the Government of 
the United States and the Government of the Confederate States, have 
practically arrived in matters of administration at the same result. In both 
the suggestions of convenience, have been regarded as the sanction sufficient 
for any conduct they might adopt. And the most ill-omened cry throughout 
the Confederation is the one so frequently heard, that the force of law is 
suspended; and the pressure of the War has borne down the authority of the 
Constitution. 

In the United States such a principle harmonized with the political 
dogmas there professed. In the Confederate States it was in violent opposition 
to the tenets for the vindication of which these States seceded. The arbitrary 
course of the former Government was therefore the natural consequence of 
its doctrines: while such a course in our Government was utterly inconsistent 
with its purposes or its powers. We have therefore presented in the whole 
progress of the war, the startling contradiction of States united in a league, 
for the support of their separate independence; called on to ignore if not 
abjure that independence. A compact of carefully guarded powers, expanding 
into a Government without limitation or responsibility. Guarantees for the 
liberty of person and protection of property, not only not respected; but so 
recklessly invaded, that the retention of such prerogatives now seem rather 
a mockery than a guaranty. 

Whenever there has been an invasion of those guarantees of personal 
liberty and property, the citizen was paralyzed by the acquiescence of his 
State in the assumption by the common Government of its prerogative: and 
if the State did manifest a purpose to assert its dignity and its rights; the cry 
that the arm of the Common Government would be thereby paralyzed forced 
it to abandon its purpose and trust to the hope that a speedy termination of 
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the war would terminate the forced and unnatural, I will not say, undignified 
condition, in which it had been placed. 

As might have been expected, the exercise of powers which were never 
intended to be conferred upon the Common Government, has necessarily 
called forth, an equally unauthorized administration of them. Impressment, 
for the sake of illustration, has supplied the place of the contract. The order 
of a Bureau, accomplishes what Congress itself would not venture to do. The 
functions of a Judge are transferred to some military officer. And the court 
of Justice is closed by the denial to a magistrate of the power to enquire into 
the cause of a commitment. Arrests are made by order: detention is secured 
by command: and a power more gigantic than any crowned head in Europe 
would exercise, is presented to us as the means by which we are to insure 
success in a struggle to establish a Free Government. 

It is thus that we have dried up the openings from which new courage 
and fresh impulse could have been given to our people in this protracted 
contest in which they have been engaged. We taught them to know their 
States as their country; and in the defence of that country we have blotted 
out and hidden from their view those states which are that country. 

Unhappily for us the lapse of time which has but served to multiply the 
cases in which the State Governments have acquiesced in this wide departure 
from the standards of right and justice; have also so much increased the 
dangers of defeat and so much intensified the desire for repose, that it will 
require something of firmness to sustain the State Government in its proper 
position. But if there is difficulty and however great may be that difficulty 
it is to be more than counter-balanced by the plain truth, that it is only by 
restoring the State Governments to their proper condition, that our success 
in this war can be secured. 

Unless military successes shall give to it new life, the credit of the 
Confederate Government is gone: with the loss of its credit its resources 
of course are also gone. Fortunately the credit of the States is un- 
impaired. The question therefore is looming up directly before us: shall 
the Confederate Government administer our credit, as it has our supplies 
and warlike appliances which we have given to it? I may well suppose that 
to this proposition there will be but one answer. If so, it will furnish the 
occasion, and that according to all probability not far distant, when we must 
understand better than we have done, the relations of the States to the 
Common Government at Richmond. 

If I look forward to this or any other circumstance which is likely to 
bring us back to our true position, it is because in that position alone, can 
I find assurance of our certain success. We still have men enough to make 
an army able to win our deliverance: We still have resources sufficient to 
carry us safely through all our difficulties. But we have no more men to 
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lose: We have now no resources to waste. The States, as States seceded: the 
States as States are to fight out this bloody war. They are the realities of this 
grand drama: all else is but the appendage. It is the political condition of 
each State which is to be lost or won. It is the life, liberty and property of 
the citizens of each of those States, which are staked upon the issue of the 
contest. If we save these, we save the Common Government these states 
have framed. And those States are held together not because they have so 
written and signed; but because they recognize in all of their relations, the 
evidence of a common destiny. Let us not forget in dealing with this great 
war, that we find our strength in the comprehension of the great principles 
of human conduct and action. 

I have been led away by the consideration which press upon me farther | 
fear than your patience will allow: and will only delay you until I assure you 
of the respects of

Sir, 


I regret that the pressure of public business and my serious indisposition 
have delayed a response to your letter of the 3rd. instant.! 

The distinct question at issue between us was raised by the statement of 
your message in reference to the Advance, that “the seizure of her foreign 
coals for the ‘Tallahassee,’ compelling her to put to sea with North Carolina 
Coals,” was the cause of her loss. This question I distinctly met in my 
previous communication, and | desire to adhere to it. You will pardon me 
therefore for declining discussion upon other points which you raise as to 
whether the “Advance” had gold on freight &c, and which are unnecessary 
to the determination of this single question of fact. 
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In reference to your allusions to an anonymous article published in 
the “Sentinel,” said to have been written under the auspices of the Navy 
Department; and to your statement that “From this it will seem that in order 
to convict me (You) of venturing upon an extraordinary statement, some 
parties connected with the Navy Department have ventured upon a rather 
ordinary one,” it is only necessary to say that they are not only irrelevant but 
erroneous; and that the article in question was neither /written/ under the 
auspices, nor with the knowledge of this Department. 

The policy of the Government with regard to its cruizers and the 
commerce of Wilmington, the influence of this policy upon the enemy to 
attack Fort Fisher, and the comparative value of a single cargo of bacon and 
a certain number of the enemy’s ships destroyed at sea, all touched upon in 
your letter, invite discussion, but as their investigation would throw no light 
whatever upon the question of fact at issue, I refrain from further reference 
to them. 

Your statement was, “This noble vessel, the pride of the State and 
benefactor of our soldiers and people, was captured by the enemy after 
she had successfully made her way through the blockading squadron in 
consequence of the seizure of her foreign Coals for the use of the cruizer 
‘Tallahassee,’ compelling her to put to sea with North Carolina coal.” 

The obvious inference from this language is, that not only were coals 
taken from the “Advance” for the “Tallahassee,” but that they were so taken 
when the “Advance” was about to “put to sea,” compelling her to proceed 
with North Carolina coal and it was to correct a statement which I supposed 
had been entered upon unadvisedly that I furnished you with the formal 
report of the Coal Agent of this Department at Wilmington, made to Capt. 
Pinkney, the Chief Naval Officer in command there, that not only had no 
coal been taken from the “Advance,” for the “Tallahassee,” but that when 
coals were taken for the “Florie” and “Let her B,” a portion of which, as 
alleged by Mr. Harris, was subsequently transferred to the “Tallahassee,” and 
to which coals your statement refers, the “Advance” was not in the port of 
Wilmington. The coal agent says “that not one particle of coal was taken 
from the steamer “Advance,” nor one pound impressed to which the State, 
or any of the joint owners of that steamer had the slightest claim.” 

Subsequent to the date of my former communication the following 
dispatch was received from Capt. Pinkney. 


“Wilmington Decr. 29th. 1864 
Hon. S. R. Mallory, 
No coal was taken from the Advance, nor any belonging to her for the 
Tallahassee or any other vessel. I sent a report to this effect from the Coal 
Agent here some time ago. 


(Signed) R. E Pinkney 
Comdg &c &c.” 
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I regarded this report as conclusive and doubted not that you would so regard 
it, for I could not suppose that these agents could have seized the coals 
of the “Advance” and compelled her to “put to sea with North Carolina 
coal” without being aware of the fact. Your letter of the 3rd. however, not 
only reiterates the statement of the message, but it presents the following 
certificate in support of it. 


“Wilmington N.C. Dec. 6. 1864. 
I J. T. O'Reilly having charge of Messrs. Power Lowe & Co’s wharf and 
Warehouse, do certify that on the 9th. July last, the Navy Department took 
from said Wharf 1170 barrows of Welsh coal being by weight 179 60/2000 
Tons, which were placed on board St. Ship ‘Let her B,’ said ship having 
hauled to the wharf for that purpose. 


I further certify that no coals have ever been returned in place of those 
taken as above described by said or any other Department of the Confederate 
States. 

(Signed) J. T. O’Reilly.” 


This certificate that in July last coals were taken by the Navy Department 
from the wharf of Power Low & Co for the steamer “Let her B” is produced 
in proof of the statement that the loss of the “Advance” in the following 
September was “in consequence of the seizure of foreign coal for the cruizer 
Tallahassee’ compelling her to put to sea” &c. 


The following is the second certificate: 


“Wilmington N.C. Decr. 6th. 1864. 

I certify that on the afternoon of the 28th. or 29th. ult. I was present at a 
conversation between Mr. J. A. Willard Navy Agent and Eli Murrary Esar. 
Agt. of State of No. Ca. at this place. I asked Mr. Willard the question what 
became of the coal taken from Messrs. Power Low & Co and others which 
he alledged had been placed on board the Stmr. ‘Florie’ and ‘Let her B’ after 
the expedition upon which these vessels were destined had been abandoned 
he replied ‘what had not been consumed in going up and down the river had 
been transferred to the Stmr.Tallahassee.’ 


(Signed) Geo. Harris” 


This certificate shows that Mr. Willard the Naval Coal Agent stated that 
the coal taken in July last from Power Low & Co, and referred to by Mr. 
OReilly, was used for the Steamers “Florie” and “Let her B,” and that after 
the abandonment of the expedition for which they were designed, what had 
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not been consumed in going up and down the river had been transferred to 


the “Tallahassee.” 


In addition to the evidence of these certificates in support of the statement 
made, you inform me that “Power Low & Co were part owners and agents 
of the vessel; it was their duty to accumulate coal for the use of our vessels 
by taking small quantities from each one which had a surplus for supplying 
those which were short. To this common heap the ‘Advance’ contributed as 
others and when she came to sail this heap destined as well for her and the 
others of the line had been taken by the Navy Department” Gc. 

Thus it appears that the Navy Department neither took coal from the 
“Advance” nor any coal belonging to her or designed for her exclusive use, 
but that the coal which it took from Power Low & Co for the “Let her B” in 
July last, might /possibly/ have been used for the “Advance” in the following 
September, if other vessels, equally entitled to it, had not in the meantime 
consumed it. 

With all respect for your own convictions upon the subject | am unable 
to perceive that the charge advanced in your message is sustained by the 
certificates or by the foregoing explanation now presented. 

In my previous communication I adverted to that statement in your 
message in which the captures /made by/ our cruizers out of Wilmington 
were characterized as “a few insignificant smacks,” and, presuming that 
so strange an error of fact, and one so unjust to the officers and men of 
these cruizers, could only have found a place in your message from want of 
information upon the subject, and that its correction would promptly follow 
a presentation of the facts, I invited your attention to it, and submitted a 
schedule of the captures in question, numbering forty six, (46) & embracing 
nineteen (19) square rigged vessels. I regret that while your derisive reference 
to a “few insignificant smacks” is being circulated throughout the country, its 
correction, with the facts before you, has escaped your attention.

Dear Governor: 

We are full of peace rumors here. The sketch of Blair’s declarations in the 
Enquirer, is without foundation. The only result of his last interview with 
the President was the assurance, that Lincoln would receive commissioners 
to treat of peace. They have been appointed informally, and left this 
morning. Some quite interesting incidents occurred in connection with 
their appointment. It is understood that the President and Stephens have 
not been on good terms for some eighteen months or two years. On this 
occasion however, the former sent for Stephens, and they had a long, and 
as I understand frank and satisfactory, interview. The President having 
determined to send three commissioners, called upon Mr. Stephens to 
select the first one. He named Judge Campbell. The President then selected 
R. M. T. Hunter, and added “allow me to hope, Mr. Stephens, that you will 
accept the position of the third,” which he did and as I have said, they are 
off this morning. This was handsome, and has given, I think, a good deal of 
satisfaction here. 

I have no idea however, that anything will come of the movement, 
Except a clear demonstration that we can get no terms from Lincoln which 
we can accept with honor or safety. And so far it will do us good. God knows, 
I am anxious for peace, but more so for independence, and willingly as I 
would live to see the End of this bloody struggle, and to unite in putting up 
our fences, after it shall be over, I am not willing to survive the liberty and 
independence of my country

In testimony whereof, I, William H. Seward, Secretary of State of the 
United States, have hereunto subscribed my name and caused the seal of the 
Department of State to be affixed.

A Resolution submitting to the Legislatures of the several 
States a Proposition to amend the Constitution of the United States. 


Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, (two thirds of both Houses 
concurring,) That the following article be proposed to the legislatures of the 
several States as an amendment to the constitution of the United States, 
which, when ratified by three fourths of said legislatures, shall be valid, to all 
intents and purposes, as a part of the said Constitution, namely: 


Article XIII. ~ 


Section 1. Neither slavery nor involuntary servitude, except as a punishment 
for crime whereof the party shall have been duly convicted, shall exist within 
the United States, or any place subject to their jurisdiction. 


Section 2. Congress shall have power to enforce this article by appropriate 
legislation.

Sir, 

Your communication of Ist. inst.! in reference to the condition of the 
Federal prisoners at this Post has been received. General Johnson has been 
absent for the week or so past, detained in Virginia by the illness of his wife 
and | will endeavor to furnish your Excellency a short statement. General 
Johnson will on his return, which is expected tomorrow or at most the first 
of next week, answer at more length. 

The C.S. Prison when established at this place was contemplated for 
Confederate prisoners only. Buildings and sufficient ground being purchased 
for that purpose. About the fifth of November 1864, a large number prisoners 
of war—some 8,000 were suddenly sent here, the Govt. having no other 
place to send them. The grounds were enlarged and such preparations as 
could be made were arranged for their reception. A short time after their 
arrival tents were issued and now they are all under shelter of some sort. The 
number of prisoners confined here has reached as high a figure as 10000. 
When sent here they were in extremely bad condition. 

Wood in sufficient quantity is issued them. Only two days have they 
been without and then unavoidable circumstances prevented its issue. The 
issue of wood is regulated in a measure by the weather. In extreme days 
they receive more than when the weather is mild. As evidence that they 
have plenty—they offer to sell and do sell to the sutler wood for his store in 
exchange for Tobacco. He informs me that more is offered him than he buys 
or has use for. 

The matter of food receives the earnest attention of the Commanding 
Officers. They regularly receive One lb. good bread, One pint soup, besides 
small issues of Meat or Sorghum—sometimes small quantities of both. 
Enclosed please find a mem a/c? showing the number of prisoners and the 
articles given them, for the past fifteen days. As to clothing their condition 
is truly deplorable—most of them having been prisoners some 6 or 9 mos. 
The Confederate Govt. cannot issue clothing to them, and none has been 
received at this Post from the North. Gen. Johnson, in a communication to 
Comr. Ould, in early part of January, called attention to their condition in 
this respect, which he set forth in the fullest terms, and requested his paper 
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be forwarded to the Federal Authorities. Your generous proposition will no 
doubt be readily agreed to by the Fed. Govt. As soon as the Genl. returns | 
will lay your communication before him and he will do all he can to effect 
its consum/m/ation. 

Ten wells are in the Prison, which afford them water, in addition they 
are permitted every day to bring water in barrels from a neighboring creek. 
No stream of water runs thro’ the Prison—this is unfortunate, but a removal 
of prisoners to Columbia is contemplated and all improvements—building 
&c has been prohibited by Genl. Winder. Genl. York* who has visited 
most of the Prisons south recruiting, assures me of the superiority of this. In 
consequence of the lack of transportation and the damages to the R. Roads 
of late, the energy of the Officers of the Com & Q.M. depmts. has been 
subjected to no mean test, but the prisoners have not suffered for wood or 
rations. An Inspector from your Excellency will receive every facility to visit 
the Prison. 

In regard to a former communication’ from your Excellency in reference 
to the Senior Reserves, a reply to which has been delayed by the Generals 
absence, I most respectfully state—Every indulgence consistent with the 
service has been afforded them. Furloughs for seven days with the addition 
of the time required to reach their homes, are granted at the rate of six to 
the One hundred arms bearing men present for duty. The duty is onerous on 
them, but is caused by the frequent and numerous desertions.

My dear Sir, 

Your very interesting letter’ has been recd. and read carefully by myself 
& Mrs. Vance. I have not time to answer it as its importance deserves and 
reckon you hardly expected me to do so now. 

I am free to confess that I have long entertained views somewhat similar 
to yours with regard to the amelioration of our system of slavery. Years ago, 
when the furor in behalf of slavery was so strong in consequence of Northern 
aggression, that the boldest among us did not dare to say a word against any 
part of the system, I have been deeply impressed with the opinion that it was 
our duty to reform & correct it, for the very cause’s sake. 

Nothing would afford me greater pleasure than to begin now, if there was 
any opening. I fear indeed that the fatal blow is about to be stricken which 
shall abolish it at once, to the great injury of both races. No time, I feel sure, 
will be allowed for doctoring or reforming, for whether we reconstruct the 
Union or establish our independence with foreign aid I am quite certain 
that the price we pay will be abolition. But should I be disappointed, should 
God permit me to see my country established in peace again with slavery 
preserved, I shall deem it a duty I owe to Him to assist my countrymen 
in effecting these great reforms demanded alike by policy, humanity, and 
religion. 

I can not write more now. We are almost in a state of chaos here, many 
seem to regard peace as already come & are disposed to abandon every 
preparation for defence.

Dear Sir. 

I have received information from numerous citizens of Burke County that 
certain persons profess to have authority from the Confederate Government 
to distil grain into Whiskey in that county, and that they have and now are 
buying up grain at high prices for that purpose. The citizens from whom I 
receive this information represent that grain is very scarce in that section 
of the State and that the families of Soldiers and the poor and needy will 
require all the surplus which can be spared from the Army. It is also stated 
that the whiskey when so distilled is to be converted into vinegar and is not 
to be used for hospital purposes. I am informed that it has been urged upon 
the Confederate Authorities as a reason for granting such privileges that 
large quantities of pork can be received from the swill of these distilleries, 
but surely such a reason could not influence their action. If the object is to 
raise pork, it can be much better effected by feeding the grain directly to the 
swine. Knowing as I do the wants of the community whose interest is thus to 
be effected, I most earnestly insist that if such permission has been granted 
it be immediately revoked. With sentiments of much respect,

regard to the loss of the Advance. Nor do I care to argue the “question 
of fact” so gravely made upon me involving only a quibble as to whether 
coal in the possession of my Agent was in my possession. The distinction 
between that kind of possession which is required to support an indictment 
for larceny and that required to sustain an act of trespass vi et armis’ 
might be learnedly discanted upon here, but as you very properly observe in 
reference to my allusion to the supposed gold on board the Advance it would 
be “unnecessary to the determination of the single question of fact.” 

But though such is my susceptibility to reason I may be induced to 
forego an argument on the question of the possession of my agent being my 
possession, I confess | am not quite ready to admit that the possession of A.B. 
abstractly considered is not the possession of A.B. or that other remarkable 
proposition that the legal and undisputed possession of an article affords not 
“the slightest claim” of property. And yet such doctrine I understand you to 
advance when acknowledging that Power Lowe & Co were part owners of 
the Steamer Advance, that your Agents took one hundred & sixty nine tons 
of coal from them, you yet assert that not one particle of coal was taken from 
the Steamer Advance, nor one pound impressed to which the State or any of 
the joint owners of that Steamer had the slightest claim!! 

Now in the name of Blackstone, Coke and all the lawyers at once from 
Moses to Capt. Pinkney, who did have any claim to that coal? who was its 
owner? 

But really my /dear/ Sir, I think this correspondence had better close 
and leave the public and the proper committee in Congress to determine 
the question between us. If the taking from my Agent of coals collected by 
him for the use of my vessel & his did not justify me in my statements to the 
Legislature, then] amcontent they should say so. I desire of course no difficulty 
with the Navy Dept or any other branch of the government struggling & 
straining as they are in the public defense. | was induced more particularly to 
make this public complaint because it was not the first time that the coals for 
my Steamer had been seized by the Confederate authorities in Wilmington, 
and for the further reason that from the first I met with nothing but opposition 
from all sides in my efforts to clothe the troops of North Carolina. I mentioned 
those other matters to which you allude as irrelevant to the present question, 
simply because I considered the general policy of my message on this head 
as assailed by you, and as I have assailed the policy of the Govmt. Now that 
the fall of the defences of the Cape Fear and the closure of our last port’ have 
given a melancholy confirmation to my strictures, | have no more to say.

On arriving yesterday I found yrs of 16th. ulto’ & Ist. inst’ which have 
heretofore been replied to by Capt Booth AAG. 

I avail myself of my first time to acknowledge personally your liberal 
offer. Col. Hoke? informs me that the condition of the Reserves is greatly 
ameliorated but they still want clothes. 

I think (350) three hundred & fifty out fits will do. Jackets, pants, shirts, 
drawers, shoes, stockings & caps. 

Please to order them sent to Capt Goodman Post Quarter Master & have 
an invoice sent me also, so that I can see they are properly applied to your 
Reserves exclusively. 

No one can feel more acutely than I do the condition of the prisoners of 
war here. It is disgraceful to our country. Capt Booth’s letter showed you that 
as to food & fuel they were well supplied but they suffer for clothes & shelter. 
Genl Winder proposed removing them before Xmas. & therefore forbade 
any buildings to be erected here. A large percent have therefore lived in holes 
in the ground. Were I to attempt to erect Barracks here Spring wd. come on 
before they cd. be finished. I must therefore try to get Tents. Can you lend 
me or procure for me in Raleigh 150 or 200 Wall tents. If so pray send them 
on at once. I recently visited Richmond for the main purpose of pressing on 
our authorities our duties to ourselves & these people, laying before them 
the terrible suffering & mortality among them. I have procured from the 
Federal officer for distributing goods in Richmond 3500 Blankets which 
will be here tomorrow. With the tents their condition will be tolerable, but 
nothing will alleviate it but speedy exchange. 

In Richmond & since from Vice Prest. Stephens I learned that Genl 
Grant is willing to receive from us 3000 per week. I have telegraphed Genl 
Gardnert at Richmond urging him to press the immediate delivery of all 
the prisoners in North & South Carolina at Wilmington. This could be 
done from Florence & Columbia South Carolina by the Manchester Road 
& from here by way of Raleigh without encumbering our transportation. 
If this is not done speedily, the prisoners from Columbia will have to be 
moved up here or to Greensboro & those from <Columbia>/Florence/ 
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towards Raleigh, & thus NoCa will have to subsist 20,000 more men, eating 
up supplies which should go to Richmond. In case of the evacuation of 
Wilmington no distant contingency, & the possession of Columbia by the 
enemy, equally possible the Prisoners at Florence are cut off, & can only be 
extricated by a march thro central NoCa on Raleigh which will expose yr 
people to more depredations than from the march of a hostile column. These 
considerations will, | doubt not induce your Excellency to join with me in 
urging the Confederate authorities to consent to an immediate delivery of 
these prisoners at the most convenient point. 

Grant proposes to take his men & deliver ours—both parties to be on 
parole. I think he never intended to exchange them so as to allow our men 
to go back to our Army. On this our authorities may stick—but we ought 
to agree to it at once. The prisoners here eat our rations & keep men out 
of the field to guard them. They are a terrible burthen—it wd. be better to 
send them home at once on parole. But the men we get back, will go home, 
reinvigorate the population for the War, work, help to raise provisions, & 
in case of emergency, defend themselves, by guerrilla war, of which right no 
parole can deprive them. 

It wd. be better to have them in our Army, but failing that, let us have 
them at the plough with the rifle in the fence corner. 

I press this upon you, for if these people are not turned over to their own 
authorities, they will be pressed back into No Ca who will have to subsist 
three Armies—the Confederate, the Federal & the Neutral, more terrible 
than either.

My dear sir 

Your telegram! was received today, in which you request that | shall 
solicit Mr. Stephens? to take Raleigh in his way home, and make a public 
address there on the state of the country. 

In reply I have to state, that Mr S. left this city last Wednesday evening 
for Ga. that he declined to make any speech here after his return from the 
interview with Lincoln & Seward,? and I have reason to believe, that he 
does not design to address the people of his own state, as the papers of this 
city have announced, but without authority. He had had no intercourse with 
the President during this session of Congress untill within a few days before 
the appointment of the commission to confer with the U.S. Govt. They 
were brought together by the interposition of friends, and held two long 
consultations: at the end of which he was appointed on the commission. 
After his return from Hampton roads they met again: but having an opinion, 
that the President is not conducting our affairs wisely, he refused to take part 
in any public demonstration, as to the course to be pursued in the future, 
and is said to have left here in much despondency as to future prospects. 
A deep anxiety pervades the minds of others, not so much on account of 
the termination of the negotiations, as of the military situation. Grant is 
understood to have been heavily reinforced, so as to confine to this section 
all of Lee’s army: and Sherman threatens to overrun S.C. and perhaps our 
own state at no distant day. The speeches at public meetings here and the 
inflammatory leaders in the newspapers brought out no volunteers, but 
degenerated into an advocacy of the fatal policy of appealing to our slaves 
for assistance against the enemy. Subsistence for Lee’s army is also jeoparded 
by the occupation of the S.C. Railroad by Sherman, and every advance he 
makes in this direction. The forces we have, in that quarter do not seem 
to be concentrated, but are divided out between Charleston, Augusta, 
Columbia and I know not what other localities, with jarring counsels among 
our Generals. 

No one advises the acceptance of the terms offered by Lincoln, but the 
question is being considered, what is to be done to resist his armies, and 
whether reunion, by which ten states may defeat the proposed amendment 
to the Constitution & retain slavery be not preferable to the triumph of his 
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arms, and the subjection of every thing to his power. Whether a solution can 
be given to these problems by the agency of this Govt. or the interposition 
of the states, is also matter of consideration. The President is not in favor 
with Congress, and is believed not to possess the wisdom required for the 
emergency. His administration could be easily made powerless, but that 
would be to weaken the cause of the country. The Sect. State* is very 
unpopular and was struck at by the Va. delegation in their request for a 
general change of Cabinet, by which Sedden was induced to resign. This 
delegation in a body was the only one consulted, before the introduction of 
the suspension of Hab. Corpus: and you will see from the Presidents reply to 
Sedden that a pretty quarrel now exists between them. 

The Commissioners represent Lincoln & Seward as apparently 
courteous, kind, and anxious for peace, but earnest /in/ stating their terms, 
and seemingly confident in their power to enforce them. 

No one can foresee what turn events may take. Congress will be in 
session for two or three weeks yet, and I will endeavor to keep you advised 
of their progress. There is said to be deep depression in the army or portions 
of it. In the late battle near Pet.bg certain troops (Va. I believe) refused to 
charge untill Genl. Lee rode forward to lead them in person, and in doing so 
had a button shot from his coat. 

The employment of slaves as soldiers has again been brought before the 
senate & referred to committee. I look upon it as a fatal measure if adopted, 
and Mr Hunter believes, the agitation of this subject in the Prests message 
was the cause of the proposed amendment to the Constitution U.S. to 
abolish slavery. : 

I have thus given you something of the undercurrents of events, and 
conversations here, pertaining to /the/ serious crisis which is now upon us, 
and have to beg, that you will observe proper discretion among those to 
whom you may think proper to confide them.

Dear Sir, 


Your letter! in answer to mine’ enclosing a resolution of the Genl. 
Assembly of this State, in relation to the subject of the transportation of 
salt, has been received, covering statement of Mr. J. N. Clarkson Supt. &c. 

The General Assembly was on the point of adjourning when it was read, 
and therefore could take no action in regard thereto. The special committee 
on salt, however, to whom I submitted your communication, desired me 
to express for them their satisfaction as to its explanations and to say that 
they considered their previous action as hasty. I desire, Governor, to add 
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expressions of my own regret, for any hasty condemnation of the action 
of the constituted authorities of your State, calculated to impair those 
friendly and intimate relations which have and should exist between N.C. 
& Virginia. Whilst I cannot say that the requirement levied upon foreign 
trains by your Board of Public Works to transport salt for the Confederate 
States is unreasonable, it is yet open to the objection that, as we understand 
it Virginia is furnishing the Confederacy salt by contract, and that we should 
not be required to assist in filling Virginia’s contracts, and further, that the 
trains we sent there to haul for N.C. were hired at a cost of $200 per day, 
and we were compelled to pay full freight on every bushel of salt beside. This 
you will acknowledge would render it peculiarly hard on us unless the State 
of Virginia or the Confederate Government would pay all expenses of the 
fourth load of what we could not complain. Again, one of one of [sic] the 
trains hired by this State, was required to haul wood for the furnaces of the 
Virginia works, and in case of refusal, was forbidden to run at all: so my agent 
informs me, of this no explanation was offered, and I must suppose escaped 
your attention altogether. It seems to me that this requisition was entirely 
unreasonable, and not to be allowed. I agree with you in the opinion that 
there may be private axes to grind in this matter of transportation of salt, 
but have not been able to ascertain precisely where the fault lies. It is due to 
you to be informed however, that considerable quantities of salt have been 
sold in various towns in this State by a Mr. Gilchrist said to be a partner or 
agent of Col. Clarkson, whether it be the salt of that gentleman or of the 
State of Virginia, | submit that its transportation here shows a capacity of 
the Virginia Roads to transport more salt from Saltville than is required 
either by her citizens or the Confederate Govt. and to the extent that this 
salt prevents North Carolina salt from coming forward we have the right to 
complain. In regard to the order which I gave that no supplies should go from 
this State to Virginia, I regret that you regard it so harsh and unneighborly. 
I did nothing more than verbally request our rail-roads not to transport 
provisions from this State to yours, which I thought warranted by the orders 
of your Board of Public Works, prohibiting our salt from coming over your 
roads even on our own trains except upon such conditions as we deemed 
unjust. Had I applied it only to supplies belonging to the State and going 
in your State trains, the order would have been precisely similar and I must 
be pardoned for adding, just. I shall however take great pleasure in revoking 
it, and shall hereafter require trains from your State to do only the amount 
of transportation here as is imposed upon ones in Va. I make no allusion 
to the constitutional question raised in your letter, as a tu quoque? is a poor 
argument, and I earnestly desire that our relations should have a deeper & 
more friendly foundation than the requirements of the constitution, sacred 
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as they should be. To make some definite arrangement of this matter, I have 
authorized Mr. Woodfin our Supt. to call and see you, and to make any 
accommodation which may be just and right. He is fully posted as to my 
/own/ views and thoroughly conversant with the matters, in hand, and I 
hope he may be able to suggest such terms as will be acceptable to you, and 
profitable to both parties.

Proclamation by ZBV AGH:GLB 


By the Governor 
A Proclamation to the People of North Carolina 


Whereas It is incumbent on me by virtue of the high trust your partiality 
has conferred upon me to watch with vigilence over your welfare, guard 
with fidelity your interests; and warn you of every approaching danger, Now 
therefore I Zebulon B. Vance, Governor of the said State, actuated by a 
sacred sense of duty and love of country, do deem it necessary to address 
you in this manner in regard to the dangers and duties of the present time, 
earnestly praying that it may be conducive to harmony and good will, 
wherein only is to be found a safe and honorable deliverance from all our 
troubles. It is known to you all, that in the beginning of these troubles 
North Carolina was so decidedly opposed to initiating the secession of her 
Southern sisters that any attempt to force her to do so by even a majority of 
her people prior to the Proclamation of Lincoln in 1861, would most likely 
have resulted in civil war, among our own citizens. It pleased God, however, 
to prevent this calamity and to calm all the fierce passions of party bitterness, 
and to cause the most perfect unanimity by means of that Proclamation 
which placed before us the dire necessity of either assisting or slaughtering 
our own brothers and friends. Interest, honor, and sympathy combined to 
decide us upon resistance to what all united in condemning as a cruel and 
wicked war upon the homes and liberties of the South. With unexampled 
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zeal we entered into the war, rushed forward our bravest sons, and poured 
out our richest treasures. With immense sacrifices, and varying fortunes we 
continued the struggle, still with great unanimity for years. About the end of 
the third year, however, a portion of our people in common with many others 
throughout the South, seeing how our best citizens were falling, and how our 
fairest lands were desolated, began to urge that peace should be sought for 
by negotiations as well as by the sword. They argued that our Confederate 
authorities, moved by pride of opinion and embittered by the length and 
fierceness of the conflict, had not made a sufficient trial of statesmanship 
as a means of stopping the war, that no doubt if properly approached either 
by commissioners, appointed by our common government, or by the states 
separately, supposing diplomatic reasons would prevent the enemy, from 
treating with the former, that our enemy would grant us better terms than we 
had supposed, and promising that if a fair and honest effort at negotiations 
should be spurned by the enemy or rejected then all classes and conditions 
of men in the South would, unite in an earnest prosecution of the War. This 
was the first serious approach to a division among our people. Sympathizing 
with the reasonableness of this demand, though not with all the reasons 
given for believing in its efficiency, and being as sincerely desirous as it 
was possible for man to be, to stop the war on honorable terms, I as your 
Governor addressed President Davis in December 1863, and urged this 
course upon him. In answer thereto, he assured me that three separate and 
distinct efforts had been made to treat with the enemy, without obtaining 
even a hearing and that he did not see how a fourth one could be initiated 
without humiliation to ourselves and injury to our cause. Trusting that 
Providence would yet open the way the matter rested here for another year. 
Many, however of our people who advocated peace upon such vague and 
ill-defined terms as to cause doubt of their good faith and loyalty, continued 
sedulously to disseminate the oppinion that our own government alone was 
to blame for the continuance of the war, going so far in some instances as 
to threaten revolutionary measures for wresting the treaty-making power 
from its hands, and negotiating with the enemy ourselves, alleging that we 
could certainly get such terms if the States would act in their sovereign 
capacity, as would secure our property and slaves, by reconstruction. 
Since the beginning of the present year however two individuals from the 
North having visited Richmond on a peace mission, by the authority of 
President Lincoln, and having as our President supposed opened the way for 
another effort at negotiations, it was promptly made. He immediately sent a 
delegation through, the lines for that purpose, consisting of Vice President 
Stephens, Judge Campbell late of the Supreme Court of the United States, 
and the Hon. R. M. T. Hunter Confederate States Senator from the State 
of Virginia, men all eminent for their abilities, public services, and the long 
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continued confidence and respect of their countrymen. The first two are 
well known to have opposed the beginning of this war, and to sympathize 
with the general desire for negotiations. They were met at Fortress Monroe 
by President Lincoln, and Mr Seward, his Secretary of State, who without 
allowing them to leave the boat on which they arrived, told them what 
appears in the following official report 


Richmond Feb. 5, 1865. 
To the President of the Confederate States: 


Sir 

Under your letter of appointment of commissioners of the 28th. <we> 
we proceeded to seek an informal conference with Abraham Lincoln 
President of the United States upon the subject mentioned in your letter. 
The Conference was granted, and took place on the 3d. inst, on board a 
steamer anchored in Hampton Roads where we met President Lincoln and 
Hon. Mr. Seward Secretary of State for the United States. It continued for 
several hours, and was both full and explicite. We learned from them that 
the message of President Lincoln to the Congress of the United States in 
December last explains clearly and distinctly his sentiments as to the terms, 
conditions and mode of proceeding by which peace could be secured to the 
people, and we were not informed that they would be modified or altered to 
obtain that end. We understood from him that no terms or proposals of any 
treaty or agreement looking to an ultimate settlement would be entertained 
or made by him with the authorities of the Confederate States because that 
would be a recognition of their existence as a separate power which under 
no circumstances would be done, and for like reasons that no such terms 
would be entertained by him from States separately, that no extended truce 
or armistice as at present advised would be granted or allowed without a 
satisfactory assurance in advance of the complete restoration of the authority 
of the Constitution and Laws of the United States over all places within 
the States of the Confederacy; that whatever circumstances may follow 
from the re-establishment of that authority must be accepted out and out. 
Individuals subject to pains and penalties, under the laws of the United 
States, might rely upon a very liberal use of power confided to him, to remit 
these pains and penalties, if peace be restored during such conference. The 
proposed amendments to the constitution adopted by Congress on the 3st. 
ult were brought to our notice. These amendments provide that neither 
slavery nor involuntary servitude except for crime should exist within the 
United States, or in any place within its jurisdiction, and Congress should 
have power to enforce the amendments by appropriate legislation, of all 
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the correspondence that prece/e/ded the conference herein mentioned and 
leading to the same, you have heretofore been informed.

Thus you see that neither terms nor conditions were spoken of in the 
interview but only subjugation offered us, the mere details of which they 
proposed to settle at one blow. All our hopes in the humanity and moderation 
of our enemies were dashed to the ground. No terms or proposals of a treaty 
coming either from the Confederate States, or any one of the States would 
be entertained, but a complete, absolute and unconditional submission to 
the Constitution and laws of the United States is required as a preliminary 
step to any, even the slightest cessation of hostilities. Seeing then that we 
can treat with the enemy, neither by the authorities of the Confederate 
States, nor by separate State action, what will be result if we submit, as we 
are required to do? This we can partly judge by examining that constitution 
and those laws, to which we are required to yield obedience. That constitution 
is not the one we left. In addition to the changes it has undergone by corrupt 
and violent interpretation by Black Republican judges its wording has been 
changed as to decree immediately and forever the abolition of slavery. The 
“laws” to whose tender mercies we are referred provide most minutely and 
particularly for the punishment of death by the halter, of every man, soldier, 
sailor or marine, civilians and others, who have been engaged in what they 
term rebellion. Not ceasing to punish with the death of the offender, the 
“laws” of the United States also provide that all his property, real and 
personal, shall be confiscated. The only mitigation of the vigor threatened 
by these laws is contained in Mr. Lincoln’s proclamation accompanying his 
annual message in December 1863, in which he proposes to hang only those 
above the rank of Colonel in the Army and Lieutenant in the Navy, and all 
civil and diplomatic officers or agents of the Confederate Government, and 
various other classes therein specified, coupled with a vague intimation to 
our commissioners in their recent interview, that whilst we must prepare to 
accept all the pains and penalties of the laws, we might rely on a liberal use 
of the pardoning power, vested in him. He also informs us that the terms set 
forth in his recent message of December last, wherein he re-endorses the 
above mentioned proclamation will be rightly adhered to. Now then, we can 
sum up, in some sort, the consequences of our submission. Four million 
slaves, two hundred thousand of whom have been in arms against us, turned 
loose at once in our midst, our lands confiscated, and sold out to pay the cost 
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our subjugation or parcelled among negro soldiers as the reward of the 
slaughter of their masters; our women, children and old men reduced to 
beggary, and driven from their once happy homes, our mutilated and diseased 
soldiers, starving in rags from door to door, spurned by even pensioned negro 
soldiers, whilst the gallows grows weary under the burden of wisest statesmen 
and bravest defenders, to say nothing of universal financial ruin and the 
intolerable oppression of a rapacious and vindictive foe in the hour of 
conquest! Great God! is there a man in all this honorable, high spirited and 
noble commonwealth, so steeped in every conceivable meanness, so 
blackened with all the guilt of treason, or so damned with all the leprosy of 
cowardice, as to say yes, we will submit to all this! and whilst there yet 
remains a half million men amongst us able to resist! And who says the 
enemy will give us anything better? Not Mr. Lincoln; and do the weak and 
the vacillating among us, know better than he does, what he will do for us? 
Having made therefore a fair and honest effort to obtain peace by negotiation, 
and knowing now precisely, from the lips of the President of the United 
States, what we are to expect, what are we to do next? There is only one 
thing left for us to do. We must fight my countrymen to the last extremity, 
or submit voluntarily to our own degradation. Let no man mistake the issue 
now. The lines of distinction will be drawn plainly between those who are 
for their country, and those who are against their country. There is no half- 
way home upon the road. The purifying fire is even now burning throughout 
the land, and its consuming flames must separate the dross from the true 
metal. Degradation, ruin and dishonor on the one hand, liberty, independence 
and honor, if our souls be strong, on the other. Is it not worth another honest 
and manly /effort/? Aye, another, and another, and another, and a thousand 
efforts of our whole people. As North Carolinians, decendants of 
revolutionary heroes, and fathers and brothers of the noblest dead and living 
soldiers, that ever drew a blade for human freedom, we cannot tolerate the 
thought of such bare and infamous submission. Should we willfully throw 
down an organized Government, disband our still powerful armies, and 
invite all these fearful consequences upon our country, we would live to 
have our children curse our gray hairs for fastening our dishonor upon them. 
I trust and believe that there will be little difference of opinion in North 
Carolina as to the propriety of continued resistance. The great argument 
which will be brought forward to shake your honor and intended to incite 
you to despair will be that successful resistance is no longer possible. Some 
will tell you that we are already subdued: that the enemy outnumbers us, 
that our fighting men are all slain, our resources all exhausted and we might 
as well submit now. This, my countrymen, is false, and as frequently proceeds 
from a craven or a traitorous, as from an honest but mistaken spirit. Great as 
our calamities have been, straitened as we are for all supplies both of men 
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and materials, I tell you in all candor, that when I survey our condition by 
the light of human history, I see no danger which threatens to be fatal to our 
cause, except this depression of spirit among the people and the still more 
fearful risk of internal dissension. So long as we remain one and determined, 
it is not in the power of our enemies to subdue us “But except these abide in 
the ship ye cannot be saved.” All things may be supplied if we were but 
possessed of that bold and manly spirit of resistance to tyranny, of which 
liberty and independence are born. That alone can fill the widow’s barrel 
and still the orphans cry, can cast cannon and build ships of war: can raise 
up armed men from the dust of the dragons teeth, can wrest tangible realities 
from the very jaws of impossibility. Without it, numbers but add to the 
ignominy, of certain defeat, even as the Persian millions were whipped and 
ashamed by the three hundred in the mountain pass. Are our men all slain? 
Over four hundred thousand names yet stand upon the muster rolls of the 
Confederacy, to say nothing of the many thousands who shirk. Where are 
they? Thousands upon thousands absent without leave, are lurking in the 
woods, and swamps of the South. Are our provisions all gone? Hundreds of 
thousands of bushels of grain now rot at the various depots of the South for 
want of transportation, and this transportation cannot be protected because 
these absent soldiers are not at the post of duty. Oh! my countrymen! If you 
would but rise to entreat, to shame, to drive them back to their country’s 
standard. Has our territory been overrun? It has, but how much of it has been 
held? The enemy marched triumphantly through the heart of our sister 
Georgia, and is she conquered? Except for the garrison at Savannah and the 
ashes of desolation on their track through the interior, Georgia has neither 
enemy nor the sign of enemy on her soil. So of most portions of the South 
which space does not permit me to enumerate. For four years, their countless 
legions have gnawed at the vitals of Virginia, yet today they claim not even 
all of her territory which is swept by their cannon. The cities they garrison, 
the land their armies actually stand upon, and the waters ridden <upon> by 
their fleets, are all that they really hold, or ever can hold except by our 
ignoble consent. Let the balance of our cities go, Mobile, Charleston, 
Wilmington, Richmond, all, and if we are determined to be free our 
subjugation is quite as distant as ever. For thank God, the Confederacy does 
not consist in brick and mortar, or particular spots of ground however 
valuable they may be in a military point of view. Our nationality consists in 
our people. Liberty dwells in the heart of her votaries, and the ragged, 
barefooted soldiers standing in the depths of the forest, or in the shadow of 
the mountain, can offer her sacrifices, which will be as sweet and as 
acceptable as those proffered in gorgeous temples in the midst of magnificent 
cities. So if our country and its cause, like to the Kingdom of God, be 
enthroned in our hearts, then indeed am I persuaded, that neither

principalities nor powers, nor things present nor things to come, nor height 
nor depth nor life nor death, nor any other creature shall be able to separate 
us from that independence and honor for which our people have suffered 
and our sons have died. Therefore, my countrymen, having warned you of 
this danger which is upon us, I now appeal to you by everything held sacred 
among men, to bear yourselves as becomes your high lineage and future 
hopes: I implore you to lay down all party bitterness, and to be reconciled to 
your neighbor for the sake of your country, to use every possible exertion to 
restore absentees to the Army: to divide of your abundance freely with the 
poor and the suffering; to strengthen the arms of your rulers and to sustain 
your soldiers and their Generals; and to give cheerfully your aid physical, 
mental, and moral, in whatever sphere you may be, to prevent the degradation 
of your country, and the ruin of its people. For the purpose of determining 
the best means of accomplishing this as well as for giving expression to your 
opinions, I earnestly recommend that you assemble in primary meetings in 
every county in the State, and let the whole world and especially our enemies 
see how a free people can meet a proposition for their absolute submission to 
the will of their conquerors.

Dear Sir, 

Yours of the 8th.! was handed to me by Mr. [Nicholas W.] Woodfin last 
evening. 

I answered promptly your telegram in relation to Mr. [Alexander H.] 
Stephens, that he had left here for home before it arrived. 

Upon the failure of our Commissioners’ there burst forth from Congress, 
and the Soldiers and citizens in this section a demonstration of vigor, spirit 
and determination. How far this patriotic spirit may extend I cannot say. 

A time of great trial is upon us. | have every confidence that, if our 
people can be cheered up and fully aroused, we can yet under the blessing 
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of Providence secure our Independence, and save the Country from utter 
ruin, disgrace and degradation. But I assure you that I am beginning to doubt 
whether we have inherited the undaunted courage of our Revolutionary 
sires. The discouraging spirit of despondency, is to be dreaded more than the 
power of the Enemy. 

As matters now stand, how any fair minded, rational man, can for 
a moment with composure, think of the consequences and results of 
Submission, is to me most surprising. 

I had an interview with Mr. Stephens after he returned. He was very 
reticent. He was urged by his friends to speak here before he left. From this 
he excused himself. He intimated no disposition to speak, & did not promise 
to speak when he got home. | am informed that on his way to Danville, at 
Scottsville (27 miles from Danville) a crowd called on him for a speech, but 
he did not show himself. 

I do not feel cheered at many letters which I receive from N.C. 

I am in no way encouraged at the reluctance of Congress, shown in 
voting for a good & efficient tax bill. Without the passage of such a bill, | 
anticipate increased troubles in our finances. 

If things progress as they now do, I fear that our assembly in May will 
call a convention, & that this body will repeal the Ordinance of Secession, 
make arrangements to go back into the Union, with the hope of driving the 
other Southern States into the same action, and in time to vote against the 
abolition Amendment, proposed to the Constitution of the U.S. 

Between us in the fullest confidence I say I think I can already /see this/ 
breaking out. | fear the effort will be made, and will result in a great failure, 
and engulf the Southern States, and Especially good old N.C into a state of 
ruin horror, and misery, that cannot be described. Too grievous to be borne. 

God only knows our fate. By submission there is no hope. By a manful 
united, spirited and determined defence there certainly is some hope. 

You will see a brief of my speech on the 9th. here, in the Richmond 
Dispatch of the 10th. 

Congress will adjourn in about two weeks. When I get home I wish you 
would bring up to my House Mrs. V. and the children, & stay with me a week 
or two, so that we might talk over matters. 

Please accept assurances of my high esteem, & tender my regards to Mrs. 
V. of yours.

I desire to call your attention to the condition of free negroes, enrolled 
and put in the service, “under the Act of Congress.”! These negroes receive 
only Eleven Dollars per month, and clothing and one ration, each. Many 
of them have very small farms with large families dependent entirely upon 
them for support. It is almost impossible, under the circumstances, to prevent 
them from deserting from any work on which they are employed. Cannot 
something be done to encourange them to remain and serve the Country 
faithfully, by making some provision for their families? The Counties 
make certain provision for Soldiers families, but these poor creatures have 
nothing, in the abscence of the patriotic stimulus of the white man, to 
encourage them to be steady & faithful: thus, otherwise a useful class of 
labor, is rendered invalid. I submit with great deference the matter for your 
consideration.

Governor, 

The state of despondency that now prevails among our people is 
producing a bad effect upon the troops. Desertions are becoming very 
frequent, and there is good reason to believe that they are occasioned to a 
considerable extent by letters written to the soldiers by their friends at home. 
In the last two weeks several hundreds have deserted from Hill’s Corps, 
and as the divisions from which the greatest number of desertions have 
taken place, <contain> are composed chiefly of troops from N Carolina, 
they furnish a corresponding proportion of deserters. | think some good 
can be accomplished by the efforts of influential citizens to change public 
sentiment, and cheer the spirits of the people. It has been discovered that 
despondent persons represent to their friends in the army that our cause is 
hopeless, and that they had better provide for themselves. They state that 
the number of deserters is so large in the several counties that there is no 
danger to be apprehended from the home guards. The deserters generally 
take their arms with them. The greater number are from regiments from the 
western part of the State. 

So far as the despondency of the people occasions this sad condition of 
affairs, | know of no other means of removing it than by the counsel and 
exhortation of prominent citizens. 

If they would explain to the people that the cause is not hopeless, that 
the situation of affairs though critical, is critical to the enemy as well as 
ourselves, that he has drawn his troops from every other quarter to accomplish 
his designs against Richmond, and that his defeat now would result in 
leaving nearly our whole territory open to us, that this great result can be 
accomplished if all will work diligently and zealously, and that his successes 
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are far less valuable in fact than in appearance. | think our sorely tried people 
would be induced to make one more effort, to bear their sufferings a little 
longer, and regain some of the spirit that marked the first two years of the 
war. If they will, I feel confident that with the blessing of God, what seems 
to be our greatest danger, will prove the means of deliverance and safety.

You will before this reaches you, have learned of the capture of 
Wilmington and the consequent stoppage of our blockade running business. 
The course proper for you to pursue under the changed aspect of affairs has 
I presume suggested itself to you. Nothing remains but to close up our affairs 
as completely as possible and wait for a change. Our accounts in England I 
suppose can easily be reduced to shape and what funds we have should be 
placed in safety to aid in the final adjustment of our indebtedness. Our goods 
on hand, whether in Europe or the Islands, I leave you to dispose of in any 
way deemed best, consulting Mr. [Joseph H.] Flanner and Mr. [Alexander] 
Collie. You may also relieve Mr. Flanner of his agency from this date, and will 
please reduce your own expenditures on State account as far as practicable. 
Not being able to export any more cotton, of course it becomes us to exercise 
the most rigid economy. There is upwards of a thousand pounds sterling due 
us from the Confederate Govt. for freight brought in on the Advance by Mr. 
Flanner which I presume he forgot to collect whilst in this country. Please 
see him & try to get it. Majr. Walker the Confederate agent at Bermuda 
gave receipts for it. Mr. Wm. Collie who kindly bears this will give you the 
military news. It is bad enough, God knows. Your family are well. I have 
recd. nothing from you since Halifax.

To the People of North Carolina. 


Fellow citizens; 

The necessities of our country as represented by our Confederate 
authorities, impel me again, to appeal to your generosity. You are aware that 
in consequence of interruption to our railroad communications by recent 
movements of the enemy, the subsistence of Genl. Lee’s army has become 
greatly jeopardized. For at least a few months that Army will have to rely 
for subsistence upon North Carolina and Virginia alone. I am informed by 
the Commissary Department that the usual methods of collecting supplies 
will be insufficient for the purpose. In reference to this point I need only 
cite the authority of Genl. Lee himself who writes as follows in regard to a 
similar appeal to the people of Virginia, “I cannot permit myself to doubt 
that the people will respond to it, when they reflect upon the alternative 
presented to them. They have simply to choose whether they will contribute 
such Commissary and Quartermaster stores as they can possibly spare to 
support an army which has already borne and done so much in their behalf, 
or retaining their stores, maintain the army of the enemy engaged in their 
subjugation. I am aware that a general obligation of this nature rests lightly 
on most men—each being disposed to leave his discharge to his neighbor— 
but I am confident that our citizens will appreciate their responsibility in 
this case, and will not permit an army, which by God’s blessing and their 
patriotic support has hitherto resisted the efforts of the enemy, to suffer now, 
through their neglect.” It seems, therefore, that our all depends upon the 
voluntary action of the people of North Carolina and Virginia, and trusting 
that whatever you have to spare, will be promptly and patriotically brought 
forward for the use of your country in its hour of trial: the following plan 
is submitted, which is being acted upon in the State of Virginia with the 
best results. It is understood also, that provisions will be received either as 
sales, loans or donations. Ist. Let every citizen who can, pledge himself to 
furnish the rations of one soldier for six months, without designating any 
particular soldier as recipient of the contribution. 2d. Let those thus pledging 
themselves furnish, say 80 pounds of bacon and 180 pounds of flour, or their 
equivelent in beef or meal, to be delivered to the nearest commissary agent. 

3d. Let the donor bind himself to deliver one half of the amount above 
stated, viz. 40 pounds of bacon and 90 pounds of flour (or its equivelent) 
immediately, and the remainder at the end of three months, unless he prefer 
to adopt the better plan of advancing the whole amount pledged, at once. 
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4th Let the pledge of each individual, subscribing and furnishing the rations 
of one Soldier for six months, be made the basis of larger subscription. Those 
whose generosity, and whose means will enable them to do so, may obligate 
themselves to provide the rations of 5, 10, 20 or any number of soldiers for six 
months, while even the poor, who could not afford to supply the rations of one 
man, may combining authorize one of their number to make the designated 
subscription of at least one ration for one man for six months. To effect this, I 
earnestly recommend that county and neighborhood meetings, be immediately 
held in every portion of the State, at which subscriptions may be taken up, and 
that a committee of responsible and reliable gentlemen be appointed by such 
meetings, to wait on those who do not attend, and ascertain what can be raised 
at the earliest possible moment. And rest assured, that no patriot can better serve 
his country, than in so doing. By this means every possible ounce of provisions 
which can be spared for the support of our Army, may be made available. 
Should you not, Fellow Citizens, respond to this call, you may calculate, not 
only upon seeing your own sons in the Army suffer and be defeated in the field, 
for want of those supplies, but you will have the mortification to behold them 
seized and appropriated to the support of the enemy who comes to destroy us.

Be assured, therefore, that every pound of bacon 
and beef, and every bushel of meal which you withhold from your own Army, 
is a certain contribution to the maintainance of that of the enemy. You have, 
therefore, to choose whether you will feed your sons, who are bleeding in our 
defence, or our ruthless enemy who arms our slaves and lays waste our country. 
To show you, fellow citizens, the earnest impression | have of the necessity of 
this action, and that I will call upon you to make no sacrifice which I shall not 
share with you, I have tendered to the Commissary Department one half of my 
entire years’ supply, and expect to put my own family upon the limited rations 
allowed to our soldiers, regretting that I have so little to offer. That which is left 
me to subsist upon will be doubly sweet because it will be the bread of honor 
and independence. Confidently relying upon the generosity and patriotism of a 
people to whom I have often appealed and never appealed in vain, I am fellow 
citizens,

Yours' has been received giving me the distressing intelligence of the 
increase of desertion from our armies. I had had [sic] heard from other sources 
of this defection of our troops, and was already too well aware that the cause 
of it was to be found in the general public despondency. I inaugurated a 
series of public meetings in this State by my recent proclamation,’ for the 
purpose of reviving public sentiment, and though many have been held and 
many more will be held, yet the near and triumphant approach of the enemy 
has so alarmed the timid and so engrossed the loyal in preparation for his 
coming that I fear they will hardly have their proper effect. | have myself 
been so busy in trying to organize my Militia and secure my vast public stores 
that [I] have only been able to address the people at two or three points. Rest 
assured however General that I am fully alive to the importance of the crisis 
and whatever man can do in my situation shall be done. I shall now order 
out in every County that class of the Home Guard not subject to duty in the 
field and put them to work arresting deserters. In many Counties however 
they are necessarily inefficient from the great number of the deserters and 
the natural fear of the destruction of their property &c. If you could send 
me as many as two regiments of Cavalry, by quartering them in the midst of 
these disaffected districts and foraging upon the friends of the deserters, they 
could not only arrest many but could recruit themselves and horses, restore 
confidence and inspire with courage the local forces. | earnestly recommend 
this action, General, and think in the long run it would not weaken your 
Army. I think our people will respond liberally to the appeal for supplies? 
which | have just published this morning at the instance of the Secretary 
of War. The first answer made to it two hours after its appearance in the 
morning papers, was from a poor widow of this city, who hard pressed to live 
in these distressing times, as I know she is, came yet to offer me two pieces 
of bacon and a barrel of meal. Such offerings on the sacred alter of country, 
hallow our cause, and I hope will secure God’s blessing upon it.

I trust you will infuse into your fellow citizens 
the spirit of resolution and patriotism which inspires your own action. | 
have now no cavalry to spare for the purpose you mention, and regret that 
I did not receive the suggestion at an earlier period. I think it a very good 
one, and would have been glad to adopt it. I have sent a force of infantry 
under Brig Gen Johns[t]on (R D)? to guard the line of the Roanoke [River], 
and operate as far as practicable in the adjacent counties to arrest deserters. 
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Another detachment of five hundred men under Col McAllister? has been 
sent to Chatham & Moore counties, in which the bands of deserters were 
represented to be very numerous. They will however operate in other 
quarters as occasion may require. They are instructed to take no prisoners 
among those /deserters/ who resist with arms the civil or military authorities. 
I hope you will raise as large a force of local troops to cooperate with them as 
you can, and think that the sternest course is the best with the class I have 
referred to. The immunity which these lawless organizations afford is a great 
cause of desertion, and they cannot be too sternly dealt with. 

I hope you will be able to aid Gen [Joseph E.] Johnston who needs all 
the reinforcements you can give him. If he can check the progress of Gen 
Sherman the effect would be of the greatest value. I hope the late success 
of Gen Bragg near Kinston will revive the spirits of the people, and render 
your labors less arduous. 

The conduct of the widow lady whom you mention deserves the highest 
commendation. If all our people possess her spirit, our success I should feel 
to be assured.

The Council of State unanimously confirm and ratify the appointments 
therein made by you to wit 

Henry A Nutt & John D Hyman for the Board of Internal Improvements 
and Prof. Richard Stirling L. C. Edwards & W J Yates for the Literary Board 

The Council have maturely considered the communication of your 
Excellency in regard to the approach of the enemy to our Capital. 

The Act of the Legislature locating the Seat of Government at Raleigh 
permantly and unalterably is the paramount law until changed by the power 
which made it. 

The Council think that the resolution of the Legislature directing the 
removal of the valuable effects of the State in the discretion of the Governor 
furnished some guidance at least at the present juncture 

After much consultation we are of opinion and so advise 

1 That the Governor shall at the proper time proceed to remove from 
each and every department of the Government all the certainly valuable 
and important papers and effects of the State consulting in each case the 
head of the department in question. 

2 That the Governor and Treasurer accompany said effects. As to the 
other officers it is not so important but should the Governor in his discretion 
think their removal necessary it is probably their duty to go according to the 
aforesaid resolution of the Legislature 

3 That those officers who do not leave shall remain in their rooms in the 
building as they usually do in their daily business. 

4 That the Governor with such officer or officers as attend him shall with 
said valuable effects retire to some point west of Raleigh their location to be 
selected by the Governor and changed by him when necessary 
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The Council after conferring with Mr. [Jonathan] Worth the Treasurer 
advise that he burn all the State Treasury notes fundable immediately, all of 
less denomination than one dollar except one thousand dollars & all notes 
fundable 1 Jany 1866 and to be fundable 1 Jany 1876 except <three> /Five/ 
hundred thousand dollars which he can burn hereafter if necessary 

The Council regret that in the nature of the case they cannot be more 
specific than in some cases they have been. They are satisfied that the 
opinions of your Excellency aided by the other Executive officers will be 
more likely to be prudent and correct as events happen than any advice in 
advance by the Council. 

We beg to tender to your Excellency our sincere sympathies in the heavy 
labors and responsibilities of your present position.

I expected to visit you at Raleigh but am 
accidentally prevented from executing that design and would be very glad 
to see you here if you can come at once [or] to meet you elsewhere In North 
Carolina at a future time. We must redouble our efforts to meet present 
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disaster. An army holding its position with determination to fight on and 
manifest ability to maintain the struggle will attract all the scattered soldiers 
and daily and rapidly gather strength. Moral influence is wanting and I am 
sure you can do much now to revive spirit and hope of the people.

I doubt if hostilities can be suspended as between the Army of the 
Confederate Govt. and the one I command but I will aid you all in my 
power to contribute to the end you aim to reach, the termination of the 
existing war.

A basis of negotiations was agreed upon yesterday, as well as a suspension 
of hostilities to give time for their conclusion.

Your letter of this date is just received. The reason why I did not join 
you last night at Hillsboro was that the President of the Rail Rd. & Genl 
Breckinridge both agreed to send for me when the train arrived there, it 
being uncertain at what time it would leave Genl Hampton’s Hd. Qrs.' As it 
was I waited at the Depot from 4 o’clock to the time designated by you until 
Eight P.M. In this however I make no complaint of you. <Night> 

Night before last I was invited by Genl Breckinridge to go down to 
where you were to participate in the consultation there to take place and as 
I supposed & deserved to accompany the flag of truce to a conference with 
Genl Sherman, thinking very naturally that I was entitled to know something 
of and participate in proceedings which arise <vitally> more immediately to 
affect my people than those of any other State in the Confederacy. 

You cannot be ignorant of the part which I was invited to take at Genl 
Hampton’s Hd. Qrs. Feeling therefore that I was to be excluded from a voice 
in the decision of the fate of my own people, I thought I could reasonably 
expect to be informed of the conclusion arrived at by others and make such 
provision as remained in my power for the welfare of the State. Such was the 
object of my note of this morning. 

From reading your reply I am at a loss to determine whether you refuse 
permission for me to communicate with the enemy or wish me to infer that 
you desire I should suspend my request until a copy of the paper containing 
the result of yesterdays proceedings between you & Genl. Sherman shall 
have been submitted to me. I shall be glad to be informed on this point.

Your letter in reply to mine of to-day, is just received. 

I do not think that the omissions of Genl. Breckinridge /& Mr Webb/ 
ought to be laid at my door. As a mere military officer arranging an armistice, 
I do not think that it would have <proper> been proper on my part, to invite 
any civilian to join in the conference. Had I been determining the terms 
on which negotiations were to be based, there is no gentleman whose aid | 
would have sought sooner than yours. But I had nothing to do but to learn 
the views of the president, & they were not fully communicated until after 
my meeting with Genl. Sherman. 

I supposed that after reading the accompanying paper, which contains all 
the information to be had on the subject, you would not desire to correspond 
with Genl. Sherman, & therefore made no reference to that matter. Should 
you at any time desire to hold such correspondence, I will refer the subject 
by telegraph to the Secretary of War.

In obedience to your directions of this date, | have the honor to report 
amount of, and circumstances under which property of the state of N.C. was 
removed by me from Graham &c, and also transferred to me at this point 
by Maj Sloan. 

I arrived at Graham on Thursday afternoon April 13th, found everything 
in great confusion ascertained that Mr Oliver, Agent of the State of No 
Ca had a lot of stores he was desirous to be rid of. I called upon him and 
he proposed that I should take possession of the stores upon my own 
responsibility. I refused. He then requested me to receive them from him on 
the ground that he was unable to move them and feared that the stragglers 
from Lee’s Army would break into his storeroom and rob him. He reported 
some 20 bales of blankets 10,000 lbs leather & 7,000 pairs pants. I told him 
I would only receive the pants as I could not carry anything more. To this he 
consented. I instructed Maj Roy Qr Mr to receive the pants, which he did & 
gave Mr Oliver a regular receipt for the same. On Friday night I reported to 
Genl Johnston, informed him of what I had done & also that the blankets & 
leather remained in store under charge of Mr Oliver. He directed me to put 
the same in R Road depot under charge of an officer for shipment by R Road 
to Greensboro N.C. Capt A Stephens AQM Stewarts! Corps was instructed 
accordingly. I arrived within 2 1/2 miles of Greensboro on Saturday April 
15th at about 1 P.M and rode into Greensboro about 4 P M a mob of citizens 
and soldiers crowded the streets laden with shoes cloth & clothing. I went to 
Maj Sloans office & found the cloth &c being given out to all applicants. I 
applied to him to know if I could obtain some clothing for Johnstons Army. 
He replied that the cloth &c was the property of the state of No Ca and was 
to be given to her troops. I remarked that | was satisfied a larger portion of 
the clothing was passing into unworthy & unentitled hands. I requested him 
to communicate with Gov Vance on the subject. he informed me that Gov 
Vance was in the town. On inquiry I found that this was a mistake. I returned 
to Maj Sloan and requested him to telegraph Gov Vance upon this subject. 
he said he would do so, but had telegraphed the Gov already in reference to 
these stores and had received no reply. On Sunday morning April 16th about 
9 A M I called upon Maj Sloan and asked him if he had received a reply to 
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the telegram he answered he had not but that the Military had taken the 
matter out of his hands, that Maj Holmes Commandant of the post, would 
give me all the information. I then called upon Maj Holmes, he stated that 
he wished three or four Qr Masters to take charge of issue the stores properly 
and requested me to furnish them. I replied that I could do so but would like 
to see Maj Sloan with him, as I could not consent to take charge of, and 
issue the property of the State of No Ca unless some person representing the 
state consented thereto or requested it. We called upon Maj Sloan together 
who remarked that as long as the stores were there it offered an inducement 
for the mob to pillage and commit acts of violence and he would like the 
stores distributed as rapidly as possible, he had received no orders from Gov 
Vance as to the disposition of the stores and would like me to take charge of 
& issue the same. I| replied, “I take this matter in charge at your request & 
will follow your directions.” It was agreed the troops from No Ca should be 
served first & the remainder be divided in the Army. I then asked for a report 
of the stores on hand. I was told that the goods had been sent there without 
invoices & he supposed there was about 7000 blankets 1700 prs pants 900 
Jackets and 6900 Yards Grey cloth. I proceeded to distribute these stores 
“pro rata” to the Army with instructions to the Corps Qr Masters to fully 
equip the N.C. troops in their commands and then divide the remainder 
amongst the other troops. I had issued about 1200 Yds to Lee’s? Corps when 
a communication was received by you from Genl Beauregard in reference 
to a letter received from Gov Vance respecting the issue of these stores. 
I immediately ceased issuing I then received an order from you to cease 
issuing any property of the state of No Ca & to place all stores &c belonging 
to the state of No. Ca in the hands of Maj Sloan. I thereupon issued an order 
to Maj Roy Qr Mr to turn into Maj Sloan all the pants he had brought from 
Graham by wagons, also one to Capt Stephens AQM Stewarts Corps to turn 
in all he had brought by Rail from Graham. Also instructed Maj George Qr 
Mr Lee’s Corps to return the 1200 Yds Grey Cloth he had received, when he 
informed me it had already been issued. On Thursday 18th. April Col Cole 
informed me that Gov Vance had directed him to turn over to the Army of 
Tenn a certain portion of cloth & clothing which I received and divided as 
per list enclosed each Qr Master receipting for his portion. These vouchers 
& one from a N.Ca Regt are I am informed the only vouchers that have 
been given the state of No Ca for all the property she has issued excepting 
some sales to officers.

In your first note of yesterday in reply to mine alleging that certain 
property of the State had been seized by Confederate troops &c, you say, 
“You will oblige me greatly by enumerating the State property seized by 
Confederate troops and also by giving any information of circumstances that 
you may have.” 

It is impossible particularly to comply with your request. Maj James 
Sloan Chief State Qr. Master of this Post reports that he had on hand on 
the arrival of the troops at this place, two hundred & forty three (243) Bales 
of Blankets, cloth and ready made clothing, averaging respectively, <one 
hundred> (100) Blankets and <five hundred yards> /500 yds/ of cloth to the 
bale and also <four thousand> /(4000)/ pairs of pants, <six hundred> (600) 
jackets and a small quantity of leather. Of this amount there was issued to 
the troops <Thirteen> 16,028 yds. cloth, 4458 pairs pants, 2000 pairs socks, 
1143 Jackets. /Nearly/ All the remainder, certainly much over half of the 
whole was violently seized or issued miscellaneously under the threats of 
the mob to avoid seizure. At the same time the books, papers and private 
property of the Qr. Master were stolen & destroyed. A small quantity of 
blankets and home made cloth yet remains on hand. 

Capt. Oliver, Qr. Master at Graham N.C. reports that he delivered under 
pressure of the mob of soldiers 6300 pairs of pants 7000 lbs. leather, 21 bales 
Blankets (100 to the bale) ten coils Rope & 2000 yds. of Jeans Cloth. There 
was actually taken by the mob 5000 lbs. leather, & <three> 3000 yd. cloth, 
in which the citizens participated. In addition to these statements of my Qr. 
Masters, I myself saw the conclusion of th[e] sacking of a train at McLeans 
station yesterday morning by Soldiers laden with blankets & leather, the 
cars had just been emptied as I got there and the <rode> /road/ side & 
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the woods were crowded with soldiers staggering under heavy loads of the 
plunder. It seemed to be an understood & permitted matter as officers of 
nearly all grades were standing quietly around. 

The hardship complained of in all this General, is, that there remains 
no one to make reparation to the State. Whilst the arrears of pay due the 
soldiers from the Confederacy, would justify the delivery to them of any 
stores <to them> belonging to the Confederate States, it is peculiarly hard 
on North Carolina alone to be thus compelled to pay off the soldiers of all 
the other States. The debt contracted in Europe by the purchase of these 
supplies will of course be shared by none of the other States, and in this 
respect the voluntary issues amount in reality to a mere gift. North Carolina 
having done five times over more than any other State for the clothing 
of the Confederate army, I think I can appeal the more strongly to you to 
protect her against plunder & pillage. 

In all this I have made no reference to a system of the most complete and 
outrageous robbery of private citizens now going on to a most distressing 
extent, and which I do not know that it is in your power to prevent. 

When all this is considered I] am sure that you will pardon me for urging 
upon you, the /adoption of/ most stringent measures in your power for the 
protection of my State and people against the lawless <violence> /license/ 
of an army about to be disbanded.

the issue of these negotiations.

In obedience to your enquiry of this date as to the quantity of Quarter 
Master’s Stores stolen & issued at this place during the past six days, | have 
the honour to report that I recd. from Col [Henry A.] Dowd q.m. on Storage, 
and had on hand at the time, Two hundred & forty three (243) Bales, 
Blankets, Cloth, Flannel & Clothing, no invoice accompanying, the several 
shipments, I was necessarily ignorant of the contents. 

From Graham, I recd by Genl Johnstons Waggon train some four 
thousand (4000) pair Pants & some Six hundred (600) Jackets together with 
a small quantity of upper & sole Leather 

To the army of Tennessee, I issued Thirteen thousand yds Flannel 
(13000) Three thousand & twenty Eight yds. Cloth (3028) Four thousand 
four hundred & fifty Eight Pr Pants (4458) Two thousand pair Wool Socks 
(2000) Eleven hundred & forty three Jackets (1143). The remainder of the 
Cloth, Flannel, Jackets, Pants &c was stolen & issued to N.C. soldiers, the 
Home Guard & parolled prisones returning from Genl Lee’s army. 

The raid on my office & ware houses on Saturday last, resulted in the 
destruction of my personal effects, Books, papers, some 1200 to 1500 lbs 
English & Domestic upper & sole Leather, & some three hundred Pair Shoes 
(300) &c. & a quantity of Cloth Clothing & Blankets. 

The destruction of my books vouchers &c is irrepairable. At the time 
it occurred, a heavy rain was falling, streets very muddy, Papers, books, &c 
trodden under foot of man & beast, and the raid was not quelled intill a 
squad of a few men from the 7th N.C. Regt fired on the mob, killing one, & 
mortally wounding some three others. 

Should I be so fortunate as to recover my books & papers, carried away, | 
may at a future day, be able to submit a more satisfactory return. 

I have remaining in the fire proof ware house of the State, Ninty (90) 
Bales Blankets, of one hundred each (100), some (25) Twenty five Pieces 
Tates Jeans averageing some (25) Twenty five yd. each, some Four hundred 
Ibs upper & Sole Leather (400) In the shed, near my office, there is stored 
Thirty (30) Bales, Cotton, liable to be destroyed /or stolen/ at any moment, 
unless an <in>efficient Guard is kept over the same. 
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Permit me in conclusion, to say that we are indebted to the efficient 
command of Gen’! Brantly,! for the protection and safe keeping of the State 
Goods after the memorable Saturday of last week. 

I know nothing of the quantity or Value of the Goods destroyed at 
Company Shops or Graham, or on the Rail Road. To Col Cole and his 
untiring assistants we are indebted for the distributing and issueing, under 
circumstances of the most embarrassing and unpleasant character. 

Your order is respectfully solicited as to the disposition to be made of the 
stores remaining on hand.

The terms agreed upon by Johnston & Sherman, embrace substantially, 
1. Truce, suspension of hostilities east of the Miss. Indefinitely, not to be 
broken except upon 48 hours notice. 

2d. The disbanding of all C.S. Armies, their arms to be turned over & 
deposited in Capitols of each State &c. 

3d. Recognition of State Govts intact upon Governors taking oath of 
allegiance, & disputed State Govts to be decided by Supreme Court of U.S. 

4. General amnesty—no man to be disturbed in person or property for 
crime of rebellion &c. 

5. Restoration of Courts & authority to U.S. in full over the Country. 

I believe these are the principal points. The paper is signed by both 
Generals, who add, “that not having complete authority they agree to 
procure the ratification of their principals as soon as possible.” 

I fear that there may be a delay which will cause our own troops to do 
us more damage than the enemy could. The greatest state of anarchy & 
confusion prevails here. 

The terms are better than I expected & I hope may be made final. 
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I would write more but write with great trouble & haste and don’t know 
that I can get this to you.

Dear Sir 

As you are perhaps aware, the State of No. Ca. has made large issues 
of both Quarter Master’s & Commissary Stores to the Confederate State’s 
Armies, other than her own troops. Several millions of dollars are now due 
and have been due for twelve months past. Recently the entire Army of 
Tennessee has not only been supplied with clothing, by issues, but large 
amounts have also been taken violently. As there remains no one to whom 
we can look for payment in the future, and as it bears peculiarly hard upon 
North Carolina, to be compelled alone to pay the debts in Europe contracted 
for the purchase of the most of these articles which have inured to the 
common benefit of all the States, I am exceedingly anxious to know if some 
arrangement cannot be made by which in part the state may be indemnified. 

I would respectfully suggest that there is a considerable amount of public 
property of various kinds, and especially of Cotton which might be delivered 
to me for this purpose in case of the restoration of peace. I think Sir, you 
will agree with me in saying, that justice and equity demand something of 
this kind. North Carolina came forward with her own credit and not only 
furnished her own troops but with a lavish hand furnished large supplies 
to the Army at large, and she should not be left to suffer, when there /are/ 
any means in the power of the Government to indemnify her. Over seven 
hundred thousand dollars ($700,000) are borrowed in Europe on Cotton 
and Rosin Warrants, which were expended in Army supplies. Much of the 
Cotton bought to redeem them has been destroyed by the enemy or to 
prevent its falling into their hands, and I hope and believe it to be just, that 
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you will order delivered to me Cotton in this or any other State sufficient to 
<assist> /enable/ me in redeeming these warrants. Please let me hear from 
you on this subject at an early day.

claim provided the said public property is not disposed of otherwise by any 
treaty to be concluded. 

The heavy debt, incurred by North Carolina in the purchase and 
accumulation of these stores, <which is> payable in gold, <and> which 
have been distributed for the common benefit renders it peculiarly hard 
upon this state; and no other way of securing even partial payment suggests 
itself to me. 

Perhaps this should have been more properly addressed to the Secretary 
of War and if so not knowing his whereabouts and having no means of 
communicating with him I shall feel obliged to you to give it the proper 
reference.

Sir, 

I had the honour to receive your two letters of the 20th! on that day. 

My object in asking you for minute information of the robberies of 
which you complain was, to get the means of restoring the State property & 
punishing the robbers. I have postponed replying until now in order, before 
doing so, to obtain more minute accounts of the matter in question than you 
had given. In that connection, I enclose the statements of Major McMicken, 
Chief Qr Master, Major Jas Sloan Qr Mr. N.C.A. & Major Vardell.’ They 
justify me, I think, in asking you to acquit “the troops under my command” 
of the charge of having “forcibly seized all the property of the State from 
Haw River depot to this place.” 

The only robberies mentioned in these papers, were committed by a 
mob in Greensboro’, on the 15th. The only troops that I know of then in 
the town, were N. Carolina reserves, placed there by Lieut. Genl. Holmes. 
Those under my command <encamped> marched that day but 10 or 12 
miles from Haw River bridge. You may remember that we passed there 
on the 16th. & left then encamping a mile & a half from the town. It is, 
therefore, not unreasonable to say that any Confederate soldiers concerned 
in seizing public property in Greensboro’ on the 15th, must have belonged 
to the Army of Virginia, not that of Tennessee. 

Major McMicken explains the occurrence you witnessed on the 19th at 
McLeans Station thus: Major Melton, Qr Mr of Genl Hampton’s corps, was 
that morning receiving stores <stores> for the cavalry, including blankets, at 
that place. He had no vehicles, & the different articles were taken from the 
cars by the men of the party he had brought for the purpose. 

Great outrages are committed on your people by Confederate soldiers, | 
know. But they are the disbanded men of the Army of Northn. Va. I regret 
this as much as you do, but can not, with my little force, prevent it. Indeed 
this army has probably suffered as much, proportionally, as the people of 
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the State. For crowds of these disbanded soldiers seize our subsistence stores 
wherever they find them.

But the course you propose seems to 
me impracticable. I believe that every other State of the Confederacy has a 
claim similar to that which you state, & think, therefore, that it would be just 
to divide any means available for the payment of those debts, proportionally. 

Most of the public property in the possession of the army was impressed. 
Frequently with the condition that it should be returned. I intend, as far as 
practicable, to return it to its proper owners. A very large portion of it was 
obtained in this State, & I shall confidently ask your excellency’s assistance 
in its restoration.

By the Governor of North Carolina 
A Proclamation. 


Whereas, by the recent surrender of the principal armies of the 
Confederate States, further resistance to the forces of the United States has 
become vain, and would result in a useless waste of blood; and whereas, 
all the natural disorders, attendant upon the disbanding of large armies 
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are upon us, and the country is filled with numerous bands of citizens and 
soldiers disposed to do violence to persons and property: 

Now, therefore, I, Zebulon B. Vance, Governor of the State of North 
Carolina, in the sincere hope of averting some of the many evils which 
threaten us, do issue this my Proclamation, commanding all such persons 
to abstain from any and all acts of lawlessness, to avoid assembling together 
in crowds in all towns and cities, or doing anything whatsoever calculated 
to cause excitement; and earnestly appealing to all good citizens, who are 
now at home, to remain there, and to all soldiers of this State to retire 
quietly to their homes, and exert themselves in preserving order. Should 
it become necessary for the protection of citizens, I also appeal to the good 
and true soldiers of North Carolina, whether they have been surrendered 
and paroled or otherwise, to unite themselves together in sufficient numbers 
in the various counties of the State, under the superintendence of the civil 
magistrates thereof, to arrest or slay any bodies of lawless and unauthorized 
men who may be committing depredations upon the persons or property of 
peaceable citizens, assuring them that it will be no violation of their parole 
to do so. And I would assure my fellow citizens generally, that, under God, 
I will do all that may be in my power to settle the government of the State, 
to restore the civil authority in her borders, and to further the great ends of 
peace, domestic tranquility and the general welfare of the people. Without 
their aid I am powerless to do anything.

I have been greatly favored in hearing from you, for which 
I feel very thankful. You have doubtless reached Washington City before 
this & have learned too for what you were arrested. Of course I am anxious 
to know, in the mean time I will endeavor to hope for the best. “The Lord 
God omnipotent reigneth & will do right.” into His hands | commit you My 
dear one. May His everlasting armes be around you. Dont suffer yourself to 
be uneasy about us. We are getting along very well & are hoping to have you 
return to us before long. All your friends here desire kindest remembrances. 
I wrote Brother Robert last evening, have heard nothing from him as yet. 
Again God bless you My dear good Husband. Believe me most truly.

My dear Husband, 
I received your letter! of the 24th. of May this morning & one from Gov 
Swain of the 27th. yesterday, which relieved my anxiety in a great measure, 
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being the first reliable intelligence I have had from you since you left Raleigh. 
The state of suspense I have been in, has been very trying upon me, but the 
sustaining grace of God has been my source of comfort & consolation. May 
this precious grace be given you My dear one, to strengthen & sustain you 
under the trying circumstances with which you are surrounded. The mercy 
seat is the only place we can meet now. this is certainly a great privilege. May 
it be often resorted to, by us both. | am truly thankful to learn you <are> 
have all necessary comforts & are able to exercise on account of your health. 
Dont allow yourself uneasiness on account of “loved ones at home”—We 
are well cared for. Indeed the kindness I have received at the hands of the 
people of Statesville & surrounding country is unbounded. their concern for 
your welfare & that of your family will ever be appreciated by both of us. I 
will remain in their midst as | am very comfortably situated & can get news 
from you so much more readily than at Asheville. I act thus upon the advice 
of Maj Wilson & Mr. Simonton. The articles pertaining to the Executive 
Mansion have all been delivered upon demand of the military authorities 
& others placed in the house by the kind & good people of this community 
for our comfort. It is a great relief to me to have the responsibility of the 
Government House property off me as you know. Isaac & Julia have left, 
greatly to my satisfaction as they were trying me <greatly> not a little. 
Hannah is still with me & never did so well in her life, indeed I never kept 
house with less trouble. Ann Lizzie (our true friend) is with me /also/ & is a 
very great comfort—will remain with me during your absence. Sends much 
love & says tell you, every thing in her power shall be done for the comfort 
of your dear ones. Cousin Sophionia came down to see me as | wrote you & 
she, cousin Robert & all the family will do what they can; so you see we are 
surrounded with friends. I am continuly receiving assurence from the people 
generally, of their earnest desire to render us any & every assistance. I have 
heard nothing from Asheville since your arrest. am daily expecting brother 
Robert down, tho’ he writes it is not altogather safe for persons to leave their 
homes, or at least he wrote this some three weeks since. I guess he can come 
now. Alfred Baird came & spent several days with us—heard of your arrest 
after leaving Asheville & just came on to see us at once, returned last week 
& said he would stay with brother Robs family when he got home, that he 
might come to us, so I think he will be here this evening & advise me what is 
best. In the mean time write me to this place, care of Maj Wilson who is very 
kind, as is every body. All <my> /our/ friends advise me to remain here & | 
know you would consider it best if you knew all the circumstances. Zebbie is 
still with me & Uncle Dolph is willing he should remain. he desires kindest 
remembrances. So do all your friends & they are legion. Our dear boys are all 
well & talk much about their dear Papa. Again let me assure you of our well 
doing in every respect. I will write as often as possible. Gov Swain’s letter 
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encouraged me to hope for your early release. he wrote from Washington 
City. I am in hopes he will write me immediately, upon his arrival at home. 
I am glad to hear you have Gov. Brown as a companion, | trust you will be a 
mutual benefit to one another in a spiritual as well as temporal point of view. 
your other companions are doubtless agreeable too. I wrote once before this 
& trust you have received the letter, as Genl Cooper was kind enough to 
send it on for me. | will write every opportunity. The children send much 
love, I hope to be able to write more particularly of Mother & our other 
friends at Asheville in my next. They were all well when brother Rob wrote 
on the 17th. of May. Into the hands of our most merciful & kind Father in 
heaven, would I commit you My dear one. He doeth all things right. Let us 
trust in Him doing our own duty & all will be well.

My dear Husband; 

I wrote you on Monday /the/ 4th. just after receiving yours of the 24th. of 
May, the only letter | have had from you since you left Raleigh. I hope you 
have been permitted to receive my letter by this time. Col Haynes came over 
last evening & told me Col Murry would leave Salisbury for Washington 
City tomorrow & would no doubt take a letter for me; so I avail myself of 
the opportunity of /informing you of/ our well doing. I am anxiously hoping 
to hear from you again very soon—you know my anxiety is great. but I strive 
to hope for the best. 

Since writing the above I have learned through Mr John D. Brown, Judge 
Pearson & others that the papers state that you are paroled & allowed the 
privileges of the City. I trust it is so, tho’ | dont permit it to influence me too 
much, fearing it may not be so. If it is, | will hope to see you before a great 
while. In the mean time, dont let yourself be unnecessarily uneasy about 
your “loved ones at home”—We are getting on quite as well as we could, 
with you away from us. Meet kindness from every source. Charley & David 
have gotten their Pony at last & are delighted of course. Charlie attends to 
it himself. I had a letter from Brother Robert a few days ago—neither sister 
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Harriett or himself were well—said he would go on to see you, if he had 
permission. Mother & the rest of our friends at Asheville were quite well. 
I let Zebbie Baird go home day before yesterday on a visit, he will return in 
a short time. I will remain here for the present as I wrote you on Monday, 
being able to hear from you so much more direct than at Asheville. I am 
anxiously hoping to hear from you through Gov. Swain. I know he will write 
me as soon as he returns home. he wrote me such a kind letter, with regard 
to you from Washington City. What a true friend he is & a noble one too. 
Ann Lizzie & the children send much love. Hannah is still with us. Julia & 
Isaac, I wrote you, had left. I know not what has become of them. 

Marion wrote to Hannah he would come up for her to go to Raleigh, if 
she wished to go. she doesnt seem to want to leave me, but wants to be with 
her husband, which is very right. She wrote him to come up & they could 
then decide what was best. I will offer to hire him for what is considered 
proper until your return home. I get on very well indeed, never kept house 
with so little trouble. Am satisfied I have always had too many servants 
about me. Hannah does the work with Ann Lizzie & my help without any 
difficulty. If I could only have you at home My dear one, the darkies might 
all go. You know I have always contended we would be better off without 
them. the poor creatures are themselves much more to be pitied than we are 
tho’ they may not agree with us. I do sincerely trust their condition may be 
much better than it is at present, for in some instances it is lamentable. | 
guess I had better stop writing or they may not allow my letter to reach you 
if you are still a prisoner & I fear you are. May the rich blessings of Our kind 
& Merciful Father in heaven rest upon you My dear husband is the sincere
